Pursuant  to  a  resolution  previously  adopted  the  rules  of 
the  Senate  are  hereby  published. 

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE 

L  The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quorum 
being  present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be 
read,  if  ordered  by  the  president  or  called  for  by  any  other 
member,  and  any  erroneous  entry  shall  be  corrected. 
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2.  No  member  shall  hold  conversation  with  another  dur- 
ing the  reading  of  the  journal,  or  while  a  member  is  speaking 
in  debate. 

3.  Every  member,  rising  to  speak,  shall  address  the 
president  and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit  down. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  on  the  same  day,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

5.  More  than  one  member  rising  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  president  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  first. 

6.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the 
president  shall,  or  any  member,  may,  call  him  to  order;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  sit  down,  and 
the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  the  case  but  if  there  be 
no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  president  shall  be  conclusive. 

7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  without  permission 
from  the  Senate. 

8.  A  motion  shall  be  seconded  before  it  is  debated;  and  if 
required  by  the  president  or  any  member,  it  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing. 

9.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received,  but,  first,  to  adjourn;  second,  to  lay  on  the  table; 
third,  for  the  previous  question;  fourth,  to  postpone  in- 
definitely; fifth,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day;  sixth,  to 
commit;  seventh,  to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 
No  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain 
day,  or  to  commit,  being  decided,  shall  be  in  order  at  the 
same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition,  until  after  an  adjourn- 
ment. 

10.  If  the  question  under  debate  will  admit  of  division, 
any  member  may  have  it  divided ;  and,  in  filhng  blanks,  the 
longest  time  and  the  largest  sum  shall  be  put  first. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  same 
is  objected  to,  it  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate, 
and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  required,  each  member 
shall  declare  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question,  unless  for 
special  reasons  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate. 
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13.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  shut  the  doors  of  the 
Senate,  on  the  discussion  of  any  business  which  in  the  opin- 
ion of  any  member  may  require  secrecy,  the  president  shall 
require  the  gallery  to  be  closed;  and  the  doors  shall  remain 
closed  until  the  subject  is  disposed  of. 

14.  After  a  motion  has  been  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  or  if  the  Sen- 
ate be  equahy  divided,  any  member  voting  on  the  side 
prevailing,  to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  unless  the 
bill,  resolution,  report,  amendment,  or  motion  on  which  the 
vote  was  taken  has  gone  from  the  possession  of  the  Senate; 
but  no  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  in  order  unless  made 
the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  or  the  next  day 
after  that  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  on  which  the  Senate 
shall  be  in  session. 

15.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  address  to  the  Senate 
shall  be  received  and  read,  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents 
thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  member  introducing  the  same. 

16.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  before  its  passage 
and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each  time  whether  it 
be  the  first,  second  or  third  reading;  each  reading  of  the  bill 
shall  be  by  title  only  unless  there  is  a  request  from  any 
member  of  the  Senate  for  the  full  reading  of  the  bill ;  no  bill 
after  it  has  been  read  a  second  time  shall  have  a  third  reading 
before  an  adjournment. 

17.  All  resolutions  which  may  require  the  signature  of 
the  governor  shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  bills. 

18.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  read  a  first  time  and 
ordered  to  a  second  reading,  it  shall  be  immediately  read  a 
second  time  by  its  title,  and  by  the  president  referred  to  the 
appropriate  standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Senate. 

19.  All  bills  introduced  in  the  Senate,  to  repeal  or  modify 
an  existing  statute,  shall  refer  to  the  act  proposed  to  be  re- 
pealed or  modified  by  the  title  and  session  at  which  it  was 
passed,  and  no  bill  shall  refer  to  any  statute  by  the  number 
of  the  chapter  of  the  pamphlet  laws. 

20.  The  Senate  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the

whole  at  any  time  on  motion  made  for  that  purpose;  and  in 
forming  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  president  shall  leave 
the  chair,  and  may  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  com- 
mittee. The  President  may  at  any  time  name  any  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair;  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  one  legislative  day. 

21.  The  last  question,  upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill 
or  resolution,  shall  always  be.  Shall  it  be  read  a  third  time? 
and  no  amendment  shall  be  received  or  discussed  on  the 
third  reading  of  any  bill  or  resolution  unless  by  consent  of 
sixteen  members  present,  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order, 
before  the  final  passage  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  to  move  its 
commitment;  and  should  such  commitment  take  place,  and 
an  amendment  be  reported,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall 
again  be  read  a  second  time,  and  considered  as  in  committee 
of  the  whole. 

22.  The  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be 
affected  by  proposed  amendment,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals. 

23.  All  bills,  resolutions,  and  addresses,  after  passing  the 
Senate,  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  all  warrants  and 
other  processes  issued  by  order  of  the  Senate  shall  be  under 
his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

24.  The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  five 
members  each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of 
any  session;  a  Committee  on  Agriculture;  a  Committee  on 
Banks;  a  Committee  on  Claims  and  Incorporations;  a  Com- 
mittee on  Education;  a  Committee  on  Elections;  a  Commit- 
tee on  Fisheries  and  Game;  a  Committee  on  Forestry;  a 
Committee  on  Finance;  a  Committee  on  Insurance;  a 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary;  a  Committee  on  Labor;  a 
Committee  on  Liquor  Laws;  a  Committee  on  Military  Af- 
fairs and  Soldiers'  Home;  a  Committee  on  Public  Health; 
a  Committee  on  Transportation;  a  Committee  on  Revision 
of  Laws;  a  Committee  on  Public  Improvements  consisting 
of  nine  members;  a  Committee  on  State  Hospital  and  La- 
conia  State  School;  a  Committee  on  Towns  and  Counties; 
a  Committee  on  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  Normal 
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Schools;  a  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  consisting  of 
seven  members.  There  shall  also  be  a  Committee  on  Rules, 
consisting  of  three  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the 
President. 

25.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Senate. 

26.  When  the  Senate  shall  concur  with  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee, 
consisting  of  not  more  than  five  members  of  the  House,  two 
members  shall  be  added  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  but  when 
more  than  five,  three  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  added. 

27.  Messages  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate. 

28.  Messages  from  the  Governor  or  House  of  Representa- 
tives may  be  received  at  all  times,  except  when  the  Senate  is 
engaged  in  putting  the  question,  in  calling  the  j^eas  and  nays, 
in  counting  the  ballots,  or  in  reading  the  journal. 

29.  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  President,  and  each 
member  of  the  Senate  shall  signify  his  assent  or  dissent  by 
answering  yea  or  nay.  If  the  President  doubts,  or  a  division 
is  called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide.  Those  in  the  affirma- 
tive of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand 
till  they  be  counted.  The  President  shall  then  rise  and 
state  the  decision  of  the  Senate. 

30.  No  person  except  the  members  of  the  executive,  or 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  its  officers, 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  except  by 
invitation  of  the  President,  or  some  member  with  his 
consent. 

31.  The  Senate  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  eleven  o'clock  in 
the  morning  and  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day 
unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  order. 

32.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  pre- 
vious question,  and  to  take  from  the  table,  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

33.  No  standing  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  suspended 
unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor 
thereof,  and  no  rule  shall  be  rescinded  unless  one  day's 
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notice  of  the  motion  has  been  given  and  two-thirds  of  those 
present  vote  therefor. 

34.  Each  bill  and  joint  resolution,  except  private  acts, 
originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  declared  by  the  President 
to  be  laid  upon  the  table,  and  the  clerk  directed  to  procure  a 
sufficient  number  of  printed  copies  thereof  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  distributed  to  the  mem- 
bers, and  when  so  printed  and  distributed  the  bill  shall  be 
immediately  dehvered  to  the  committee  to  which  it  shall 
have  been  referred.  Every  bill  or  joint  resolution  so  intro- 
duced shall  be  headed  "Senate  Bill"  or  "Senate  Joint  Reso- 
lution," as  the  case  may  be. 

Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  appropriating  money, 
which  has  been  favorably  reported  by  another  committee, 
shall  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  for 
revision.

Gentlemen: 

On  February  third  in  Washington,  D.  C,  an  interstate 
conference  of  official  delegates  will  be  held  to  consider  the 
important  problem  of  taxation  as  it  involves  the  forty-eight 
states  and  the  federal  government.  This  is  the  first  official 
conference  of  this  character  ever  to  be  convened  in  the 
United  States.  The  taxation  problem  to  be  considered 
bears  specifically  upon  the  growing  tendency  of  the  federal 
government  and  the  states  to  tap  the  same  sources  of  taxa- 
tion without  regard  to  the  real  interest  of  the  taxpayer  or  his 
ability  to  bear  the  tax  burdens  thus  imposed.  In  other 
words,  this  conference  should  lead  to  a  definitizing  of  the 
fields  of  taxation  as  between  the  taxing  agencies. 

The  problem  is  being  studied  by  a  Congressional  Subcom- 
mittee on  Double  Taxation  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
federal  government.  The  interstate  conference  or  its  com- 
mittee will  study  the  problem  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
states. 

The  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  of  each 
State  are  invited  to  send  official  delegates  to  the  interstate 
conference,  and  I  am  suggesting  that  the  President  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  be 
the  delegates  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature. 

May  I  urge  you  to  take  appropriate  action  to  insure  that 
New  Hampshire  be  adequate  represented  at  this  important 
conference? 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  State  Tax  Commission  may  be 
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represented  at  this  conference  by  its  Chairman  and  Secre- 
tary.

CONCUREENT  RESOLUTION 

Ratifying  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Whereas,  Both  houses  of  the  seventy-second  congress  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  by  a  constitutional  majority 
of  two-thirds  thereof  made  the  following  proposition  to 
amend  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
the  following  words,  to  wit: 

"Joint  Resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  (two- 
thirds  of  each  House  concurring  therein), 

That  the  following  article  is  proposed  as  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which,  when  rati- 
fied by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States, 
shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  a  part  of  the  Con- 
stitution : 

"  'Article — "  'Section  1.  The  terms  of  the  President  and 
Vice-President  shall  end  at  noon  on  the  20th  day  of  January, 
and  the  terms  of  Senators  and  Representatives  at  noon  on 
the  3d  of  January,  of  the  years  in  which  such  terms  would 
have  ended  if  this  article  had  not  been  ratified;  and  the  terms 
of  their  successors  shall  then  begin. 

"  'Sect.  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in 
every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the  3d 
day  of  January,  unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different 
day. 

'Sect.  3.     If,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the 
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term  of  the  President,  the  President  elect  shall  have  died,  the 
Vice  President  elect  shall  become  President.  If  a  President 
shall  not  have  been  chosen  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  be- 
ginning of  his  term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall  have  failed 
to  qualify,  then  the  Vice-President  elect  shall  act  as  Presi- 
dent until  a  President  shall  have  qualified ;  and  the  Congress 
may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  wherein  neither  a  President 
elect  nor  a  Vice  President  elect  shall  have  qualified,  declaring 
who  shall  then  act  as  President,  or  the  manner  in  which  one 
who  is  to  act  shall  be  selected,  and  such  person  shall  act  ac- 
cordingly until  a  President  or  Vice  President  shall  have 
qualified. 

"  'Sect.  4.  The  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case 
of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  House  of 
Representatives  may  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right 
of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon  them,  and  for  the  case  of 
the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  Senate  may 
choose  a  Vice  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall 
have  devolved  upon  them.'  " 

"  '  Sec.  5.  Sections  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on  the  15th  day 
of  October  following  the  ratification  of  this  article. 

"  'Sec.  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by 
the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states  within 
seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  submission.

Joint  Memorial 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 

of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 

Congress  Assembled: 


We,  your  Memorialists,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  of  Maine,  in  86th  legislative  session 
assembled,  most  respectfully  present  and  petition  your  hon- 
orable body  as  follows : 

Whereas,  the  immediate  and  greatest  need  of  this  Nation 
is  to  establish  a  fully  employed  citizenship,  and  normally 
functioning  private  industry  offers  the  most  desirable  em- 
ployment opportunities,  and  the  primary  and  largest  market 
for  American  produce  and  manufactures  is  found  in  meeting 
the  wants  of  the  American  people,  and  the  necessary  employ- 
ment in  supplying  these  wants  belongs  first  to  American 
workmen;  and 
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Whereas,  without  the  free  flow  of  gold,  the  common  me- 
dium of  international  values,  the  exchange  rates  of  many 
Nations'  currencies  have,  by  application  of  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand,  become  divorced  from  the  actual  values  of  those 
currencies  as  measured  in  buying  power  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Nation  issuing  the  currency ;  and 

Whereas,  depreciated  currency  is  seriously  handicapping 
American  industry,  and  our  foreign  markets  are  stifled,  and 
our  domestic  industries  face  destruction  by  increased  imports 
from  depreciated  currency  Nations;  and 

Whereas,  the  economic  life  of  the  state  of  Maine  is  derived 
from  basic  industries,  such  as  lumber,  fish,  pulp,  wheat, 
fruits,  coal,  cement,  and  their  allied  industries,  and  the  very 
existence  of  capital,  industry,  employment,  wages  and  our 
standards  of  living  are  based  on  the  profitable  operation  of 
these  basic  industries;  and 

AVhereas,  the  Nation  faces  an  emergency  and  the  dif- 
ferences in  money  levels  have  existed  for  a  long  period  and 
have  not  become  adjusted;  and 

Whereas,  Nations  whose  currencies  are  depreciated  are 
able  to  ship  merchandise  into  the  United  States,  pay  the 
existing  tariffs,  accept  American  currency  in  payment,  and 
to  make  a  greater  profit  on  their  merchandise  than  if  sold  in 
their  own  markets;  and 

Whereas,  such  importations  from  more  than  forty  Nations 
of  the  world  into  the  United  States  under  the  existing  de- 
preciated currency  conditions  has  the  effect  of  not  only  elim- 
inating all  tariff  structures,  but  of  enabling  such  merchandise 
to  be  sold  at  such  a  low  price  in  the  markets  of  the  United 
States  as  to  handicap  and  paralyze  American  industry  and 
increase  unemployment,  and  the  industries  of  the  United 
States  are  facing  bankruptcy  and  destruction*  and 

Whereas,  we  believe,  that  unless  this  legislation  is  im- 
mediately passed,  chaos  and  ruin  threaten  the  financial  and 
governmental  structure  of  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  Congressman  Samuel  B.  Hill  of  the  state  of 
Washington  has  introduced  in  the  present  session  of  Con- 
gress a  bill,  the  official  title  of  which  is: 
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A  Bill  "To  prevent  loss  of  revenue,  to  provide  employ- 
ment for  American  labor,  and  to  maintain  the  industries  and 
agriculture  of  the  United  States  against  the  effects  of  de- 
preciation in  foreign  currencies" ;  and 

Whereas,  the  delay  in  enacting  this  bill  into  law  at  the 
present  session  of  Congress  is  causing  continued  and  alarm- 
ing increase  in  unemployment  in  our  industries,  American 
industry  and  agriculture  are  being  seriously  harmed,  and 
in  many  instances  ruined,  by  this  disastrous  new  form  of 
competition,  which  is  forcing  hundreds  of  thousands  of  work- 
men to  sacrifice  their  jobs;  and 

Whereas,  the  Government  of  the  United  States  is  being 
deprived  of  vast  customs  revenue  under  existing  conditions; 
and 

AVhereas,  equalization  measures  must  be  adopted  to  pre- 
serve American  jobs  for  American  workmen; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  that  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  state  of  Maine  respectfully 
urge  the  present  Congress  now  in  session,  and  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  to  promptly  enact  into  law  H.  R.  13999 ; 
and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  this  Memorial  be  immedi- 
ately transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  proper 
officers  and  committees  of  the  United  States  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  of  the 
Representatives  and  Senators  representing  the  state  of  Maine 
in  the  United  States  Congress ;  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  this  Memorial  be  immedi- 
ately forwarded  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  legislatures 
of  all  the  states  of  the  United  States  requesting  that  they  pass 
and  present  similar  Memorials  to  Congress ; 

And  your  Memorialists  will  ever  pray.

No  person 
shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  have  in  possession  with  intent  to 
sell,  deal  in,  supply  or  give  away  any  wood  alcohol  or  methyl 
alcohol,  either  crude  or  refined,  under  or  by  whatever  name 
the  same  may  be  called  or  known,  or  however  manufac- 
tured, and  whether  in  concentrated  or  dilute  form,  unless 
the  container  in  which  the  same  is  sold,  delivered,  offered 
for  sale,  possessed  for  sale,  dealt  in,  supplied,  or  given  away 
shall  bear  a  label  or  tag  with  the  following  conspicuously 
printed  in  red  thereon,  viz: 

(Skull  and  cross-bones  symbol) 
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Warning — Methanol  is  a  violent  poison.  It  cannot  be 
taken  internally  without  inducing  blindness  and  general 
physical  decay  with  death  resulting  either  soon  or  ulti- 
mately. Inhalation  of  its  vapors  or  prolonged  contact  with 
the  skin  are  to  be  avoided.  Its  use  in  any  article  of  food, 
beverage  or  medicinal  or  toilet  preparation  for  human  use 
internally  or  externally  is  unlawful. 

Provided,  that  where  wood  alcohol  or  methyl  alcohol  is 
added  by  the  vendor  direct  to  the  radiator  of  an  automobile, 
the  labeling  here  stipulated  shall  not  be  required.  Provided 
further,  that  no  person  shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  have  in  pos- 
session with  intent  to  sell,  deal  in  or  supply  any  wood  al- 
cohol or  methyl  alcohol,  offered  or  intended  for  automobile, 
or  for  other  than  industrial  use,  unless  the  said  alcohol  has 
had  added  to  it  a  dye,  such  as  to  impart  a  conspicuous  color.

Greetings  : 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conveyed  in  the  laws  creating 
the  New  Hampshire  Shore  and  Beach  Preservation  and  De- 
velopment Commission,  the  members  of  the  Commission 
have  performed  duties  in  accordance  thereto  and  herewith 
submit  the  following  report  for  the  years  1931-32. 

Believing  that  the  solving  of  the  erosion  problem  was  para- 
mount and  primary  to  any  commercial  development,  the 
work  of  the  Commission  has  been  confined  to  co-operation 
with  the  Federal  Government  in  a  study  of  the  erosion  condi- 
tions existing  at  Hampton  Beach. 

By  the  terms  of  the  Congressional  enactment  creating  the 
Federal  Erosion  Board,  co-operation  between  the  National 
and  State  agencies  is  carried  on  by  the  Engineer  of  the  State 
Commission,  William  A.  Grover,  C.E.,  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  and 
through  him  has  come  to  this  commission  a  complete  sum- 
mary of  a  year's  work  of  the  engineers  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment with  maps,  graphs,  tables,  plans  and  estimates,  recom- 
mendations, etc.     All  of  this  data  the  Commission  has  placed 
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on  file  in  the  Highway  Department  where  they  are  acces- 
sible to  interested  parties. 

Various  meetings  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  have 
been  held  and  the  duties  therein  defined  faithfully  at- 
tended to. 

Approval  of  the  plan  which  the  Federal  Erosion  Board 
recommended  has  been  adopted  and  so  recorded. 

There  are  now  pending  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  two  measures;  the  first,  a  general  one  known  as  the 
Putphin  bill  which  will  enable  the  Government  to  grant 
financial  aid  in  the  construction  of  erosion  remedies  recom- 
mended by  engineers  of  the  War  Department,  the  present 
laws  permitting  Federal  financial  aid  only  where  navigation 
and  commerce  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  ex- 
penditure. 

The  second  measure  is  the  Rogers  bill  providing  aid  for 
the  Hampton  project. 

From  these  measures  the  commission  hopes  eventually  to 
receive  the  much  needed  Federal  aid. 

In  the  event  of  Federal  aid  denied  or  long  deferred,  the 
members  of  the  Commission  see  but  one  feasible  method  of 
putting  into  effect  the  recommendations  of  the  Federal  Ero- 
sion Board.  We  believe  that  the  harbor  work,  including 
jetties,  etc.,  the  river  stabilization  and  bridge  erection  should 
be  made  a  single  project  with  a  toll  levy  upon  users  of  the 
bridge  sufficiently  large  to  pay  the  whole  cost  in  a  term  of 
years. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  while  concurring  in  the  find- 
ings of  the  Erosion  Board,  beheves  that  the  entire  under- 
taking should  be  attempted  only  upon  its  being  made  a  self- 
liquidating  project. 

Time,  however,  is  important.  The  section  of  the  coast 
involved  is  rapidly  disappearing  and  if  the  southern  extrem- 
ity of  Hampton  Beach  is  to  be  preserved,  definite  steps  to 
begin  remedial  work  must  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  at  the 
1933  session. 

Reports  of  the  commission's  engineer  and  the  Federal  Ero- 
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sion  Board  are  made  a  part  of  the  report  and  are  appended 
herewith.

Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  National  Erosion 
Board,  your  engineer  has  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Commission  the  report  of  the  said  National  Ero- 
sion Board  summarizing  the  work  of  the  engineers  of  the 
War  Department,  who,  under  the  direction  of  Colonel  Park 
of  the  Boston  District,  made  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  ero- 
sion problem  at  Hampton  Beach  during  the  year  1932,  and 
the  board's  recommendations  thereto. 

Through  co-operation  of  your  engineer  with  the  War  De- 
partment through  the  District  Engineer  in  Boston,  and  later 
with  the  Erosion  Board  at  Washington,  it  was  definitely  es- 
tablished that  to  be  effective  a  very  considerable  amount  of 
work  must  be  done. 

The  success  of  the  undertaking  is  dependent  upon  the  sta- 
bilization of  the  outlet  to  Hampton  River.  By  reference  to 
the  plans  and  charts  accompanying  the  report  of  the  Erosion 
Board  (on  file  at  the  State  Highway  Department  in  Con- 
cord) it  will  be  seen  that  very  substantial  structures  are 
thought  to  be  required.  Also  a  hydraulic  fill  is  thought  nec- 
essary to  the  north  (or  Hampton  River  side)  of  the  north 
jetty.  The  total  cost  of  these  features  is  estimated  at  $610,- 
000.  This  does  not  include  any  costs  for  the  contemplated 
bridge,  the  fill  for  the  approaches  to  same  nor  the  revet- 
ments. Your  engineer  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  costs  are 
higher  than  present  prices  would  indicate  but  are  in  accord 
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with  the  usual  costs.     Adding  to  the  estimates  of  the  Erosion 
Board  the  cost  of  a  new  bridge  and  approaches  would  bring 
the  entire  undertaking  to  about  one  million  dollars.

SYLLABUS 

The  Beach  Erosion  Board,  appointed  by  Paragraph  4, 
Special  Orders  No.  72,  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  Sep- 
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tember  18,  1930,  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  north  and  a  south 
jetty  are  essential  to  prevent  the  further  serious  erosion  of 
the  southern  end  of  Hampton  Beach  and  for  the  fixation  and 
improvement  of  the  inlet  channel.  It  recommends  (a)  for 
the  protection  of  the  southern  end  of  Hampton  Beach,  and 
incidentally,  for  reclaiming  land  between  the  jetty  and  the 
beach,  a  north  jetty  and  a  sand  fill  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$346,000  and  (b)  for  the  fixation  and  improvement  of  the 
inlet  channel,  a  south  jetty  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $264,000. 

1.  The  Beach  Erosion  Board,  appointed  by  Paragraph  4, 
S.  0.  No.  72,  Office,  Chief  of  Engineers,  September  18,  1930, 
under  authority  contained  in  Section  2  of  the  River  and 
Harbor  Act  of  July  3,  1930,  submits  the  following  report  on 
a  study  made  in  co-operation  with  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire of  the  conditions  in  the  vicinity  of  Hampton  Beach, 
New  Hampshire,  with  a  view  to  determining  the  location  and 
type  of  structures  best  adapted  to  protect  the  shoreline  from 
erosion  and  to  stabilize  the  inlet  into  Hampton  Harbor. 
Formal  application  for  the  investigation  was  made  on  March 
15,  1931,  by  the  New  Hampshire  Highway  Department,  the 
official  State  agency,  and  the  study  was  authorized  by  the 
Chief  of  Engineers  by  indorsement  dated  May  15,  1931 
(E.D.  6608-36) .  The  cost  of  the  study  was  $7,000.00,  one- 
half  of  which  was  paid  by  the  State. 

2.  The  study  was  made  by  the  district  engineer. at  Boston 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  and  his  report  dated  April 
1,  1932,  with  appendices  and  maps  is  forwarded  herewith, 
also  additional  plans  and  estimates  dated  June  25,  1932. 
The  locality  has  been  visited  at  intervals  by  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  and  on  May  12,  1932,  the  Board  con- 
vened at  Hampton  Beach  for  final  study  and  discussion. 

^  Except  as  to  the  north  jetty,  the  Board  agrees  in  general  in 
the  conclusions  and  recommendations  contained  in  the  re- 
port of  the  district  engineer. 

3.  The  study  included  the  following  features: 

(a)  A  historical  study  of  the  changes  in  the  beach  and 
shore  location  that  have  occurred  and  are  occurring 
at  the  present  time. 
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(b)  A  survey  of  the  area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  entrance 
to  Hampton  Harbor  and  a  determination  of  the  area 
of  the  harbor. 

(c)  A  series  of  borings  to  determine  the  depth  and  posi- 
tion of  bed  rock  in  this  vicinity. 

(d)  The  determination  of  the  discharge  of  Hampton 
Harbor. 

(e)  A  determination  of  tidal  heights  at  the  inlet  and 
within  the  harbor. 

(f)  Observations  on  the  movements  of  sub-aqueous 
floats  to  determine  the  direction  and  velocity  of  the 
currents  within  the  harbor  and  in  the  vicinity  of  its 
entrance. 

4.  Location  and  General  Description.  Hampton  Beach 
lies  in  the  southeast  corner  of  New  Hampshire  about  2  miles 
north  of  the  Massachusetts  line  (see  Sheet  1) .  It  is  a  typical 
barrier  beach  consisting  of  a  low  strip  of  sand,  averaging 
about  400  yards  in  width,  separating  the  salt  marsh  from  the 
ocean.  It  extends  about  l^^  miles  in  a  southerly  direction 
from  a  glacial  drumlin  known  as  Great  Boar's  Head  to  the 
inlet  to  Hampton  Harbor.  South  of  the  inlet  a  similar  beach 
extends  to  the  mouth  of  the  Merrimack  River;  the  portion 
to  the  north  of  the  New  Hampshire-Massachusetts  line  be- 
ing called  Scabrook  Beach  and  that  south  of  the  line,  Salis- 
bury Beach. 

5.  Hampton  Harbor  is  a  shallow  estuary  into  which  flows 
Hampton  River  (formed  by  the  confluence  of  Taylor  and 
Hampton  Falls  Rivers)  and  several  small  streams  which 
drain  a  large  area  of  salt  marsh.  The  fresh  water  run-off 
from  the  area  of  about  50  square  miles  which  drains  into  the 
harbor  is,  in  times  of  normal  flow,  negligible  compared  to  the 
flow  of  salt  water  into  and  out  of  it.  At  mean  high  water 
the  marsh  islands  in  the  harbor  are  partly  covered,  while  at 
high  water  of  spring  tides  a  fairly  wide  strip  of  the  marsh 
bordering  the  harbor  is  flooded. 

6.  The  Hampton  River  Toll  Bridge,  built  in  1902,  crosses 
the  inlet  to  the  harbor  about  600  yards  from  its  mouth.  It 
is  of  wooden  trestle  construction,  4600  feet  long,  and  has  a 
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draw  which  was  put  in  working  condition  in  September,  1931, 
after  having  been  out  of  order  for  at  least  ten  years.  Motor 
boats  are  the  only  craft  which  habitually  use  the  harbor  and 
in  the  season  of  1931  all  except  one  of  these  could  get  under 
the  bridge  at  all  stages  of  the  tide  with  the  draw  closed.  The 
floor  of  the  bridge  is  20  feet  above  mean  low  water  while  the 
drawspan  has  a  horizontal  clear  channel  span  of  29  feet,  and 
a  vertical  clearance  of  14  feet  at  mean  low  water. 

7.  The  population  of  Hampton  Beach  in  winter  is  small, 
averaging  about  50  families,  but  the  summer  population  is 
estimated  at  about  20,000.  Its  proximity  to  several  thickly 
populated  cities  and  its  natural  attractions  make  it  a  very 
popular  summer  resort.  As  in  the  case  of  many  other 
beaches  along  the  Atlantic  coast,  the  use  of  the  automobile 
has  increased  the  ease  with  which  people  from  nearby  cities 
can  reach  it,  and  it  has  developed  rapidly  during  the  past  20 
years.  In  1931  the  assessed  valuation  was  $3,300,135.  The 
development  of  the  south  end  of  the  beach  followed  closely 
the  accretion  that  was  then  taking  place  in  that  section — an 
accretion  which  was,  unfortunately,  shortly  followed  by  ero- 
sion which  has  continued  to  the  present  time. 

8.  Available  maps  of  sufficient  accuracy  to  indicate  defi- 
nitely changes  in  the  beach  and  shore  line  are  limited  to 
those  made  at  infrequent  intervals  since  1855  by  the  U.  S. 
Coast  &  Geodetic  Survey,  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  and 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Highway  Department.  A  Brit- 
ish Admiralty  chart  map  published  in  1776,  while  not  defi- 
nitely oriented,  is  considered  of  sufficient  accuracy  to  deter- 
mine the  general  location  of  the  entrance  at  that  time.  The 
information  secured  from  these  charts  is  shown  on  Sheets 
Nos.  3  and  4,  district  engineer's  report,  and  on  Plate  I,  pre- 
pared in  the  office  of  the  Board.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
more  determinations  of  the  low  water  lines  are  not  avail- 
able and  that  the  intervals  between  the  surveys  are  such  as 
not  to  permit  the  changes  to  be  followed  in  detail.  Appar- 
ently four  major  movements  of  the  inlet  have  occurred — 
(1)  As  shown  by  the  1776  chart,  it  was  then  south  of 
Beckman's  and  White  Rocks. 
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(2)  In  1855  it  was  north  thereof  but  south  of  Gun  Rock, 
whence  it  branched,  one  channel  going  easterly  north  of 
White  Rocks  and  the  other  northeasterly  on  both  sides 
of  Town  Rocks.  In  1870  the  most  northerly  limit  was 
apparently  reached  and  the  low  water  channel  was  then 
wholly  west  of  Town  Rocks. 

(3)  In  1912  the  inlet  was  again  south  of  Beckman's  and 
White  Rocks  and  was  apparently  in  the  most  southerly 
location  of  record.  The  time  of  break  through  is  not 
definitely  shown.  In  1886,  the  high  water  line  was 
south  of  these  rocks,  but  the  low  water  line  is  not  shown 
on  the  chart. 

(4)  After  1912  the  channel  broke  through  north  of  these 
rocks  and  gradually  widened  to  the  northward.  By 
1931  Seabrook  Beach  was  again  tied  to  these  rocks. 

Accompanying  and  forming  part  of  these  movements,  the 
sand  spit  at  the  southerly  end  of  Hampton  Beach  has  shifted 
over  a  large  area  extending  about  2500  feet  in  an  east-west 
direction  and  about  1700  feet  in  a  north-south  direction, 
while  the  sand  spit  at  the  northerly  end  of  Seabrook  Beach 
has  moved  over  an  equally  large  area.  Stated  briefly, 
Hampton  Beach  and  Seabrook  Beach  have  alternately  been 
anchored  to  Beckman's  and  White  Rocks. 

9.  The  real  development  of  Hampton  Beach  as  an  im- 
portant summer  resort  coincided  with  the  extension  of  the 
beach  southward  in  the  period  preceding  1912,  by  which  time 
this  new  section  had  been  built  up  as  far  south  as  Beckman's 
Rock,  and  streets,  sidewalks,  and  a  sewer  system  had  been 
constructed.  When,  shortly  thereafter,  the  northerly  move- 
ment of  the  inlet  began,  these  improvements  were  gradually 
destroyed.  By  March,  1931,  201  building  lots  comprising  51 
acres  had  been  washed  away  and  approximately  100  houses 
had  either  been  moved  or  destroyed.  During  the  severe 
northeast  storm  of  March  4,  1931,  which  was  accompanied 
by  a  very  high  tide,  50  lots  were  washed  away,  18  houses  de- 
stroyed and  9  houses  moved  back  in  time  to  prevent  their 
destruction. 

10.  The  rapidity  with  which  this  erosion  has  been  taking 
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place  during  recent  years  is  indicated  by  the  varying  dis- 
tances that  the  high  water  Hne  has  moved  back  during  the 
years  indicated: 

1912  to  1915 1,800  feet 

1915  to  1926 650  feet 

1926  to  1928 180  feet 

1928  to  1931 350  feet,  over  200 

feet  of  which  oc- 
curred      between 
1930     and     1931, 
and  mainly  in  the 
storm  of  March  4, 
1931. 
These  measurements  were  made  at  points  of  maximum  loss. 
The  net  result  was  that  the  southerly  2000  feet  of  the  beach 
measured  northerly  from  White  Rocks  was  lost  and  the  re- 
cession westerly  from  a  point  about  1000  feet  south  of  Exeter 
Avenue  was  1800  feet.     It  may  be  noted,  however,  that  the 
erosion  has  not  yet  extended  as  far  as  it  did  in  1855  and 
1886  when  the  shoreline  was  back  of  its  present  location. 

11.  Efforts  made  by  the  town  authorities  to  stop  this  ero- 
sion were  unsuccessful.  A  pile  breakwater  substantially 
parallel  to  the  shore  and  two  concrete  breakwaters,  the  re- 
mains of  which  are  shown  on  Sheet  2,  were  constructed  at  a 
cost  of  over  $100,000.  Apparently  the  pile  breakwater  was 
not  completed  by  the  addition  of  rock  as  originally  proposed, 
and  the  indications  are  that  the  concrete  breakwaters  were 
defective  either  in  design  or  construction  and  failed  by  un- 
dermining of  the  foundations.  It  is  also  stated  that,  while 
the  town  officials  were  thus  attempting  to  prevent  erosion, 
this  had  been  increased  by  removing  sand  from  the  beach 
front  for  various  purposes,  and  that  this  practice  continues 
in  spite  of  police  regulations  to  the  contrary.  It  is  clearly 
essential  that  this  practice  should  be  stopped. 

12.  Recent  Shore  Line  Changes.  A  topographic  and 
hydrographic  survey  of  the  vicinity  of  the  entrance  to  Hamp- 
ton Harbor  was  made  in  July,  1931,  the  results  of  which  are 
shown  on  Sheets  1  and  2.     The  horizontal  and  vertical  con- 
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trol  was  carried  out  very  accurately  and  a  number  of  concrete 
monuments  and  heavy  wooden  stakes  set.  The  horizontal 
control  was  tied  into  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey 
triangulation  system  and  the  vertical  control  was  based  on 
three  bench  marks  established  by  that  department.  In  con- 
nection with  that  survey,  the  profiles  AA  to  NN  as  shown  on 
Sheet  1  were  taken.  All  of  these  profiles,  except  LL,  MM, 
and  NN,  were  first  taken  in  July  and  observations  were  re- 
peated thereafter  from  August  1st  to  November  30th  at  in- 
tervals of  20  days.  Until  October  1st,  those  on  the  ocean 
front  were  carried  to  a  depth  of  at  least  15  feet  below  mean 
low  water,  and  after  that  time  to  mean  low  water  only. 
These  key  profiles  were  supplemented  at  the  south  end  of 
Hampton  Beach  by  10  profiles  spaced  100  feet  apart  between 
and  parallel  to  profiles  GG  and  HH.  These  10  profiles  were 
remeasured  at  intervals  of  20  days  from  July  8th  to  October 
1st.  In  order  to  correlate  the  changes  indicated  by  these 
profiles,  the  topographic  and  hydrographic  survey  made  in 
July  was  repeated  in  September.  In  addition  aerial  photo- 
graphs were  taken  from  which  uncontrolled  mosaics  were 
made. 

13.  While  profiles  AA,  BB,  CO,  and  DD,  north  of  Haver- 
hill Avenue  showed  considerable  rearrangement  of  sand  in 
each  ])rofile,  the  net  results  showed  no  appreciable  loss  or 
gain  (Sheet  No.  2).  In  profiles  EE  and  FF  there  was  some 
accretion  between  the  low  water  and  high  water  lines  and 
mainly  on  the  north  side,  probably  due  to  the  short  low  rock 
piles  at  Exeter,  Dover  and  Concord  Avenues.  Practically 
no  change  was  noted  at  GG.  Profiles  HH  and  II  and  the 
supplemental  profiles  between  GG  and  HH  showed  a  steady 
erosion  at  the  crest  of  the  beach  and  the  high  water  line. 
At  Exeter  Avenue  the  high  water  line  was  pushed  back  90 
feet  between  July  8th  and  November  4th  and  four  cottages 
had  to  be  moved.  It  was  also  noted  that  although  the  large 
shoal  area  extending  from  the  south  end  of  Hampton  Beach 
to  and  beyond  Town  Rocks  is  nearly  level  and  changed  but 
little  during  the  period  of  observation,  rather  rapid  changes 
occurred  in  the  sand  ridge  bordering  the  low  water  line  on 
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the  northerly  side  of  the  channel  and  west  of  Town  Rocks, 
and  that  the  net  result  was  the  building  up  of  this  ridge  and 
its  extension  in  length  toward  Town  Rocks.  On  the  south 
side  of  the  inlet  at  profile  JJ  the  high  water  line  moved  out 
about  60  feet  but  erosion  occurred  on  either  side  so  that  there 
was  no  substantial  change  along  the  section  of  the  shore 
from  Beckman's  Rock  to  the  bridge.  At  profiles  KK,  LL, 
and  MM,  south  of  White  Rocks  no  substantial  changes  oc- 
curred. At  profile  NN  across  the  inlet  at  the  bridge  a  small 
increase  in  cross  sectional  area  occurred,  caused  by  erosion 
on  both  sides  depths.  A  study  of  substantial  change  along 
the  section  of  the  shore  from  Beckman's  Rock  to  the  bridge. 
At  profiles  KK,  LL,  and  MM,  south  of  White  Rocks  no 
substantial  changes  occurred.  At  profile  NN  across  the  in- 
let at  the  bridge  a  small  increase  in  cross  section  area  oc- 
curred, caused  by  erosion  on  both  sides  but  with  no  increase 
in  depths.  A  study  of  the  contours  and  typical  profiles  in 
Hampton  Harbor  from  the  July  and  November  hydro- 
graphic  surveys  shows  considerable  shifting  of  sand,  with 
apparently  a  slight  excess  of  accretion. 

14.  These  observations  were  made  during  the  part  of  the 
year  in  which  comparatively  calm  weather  prevails,  and 
while  there  were  a  number  of  storms  none  were  really  severe. 
The  indications  therefrom  are  that  at  present  in  ordinary 
weather — 

(a)  The  front  of  Hampton  Beach  as  far  south  as  Haver- 
hill Avenue  changes  little; 

(b)  From  Haverhill  Avenue  to  the  inlet,  namely  Exeter 
Avenue,  there  is  no  erosion  and  even  a  slight  accretion 
due  to  the  effect  of  the  three  rock  piles ; 

(c)  The  greatest  erosion  takes  place  at  the  south  end  of 
the  beach,  particularly  at  Exeter  and  River  Avenues; 

(d)  The  south  shore  between  Beckman's  Rock  and  the 
bridge  changes  little,  the  changes  observed  being  in  the 
shape  of  the  shoreline  rather  than  in  excess  of  erosion 
over  accretion  or  the  reverse; 

(e)  The  front  of  Seabrook  Beach  south  of  White  Rocks 
changes  little ; 
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(f)  The  sands  of  Hampton  Harbor  are  constantly  shift- 
ing, the  net  result  being  a  slight  accretion. 
The  indications  as  to  the  present  tendencies  appear  to  be 
substantiated  by  a  comparison  of  the  1928  and  1931  low  water 
and  high  water  lines,  except  that  in  the  severe  northeast 
storm  of  March  4,  1931,  erosion  extended  above  Haverhill 
Avenue.  It  is  also  noted  that  during  this  three-year  period 
the  low  water  line  east  of  Town  Rocks  has  moved  shoreward 
about  800  feet. 

15.  Tidal  Ranges.  Tidal  ranges  as  determined  during  the 
survey  by  an  automatic  tide  gauge  located  at  the  bridge,  and 
from  observations  of  the  U.  S.  C.  and  G.  S.  in  1928,  are  as 
follows:  referred  to  the  plans  of  mean  low  water — 

Highest  high  water  June  22-November  28, 1931  9.8  feet 

Mean  high  water 8.3  feet 

Lowest  low  water 1.0  feet 

Maximum  still  water  level  in  storm  tides  in 
Hampton  Harbor  as  determined  by  locally 
authenticated  marks 12.0  feet 

16.  Borings.  Borings  to  determine  the  depth  and  position 
of  bed  rock  were  made  and  the  results  are  shown  on  Sheet  No. 
2.  All  borings  were  to  a  depth  of  at  least  50  feet  below  mean 
low  water  when  no  rock  was  struck,  except  some  of  those 
near  Town  Rocks,  where  difficult  driving  was  encountered. 

17.  Float  observations.  Observations  of  the  paths  of  56 
subaqueous  floats  off  Hampton  Beach  from  Great  Boar's 
Head  to  the  inlet  and  into  the  harbor,  and  off  Seabrook  Beach 
to  the  New  Hampshire-Massachusetts  line,  were  made  under 
as  many  varied  conditions  of  tide,  wind  and  sea  as  possible 
from  August  to  November,  inclusive. 

18.  Study  of  these  observations  indicates  that  near  the 
inlet  tidal  current  predominated  over  wind  or  littoral  cur- 
rents, but  that  this  predominance  decreased  rapidly  as  the 
distance  from  the  inlet  increased.  North  of  the  inlet  these 
tidal  currents  became  practically  negligible  to  the  north  of 
Haverhill  Avenue  and  on  the  south  side  to  the  south  of 
Thompsons  Rock.  Conditions  varied,  of  course,  with  the 
range  of  the  tide  and  the  strength  and  direction  of  the  wind. 
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No  eddy  current  was  observed  for  Hampton  Beach,  but 
such  a  current  was  indicated  by  several  floats  at  the  north 
end  of  Seabrook  Beach. 

19.  The  average  velocity  during  the  time  observed  and 
the  maximum  velocity  attained  in  one-half  hour  were  com- 
puted for  each  float  path.  Those  floats,  which  were  observed 
off  the  stretches  of  shore  not  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
inlet  and  which  were  not,  therefore,  subjected  to  the  influence 
of  the  stronger  tidal  currents  near  the  inlet,  had  average 
velocities  varying  from  0.03  to  0.45  feet  per  second,  and 
maximum  velocities  varying  from  0.08  to  0.67  feet  per  sec- 
ond. In  the  same  sections  oft'  the  shore  the  greatest  observed 
velocity  that  was  unquestionably  due  to  tidal  current  alone 
was  0.20  feet  per  second,  and  occurred  when  the  range  of 
tidal  current  alone  was  0.20  feet  per  second,  and  occurred 
when  the  range  of  tide  was  9.8  feet  (see  Sheet  5  path  5) .  The 
velocities  of  floats  which  were  considered  to  have  been 
motivated  primarily  by  wind  currents  were  compared  with 
the  estimated  velocities  of  the  wind  at  the  time  of  observa- 
tion. These  float  velocities  varied  from  0.6%  to  1A%  of 
the  corresponding  wind  velocities,  varying  with  different 
length  of  floats  but  averaging  about  1  per  cent.  Away  from 
the  inlet  and  seaward  of  the  line  of  breakers  the  wind  currents 
predominated.  Although  this  locality  is  almost  equally  ex- 
posed to  the  northeast  and  southeast  winds,  a  study  of  data 
obtained  from  the  Weather  Bureau  (Appendix  I)  indicates 
a  general  though  not  very  great  preponderance  of  the  north- 
east winds  over  the  southeast  winds,  causing  prevailing  cur- 
rents from  north  to  south. 

20.  Discussion.  This  preponderance  of  currents  caused 
by  northerly  winds  and  their  velocities  are  too  small  to  ex- 
plain the  shifting  of  the  inlet  on  the  theory  that,  in  the  gen- 
eral case,  such  movement  is  the  result  of  littoral  drifting 
along  shore  caused  by  such  currents.  Furthermore,  the 
cycle  of  changes,  so  far  as  known,  does  not  coincide  with 
that  theor3^  The  causes  in  this  case  are  not  readily  deter- 
mined. Apparently  the  set  of  the  tidal  current  is  the  most 
important  factor.     The  characteristics  of  these  currents  at 
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the  inlet  are  controlled  by  the  shape  of  the  shore  lines  bor- 
dering it  and  the  location  and  direction  of  the  inlet  channel. 
The  currents  and  storm  waves  determine  the  changes  in 
shoreline  and  inlet  channel,  and  those  changes  in  turn  cause 
changes  in  the  currents.  This  process  is  continuous  during 
all  conditions  of  waves  and  winds,  the  effect  of  these  agen- 
cies being  to  aid  or  modify  the  tidal  currents.  Even  during 
severe  storms  with  accompanying  high  tides,  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  anything  but  a  speeding  up  and  extension  of 
the  general  trend  of  changes  will  occur  unless  the  sea  can 
break  through  a  low  narrow  strip  of  sand.  If  that  happens 
a  new  inlet  is  very  likely  to  be  formed  rapidly  creating  new 
tidal  currents  which  may  start  a  new  cycle  of  changes.  At 
the  present  time  the  sand  at  the  north  end  of  Seabrook  Beach 
has  too  high  an  elevation  to  render  a  break  through  very 
likely  during  the  most  severe  storms. 

21.  It  seems  reasonable  to  conclude  that  conditions  are 
very  probably  now  similar  to  those  obtaining  prior  to  1855, 
and  that  unless  protective  measures  are  taken,  it  is  likely 
that  the  inlet  will  continue  its  northerly  movement  until 
finally  a  large  part  of  that  section  of  Hampton  Beach  south 
of  Haverhill  Avenue  and  east  of  Ocean  Boulevard  will  have 
been  eroded,  with  the  shoreline  in  a  location  similar  to  that 
of  1855  and  with  the  inlet  channel  west  and  north  of  Town 
Rocks  as  in  1870. 

22.  Plans  Proposed.  To  prevent  the  further  erosion  of 
the  southern  end  of  Hampton  Beach,  a  north  jetty  is  neces- 
sary, and  for  the  fixation  and  improvement  of  the  inlet  chan- 
nel by  controlling  the  tidal  currents, a  north  and  a  south  jetty 
are  considered  essential.  A  number  of  plans  were  given 
consideration.  For  the  south  jetty  a  location  running  from 
the  present  bridge  eastward  to  Gun  Rock  and  thence  to 
White  Rocks  is  considered  best.  For  the  north  jetty  the 
locations  given  most  serious  consideration  were — ■ 

(a)  One  running  from  the  point  of  the  beach  between 
Dover  and  Exeter  Avenues  southeasterly  to  Town 
Rocks. 

(b)  One  running  easterly  from  the  present  bridge  to  Town 
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Rocks,  with  a  sand  fill  between  it  and  the  12-foot  con- 
tour. 

23.  On  account  of  its  obliquity  plan  (a)  probably  would 
be  relatively  ineffective  as  a  sand  trap,  and  possibly  also 
as  a  protection  to  the  beach  to  the  northward,  due  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  scour  at  its  inner  end  from  the  concentration  of 
wave  action.  Neither  would  it  positively  control  the  direc- 
tion of  the  currents  through  the  inlet.  Plan  (b)  with  the 
fill  proposed,  may  be  expected  to  fully  protect  the  present 
beach,  properly  direct  the  inlet  currents  and  reclaim  a  con- 
siderable area  at  the  southern  end  of  Hampton  Beach  be- 
tween Exeter  Avenue  and  the  jetty.  This  plan  is  therefore 
considered  preferable. 

24.  Details  of  the  proposed  jetties  are  shown  on  Plate  II. 
The  inner  end  of  the  north  jetty  consists  of  a  steel  pile  struc- 
ture properly  braced  and  protected  by  riprap.  The  outer 
end,  which  will  be  subject  to  severe  wave  attack,  consists  of 
a  rubble  mound  jetty  with  a  steel  sheet  pile  core.  For  the' 
southern  jetty,  a  rubble  mould  type  without  a  core  is  pro- 
posed. 

25.  The  jetties  should  be  approximately  1,100  feet  apart 
and  extend  to  the  existing  bridge.  The  bridge  trestle  to  the 
north  and  south  of  the  channel  between  the  j  etties  should  be 
filled  and  protected  on  the  harbor  side  by  riprap  or  other- 
wise.    The  estimates  submitted  do  not  include  this  cost. 

26.  The  estimates  are  as  follows:

27.  Recommendations.  The  Board  therefore  recom- 
mends : 

a.  For  the  protection  of  the  southern  end  of  Hampton 
Beach,  and  incidentally  for  reclaiming  land  between  the  jetty 
and  the  beach,  a  North  jetty  BB'B''  with  sand  fill  as  shown 
on  Plate  II,  at  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $346,000. 

b.  For  the  fixation  and  improvement  of  the  inlet  channel, 
in  addition  to  the  north  jetty,  a  south  jetty  CC'C",  as  shown 
on  Plate  II,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $264,000.

A  crisis  exists  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  once  pros- 
perous farmers,  ranchers  and  livestock  owners  in  this  nation 
have  already  lost  their  homes  and  their  all  by  mortgage  fore- 
closures because  of  the  fact  that  the  price  of  agricultural 
products  and  livestock  have  for  years  been  below  the  cost  of 
production,  a  condition  that  affects  all  of  the  people  of  this 
nation,  and  is  largely  responsible  for  the  continuance  of  the 
depression;  and 

There  is  no  adequate  way  of  refinancing  existing  agri- 
cultural indebtedness  and  the  farmers,  ranchers  and  live- 
stock owners  are  at  the  mercy  of  their  mortgagees  and  credi- 
tors; and 

Unless  immediate  relief  is  given,  thousands  and  hundreds

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  appeared  and  delivered  the 
following  message  to  the  Senate. 

March  21,  1933. 
Mr.  President, 
Honorable  Senators: 

RACE  TRACK  BILL 

In  order  to  be  prepared  to  act  on  House  Bill  No.  289, 
relating  to  horse  racing  and  legalizing  pari  mutuel  betting, 
I  asked  the  Attorney  General  to  prepare  a  memorandum 
setting  out  his  opinion  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  as  it  affects 
present  legislation  and  as  to  its  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Constitution.  A  copy  of  this  memorandum  I 
am  transmitting  to  you.  The  fact  that  this  measure  which 
legalizes  horse  track  betting  has  been  limited  to  a  two-year 
trial  period  and  that  a  large  majority  of  both  Houses  of  the 
Legislature,  representing  three-quarters  of  the  people  of  the 
State,  approved  the  bill  has  prompted  me  to  ask  that  the 
Senate  recall  this  bill  for  corrections  and  changes  rather  than 
attempting  to  meet  this  situation  by  a  direct  veto. 

The  exemptions  in  the  bill  as  stated  in  the  language  of  the 
Attorney  General  are  probably  unwise.  The  phrase  "other 
fair  associations"  is  indefinite.  These  uncertainties  permit 
a  means  of  evasion  that  should  be  corrected. 

The  constitutional  questions  in  regard  to  taxation  and 
revenue  raised  by  the  Attorney  General  can  be  answered  by 
a  request  for  an  opinion  by  the  Supreme  Court.  It  is  my 
understanding  that  permissive  legislation  under  this  act  was 
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granted  by  the  members  of  the  General  Court  in  the  behef 
that  substantial  revenue  would  accrue  to  the  state.  Any  un- 
certainty in  this  regard  should  be  definitely  removed.  As 
the  act  now  stands  under  the  "Separability  Clause,"  Section 
26,  the  grants  under  the  act  would  hold  regardless  of  the 
constitutionality  of  the  revenue  clauses.  The  present  in- 
vestment in  race  track  facilities  in  the  state  could  easily  be 
recovered  with  profit  within  a  period  of  two  years. 

If  the  repealing  clause  at  the  end  of  the  bill  is  narrowly  con- 
strued, the  winner  in  a  pari  mutuel  fund  could  not  sue  to 
recover  his  gains;  while  if  a  broader  interpretation  of  this 
repealing  section  is  made  by  the  court  it  might  repeal  all 
gambling  laws  on  the  statute  books. 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  in  delegating  authority  to  appoint 
commissioners  under  the  act,  the  right  of  removal  should  also 
be  granted.  The  members  of  the  commission  should  be 
specifically  excluded  from  having  any  pecuniary  interest  in 
any  racing  or  the  sale  of  pari  mutuel  pools  licensed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  bill. 

The  Florida  statutes  limit  the  attendance  of  minors  at  any 
race  track  where  pari  mutuel  pools  are  sold.  I  find  no  similar 
protective  clause  in  this  bill. 

I  would  recommend  that  paragraph  6,  entitled  "Assist- 
ants," be  amended  to  specifically  include  policing.  Section 
14  should  be  amended  by  adding  "and  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  commission."  The  penalty  clause 
under  Section  15  should  be  made  to  include  any  violation  of 
the  act  or  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  commis- 
sion. Under  Section  20  the  audit  of  accounts  should  be 
certified  not  only  by  a  public  accountant  qualified  to  practice 
in  this  state,  but  one  approved  by  the  commission. 

The  commission  should  have  express  power  to  investigate 
as  to  the  direct  and  indirect  ownership  and  control  of  the 
licensees  and  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  commission  in  so 
doing  should  be  at  the  expense  of  the  licensee  or  the  applicant 
for  a  license  (much  in  the  same  manner  as  a  public  utility 
corporation  must  pay  the  expenses  of  investigations  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission  under  New  Hampshire  Law) . 
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I  know  that  you  want  this  bill  to  be  a  valid  contract  prop- 
erly provisioned  and  implemented  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  State.  I  hope  my  suggestions  and  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral's opinion  may  be  helpful  to  you  in  carrying  out  this 
objective.

Dear  Governor  Winant: 

I  understand  that  you  desire  my  opinion  as  to  House  Bill 
No.  289  relating  to  horse  racing. 

County,  town  or  other  fair  associations  are  exempt  from 
the  requirements  for  a  license  although  they  may  conduct 
pari-mutuel  pools,  from  the  tax  on  admissions  and  from  the 
requirement  for  a  bond  which  is  for  the  payment  of  the  tax 
on  the  pari-mutuel  pools  and  other  purposes.  County  and 
town  fair  associations  are  not  conducted  by  counties  and 
towns  but  are  private  business  associations,  the  same  as 
other  fair  associations. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  discrimination  hereby  made  is  at 
least  distinctly  unwise. 

The  phrase  "other  fair  associations"  is  very  indefinite.  It 
provides  a  very  easy  means  of  evading  the  requirements  of 
the  act  and  in  such  a  way  that  a  court  probably  could  not 
ascertain  it  to  be  an  evasion  and  so  penalized. 

Even  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  exercise  of  the  police 
power  there  is  a  very  grave  question  that  this  discrimination 
makes  the  bill  unconstitutional. 

"But  even  the  police  power,  comprehensive  as  it  admit- 
tedly is,  has  its  limitations;  and  in  this  state,  at  least,  it  is 
subordinate  to  the  equality  of  privilege  and  of  burden  secured 
by  the  bill  of  rights  and  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  in 
clearly  expressed  provisions  which  mean  just  what  they  de- 
clare." State  V.  Jackman,  69  N.  H.  318,  331,  332.  "The 
right  of  acquiring  property  and  the  rights  of  life  and  liberty, 
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which  the  second  article  of  the  bill  puts  together  in  a  class  of 
rights  there  described  as  natural,  essential  and  inherent,  are 
secured  for  all  men."  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  66  N.  H.  629, 
631 ;  Aldrich  v.  Wright,  53  N.  H.  398,  399,  400." 

State  V.  Ramsey er,  73  N.  H.  31,  at  p.  34. 

There  are  two  provisions  in  the  bill  relating  to  taxation, 
so  called,  that  for  a  tax  of  3%  on  the  pari-mutuel  fund  and  a 
tax  of  15%  or  10^  each  whichever  is  greater  on  admissions. 
The  question  of  whether  a  tax  provision  is  constitutional  is  a 
difficult  one. 

It  probably  is  fair  to  assume  that  these  tax  clauses  are  for 
the  purpose  of  revenue.  That  has  been  the  argument.  The 
bill  requires  no  fee  in  payment  for  the  license. 

The  tax  of  3%  on  the  pari-mutuel  fund  is  probably  valid. 
While  it  does  not  call  for  the  average  of  taxation  of  the  estates 
tax,  I  believe  it  would  be  justified  under  the  1903  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  which  made  possible  taxation  of 
"other  classes  of  property,  including  franchises  and  property 
when  passing  by  will  or  inheritance." 

As  a  revenue  measure  it  seems  to  me  that  the  tax  on  ad- 
missions may  be  unconstitutional.  First,  it  may  violate  the 
constitutional  provision  for  proportional  and  reasonable  as- 
sessments in  that  county,  town  and  other  fair  associations 
are  exempt  from  this  tax  and  in  that  in  towns  or  cities  that 
do  not  accept  the  act  race  meets  may  be  conducted  and  the 
admissions  are  not  subject  to  this  tax.  Second,  the  specific 
tax  of  10«!  would  seem  to  violate  the  same  constitutional  re- 
quirement of  proportion  and  reasonableness. 

"Except  in  the  case  of  the  tax  upon  polls,  taxes  are  re- 
quired to  be  laid  ad  valorem." 

Opinion  of  the  Justices,  82  N.  H.  560  at  p.  563. 

If  a  tax  on  admissions  is  justified  as  a  license  fee  or  a  tax 
under  the  police  power  similar  to  the  former  tax  on  spirituous 
liquors,  I  would  answer  as  stated  above,  that  the  argument 
and  apparent  purposes  of  the  bill  is  that  large  revenue  will 
be  produced.  Either  as  a  license  fee  or  a  tax  similar  to  the 
former  tax  on  liquor  it  would  be  unconstitutional  if  the  dis- 
crimination in  favor  of  county,  town  or  other  fair  associations 
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or  that  in  favor  of  cities  or  towns  that  do  not  accept  the  act 
is  arbitrary.  A  license  fee  must  be  limited  approximately  to 
the  cost  of  supervision  and  regulation. 

"Where,  however,  the  amount  exacted  is  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  probable  amount  necessary  to  issue  licenses  and  in- 
spect and  regulate  the  business,  it  is  generally  regarded  as 
a  tax  for  revenue  and  not  a  license  tax." 

37  C.J.  171. 

The  separable  clause  in  Section  26  would  seem  to  do  more 
harm  than  good  so  far  as  the  state  is  concerned.  It  would 
follow  that  if  either  or  both  tax  provisions  were  invalid  that 
the  remainder  of  the  act  would  stand  and  the  state  would 
lose  the  corresponding  revenue. 

The  effect  of  the  repealing  clause  in  Section  28  is  not  cer- 
tain. I  should  expect  that  under  the  authority  of  Bank  v. 
Tilton,  82  N.  H.  81  and  Pollard  v.  Gregg,  77  N.  H.  190,  the 
only  effect  would  be  that  conducting  a  pari-mutuel  fund  is 
legal  and  not  subject  to  a  penalty  and  that  Sections  17  to  20 
inclusive  of  Chapter  384  of  the  Public  Laws  are  not  repealed. 
If  this  narrow^  construction  is  followed  then  the  winner  could 
not  sue  to  recover  his  gains  and  the  subscribers  could  recover 
the  money  paid.  If  a  broader  view  of  the  repealing  section 
is  adopted  by  the  court,  we  might  have  the  very  undesirable 
result  that  all  gambling  laws  are  repealed.  It  certainly  is 
desirable  that  the  repealing  section  be  more  specific.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  His  Ex- 
cellency, the  Governor. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate: 

Gentlemen : 

I  am  informed  that  a  Committee  of  the  Honorable  Senate 
has  rewritten  House  Bill  Number  289,  entitled  "Relating  to 
Horse  Racing  and  Creating  a  State  Racing  Commission." 
In  redrafting  this  bill,  fifteen  amendments  have  been  sug- 
gested. 

One  of  these  amendments  has  to  do  with  taxation  and 
revenue.  In  my  judgment  a  fixed  tax  on  gate  receipts  is 
necessary  in  order  to  protect  the  State's  interest  in  gate  re- 
ceipts. The  income  from  admissions  as  shown  by  the  experi- 
ence of  other  states  is  so  much  less  than  profit  obtained  from 
pari  mutuel  pools  that  race  track  operators,  as  a  matter  of 
business  judgment,  make  such  charges  subject  to  change. 
Therefore,  in  order  to  protect  the  State's  tax  interest  in  ad- 
missions a  fixed  charge  of  ten  cents  was  written  in  the  bill. 
This  practical  insurance  of  definite  revenue  from  admissions 
is  an  essential  part  of  the  bill.  This  provision  of  the  bill, 
however,  is  of  doubtful  constitutionality ;  but  is  so  necessary 
that  I  again  ask  that  this  question  be  submitted  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  for  an  advisory  opinion. 

New  Hampshire  has  already  suffered  from  the  enactment 
of  unconstitutional  tax  measures.  The  Legislature  of  1925 
was  compelled  to  provide  for  the  repayment  of  almost  one 
million  dollars  of  inheritance  taxes.  This  money  had  al- 
ready been  collected  and  expended.  Up  to  the  present  mo- 
ment, the  State  Treasury  has  been  paying  for  this  "dead 
horse."     I  believe  that  before  this  legislation  is  enacted  into 
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law  that  we  should  make  certain  that  its  provisions  are  con- 
stitutional. 

The  Attorney  General  advises  me  "that  the  wise  course 
to  follow  is  to  have  the  question  of  the  constitutionality  of 
the  specific  tax  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  an- 
swered by  that  body."  I  am  enclosing  his  entire  opinion  for 
your  information  and  guidance.  It  is  not  my  wish  to  un- 
necessarily delay  the  passage  of  this  measure,  and  I  believe 
the  request  to  insure  its  constitutionality  is  in  the  interest  of 
all  concerned  and  can  be  definitely  settled  within  a  short 
period  of  time.

Amend  paragraph  I  of 
Section  11  of  Chapter  200  of  the  Public  Laws,  as  inserted  by 
Chapter  65  of  the  Laws  of  1931  and  as  amended  by  Chapter 
19  of  the  Laws  of  1933,  by  inserting  after  the  words  "Stinson 
lake  in  Rumney"  the  words,  Peaporridge  pond  in  the  towns 
of  Madison  and  Conway,  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  I.  Pickerel  of  any  size  and  in  any 
quantity  may  be  taken  and  possessed  at  any  time,  from 
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Sunapee  lake,  Crystal  lake  in  Enfield,  Tewkesbury  pond  in 
Grafton,  Elbow  pond  in  Woodstock,  Partridge  lake  in  Lyman 
and  Littleton,  Pearl  lake  in  Lisbon,  Ogontz  lake,  Dodge 
pond.  Round  pond  and  Flag  pond  in  Lyman,  Ellsworth  pond 
in  Ellsworth,  Merrymeeting  lake  in  New  Durham,  Middleton 
reservoir  in  Middleton,  Scobie's  pond  in  Derry  and  London- 
derry, Big  Dan  Hole  pond  in  Ossipee  and  Tuftonboro,  Mason 
pond  in  Orford,  Rocky  pond  in  Wentworth,  Armington  pond 
and  Lake  Tarleton  in  Piermont,  Newfound  lake  in  the  towns 
of  Hebron,  Bridgewater,  Bristol  and  Alexandria,  Highland 
lake,  Elbow  pond  and  Bradley  pond  in  Andover,  Spofford 
lake  in  Chesterfield,  Spectacle  pond  in  Groton  and  Hebron, 
Rust  pond  in  Wolfeboro,  Mirror  lake  in  Tuftonboro,  Stinson 
lake  in  Rumney,  Peaporridge  pond  in  the  towns  of  Madison 
and  Conway,  Town  Line  pond  in  the  towns  of  Dorchester  and 
Wentworth,  Trout  pond  in  the  town  of  Dorchester  and 
Lamprey  pond  in  the  town  of  Orford,  and  in  the  Contoocook 
river  from  the  Cheshire  Mill  pond  outlet  in  Jaffrey  to  the 
Merrimack  river,  all  waters  of  Coos  county  and  all  other 
streams  in  the  state  inhabited  by  trout,  except  Merrimack 
river,  Powwow  river,  Winnipesaukee  river,  and  Pemigewasset 
river. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Martel,  the  Senate  voted  to  concur 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  adoption  of  the 
foregoing  amendment.

On  motion  of  Senator  George,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended as  to  allow  the  introduction  of  a  committee  report  not 
previously  advertised  in  the  journal. 

Senator  George,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred: 

House  Bill  No.  289,  An  act  relating  to  horse  racing  and 
creating  a  state  racing  commission,  having  considered  the 
same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendments  and 
recommended  its  passage. 

Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  inserting  in  the  third  line 
after  the  word  "appointed"  the  words  "and  may  be  for  cause 
removed"  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  follow- 
ing: "And  no  member  of  the  commission  shall  have  any  pe- 
cuniary interest  in  any  racing  or  the  sale  of  pari  mutuel  pools 
licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,"  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  State  Racing  Commission.  There  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  created  a  State  Racing  Commission  consisting  of  three 
members  who  shall  be  appointed  and  may  be  for  cause  re- 
moved by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council.  One  member  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years,  and  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  their  terms  of  office  their  successors  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointment for  the  unexpired  term.  The  members  shall  serve 
until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.     So  far  as 
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practicable  they  shall  be  persons  interested  in  the  establish- 
ment and  development  of  a  New  Hampshire  breed  of  thor- 
oughbred horses  and  no  member  of  the  commission  shall  have 
any  pecuniary  interest  in  any  racing  or  the  sale  of  pari  mutual 
pools  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Amend  Section  6  of  said  bill  by  inserting  in  the  third  line 
after  the  word  "necessary"  the  words  "to  provide  adequate 
policing  and,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

6.  Assistants.  The  commission,  with  the  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council,  is  authorized  to  employ  such  assistants 
and  employees  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  provide  adequate 
policing  and  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act  at  such  com- 
pensation on  a  per  diem  basis  as  the  commission  may  pre- 
scribe. 

Amend  Section  11  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "ex- 
cept a  county,  town  or  other  fair  association"  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read:  11.  Races.  No  person,  as- 
sociation or  corporation  shall  hold,  conduct  or  operate  any 
running  or  harness  horse  race  or  meet  for  public  exhibition 
within  the  state  without  a  license  from  the  State  Racing  Com- 
mission. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  in  Section  12  the 
words  "except  county,  town  or  other  fair  associations"  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read:  12.  License.  Any 
person,  association  or  corporation  desiring  to  hold  a  running 
or  harness  horse  race  or  meet  for  public  exhibition  shall  ap- 
ply to  said  commission  for  a  license  to  do  so.  The  applica- 
tion shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  person  or  executive 
officer  of  the  association  or  corporation  and  shall  contain  the 
following  information: 

(a)  The  full  name  and  address  of  the  person,  association 
or  corporation. 

(b)  If  an  association,  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
members  of  the  association. 

(c)  If  a  corporation,  the  name  of  the  state  under  which  it 
is  incorporated  with  its  principal  place  of  business  and  the 
names  and  addresses  of  its  directors  and  stockholders. 
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(d)  The  exact  location  where  it  is  desired  to  conduct  or 
hold  races  or  race  meets. 

(e)  Whether  or  not  the  racing  plant  is  owned  or  leased, 
and  if  leased,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  fee  owner,  or  if 
a  corporation  of  the  directors  and  stockholders  thereof. 

(f )  A  statement  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  person, 
association  or  corporation  making  such  application. 

(g)  Such  other  information  as  the  commission  may  re- 
quire. 

Amend  Section  13  of  said  bill  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof 
the  words:  "The  license  of  any  corporation  shall  automati- 
cally cease  upon  the  change  in  ownership,  legal  or  equitable, 
of  fifty  per  cent,  or  more  of  the  voting  stock  of  the  corpora- 
tion and  the  corporation  shall  not  hold  a  running  or  harness 
horse  race  or  meet  for  public  exhibition  without  a  new  li- 
cense," so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
13.  Issuance  of  license.  If  the  commission  is  satisfied  that 
all  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  commission  have  been  and  will  be  complied 
with  by  the  person,  association  or  corporation  applying  for  a 
license,  it  may  issue  a  license  which  shall  expire  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December.  The  license  shall  set  forth  the  name 
of  the  licensee,  the  place  where  the  races  or  race  meets  are  to 
be  held,  and  the  time  and  number  of  days  during  which  racing 
may  be  conducted  by  said  licensee.  Any  such  license  issued 
shall  not  be  transferable  or  assignable.  Said  commission 
shall  have  power  to  revoke  any  license  issued  at  any  time  for 
good  cause  upon  reasonable  notice  and  hearing.  The  license 
of  any  corporation  shall  automatically  cease  upon  the  change 
in  ownership,  legal  or  equitable,  of  fifty  per  cent,  or  more 
of  the  voting  stock  of  the  corporation  and  the  corporation 
shall  not  hold  a  running  or  harness  horse  race  or  meet  for 
public  exhibition  without  a  new  license. 

Amend  Section  14  of  said  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  words  "and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
commission,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

14.     Bond.     Every  person,  association  or  corporation  li- 
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censed  under  this  act  shall  before  said  license  is  issued  give  a 
bond  to  the  state  in  such  reasonable  sum  not  exceeding  $50,- 
000  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  commission  with  a  surety  or  sure- 
ties to  be  approved  by  the  commission  conditioned  to  faith- 
fully make  the  payments  prescribed  by  this  act  and  to  keep 
its  books  and  records  and  make  reports  as  herein  provided 
and  to  conduct  its  racing  in  conformity  with  this  act  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  commission. 

Amend  Section  15  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  entire  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  15.  Pen- 
alty. Any  person,  association  or  corporation  holding  or  con- 
ducting, or  any  person  or  persons  aiding  or  abetting  in  the 
holding  or  conducting  of  any  running  or  harness  horse  race  or 
meet  for  public  exhibition  within  the  state  without  a  license 
duly  issued  by  said  commission,  or  any  person,  association 
or  corporation  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
or  who  violates  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  commission  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thou- 
sand dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  in  Section  16  the 
words  "or  conducted  by  a  county,  town  or  other  fair  associa- 
tion" and  by  adding  after  the  word  "three"  in  line  17  the 
words,  and  one-half,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read:  16.  Pari  Mutuel  Pools.  Within  the  enclosure  of  any 
race  track  where  is  held  a  race  or  race  meet  licensed  and 
conducted  under  this  act  but  not  elsewhere,  the  sale  of  pari 
mutuel  pools  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
said  commission  is  hereby  permitted  and  authorized  during 
the  years  1933  and  1934.  Commissions  on  such  pools  shall 
in  no  event  and  at  no  track  exceed  ten  per  cent.,  and  the  odd 
cents  of  all  redistribution  to  be  made  on  all  mutuel  contribu- 
tions exceeding  a  sum  equal  to  the  next  lowest  multiple  of 
five.  Said  maximum  shall  include  the  three  and  one-half 
per  cent,  tax  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  adding  in  Section  17  after  the 
word  "three"  in  line  4  the  words,  and  one-half,  so  that  saia 
section  as  amended  shall  read:  17.  Tax  on  Pari  Mutuel 
Pools.     Each  person,  association  or  corporation  licensed  to 
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conduct  a  race  or  race  meet  under  this  act  shall  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  state  a  sum  equal  to  three 
and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  total  contributions  to  all  pari 
mutuel  pools  conducted  or  made  at  any  race  or  race  meet  li- 
censed under  this  act. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  18 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  18.  Payment. 
Said  payment  under  the  preceding  section  shall  be  made  not 
later  than  seven  days  after  each  race  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  report  under  oath  showing  the  total  of  all  said 
contributions  to  pari  mutuel  pools  covered  by  such  report 
and  such  other  information  as  the  commission  may  require. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  19 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  19.  Limitation. 
No  part  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  racing 
whatever  except  running  or  harness  horse  races. 

Amend  Section  20  of  said  bill  by  inserting  at  the  end 
thereof  the  words  "and  approved  by  the  commission"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

20.  Records.  Every  person,  association  or  corporation 
conducting  a  race  or  race  meet  under  this  act  shall  so  keep 
its  books  and  records  as  to  clearly  show  the  total  number  of 
admissions  and  the  total  amount  of  money  contributed  to 
every  pari  mutuel  pool  on  each  race  separately  and  the 
amount  of  money  received  daily  from  admission  fees,  and 
within  sixty  days  after  the  conclusion  of  every  race  meeting 
shall  submit  to  the  commission  a  complete  audit  of  its  ac- 
counts, certified  by  a  public  accountant  qualified  to  practice 
in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  approved  by  the  com- 
mission. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  21 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  21.  Minors. 
No  minor  whether  attending  a  race  or  employed  in  any  man- 
ner on  or  about  a  race  track  shall  be  permitted  to  participate 
in  any  pari  mutuel  pool  or  be  admitted  to  any  pari  mutuel 
enclosure. 

Amend  Section  22  of  said  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following:  "Said  commission  shall  have  the  further  power 
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and  authority  to  investigate  as  to  the  direct  and  indirect 
ownership  and  control  of  any  licensee  and  any  expense  in- 
curred by  the  commission  in  so  doing  shall  be  at  the  expense 
of  such  licensee  or  of  the  applicant  for  a  license"  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

22.  Supervision.  Said  commission  shall  have  the  power 
and  authority  to  regulate,  supervise  and  check  the  making  of 
pari  mutuel  pools  and  the  distributions  therefrom.  Said 
commission  shall  have  the  further  power  and  authority  to 
investigate  as  to  the  direct  and  indirect  ownership  and  con- 
trol of  any  licensee  and  any  expense  incurred  by  the  com- 
mission in  so  doing  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  such  licensee 
or  of  the  applicant  for  a  license. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  24 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  24.  Effect  on 
Other  Laws.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  amended  to  the  extent 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  Sections  17,  18, 19  and  20  of 
Chapter  384  of  Public  Laws  shall  not  apply  to  pari  mutuel 
pools  provided  for  herein. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  26 
and  renumbering  Section  27  to  read  26. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  in  Section  28  the 
words  "all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed  and"  and  by  renumbering  said  section  to 
read  27  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read :  27.  Takes 
Effect.    This  act  takes  effect  upon  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  amendments  adopted. 

The  question  being  stated : 

Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time? 

Senator  Doe  demanded  a  roll  call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  Sections  2,  7,  12,  13,  14,  15, 
16  and  17,  the  substance  thereof  having  been  heretofore  en- 
acted through  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  24. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  Section  3. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  Section  8  and  sub- 
stituting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

8.  Amendment.  Amend  Section  8  of  said  Chapter  262  as 
amended  by  Section  4  of  Chapter  89  of  the  Laws  of  1927 
and  by  Section  10  of  Chapter  122  of  the  Laws  of  1929,  by 
striking  out  after  the  word  "certificates"  in  the  eighth  line 
the  following  words:  "provided  that  not  exceeding  fifteen 
-per  cent  of  the  deposits  may  be  so  invested  whenever  the 
assets  of  any  bank,  as  determined  by  the  bank  commissioner, 
shall  exceed  the  deposits  by  as  much  as  fifteen  per  cent 
thereof,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 8.  Limitations.  Not  exceeding  sixty-five  per  cent 
of  the  deposits  shall  be  invested  in  securities  authorized  un- 
der Sections  9  to  12  inclusive;  not  exceeding  five  per  cent  of 
the  deposits  shall  be  invested  in  the  securities  of  any  one 
company ;  and  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall 
be  invested  in  securities  authorized  by  Sections  9  to  12  in- 
clusive other  than  bonds,  notes,  equipment  securities  and 
receivers'  certificates.  No  investment  shall  be  made  in  the 
securities  of  a  corporation  authorized  by  Paragraphs  VIII, 
IX  and  X  of  Section  12  of  this  chapter,  unless  at  least  sixty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  gross  income  of  such  corporation  is  de- 
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rived  from  the  direct  operation  of  its  water,  heat,  ice,  gas, 
electric  light  or  electric  power  business,  or  a  combination  of 
two  or  more  of  the  foregoing  described  businesses. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  Section  4  to  2; 
Section  5  to  3 ;  Section  6  to  4 ;  Section  8  to  5 ;  Section  9  to  6 ; 
Section  10  to  7;  Section  11  to  8;  Section  18  to  9;  and  Section 
19  to  10;  to  conform  with  the  prior  amendments. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted  and  the  bill 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

Senator  Dickson,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks,  to  whom 
was  referred  House  Bill  No.  376,  An  act  relating  to  St.  Mary's 
bank,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with- 
out amendment  and  recommended  its  passage.

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Senator  Quimby  for  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom' 
was  referred  House  Bill  No.  225,  An  act  to  establish  a  con- 
tinuous highway  from  the  East  Side  Trunk  highway  in  New- 
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ington  to  the  New  Hampshire  College  road  at  Coe's  corner 
in  Durham,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  amendments  and  recommended  that  the 
bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  House  Bill  No.  225  by  striking  out  in  line  8  of  Sec- 
tion 7  of  said  bill  the  words  "twenty-five  years  from  the  date 
of  issue  and  any  twenty-five  year  bonds  shall  be  callable  in 
fifteen  years"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  and  all  bonds  shall  be  callable  any 
time  after  twelve  years;  so  that  said  section  shall  read  as 
follows: 

Bonds  Authorized.  The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  author- 
ized, under  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow 
upon  the  credit  of  the  state  not  exceeding  one  million  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($1,100,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  for  that 
purpose  may  issue  bonds  and  notes  in  the  name  and  on  behalf 
of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  at  a  rate  of  interest  to  be 
determined  by  the  governor  and  council.  The  maturity 
dates  of  such  bonds  shall  be  determined  by  the  governor  and 
council,  but  in  no  case  shall  they  be  later  than  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  and  all  bonds  shall  be  callable 
at  any  time  after  twelve  years.  Such  bonds  and  notes 
shall  contain  an  express  guarantee  which  shall  be  deemed 
a  contract  on  the  part  of  the  state,  that  toll  will  be  collected, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  until  the  date 
of  maturity  of  said  bonds  or  until  sufficient  money  shall 
have  accumulated  to  pay  said  notes  and  bonds  and  the  in- 
terest thereon  at  the  dates  of  maturity,  shall  be  in  such  form 
and  such  denominations  as  the  governor  and  council  shall 
determine,  may  be  registerable  as  to  both  principal  and 
interest,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor  and  shall 
be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state.  The 
secretary  of  state  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  such  bonds 
and  notes  countersigned  by  the  governor,  showing  the  num- 
ber and  amount  of  each  bond  and  note,  the  time  of  counter- 
signing, the  date  of  delivery  to  the  treasurer  and  the  date 
of  maturity.    The  state  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of 
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each  bond  and  note,  showing  the  number  thereof,  the  name 
of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  for  the 
same,  the  date  of  the  sale  and  the  date  of  maturity.  The 
treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  and  notes  by 
direction  of  the  governor  and  council  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  determine  most  advantageous  to  the  state.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  such  bonds  and  notes  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  warrants  drawn  by 
the  governor  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  alone  and  the  gov- 
ernor, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw 
his  warrants  for  the  payment  from  the  funds  provided  for 
by  this  act  of  all  sums  expended  or  due  for  the  purposes  herein 
authorized.  Interest  from  such  bonds  and  notes  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  taxes  imposed  by  Chapter  265  of  the  Public 
Laws.

Amend  Section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  line  6  of  said 
section  the  words  ''water  commissioners"  and  adding  at  the 
end  of  said  section  the  following  new  sentence.  "The  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners  is  not  included  in  the  above,"  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Section  1.  Application  of  Act.  This  act  shall  apply  to 
the  city  government  of  Manchester ;  and  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act  said  government  shall  be  understood  to  include  all 
offices,  departments,  boards,  commissions,  institutions  and 
other  agencies  which  expend  public  funds  collected  for  city 
purposes  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "departments"),  not 
excepting  the  school  board,  highway  commissioners,  police 
commissioners,  finance  commission,  commissioner  of  char- 
ities, trustees  of  cemetery  funds  and  library  trustees.  The 
board  of  water  commissioners  is  not  included  in  the  above. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  11  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section. 

11.  Appointment  and  Term  of  Office.  The  city  auditor 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  for  a  term  of  two  years;  and  he 
shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  for 
the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  his  office. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  the  third  line  of 
Section  13  the  words  "two  thirds"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "majority"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read: 

13.  Removal.  The  city  auditor  shall  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  mayor  for  just  cause  only,  subject  to  approval 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  given  by  a  majority  vote  thereof. 
In  the  event  of  such  removal,  the  city  auditor  shall  receive 
from  the  mayor  at  least  two  weeks'  notice  of  the  intended 
date  thereof;  and  he  may  be  suspended  by  the  mayor  for  said 
period  of  two  weeks.  Upon  demand  of  the  city  auditor  filed 
with  the  city  clerk,  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  shall 
hold  a  public  hearing  upon  the  reasons  for  the  removal  of  the 
city  auditor.    For  the  purpose  of  such  hearing  the  mayor 
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shall  furnish  the  city  auditor  with  a  written  statement  of 
the  reasons  for  his  removal  at  least  three  days  before  the 
date  of  the  hearing. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth  line 
of  Section  16  the  word  "excinded"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "excided"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read: 

16.  Construction  of  Act.  If  any  portion  of  this  act  shall 
be  declared  unconstitutional,  the  remainder  shall  remain  in 
force,  and  the  portion  declared  unconstitutional  shall  be  ex- 
cided.

labor  called  for  by  an  emergency  that  could  not  reasonably 
have  been  anticipated.

creditors.  Regulations  hereunder  shall  be  by  written  order 
signed  by  the  commissioner  and  filed  in  his  office.     Copies 
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thereof  signed  b}^  the  commissioner  shall  be  served  as  herein- 
after provided.  The  commissioner  may  change,  cancel  or 
terminate  any  such  orders  from  time  to  time  as  he  deems  the 
interest  of  such  depositors  or  creditors  require. 

2.  ,  Notice.  Notice  of  any  order  of  the  commis- 
sioner made  hereunder  shall  be  suflEicient  if  served  on  the 
treasurer  or  cashier  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  business 
of  the  institution  affected  and  on  one  other  officer  or  a  trustee 
or  director  thereof  but  any  order  relating  to  the  withdrawal, 
payment  or  reception  of  deposits  shall,  in  addition  thereto, 
be  posted  in  that  part  of  the  institution  commonly  used  by  its 
depositors.  Any  person  may  serve  such  notice.  The  com- 
missioner may  give  such  further  notice  of  any  such  order  as 
he  deems  desirable.  Notice  of  any  such  order  relating  to 
the  payment  of  accounts  other  than  deposits  may  be  given 
creditors  by  registered  mail  and  a  return  receipt  signed  by  or 
for  a  creditor  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  receipt  thereof. 
Until  May  15,  1935,  the  commissioner  may  exercise  any  and 
all  the  rights  and  powers  conferred  by  this  section  without 
application  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  when  he 
deems  the  public  good  so  requires.

Amend  Section  5  of  Chapter  200  of  the 
Public  Laws,  as  amended  by  Section  9,  Chapter  65  of  the 
Laws  of  1927  and  Section  1,  Chapter  56  of  the  Laws  of  1931, 
by  striking  out  the  words  "five  pounds  of  brook  trout"  in 
the  second  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words, 
twenty-five  brook  trout,  the  weight  of  which  shall  not  exceed 
five  pounds,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  5.

lake  trout  or  aureolus  trout  collectively;  and,  for  the  pur- 
poses hereof,  each  member  of  the  party,  and  the  person  or 
persons  in  charge  of  the  boat  present  when  any  violation  of 
this  section  takes  place,  shall  all  be  regarded  as  principals  and 
shall  each  be  liable  for  the  penalty  hereinafter  prescribed.

1.  Amend  Section  22  of  Chapter  100  of  the  Public  Laws 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "vehicle"  in  the  first  line  thereof 
the  following  words: — "except  motor  trucks  of  a  registered 
carrying  capacity  of  three  tons  or  more"  and  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "both"  in  the  seventh  line  the  words  "of  a 
registered  carrying  capacity  of  less  than  three  tons"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  22.  Twenty 
Day  Privilege.  A  motor  vehicle,  except  motor  trucks  of  a 
registered  carrying  capacity  of  three  tons  or  more,  owned 
by  a  non-resident  who  has  complied  with  the  laws  of  his 
state,  district  or  country,  relating  to  registration  and  licens- 
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ing  of  motor  vehicles,  may  operate  upon  the  ways  of  this 
state  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  twenty  days  in  any  one 
calendar  year,  without  registration,  except  where  a  person 
owns,  operates  or  causes  to  be  operated  more  than  one  motor 
truck  or  commercial  vehicle  or  both  of  a  registered  carrying 
capacity  of  less  than  three  tons,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
more  than  twenty  days  in  the  calendar  year  for  all  such 
vehicles ;  provided,  that  said  state,  district  or  country  grants 
like  privileges  to  residents  of  this  state. 

Amend  Section  2  of  said  bill  by  inserting  before  the  word 
"carrying"  in  third  and  fifth  lines  the  word  registered,  and 
by  striking  out  the  word  "two"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  three;  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

2.  Amend  Section  28  of  Chapter  100  of  the  Public  Laws 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "vehicle"  in  the  first  line  thereof 
the  following  words,  except  motor  trucks  of  a  registered  carry- 
ing capacity  of  three  tons  or  more;  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:  28.  Zone  Privilege.  Anon- 
resident  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle,  except  trucks  of  a  regis- 
tered carrying  capacity  of  three  tons  or  more,  who  has  com- 
plied with  the  laws  of  his  state  relating  to  registration  and 
licensing  of  motor  vehicles  and  who  has  a  bona  fide  actual 
residence  in  a  state  granting  like  privileges  to  residents  of 
this  state,  which  residence  is  located  within  fifteen  miles  by 
highway  of  the  border-line  of  this  state,  may  operate  such 
vehicle  upon  any  ways  of  this  state  distant  not  more  than 
fifteen  miles  from  the  border  line  of  his  state  if  application 
for  the  registration  thereof  is  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  1  and  the  proper  fee  is  paid  and  the 
vehicle  is  registered  by  the  commissioner. 

Amend  Section  3  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

3.  Amend  Chapter  100  of  the  Public  Laws  by  adding  the 
following  new  section.  29A.  Registration  or  Permit.  No 
motor  truck  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity  of  more  than 
three  tons  and  no  motor  vehicle  carrying  passengers,  owned 
by  a  non-resident,  shall  be  operated  on  the  highways  of  this 
state,  until  it  has  been  registered  under  the  laws  of  this  state 
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in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  of  like  vehicles  owned  and 
registered  in  this  state ;  provided,  however,  that  a  non-resi- 
dent owner  may  apply  to  the  commissioner  of  motor  vehicles 
for  a  special  permit  to  operate  such  motor  truck  or  motor 
vehicle  upon  the  highways  of  this  state,  which  permit,  if 
granted,  shall  cover  operation  of  such  non-resident  motor 
truck  or  motor  vehicle  in  this  state  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
five  days  from  date  of  issue  or  for  a  period  of  five  separate 
days  during  one  calendar  year.

"or  to  furnish  or  offer  to  furnish  tourist  service  by  selling  or 
offering  to  sell  to  any  proprietor  of  any  so-called  roadside 
house  or  camp  furnishing  or  offering  to  furnish  meals  and/or 
lodging  to  the  traveling  public,  any  form  of  sign  or  other 
insignia  indicating  that  said  roadside  house  or  camp  has 
been  approved  by  any  individual,  firm,  association  or  cor- 
poration"; so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

1.  Motor  Vehicle  Road  Service.  No  individual,  firm, 
association  or  corporation  shall  perform,  or  offer  to  perform, 
in  this  state,  for  a  stipulated  fee  covering  a  certain  period, 
any  form  of  road  or  other  service  relating  to  the  repair,  op- 
eration and  care  of  automobiles  or  protection  and  assistance 
of  automobile  owners  or  drivers,  other  than  by  insurance, 
or  to  furnish  or  offer  to  furnish  tourist  service  by  selling  or 
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offering  to  sell  to  any  proprietor  of  any  so-called  roadside 
house  or  camp  furnishing  or  offering  to  furnish  meals  and/or 
lodging  to  the  traveling  public,  any  form  of  sign  or  other 
insignia  indicating  that  said  roadside  house  or  camp  has  been 
approved  by  any  individual,  firm,  association  or  corporation, 
without  being  licensed  therefor  by  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner. 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
title  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

An  act  relative  to  motor  vehicle  road  service  and  tourist 
sign  service. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted,  and  the 
bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

MAJORITY  AND  MINORITY  REPORT 

A  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Transportation,  to  whom 
was  referred  House  Bill  No.  220,  An  act  relating  to  carrier-s 
of  property  for  hire  on  the  public  highways. 

Having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the 
following  amendment. 

Amend  Section  2  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the  word 
"rendered"  in  the  eighth  line  the  following:  ''such  rates  to  be 
computed  on  a  mileage  basis"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read: 

2.  No  person,  corporation,  partnership,  association,  rail- 
road or  railway  company,  shall  operate  any  motor  vehicle, 
not  running  upon  rails  or  tracks,  upon  any  public  highway 
transporting  property  for  hire  as  a  common  carrier,  between 
points  within  this  state,  without  first  obtaining  a  registra- 
tion certificate  and  special  number  plates  from  the  public 
service  commission  (hereinafter  called  the  commissiori) . 
Said  applicant  shall  file  with  the  commission,  the  following': 
1.  The  schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  applying  to  the 
service  to  be  rendered,  such  rates  to  be  computed  on  a  mileage 
basis.  2.  An  indemnity  bond  or  insurance  policy  which 
shall  adequately  provide  for  the  reasonable  protection  of  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  property  transported.  3.  The 
routes  over  the  highways  within  the  state  over  which  it  is 
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proposed  to  operate  said  motor  vehicle  or  vehicles  as  common 
carriers.  4.  The  fees  required  as  hereinafter  provided.  If 
the  indemnity  bond  or  insurance  policy  are  satisfactory  the 
commission  shall  issue  a  registration  certificate  and  special 
number  plates.  In  cases  where  a  common  carrier  has  been 
rendering  a  substantially  uninterrupted  service,  the  opera- 
tion may  lawfully  be  continued  pending  issuance  of  the  cer- 
tificate if  application  is  made  within  fifteen  days  of  the 
effective  date  of  this  act. 

Amend  Section  5  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  word  "com- 
mon" in  the  third  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "such"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read: 

5.  No  common  or  contract  carrier  shall  charge,  demand, 
exact,  receive  or  collect  for  any  service  rendered  an  amount 
greater  or  less  than  the  rates  on  file  with  the  commission,  pro- 
vided however  that  any  such  carrier  holding  a  registration 
certificate  may  file  new  rates,  rules  and  regulations  or  change 
the  highways  over  which  it  gives  service  by  filing  notices 
thereof  with  the  commission.

the  words  "seats  or  chairs  arranged  at  a  counter"  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  words  "an}^  arrangement  for  a  bar" 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

1.  .  Terms  used  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  fol- 
lows unless  a  different  meaning  is  clearly  apparent  from  the 
language  or  context : 

I.  "Person,"  individual,  copartnership,  corporation,  so- 
ciety and  joint  company. 

II.  "Beer,"  beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  porter  and  similar  fer- 
raented  malt  beverages,  the  sale  of  which  is  not  prohibited 
by  a  statute  of  the  state  or  of  the  United  States. 

III.  "Off  sale,"  sale  of  beverages  for  consumption  only 
off  the  premises. 

IV.  "On  sale,"  sale  of  beverages  for  consumption  on  the 
premises. 

V.  "Wholesale,"  sale  to  any  person  for  purpose  of  resale. 

VI.  "Commission,"  control  commission  provided  in  this 
chapter. 

VII.  "Restaurant,"  any  room  regularly  and  in  a  bona  fide 
manner  used  and  kept  open  for  the  serving  of  meals  to  guests 
for  compensation  which  has  suitable  accommodations  for 
seating  at  least  twenty  guests  therein  at  one  and  the  same 
time  subject  to  approval  of  the  commission  and  a  kitchen  con- 
nected therewith  containing  conveniences  for  cooking  suffi- 
cient to  provide  meals  in  a  bona  fide  manner  for  twenty 
guests  at  one  and  the  same  time  and  shall  include  dining  cars 
and  vessels  meeting  such  requirements.  The  accommoda- 
tions, for  the  purposes  of  this  subdivision,  shall  not  include 
any  arrangement  for  a  bar  or  similar  contrivance. 

Amend  Section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"which  includes  a  bona  fide  restaurant"  in  the  eighteenth  line 
of  said  section. 

VIII.  "Club,"  a  group  of  individuals,  incorporated  or 
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otherwise,  which  is  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  an  estab- 
lishment which  includes  a  bona  fide  restaurant  not  operated 
for  pecuniary  gain  and  the  property  as  well  as  the  advantages 
of  which  belong  bona  fide  to  all  the  members.  "Club"  as 
herein  used  also  means  the  establishment  so  operated. 

IX.  "Grocery  store,"  any  retail  establishment  where  food- 
stuffs are  regularly  and  customarily  sold  in  a  bona  fide  man- 
ner for  consumption  off  the  premises. 

X.  "Drug  store,"  a  place  licensed  by  the  New  Hampshire 
State  board  of  pharmacy  for  the  sale  of  drugs. 

XI.  "Dining  car,"  any  car  used  for  the  serving  of  lunches 
or  meals  to  patrons  while  attached  to  any  train  operated  for 
the  transportation  of  persons  upon  a  regular  or  special 
schedule. 

XII.  "Vessel,"  a  craft  used  for  navigation  of  the  water, 
any  ship,  vessel  or  boat  of  any  kind  whatsoever  whether  pro- 
pelled by  steam  or  otherwise  and  whether  used  as  a  seagoing 
vessel  or  on  inland  waters  only. 

XIII.  "Hotel,"  a  building  regularly  used  and  kept  open  as 
such  in  a  bona  fide  manner  for  the  feeding  and  lodging  of 
guests  where  all  conduct  themselves  properly  and  in  a  man- 
ner satisfactory  to  the  commissioners. 

XIV.  "Brewery,"  any  place  or  premises  where  any  beer  is 
manufactured  and  all  offices,  granaries,  mash  rooms,  cooling- 
rooms,  vaults,  yards,  cellars  and  store  rooms  connected  there- 
with or  where  any  part  of  the  process  of  manufacture  of  beer 
is  carried  on  or  where  any  apparatus  connected  with  such 
manufacture  is  kept  or  used  or  where  any  of  the  products  of 
brewing  or  fermentation  are  stored  or  kept,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  included  in  and  to  form  part  of  the  brewery  to  which 
they  are  attached  or  are  appurtenant. 

XV.  "Beverage,"  any  beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  porter,  wine, 
similar  fermented  malt  or  vinous  liquor  and  fruit  juices  con- 
taining one  per  cent  or  more  of  alcohol  by  volume  and  not 
more  than  three  and  two-tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  weight 
or  four  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  sixty  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Amend  Section  2  of  the  bill  bv  striking  out  the  words 
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"two,  four  and  six  years"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "one,  two  and  three 
years"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "two"  in  the  eighth  line  of 
said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "one"  and 
by  striking  out  after  the  word  "each"  in  the  ninth  line  the 
word  "alternate"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "six"  in  the 
tenth  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "three"  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

2.  .  There  shall  be  a  commission  known  as  the  con- 
trol commission  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council, 
not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  same  po- 
litical party.  They  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  one,  two 
and  three  years  respectively,  the  length  of  term  of  each  to  be 
fixed  in  his  commission  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  his 
successor  has  been  appointed  and  qualified.  They  shall  de- 
vote their  full  time  to  the  work  of  the  commission.  The  Gov- 
ernor, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  shall  ap- 
point and  commission  one  member  as  chairman  and  a  second 
member  as  treasurer  of  the  commission.  Thereafter,  begin- 
ning one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  first  commis- 
sion under  this  act,  one  member  shall  be  appointed  each  year 
for  a  term  of  three  j^ears  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said 
board  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Council  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  The 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  may 
remove  any  commissioner  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his  term 
if  sufiicient  cause  is  shown  therefor  and  it  appears  that  the 
public  good  so  requires.  Before  removal  of  any  commis- 
sioner he  shall  be  notified  of  the  cause  therefor  and  be  en- 
titled to  a  hearing  in  respect  thereof  before  the  Governor  and 
Council. 

Amend  Section  3  by  striking  out  the  words  "thirty-five" 
in  the  first  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "twenty-eight"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read: 

3.  Salaries.  The  annual  salaries  of  said  commissioners 
shall  be  twenty-eight  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum  pay- 
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able  monthly.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  receive 
their  necessary  expenses  while  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  The  compensation  and  expenses  of  the  commission 
shall  be  paid  by  the  State  on  the  warrant  of  the  Governor  with 
the  approval  of  the  Council. 

Amend  Section  5  of  the  bill  by  crossing  out  all  of  said  sec- 
tion and  substituting  therefor  the  following : 

The  commissioners  may  appoint  to  such  positions  as  the 
Governor  and  Council  may  determine  such  clerical  assistants, 
deputies  and  other  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
efficient  enforcement  of  this  act.

22.  Local  Option.  A  town  at  its  next  regular  town  meet-

Provided,  however,  that  the 
commission  may  grant  "on  sale"  permits  to  hotels  in  towns  or 
cities  which  vote  against  the  issuance  of  local  permits,  per- 
mitting such  hotels  to  serve  beverages  made  lawful  by  this  act 
to  bona  fide  registered  guests,  who  have  resorted  to  such  ho- 
tels for  food  or  lodging  and  the  said  commission  may  grant 
"on  sale"  permits  to  persons  in  unincorporated  places.  The 
commission  may  grant  permits  in  all  cities  and  towns  in  the 
state  until  a  city  or  town  has  voted  against  such  permits  as 
herein  provided. 

Amend  Section  31  by  adding  the  following  new  paragraph: 
The  commission  is  authorized  to  investigate  prices  charged 
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for  beverages  by  holders  of  wholesalers'  permits,  on  sale  per- 
mits and  off  sale  permits.  For  that  purpose  the  commission 
may  hold  a  public  hearing  at  such  time  and  place  within  the 
state  as  the  commission  shall  appoint  and  shall  send  notice  of 
such  hearing  in  writing  by  registered  mail  to  the  permittee 
involved  and  shall  publish  notice  of  such  hearing  at  least  once 
in  a  newspaper  with  circulation  in  the  town  in  which  such 
permittee  is  doing  business.  The  commission  shall  have  the 
power  to  revoke  the  permit  of  any  holder  of  a  wholesaler's

31.  Revocation.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission- 
ers to  cause  frequent  inspections  to  be  made  of  all  premises 
with  respect  to  which  any  permit  shall  have  been  issued  un- 
der this  act.  If  any  permittee  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  or  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  commis-

''which  includes  a  bona  fide  restaurant"  in  the  eighteenth  line 
of  said  section ;  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read: 

VIII.  "Club",  a  group  of  individuals,  incorporated  or 
otherwise,  which  is  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  any  es- 
tablishment not  operated  for  pecuniary  gain  and  the  property 
as  well  as  the  advantages  of  which  belong  bona  fide  to  all 
the  members.  "Club"  as  herein  used  also  means  the  estab- 
lishment so  operated. 

and  the  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this 
afternoon  at  two  o'clock. 

Senator  Doe,  for  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to

3.  Amend  Chapter  100  of  the  Pubhc  Laws  by  adding  the 
following  new  section:  29 A.  Registration  or  Permit.  No 
motor  truck  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity  of  more  than 
three  tons  and  no  motor  vehicle  carrying  passengers,  owned 
by  a  non-resident,  shall  be  operated  on  the  highways  of  this 
state,  until  it  has  been  registered  under  the  laws  of  this  state 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  of  like  vehicles  owned  and 
registered  in  this  state;  provided,  however,  that  a  non- 
resident owner  may  apply  to  the  commissioner  of  motor 
vehicles  for  a  special  permit  to  operate  such  motor  truck 
or  motor  vehicle  upon  the  highways  of  this  state,  which 
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permit,  if  granted,  shall  cover  operation  of  such  non-resident 
motor  truck  or  motor  vehicle  in  this  state  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  five  days  from  date  of  issue  or  for  a  period  of  five 
separate  days  during  one  calendar  year.  A  special  permit 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
transferable,  nor  shall  it  be  extended  beyond  the  five  day 
period.  Any  such  special  permit  issued  by  the  commissioner 
of  motor  vehicles  shall  be  in  the  possession  of  the  operator 
of  such  non-resident  motor  truck  or  motor  vehicle  at  all 
times  when  such  vehicle  is  operated  on  the  highways  of  this 
state.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  affect  motor  vehicles 
owned  by  any  public  utility  company  doing  business  in  this 
state  when  engaged  in  emergency  repair  work,  provided  that 
said  motor  vehicles  and  the  drivers  thereof  shall  be  properly 
registered  and  licensed  in  this  or  some  other  state.

HOUSE  MESSAGE 

Mr.  President: 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  voted  to  adopt  the

"Beer,"  beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  porter  and  similar  fer- 
mented malt  beverages,  the  sale  of  which  is  not  prohibited  by 
a  statute  of  the  United  States. 

Further  amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
Paragraph  VII  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

VII.  "Restaurant,"  any  room  regularly  and  in  a  bona 
fide  manner  used  and  kept  open  for  the  serving  of  meals  to 
guests  for  compensation  which  has  suitable  accommodations 
for  seating  at  least  twenty  guests  therein  at  one  and  the 
same  time  subject  to  approval  of  the  commission  and  a 
kitchen  connected  therewith  containing  conveniences  for 
cooking  suflficient  to  provide  meals  in  a  bona  fide  manner  for 
twenty  guests  at  one  and  the  same  time  and  shall  include 
dining  cars  and  vessels  meeting  such  requirements.  The 
accommodations,  for  the  purposes  of  this  subdivision,  shall 
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not  include  any  arrangement  for  a  bar  or  similar  contrivance. 

Further  amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
Paragraph  VIII  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

VIII.  "Club,"  a  group  of  individuals  approved  by  the 
commission  incorporated  or  otherwise,  which  is  the  owner, 
lessee  or  occupant  of  an  establishment  not  operated  for  pecu- 
niary gain  and  the  property  as  well  as  the  advantages  of 
which  belong  bona  fide  to  all  the  members.  "Club"  as  herein 
used  also  means  the  establishment  so  operated. 

Amend  Section  2  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
thereof  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  There  shall  be  a  commission  known  as  the  Control 
Commission  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council, 
not  more  than  two  of  which  shall  be  of  the  same  political 
party.  They  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  one,  two,  and 
three  years  respectively,  the  length  of  term  of  each  to  be 
fixed  in  his  commission  and  shall  continue  in  oflSce  until  his 
successor  has  been  appointed  and  qualified.  The  Governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  shall  appoint 
and  commission  one  member  as  Chairman  and  a  second 
member  as  treasurer  of  the  commission.  Thereafter,  begin- 
ning one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  first  commis- 
sion under  this  act,  one  member  shall  be  appointed  each  year 
for  a  term  of  three  years  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said 
board  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Council  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.

be  $2,500  each  per  annum  payable  monthly,  and  there  shall 
be  no  reduction  in  any  of  the  salaries  mentioned  herein  for 
two  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act.  The 
members  of  the  commission  shall  receive  their  necessary  ex- 
penses while  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  com- 
pensation and  expenses  of  the  commission  shall  be  paid  by 
the  State  on  the  warrant  of  the  Governor  with  the  approval 
of  the  Council. 

Amend  Section  5  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

5.  The  commissioners  may  appoint  to  such  positions  as 
the  Governor  and  Council  may  determine  such  clerical  as- 
sistants, deputies  and  other  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  the  efficient  enforcement  of  this  act. 

Amend  Section  21  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the  word 
"month"  in  line  9  the  words,  provided  that  the  commission 
may  in  its  discretion  remit  such  part  of  said  annual  fee  as  it 
shall  determine  to  permittees  operating  only  during  the  sum- 
mer season,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

21.  Fees.  The  fees  required  for  permits  issued  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  as  follows:  For  each 
"on  sale"  permit  $100  per  annum  which  sum  shall  accompany 
the  application  for  such  permit  plus  $1  for  every  barrel  of 
beverages  containing  not  more  than  thirty-one  gallons  or  the 
equivalent  thereof  sold  by  the  permittee  and  to  be  paid  on 
or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month  to  the  commission  for 
beverages  sold  by  the  permittee  during  the  preceding  cal- 
endar month;  for  each  "off  sale"  permit  $50  per  annum 
which  sum  shall  accompany  the  application  for  such  permit 
plus  $1  for  every  barrel  of  beverages  containing  not  more 
than  thirty-one  gallons  or  the  equivalent  thereof  sold  by  the 
permittee  and  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each

The  votes  in 
each  case  shall  be  by  secret  ballot.  If  by  a  majority  vote  at 
any  election  the  city  or  town  signifies  its  disapproval  of  the 
issuance  of  local  permits  the  commission  shall  not  grant  or 
renew  any  permits  in  the  city  or  town  until  such  city  or  town 
has  voted  its  approval.  Provided,  however,  that  the  com- 
mission may  grant  "on  sale"  permits  to  hotels  in  towns  or 
cities  which  voted  against  the  issuance  of  local  permits,  per- 
mitting such  hotels  to  serve  beverages  made  lawful  by  this 
act  to  bona  fide  registered  guests,  who  have  resorted  to  such 
hotels  for  food  or  lodging  and  the  said  commission  may  grant 
"on  sale"  permits  to  persons  in  unincorporated  places.  The 
commission  may  grant  permits  in  all  cities  and  towns  in  the 
State  until  a  city  or  town  has  voted  against  such  permits  as 
herein  provided. 
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Amend  Section  31  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

Amend  Section  31  by  adding  the  following  new  paragraph: 
The  commission  is  authorized  to  investigate  prices  charged 
for  beverages  by  holders  of  wholesalers'  permits,  on  sale  per- 
mits and  off  sale  permits.  For  that  purpose  the  commission 
may  hold  a  public  hearing  at  such  time  and  place  within  the 
State  as  the  commission  shall  appoint  and  shall  send  notice 
of  such  hearing  in  writing  by  registered  mail  to  the  permittee 
involved  and  shall  publish  notice  of  such  hearing  at  least  once 
in  a  newspaper  with  circulation  in  the  town  in  which  such 
permittee  is  doing  business.  The  commission  shall  have  the 
power  to  revoke  the  permit  of  any  holder  of  a  wholesaler's 
permit,  on  sale  permit  or  off  sale  permit  if  the  commission 
believes,  after  such  hearing,  that  the  profit  made  from  the 
sale  of  beverages  by  such  permittee  is  unreasonable  and  ex- 
cessive.

Regula- 
tion, of  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following:  Until  May  15,  1935,  the  commissioner  may  exer- 
cise any  and  all  rights  and  powers  conferred  by  this  section 
without  application  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  when 
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he  deems  the  public  good  so  requires,  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Regulation.  The  commissioner  upon  the  application 
of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  of  any  institution  under 
his  supervision,  may  regulate  the  time,  amount  and  manijer 
of  payment  and  withdrawal  of  all  classes  of  deposits ;  the  re- 
ception of  all  classes  of  deposits;  the  investment  of  assets 
within  statutory  limits;  the  amount  of  reserve  without  limi- 
tation otherwise  imposed ;  the  borrowing  of  money ;  the  pledge 
of  assets;  the  valuation  of  assets;  the  collection  and  payment 
of  accounts;  the  payment  of  dividends;  the  employment  and 
compensation  of  personnel ;  the  retirement  of  shares ;  and  any 
other  business  of  such  institution,  whenever  and  during  such 
time  and  to  the  extent  that  he  deems  such  action  necessary  for 
the  protection  of  its  depositors  and  other  creditors.  Regu- 
lations hereunder  shall  be  by  written  order  signed  by  the 
commissioner  and  filed  in  his  office.  Copies  thereof  signed 
by  the  commissioner  shall  be  served  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  commissioner  may  change,  cancel  or  terminate  any  such 
orders  from  time  to  time  as  he  deems  the  interest  of  such  de- 
positors or  creditors  require.  Until  May  15,  1935,  the  com- 
missioner may  exercise  any  and  all  rights  and  powers  con- 
ferred by  this  section  without  application  of  the  board  of 
trustees  or  directors  when  he  deems  the  public  good  so  re- 
quires. 

Amend  the  paragraph  entitled  2.  ,  Notice,  of  Sec- 
tion 1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  following  words  at  the 
end  thereof:  "Until  May  15, 1935,  the  commissioner  may  ex- 
ercise any  and  all  rights  and  powers  conferred  by  this  section 
without  application  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  when 
he  deems  the  public  good  so  requires,"  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

2.    ,  Notice.    Notice  of  any  order  of  the  commissioner 

made  hereunder  shall  be  sufficient  if  served  on  the  treasurer 
or  cashier  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  business  of  the  in- 
stitution affected  and  on  one  other  officer  or  a  trustee  or  direc- 
tor thereof  but  any  order  relating  to  the  withdrawal,  pay- 
ment or  reception  of  deposits  shall,  in  addition  thereto,  be 
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posted  in  that  part  of  the  institution  commonly  used  by  its 
depositors.  Any  person  may  serve  such  notice.  The  com- 
missioner may  give  such  further  notice  of  any  such  order  as 
he  deems  desirable.  Notice  of  any  such  order  relating  to 
the  payment  of  accounts  other  than  deposits  may  be  given 
creditors  by  registered  mail  and  a  return  receipt  signed  by  or 
for  a  creditor  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  receipt  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Doe,  the  Senate  voted  to  concur  with

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the  practice  of  embalming,  having  considered  the  same,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  following  amendment  and  recom- 
mended its  passage. 

Amend  Section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "or 
to  those  who  have  had  two  years  of  experience  with  a 
licensed  embalmer"  wherever  they  appear;  so  that  said  sec- 
tion as  amended  shall  read: 

1.  Amend  Section  1  of  Chapter  143  of  the  Public  Laws 
by  striking  out  the  words:  "one  term  of  practical  instruction" 
in  lines  five  and  six  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words: 
six  months  of  instruction ;  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  sec- 
tion the  following:  The  provision  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  those  already  licensed;  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:  1.  Qualifications.  No  per- 
son shall  embalm  dead  human  bodies  for  burial,  transporta- 
tion or  cremation  unless  he  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  with  not  less  than  a  grammar  school  education,  shall 
have  practiced  such  embalming  for  at  least  twelve  months, 
shall  have  had  at  least  six  months  of  instruction  in  embalm- 
ing and  disinfecting  in  a  school  of  embalming  approved  by 
the  board  of  examiners,  or  shall  have  had  instruction  which 
the  examiners  consider  its  equivalent,  shall  have  an  intel- 
ligent comprehension  of  such  rudiments  of  anatomy,  and  of 
the  characteristics  of,  and  the  dangers  from,  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases,  and  of  the  actions  and  uses  of  disinfectant 
agencies,  as  the  state  board  of  health  may  prescribe  as  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  the  living  and  shall  pass  an  ex- 
amination before  the  board  of  examiners.  The  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  those  already  licensed. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted,  and 
the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  one 
o'clock. 

Senator  Chesley  for  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  425,  An  act  relating  to 
the  office  of  the  adjutant  general,  having  considered  the 
same,  reported  the  same  without  amendment  and  recom- 
mended its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Foley  moved  that  the  bill  be  laid  upon  the  table 
and  made  a  special  order  for  Tuesday,  May  9th,  at  10:01 
o'clock.

A  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Laws,  to  whom 
was  referred  House  Bill  No.  255  (In  new  draft),  An  act  to 
regulate  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquor,  having  considered 
the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendment 
and  recommended  its  passage. 

;  Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  The  term  "liquor"  as  used  in  this  act  includes  and 
means  all  distilled  and  rectified  spirits,  wines  and  fermented 
liquors  and  any  beverage  which  contains  more  than  one  per 
centum  of  alcohol  except  beverages  as  defined  by  Chapter  99 
of  the  Laws  of  1933;  and  the  word  "person"  shall  include 
firms,  associations,  co-partnerships  and  corporations.  The 
term  "commission"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  mean  the  Control 
Commission  provided  by  Chapter  99  of  the  Laws  of  1933. 

2.  Said  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  in  the 
name  of  the  state,  such  stores  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the 
sale  of  liquor  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  in  cities  and  towns 
which  have  accepted  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

3.  All  liquor  sold  in  State  stores  shall  be  in  sealed  pack- 
ages containing  such  quantity  as  said  commission  shall  pre- 
scribe. Each  package  shall  have  the  price  fixed  by  the 
commission  clearly  stamped  thereon.  Said  commission  is 
hereby  authorized  to  limit  the  amount  of  liquor  which  may 
be  purchased  by  any  person  at  one  time  and  to  make  such 
other  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  State  stores  as  it 
may  deem  proper. 
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4.  The  salaries  of  the  agents  employed  in  State  stores 
shall  not  be  based  upon  the  number  of  sales  or  the  profits 
from  sales  of  liquor,  but  all  agents  so  employed  shall  receive 
an  equal  salary  irrespective  of  the  size  or  location  of  the 
store  or  the  volume  of  business  transacted  in  said  store. 

5.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase  liquor  in  any 
State  store  without  having  a  buyers  license,  and  no  person 
shall  purchase  liquor  in  a  State  store  for  sale  or  delivery  to  a 
person  not  having  a  buyers  license  and  no  person  shall  sell 
or  buy  liquor  except  as  provided  in  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

6.  Application  for  a  buyers  license  shall  be  made  in  per- 
son to  the  city  or  town  clerk  in  any  city  or  town  which  has 
accepted  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  applicant  shall  sign 
and  swear  to  the  application.  The  buyers  license  fee  shall 
be  one  dollar,  twenty-five  cents  of  which  shall  be  paid  to  the 
town  clerk  and  seventy-five  cents  shall  be  used  for  the 
benefit  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  it  is  issued.  Applica- 
tion blanks  shall  be  prepared  by  the  commission,  and  shall 
be  in  duplicate.  One  copy  shall  be  retained  by  the  city  or 
town  clerk  and  one  forwarded  to  the  commission. 

7.  The  city  or  town  clerk  shall  issue  a  buyer's  license  in 
a  form  which  is  approved  by  the  commission  to  the  applicant 
upon  the  payment  of  the  fee.  The  license  shall  be  numbered 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant  or  contain  some  dis- 
tinguishing mark  or  description  by  which  the  holder  may  be 
identified. 

8.  No  buyers  license  shall  be  issued  by  a  city  or  town 
clerk  to  a  minor  or  to  any  person  who  has  had  his  license 
revoked,  until  the  revocation  has  been  vacated  by  the  com- 
mission. 

9.  Each  buyers  license  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  next  following  the  date  of  issue.  A  buyers 
license  may  be  revoked  for  cause  shown  by  the  commission 
or  by  any  court  of  this  state  having  criminal  jurisdiction. 
When  a  buyers  license  has  been  revoked  by  a  court  the  clerk 
of  said  court  shall  immediately  notify  the  commission,  and 
no  buyers  license  shall  again  be  issued  to  that  person  until 
the  commission  for  good  cause  so  directs. 
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10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
commission  from  issuing  licenses  and  permits  as  defined  in 
Chapter  99  of  the  laws  of  1933  for  the  manufacture  of  and 
sale  of  such  beverages  as  are  defined  in  said  Chapter  99  of  the 
Laws  of  1933. 

11.  The  commission  shall  appoint  a  State  liquor  dispenser 
and  fix  his  salary.  The  commission  shall  also  appoint  such 
clerks  and  deputy  clerks  as  are  necessary  for  the  State  liquor 
■dispenser  and  fix  their  salaries.  The  commission  shall  pro- 
vide such  quarters  and  facilities  as  are  necessary  for  said 
State  liquor  dispenser  in  such  cities  or  towns  which  have 
accepted  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  it  shall  designate. 

12.  No  liquor  shall  be  dispensed  to  any  State  store  except 
through  said  liquor  dispenser  under  such  regulations  as  to 
delivery  as  the  commission  shall  determine. 

13.  The  manufacture  of  liquor  in  this  State  shall  be  per- 
.mitted  under  such  regulations  as  the  commission  shall  de- 
termine and  under  such  terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with 

■  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  or 
the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  but  no  liquor  manufac- 
tured in  this  State  shall  be  sold  or  delivered  in  this  State 
in  any  manner  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

14.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  fined  for  each  offense  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or 

-by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

o     15.    The  times  at  which  liquor  may  or  shall  be  sold  in 
..'State  stores  as  well  as  all  regulations  relative  to  the  conduct 
of  State  stores  not  specifically  provided  for  in  this  act,  shall 
-be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  commission. 

16.    At  any  time  after  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the 

rxepeal  of  the  eighteenth  amendment  to  the  constitution  of 

the  United  States,  provided  New  Hampshire  shall  have  voted 

■  to  repeal  said  amendment,  the  officers  of  every  city  or  town 
T  whose  duty  it  is  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  legal  voters 

of  their  respective  cities  or  towns  may  call  a  special  meet- 
ing accord.^ng  to  the  statutes  made  and  provided,  at  which 
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special  meeting  and  at  each  biennial  election  thereafter  in 
November  the  sense  of  the  voters  shall  be  taken  by  secret 
ballot  upon  the  following  question:  "Shall  State  stores  be 
operated  by  the  Control  Commission  in  this  city  or  town 
under  the  provisions  of  'An  act  to  regulate  the  traffic  in  in- 
toxicating liquor',  passed  at  the  January  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court,  1933?" 

If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  in  any  city  or  town 
present  and  voting  at  said  town  or  city  election  shall  vote  in 
the  affirmative  on  said  question,  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town 
shall  immediately  certify  that  fact  to  the  commission,  who 
shall  forthwith  comply  with  such  provisions  of  this  act  as 
are  necessary  to  operate  a  State  store  or  stores  in  said  city 
or  town.  In  case  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  a  city 
or  town  present  and  voting  at  such  elections  shall  vote  in 
the  negative  on  said  question,  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town 
shall  immediately  certify  that  fact  to  the  commission  and 
in  such  cities  and  towns  no  person  shall  sell  or  buy  liquor 
except  as  provided  in  this  act. 

17.  Any  city  or  town  which  has  or  has  not  accepted  the 
provisions  of  this  act  may  at  a  regular  or  special  town  meet- 
ing or  at  a  meeting  of  the  city  government,  vote  in  favor  of 
permits  to  druggists  for  the  sale  of  liquor  in  the  town  or  city 
for  medicinal  purposes  and  the  mayor  of  the  city  or  select- 
men of  the  town  may  give  such  permit  to  a  druggist  applying 
for  the  same.  Such  permit  shall  be  for  not  more  than  one 
year  and  shall  authorize  such  druggists  to  sell  liquor  for  bona 
fide  medicinal  use  on  the  non-refillable  prescription  of  a 
regular  physician.  A  druggist  securing  such  permit  shall 
procure  all  liquors  to  be  possessed,  used  or  sold  by  him  from 
the  State  liquor  dispenser.  If  any  druggist  shall  fail  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  he  shall  be  subject 
to  the  penalties  specified  in  Section  14  of  this  act. 

18.  The  commission  shall  prescribe  the  terms,  regula- 
tions and  restrictions  under  which  the  State  liquor  dispenser 
shall  furnish  pure  and  unadulterated  spirituous,  vinous  and 
malt  liquors  to  persons  and  institutions  as  require  the  same  for 
medicinal,  sacramental,  scientific  and  mechanical  purposes. 
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19.  All  income  from  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  State 
treasurer  by  the  commission  as  provided  by  Chapter  99  of 
the  Laws  of  1933. 

20.  Persons  guilty  of  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  prosecuted  by  the  county  or  city  solicitors, 
or  police  commissioners,  sheriffs,  police  officers  or  prosecuting 
agents  of  the  towns,  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  city  or 
town.

Twenty-Day  Privilege.  A  motor  vehicle,  except  motor 
trucks  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity  of  more  than  three 
tons,  owned  by  a  non-resident  who  has  complied  with  the 
laws  of  his  state,  district  or  country,  relating  to  registration 
and  licensing  of  motor  vehicles,  may  be  operated  upon  the 
ways  of  this  state  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  twenty  days 
in  any  one  calendar  year,  without  registration,  except  where 
a  person  owns,  operates  or  causes  to  be  operated  more  than 
one  motor  truck  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity  of  three 
tons  or  less  or  commercial  vehicle  or  both  he  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  more  than  twenty  days  in  the  calendar  year  for 
all  such  vehicles ;  provided  that  said  state,  district  or  country 
grants  like  privileges  to  residents  of  this  state. 

2.  .  AmendSection28of  said  Chapter  100  by  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "vehicle"  in  the  first  line  thereof  the 
words,  except  motor  trucks  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity 
of  more  than  three  tons,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  28.  Zone  Privilege.  A  non-resident  owner 
of  a  motor  vehicle,  except  motor  trucks  of  a  registered  carry- 
ing capacity  of  more  than  three  tons,  who  has  complied  with 
the  laws  of  his  state  relating  to  registration  and  licensing  of 
motor  vehicles  and  who  has  a  bona  fide  actual  residence  in  a 
state  granting  like  privileges  to  residents  of  this  state,  which 
residence  is  located  within  fifteen  miles  by  highway  of  the 
border  line  of  this  state,  may  operate  such  vehicle  upon  any 
ways  of  this  state  distant  not  more  than  fifteen  miles  from 
the  border  line  of  his  state  if  application  for  the  registration 
thereof  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
1  and  the  proper  fee  is  paid  and  the  vehicle  is  registered  by 
the  commissioner. 

3.  Registration  of  Trucks  of  more  than  Three  Tons. 
Amend  said  Chapter  28  by  adding  after  Section  29  the  follow- 
ing new  section:  29-a.  Registration,  Special  Permit.  No 
motor  truck  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity  of  more  than 
three  tons  owned  by  a  non-resident  shall  be  operated  on  the 
highways  of  this  state,  until  it  has  been  registered  under  the 
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laws  of  this  state  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  of  like 
vehicles  owned  and  registered  in  this  state;  provided  that  a 
non-resident  owner  may  apply  to  the  commissioner  for  a  spe- 
cial permit  to  operate  such  motor  truck  upon  the  highways  of 
this  state  which  permit,  if  granted,  shall  cover  operation  of 
such  non-resident  motor  truck  in  this  state  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  five  days  from  the  date  of  issue  or  for  periods  of 
five  separate  days  during  one  calendar  year.  A  special 
permit  granted  under  the  provisions  hereof  shall  not  be 
transferable  nor  shall  it  be  extended  beyond  the  five  day 
period.  Any  such  special  permit  issued  by  the  commis- 
sioner shall  be  in  the  possession  of  the  operator  of  such  truck 
at  all  times  when  such  truck  is  operated  on  the  highways  of 
this  state.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  such  motor 
trucks  owned  by  any  public  utility  company  doing  business 
in  this  state  when  engaged  in  emergency  repair  work,  pro- 
vided that  said  motor  trucks  and  the  drivers  thereof  shall  be 
properly  registered  and  licensed  in  this  or  some  other  state.

COMMITTEE  EEPORT 

On  motion  of  Senator  Heald  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended as  to  permit  the  introduction  of  a  committee  report 
not  previously  advertised  in  the  journal. 

Senator  Heald,  for  the  Committee  on  Insurance,  to  whom 
was  referred  House  Bill  No.  347,  An  act  relating  to  surety 
companies,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  amendment  and  recommended  its 
passage. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  Section  1  the  word, 
''sections,"  in  line  2  and  substituting  therefor  the  word, 
"section." 

And  further  amend  by  striking  out  in  Section  1  every- 
thing after  the  word,  "state,"  in  line  6  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  "Such  rates  shall  be  open  for  public 
inspection,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Surety  Companies.  Amend  Chapter  282  of 
the  Public  Laws  by  adding  after  Section  7  the  following 
new  section: 

8.  Schedules,  Filing  of.  Before  any  surety  company 
shall  transact  surety  business  in  this  State  it  shall  file  with 
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the  insurance  commissioner,  in  such  form  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe, its  schedule  of  premium  rates  proposed  to  take  effect 
in  this  State.  Such  rates  shall  be  open  for  public  in- 
spection. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted  and  the  bill 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  one  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Doe,  the  rules  were  suspended  and 
the  foregoing  entitled  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

MAJORITY   AND    MINORITY   REPORTS 

On  motion  of  Senator  Quimby,  the  rules  were  so  far 
suspended  as  to  permit  the  introduction  of  a  committee  re- 
port not  previously  advertised  in  the  journal. 

A  majority  of  the  Committees  on  the  Judiciary  and  Fi- 
nance to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  417,  An  act 
providing  for  emergency  relief  of  distress  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  having  considered  the  same  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  amendment  and  recommended  its 
passage. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Poor  Relief.  During  the  emergency  resulting  from 
the  existing  depression  but  not  longer  than  December  31, 
1934,  there  is  hereby  constituted  a  Director  for  Poor  Relief. 
The  Governor  and  Council  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint 
said  director  and  fix  his  compensation.  All  expenses  in- 
curred by  said  director  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  paid  by  the  State  treasurer  from  the  emergency  relief 
fund  hereinafter  provided  for. 

2.  Powers  and  Duties.  Said  director  shall  have  over- 
sight of  the  administration  of  the  poor  relief  provided  for 
in  this  act,  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  for  said  administration,  shall  exercise  a  general 

-  supervision  of  the  work  in  the  various  counties,  and  shall 
have  such  other  powers  and  duties  as  may  be  necessary  and 
reasonably  required  for  the  effective  administration  of  this 
act. 

3.  Poor  Relief.    During  the  time  when  this  act  is  in  force 
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said  director  is  hereby  directed  to  assume  and  exercise  when- 
ever and  so  far  as  it  may  be  expedient  all  the  authority  and 
powers  now  vested  in  other  agencies  of  the  counties,  cities  or 
towns  in  respect  to  aid  for  persons  who  are  poor  and  unable 
to  support  themselves,  other  than  such  persons  as  are  cared 
for  in  institutions  of  the  State  and  of  the  counties,  and  to 
grant  or  administer  aid  either  by  direct  relief  or  employ- 
ment projects  in  such  manner  and  under  such  conditions  as 
may  be  necessary, 

4.  Administration.  The  administration  of  relief  for  such 
poor  persons  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  a  trained  welfare  worker 
in  each  county.  Said  workers  shall  be  appointed  by  said 
director  and  shall  be  subject  to  supervision  by  said  director. 
Said  director  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  administration  of  this  act,  to  employ  and  fix 
the  compensation  of  the  workers  in  charge  of  aid  in  each 
county  and  such  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
said  workers  are  hereby  directed  to  consult  with,  and  employ 
so  far  as  possible,  county  commissioners,  selectmen,  over- 
seers of  the  poor  and  other  agencies  of  government  having 
to  do  with  poor  relief.  Such  officers  and  agencies  are  hereby 
directed  to  comply  with  such  requests  as  the  said  workers 
may  make  upon  them  provided  such  requests  fall  within  the 
scope  of  this  act  or  of  existing  statutes.  The  assistants  em- 
ployed by  the  director,  as  above  provided,  other  than  the 
worker  in  charge  in  each  county,  shall  be  residents  of  New 
Hampshire. 

5.  Authority  to  accept  Funds.  The  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil are  hereby  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  State,  to  accept  and 
to  apply  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  this  act  all 
moneys  that  may  be  advanced  to,  or  otherwise  placed  at  the 
disposal  of,  the  State  by  the  federal  government,  or  any  of 
its  agencies  for  the  relief  of  distress  or  that  may  be  donated 
to  the  State  for  that  purpose  by  individuals,  associations  of 
individuals,  partnerships  or  corporations. 

6.  Bonds  Authorized.  In  order  to  supply  the  additional 
funds  needed  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the 
State  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
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Governor  and  Council,  to  borrow  in  such  amounts  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Governor  and  Council  upon  the  credit  of 
the  State  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($600,000)  for  the 
calendar  year  ending  December  31, 1933  and  one  million  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($1,200,000)  for  the  calendar  year 
ending  December  31,  1934,  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue 
bonds  or  notes  in  the  name  of,  and  on  behalf  of,  the  State 
at  the  lowest  rate  of  interest  obtainable,  in  such  form,  such 
denominations,  at  such  dates  of  maturity  and  at  such  time 
as  the  Governor  and  Council  may  determine.  Such  bonds 
and  notes  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Governor  and  shall 
be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State.  The 
Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  such  bonds 
and  notes  countersigned  by  the  Governor,  showing  the  num- 
ber and  amount  of  each  bond  or  note,  the  time  of  counter- 
signing, the  time  when  payable  and  date  of  delivery  to  the 
treasurer.  The  State  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of 
each  bond  and  note,  showing  the  number  thereof,  the  name 
of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  for  the  same, 
the  date  of  the  sale  and  the  time  when  payable.  The  treas- 
urer may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or  notes  by  direction 
of  the  Governor  and  Council  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
determine  most  advantageous  to  the  State. 

7.  Emergency  Relief  Fund.  The  money  received  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  or  notes  authorized  by  Section  6  hereof, 
and  all  moneys  received  by  the  State  as  provided  in  Section  5 
hereof,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Emergency  Relief 
Fund  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Gov- 
ernor for  the  purposes  of  this  act  alone ;  provided  that  any 
moneys  remaining  to  the  credit  of  such  fund  after  the  ter- 
mination of  the  period  during  which  this  act  is  in  force,  and 
after  all  obligations  against  such  fund  have  been  liquidated 
shall  be  held  by  the  State  treasurer  and  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  hereunder. 

8.  Payments  to  Counties.  The  county  commissioners 
shall  make  application  to  the  Governor  and  Council  for  an 
allotment  for  their  respective  counties  from  the  Emergency 
Relief  Fund  herein  provided  for  and  payments  shall  be  al- 
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lotted  to  the  various  counties  in  such  amounts  as  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  shall  determine,  provided  that  no  one 
county  shall  in  any  event  receive  less  than  ninety  thousand 
dollars  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bond  issue  pro- 
vided for  herein,  if  sums  totaling  such  amount  are  requested 
by  the  county  commissioners  for  said  county,  and  provided

9.  Accounts;  Allocation  Between  Towns.  Each  county 
shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  all  moneys  received  from 
said  emergency  fund  and  of  all  payments  made  therefrom,  in 
such  form  and  in  the  manner  determined  by  the  tax  commis- 
sion which  commission  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  it  may  de- 
termine, audit  said  accounts.  The  worker  in  charge  of  each 
county,  under  the  direction  of  the  director,  shall  have  the 
authority  to  allocate  payments  for  such  relief  between  the 
county  and  the  towns  and  cities  therein. 

10.  Reimbursements  of  Fund  by  Counties,  Cities  and 
Towns.  All  expenditures  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this 
act  shall  be  made  in  the  first  instance  from  said  emergency 
fund  but  the  several  counties,  cities  and  towns  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  reimburse  said  fund  for  all  expenditures  al- 
located to  said  counties,  cities  and  towns  to  the  extent  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  thereof.  For  the  purpose  of  fixing  tax 
rates  and  tax  assessments  of  the  several  counties,  cities  and 
towns  the  director  and  the  county  commissioners  are  author- 
ized to  estimate  the  amount  to  be  charged  to  each  county,  city 
and  town  and  to  instruct  the  tax  commission  in  regard  thereto. 
The  county  conventions  shall  take  into  account  in  making 
their  appropriations  the  amounts  expended  and  debts  incurred 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  for  the  purpose  of  poor  relief, 
together  with  such  reimbursements  to  the  State  as  the  county 
is  required  to  make  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

The  selectmen  of  towns  and  mayors  of  cities  are  hereby 
authorized  and  shall,  upon  instructions  from  the  tax  commis- 
sion, direct  the  fixing  of  tax  rates  and  the  assessment  of  taxes, 
so  that  only  such  amounts  shall  be  raised  for  the  relief  of  the 
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poor  of  the  town  or  city  as  will  equal  the  amounts  expended 
and  the  debts  incurred  for  poor  relief  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  act,  together  with  reimbursements  to  the  State  as  the  city 
or  town  is  required  to  make  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
In  the  administering  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  alone  the 
director  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  what  persons  are 
poor  and  unable  to  support  themselves,  and  to  provide  a  pro- 
cedure for  the  determination  of  all  questions  arising  relative 
thereto,  and  to  make  agreements  w^ith  other  States  in  respect 
to  the  aid  of,  or  the  reimbursement  for  aid  granted  to,  persons 
not  residents  for  a  length  of  time  as  determined  in  such  agree- 
ments, of  the  State  in  which  they  happen  to  be  at  the  time  the 
aid  is  sought  by  or  given  to  them. 

11.  Termination  of  State  of  Emergency.  The  director 
may  at  any  time  declare  the  termination  of  the  emergency, 
within  any  or  all  of  the  counties,  for  the  meeting  of  which  this 
act  is  passed  but  failing  such  declaration  said  emergency 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  terminated  on  December  31,  1934,  and 
upon  such  termination  the  director  shall  cease  to  have  the 
powers  and  duties  by  this  act  conferred  upon  him  and  the 
affairs  of  the  organization  set  up  for  the  administration  of 
this  act  shall  be  wound  up  and  liquidated. 

12.  Report.  On  the  termination  of  the  emergency  the  di- 
rector shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  a  report  setting  forth  an  account  of  all  payments 
made  to  each  county  from  said  emergency  fund  and  of  all  op- 
erations had  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

-  13.  Suspension  of  Laws.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent herewith  are  hereby  suspended  while  this  act  is  in 
effect. 

14.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

Further  amend  said  Chapter  258-a  by  striking  out  all  of 
Sections  24,  25  and  26  and  renumbering  Sections  27  to  30  in- 
clusive in  numerical  order  so  they  will  become  Sections  23, 
24,  25  and  26  inclusive. 

Further  amend  said  Chapter  258-a  by  inserting  after  the 
last  section  the  following  section: 

27.  Limitation.  The  provisions  hereof  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  apply  to  contracts  between  a  public  utility  and  its 
attorney  or  employee,  if  a  resident  of  this  State,  whose  com- 
pensation thereunder  for  personal  services  is  less  than 
$7,500.

1.  Affiliates.  Amend  Title  XXV  of  the  Public  Laws  by 
inserting  after  Chapter  258  thereof  the  following  new  chap- 
ter: 

Chapter  258-A 

Public  Utilities  and  Affiliates 

1.  Definition  of  Tenns.  Terms  used  in  this  chapter  shall 
be  construed  as  follows  unless  a  different  meaning  is  clearly 
apparent  from  the  language  or  context: 
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1.  "Person"  shall  mean  and  include  individuals,  corpo- 
rations, trustees,  lessees,  holders  of  beneficial  equitable  title, 
voluntary  associations,  receivers  and  partnerships. 

II.     "AflBliate"  shall  mean  and  include  the  following. 

(a)  Every  person  owning  or  holding  directly  or  indirectly 
twenty  per  cent  or  more  of  the  voting  capital  stock  of  a  public 
utility. 

(b)  Any  corporation,  voluntary  association  or  trust 
twenty  per  cent  or  more  of  the  voting  capital  stock  of  which 
is  owned  or  controlled  directly  or  indirectly  by  a  person  own- 
ing or  controlling  directly  or  indirectly  twenty  per  cent  or 
more  of  the  voting  capital  stock  of  a  public  utility. 

(c)  Any  person  with  whom  a  public  utility  has  a  manage- 
ment or  service  contract  or  arrangement  of  the  character  set 
forth  in  Section  2,  but  not  including  contracts  for  personal 
services  with  persons  not  otherwise  affiliated. 

Contracts  Between  Public  Utilities  and  Affiliates 

2.  Filing  of  Contracts.  The  original  or  a  verified  copy 
of  any  contract  or  arrangement  and  of  any  modification 
thereof  or  a  verified  summary  of  anj^  unwritten  contract  or 
arrangement,  the  consideration  of  which  exceeds  $500,  here- 
after entered  into  between  a  public  utility  and  an  affiliate 
providing  for  the  furnishing  of  managerial,  supervisory,  con- 
struction, engineering,  accounting,  purchasing,  financial  or 
any  other  services  either  to  or  by  a  public  utility  or  an  affili- 
ate shall  be  filed  by  the  public  utility  with  the  commission 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  on  which  the  contract 
is  executed  or  the  arrangement  entered  into.  The  com- 
mission may  also  require  a  public  utility  to  file  in  such  form 
as  the  commission  may  require  full  information  with  re- 
spect to  any  purchase  from  or  sale  to  an  affiliate,  whether  or 
not  made  in  pursuance  of  a  continuing  contract  or  arrange- 
ment. 

3.  Failure  to  File.  Any  contract  or  arrangement  not 
filed  with  the  commission  pursuant  to  Section  2  shall  be 
unenforceable  in  any  court  in  this  State  and  payments  there- 
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under  may  be  disallowed  by  the  commission  unless  the  later 
filing  thereof  is  approved  in  writing  by  the  commission.  -, 

4.  Investigation  and  Proof.  The  commission  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  investigate  any  such  contract, 
arrangement,  purchase  or  sale  and  if  the  commission  after 
notice  and  hearing  shall  find  any  such  contract,  arrange- 
ment, purchase  or  sale  to  be  unjust  or  unreasonable,  the 
commission  may  make  such  reasonable  order  relating 
thereto  as  the  public  good  requires.  In  any  such  investiga- 
tion the  burden  shall  be  on  the  public  utility  and/or  affili- 
ate to  prove  the  reasonableness  of  any  such  contract,  ar- 
rangement, purchase  or  sale  with,  from  or  to  an  affiliate. 
If  the  public  utility  shall  fail  to  satisfy  the  commission  of 
the  reasonableness  of  any  such  contract,  arrangement,  pur- 
chase or  sale  the  commission  may  disapprove  the  same  and/or 
disallow  payments  thereunder  or  such  part  of  any  such 
payment  as  the  commission  shall  find  to  be  unjust  or  unrea- 
sonable. No  payment  disallowed  by  the  commission  shall 
be  capitalized  or  included  as  an  operating  cost  of  the  public 
utility  in  the  fixing  of  rates  or  as  an  asset  in  fixing  a  rate 
base.  If  in  any  such  investigation  the  public  utility  or 
affiliate  shall  unreasonably  refuse  to  comply  with  any  re- 
quest of  the  commission  for  information  with  respect  to 
relevant  accounts  and  records,  w4iether  of  such  public  util- 
ity or  any  affiliate,  any  portion  of  which  may  be  applicable 
to  any  transaction  under  investigation,  so  that  such  parts 
thereof  as  the  commission  may  deem  material  may  be  made 
part  of  the  record,  such  refusal  shall  justify  the  commission 
in  disapproving  the  transaction  under  investigation  and/or 
disallowing  payments  in  pursuance  thereof. 

5.  Summary  Order  in  Certain  Cases.  If  as  a  result  of 
an  investigation  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  section 
the  commission  shall  find  that  any  public  utility  is  making 
any  payment  or  about  to  make  any  payment  or  doing  or 
about  to  do  any  other  thing  which  substantially  threatens 
or  impairs  the  ability  of  the  public  utility  to  render  ade- 
quate service  at  reasonable  rates  or  otherwise  to  discharge 
its  duty  to  the  public,  the  commission  may  apply  to  the 
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Superior  Court  for  an  order  directing  the  public  utility  to 
cease  making  any  such  payment  or  doing  such  other  thing 
and  thereupon  the  court  shall  make  such  order  as  the  pub- 
lic good  may  require. 

6.  Disallowance  of  Charges  under  Existing  Contracts. 
In  any  proceeding  whether  upon  the  commission's  own  mo- 
tion or  upon  complaint  involving  the  rates  or  practices  of 
any  public  utility,  the  commission  may  disallow  the  inclu- 
sion in  the  accounts  of  a  public  utilitj^  of  any  payments  or 
compensation  to  an  affiliate  for  any  services  rendered,  or 
property  furnished,  under  existing  contracts  or  arrange- 
ments with  an  affiliate  unless  such  public  utility  shall  estab- 
lish the  reasonableness  of  such  payment  or  compensation. 

Reports  Disclosing  Interests  in  Public  Utilities  and  Affiliates 

7.  Annual  Reports.  Every  public  utility  annually  re- 
porting to  the  commission  under  Chapter  240  of  the  Public 
Laws  shall  also  annually  report  the  name  and  address  of, 
and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  its  officers  and  directors 
and  each  holder  of  one  per  cent  or  more  of  the  voting  capital 
stock  of  the  reporting  public  utility,  according  to  its  records. 

8.  Information  Concerning  Control.  The  commission 
may  also  require  such  other  information  as  to  the  direct  or 
indirect  control  of  a  public  utility  or  affiliate  from  a  public 
utility,  affiliate,  or  other  person  as  may  be  reasonably  re- 
quired for  the  effective  enforcement  of  this  chapter. 

Procedure 

9.  Rules.  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  reasonable  rules  as  will  aid  it  in  the  administration  and 
enforcement  of  this  act. 

10.  Appeal.  From  any  order  or  decision  of  the  commis- 
sion in  the  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  and  power  conferred 
upon  it  by  this  chapter,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  Supreme 
Court.  Such  appeal  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
law  now  in  force  respecting  appeals  from  orders  of  the  com- 
mission and  which  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 
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Miscellaneous  Provisions 

11.  Sale  of  Securities  to  or  by  Employees.  No  public 
utility  shall  without  the  approval  of  the  commission  permit 
any  employee  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  solicit  the  purchase 
of  any  security  issued  by  an  affiliate,  during  such  hours  as 
such  employee  is  engaged  to  perform  any  duty  of  such  pub- 
lic utility;  nor  shall  any  public  utility  by  any  means  or  de- 
vice whatsoever  require  any  employee  to  purchase  or  con- 
tract to  purchase  any  of  its  securities  or  those  of  any  other 
person  or  corporation;  nor  shall  any  public  utility  require 
any  employee  to  permit  the  deduction  from  his  wages  or  sal- 
ary of  any  sum  as  a  payment  or  to  be  applied  as  a  payment 
on  any  purchase  or  contract  to  purchase  any  security  of 
such  public  utilit}"  or  of  any  other  person. 

12.  Separability.  If  any  clause,  sentence,  paragraph  or 
part  hereof  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  adjudged  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  unconstitutional  or  invalid, 
such  judgment  shall  not  affect,  impair  or  invalidate  the  re- 
mainder hereof. 

13.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

1.  Poor  Relief.  During  the  emergency  resulting  from 
the  existing  depression  but  not  longer  than  December  31, 
1934,  there  is  hereby  constituted  a  Director  of  Poor  Relief. 
The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  said  director 
and  fix  his  compensation  and  may  remove  him  for  cause. 
All  expenses  incurred  by  said  director  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  treasurer  from  the  emer- 
gency relief  fund  hereinafter  provided  for. 

2.  Powers  and  Duties.  Said  director  shall  have  general 
charge  of  the  administration  of  the  poor  relief  provided  for 
in  this  act,  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  for  said  administration,  shall  exercise  a  general 
supervision  of  the  work  in  the  State,  and  shall  have  such 
other  powers  and  duties  as  may  be  necessary  and  reasonably 
required  for  the  effective  administration  of  this  act. 

3.  Poor  Relief.  During  the  time  when  this  act  is  in 
force  said  director  is  hereby  directed  to  assume  and  exercise 
whenever  and  so  far  as  it  may  be  expedient  all  the  authority 
and  powers  now  vested  in  other  agencies  of  the  counties, 
cities  or  towns  in  respect  to  aid  for  persons  who  are  poor  and 
unable  to  support  themselves,  other  than  such  persons  as. 
are  cared  for  in  institutions  of  the  State  and  of  the  counties, 
and  to  grant  or  administer  aid  either  by  direct  relief  or  em- 
ployment projects  in  such  manner  and  under  such  condi- 
tions as  may  be  necessary. 

4.  Administration.  For  the  effective  administration  of 
this  act  the  director  is  hereby  authorized  to  divide  the  State 
into  administrative  districts,  provided  such  districts  do  not 
cut  across  county  boundaries,  and  the  director  shall  appoint 
a  trained  welfare  worker  to  have  general  charge  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  poor  relief  under  this  act  in  each  district  and 
such  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  and  fix  their  com- 
pensation. Such  workers  and  assistants  shall  be  subject 
to  supervision  by  the  director  and  shall  serve  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  director.  Said  workers  are  hereby  directed 
to  consult  with  and  employ  in  the  administration  of  this  act 
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county  commissioners,  selectmen,  overseers  of  the  poor  and 
other  agencies  of  government  having  to  do  with  poor  rehef 
so  long  as  reasonably  competent  service  is  rendered  by  them 
and  such  officers  and  agencies  are  hereby  directed  to  comply 
with  such  requests  as  said  workers  may  make  upon  them 
within  the  scope  of  this  act  or  existing  statutes.  The  assist- 
ants employed  by  the  director  as  herein  provided  other 
than  the  workers  in  charge  in  each  district  shall  be  residents 
of  New  Hampshire. 

5.  Authority  to  Accept  Funds.  The  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil are  hereby  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  State,  to  accept 
and  to  apply  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  this 
act  all  moneys  that  may  be  advanced  to,  or  otherwise  placed 
at  the  disposal  of,  the  State  by  the  Federal  government,  or 
any  of  its  agencies  for  the  relief  of  distress  or  that  may  be 
donated  to  the  State  for  that  purpose  by  individuals,  associ- 
ations of  individuals,  partnerships  or  corporations. 

6.  Bonds  Authorized.  In  order  to  supply  the  additional 
funds  needed  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the 
State  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Governor  and  Council,  to  borrow  in  such  amounts  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Governor  and  Council  upon  the  credit  of 
the  State  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($600,000)  for  the 
calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1933  and  one  million, 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($1,200,000)  for  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31,  1934,  and  for  that  purpose  may  is- 
sue bonds  or  notes  in  the  name  of,  and  on  behalf  of  the  State  at 
the  lowest  rate  of  interest  obtainable,  in  such  form,  such  de- 
nominations, at  such  dates  of  maturity  and  at  such  time  as 
the  Governor  and  Council  may  determine.  Such  bonds 
and  notes  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Governor  and  shall 
be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State. 
The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  such 
bonds  and  notes  countersigned  by  the  Governor,  showing 
the  number  and  amount  of  each  bond  or  note,  the  time  of 
countersigning,  the  time  when  payable  and  date  of  delivery 
to  the  treasurer.  The  State  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account 
of  each  bond  and  note,  showing  the  number  thereof,  the 
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name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  for 
the  same,  the  date  of  the  sale  and  the  time  when  payable. 
The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or  notes 
by  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  determine  most  advantageous  to  the  State. 

7.  Emergency  Relief  Fund.  The  money  received  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  or  notes  authorized  by  Section  6  hereof, 
and  all  moneys  received  by  the  State  as  provided  in  Section 
5  hereof,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Emergency  Re- 
lief Fund  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  Avarrants  drawn  by  the 
Governor  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  alone;  provided  that 
any  moneys  remaining  to  the  credit  of  such  fund  after  the 
termination  of  the  period  during  which  this  act  is  in  force, 
and  after  all  obligations  against  such  fund  have  been  liqui- 
dated shall  be  held  by  the  State  treasurer  and  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  hereunder. 

8.  Accounts;  Allocation  of  Payments.  The  director  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Governor  shall  cause  to  be  kept  an 
accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  to  be  credited  to  the 
said  special  fund  and  of  all  payments  made  therefrom.  The 
accounts  shall  be  of  such  a  character  as  will  distinguish  the 
payments  made  in  the  form  of  direct  relief  of  persons  in  the 
several  counties,  cities  and  towns  and  the  Governor  and 
Council  shall  have  the  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations 
relative  to  the  allocation  of  payments  for  such  relief  to  the 
several  counties,  cities  and  towns ;  provided  that  not  less  than 
ninety  thousand  dollars  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
the  bond  issue  provided  for  herein  shall  be  allocated  to  any 
county  including  its  cities  and  towns  if  sums  totalling  such 
amount  are  requested  by  the  county  commissioners;  and 
provided  further  that  not  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  bal- 
ance of  the  Emergency  Relief  Fund  other  than  the  proceeds 
of  the  bond  issue  shall  be  allocated  to  any  county  including 
its  cities  and  towns  if  sums  totalling  such  amount  are  re- 
quested by  the  county  commissioners  and  need  therefor  is 
shown. 

9.  Beimhursements   of  Fund   by   Counties,   Cities   and 
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Towns.  All  expenditures  in  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  this 
act  shall  be  made  in  the  first  instance  from  said  emergency 
fund  but  the  several  counties,  cities  and  towns  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  reimburse  said  fund  for  all  expenditures  al- 
located to  said  counties,  cities  and  towns  to  the  extent  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  thereof.  For  the  purpose  of  fixing  tax 
rates  and  tax  assessments  of  the  several  counties,  cities  and 
towns  the  director  and  the  county  commissioners  are  author- 
ized to  estimate  the  amount  to  be  charged  to  each  county, 
city  and  town  and  to  instruct  the  tax  commission  in  regard 
thereto.  The  county  conventions  shall  take  into  account  in 
making  their  appropriations  the  amounts  expended  and 
debts  incurred  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  for  the  purpose 
of  poor  relief,  together  with  such  reimbursements  to  the 
State  as  the  county  is  required  to  make  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

The  selectmen  of  towns  and  mayors  of  cities  are  hereby 
authorized  and  shall,  upon  instructions  from  the  tax  commis- 
sion, direct  the  fixing  of  tax  rates  and  the  assessment  of  taxes, 
so  that  only  such  amounts  shall  be  raised  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor  of  the  town  or  city  as  will  equal  the  amounts  ex- 
pended and  the  debts  incurred  for  poor  relief  prior  to  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  together  with  the  reimbursements  to  the  State 
as  the  city  or  town  is  required  to  make  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  In  the  administering  and  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act  alone  the  director  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  what 
persons  are  poor  and  unable  to  support  themselves,  and  to 
provide  a  procedure  for  the  determination  of  all  questions 
arising  relative  thereto,  and  to  make  agreements  with  other 
States  in  respect  to  the  aid  of,  or  the  reimbursement  for  aid 
granted  to,  persons  not  residents  for  a  length  of  time  as  de- 
termined in  such  agreements,  of  the  State  in  which  they  hap- 
pen to  be  at  the  time  the  aid  is  sought  by  or  given  to  them. 

10.  Termination  of  State  of  Emergency.  The  Governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  may  at  any  time 
declare  the  termination  of  the  emergency  for  the  meeting  of 
which  this  act  is  passed,  but  failing  such  declaration  such 
emergency  shall  be  deemed  to  be  terminated  on  December 
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31,  1934;  and  upon  such  termination  the  director  shall  cease 
to  have  the  powers  and  duties  by  this  act  conferred  upon  him 
and  the  affairs  of  the  organization  set  up  for  the  administra- 
tion of  this  act  shall  be  wound  up  and  liquidated. 

11.  Report.  On  the  termination  of  the  emergency  the 
director  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  a  report  setting  forth  an  account  of  all  payments 
into  and  from  said  special  fund  and  of  all  operations  had  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

12.  Suspension  of  Laivs.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent herewith  are  hereby  suspended  while  this  act  is  in 
effect. 

13.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Heald  the  Senate  voted  to  concur 
in  the  amendment. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Jacobson  the  Senate  adjourned  until 
tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock.

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  12,  Joint  resolution  in  favor  of 
the  town  of  Lincoln. 

Senate  Bill  No.  47,  An  act  in  amendment  of  Chapter  99, 
Section  21,  Session  Laws  of  1933,  relating  to  permit  fees  for 
the  sale  of  malt  beverages. 

The  message  further  stated  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives had  voted  to  concur  with  the  Honorable  Senate  in  its, 
adoption  of  the  amendments  offered  by  the  Committee  on, 
Engrossed  Bills  to  the  following  entitled  bills. 

House  Bill  No.  277,  An  act  relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds  to. 
refund  certain  short  term  notes. 

House  Bill  No.  402,  An  act  relating  to  the  charter  of  the 
city  of  Dover. 

House  Bill  No.  479,  An  act  relating  to  bounties  on  wuld 
cats. 

The  message  further  stated  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives had  concurred  wuth  the  Senate  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  bill  with  amendment  in  the  passage  of  which 
amendment  the  House  of  Representatives  asked  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Honorable  Senate : 

Senate  Bill  No.  41,  An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  Portsmouth. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  wherever  they  may  occur 
the  figures  1933  and  substituting  therefor  the  figures  1934; 
further  amend  by  striking  out  the  figures  1934  wherever  they 
may  occur  and  substituting  therefor  the  figures  1935. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  a 
new  Section  12  to  read  as  follows: 

12.  Referendum.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  unless 
it  is  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  legal  voters  of  Ports- 
mouth, at  the  regular  city  election  to  be  holden  in  the  city  of 
Portsmouth  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  December,  1933. 
The  selectmen  of  the  several  wards  in  said  city  shall  insert 
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in  their  warrants  an  article  as  follows,  "Shall  the  provisions 
of  an  act  entitled  An  act  relative  to  the  election  of  city  and 
ward  officers  in  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  be  adopted?"  The 
ballots  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  question,  "Shall  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  entitled  An  act  relative  to  the  election  of 
city  and  ward  officers  in  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  be  adopted?" 
Beneath  said  question  shall  be  printed  the  word  "Yes"  and 
the  word  "No,"  with  a  square  immediately  opposite  each  of 
said  words,  and  the  voter  shall  indicate  his  choice  by  making 
a  cross  in  the  appropriate  square.  The  mayor  and  council 
shall  meet  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  second  day 
after  the  election,  at  the  council  chamber,  and  the  city 
clerk  at  that  time  shall  lay  before  them  the  returns  and  de- 
clare the  result,  which  shall  be  duly  recorded  by  the  city 
clerk.  If  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  those  voting  at 
said  election  have  voted  in  the  affirmative,  the  act  shall  be 
declared  to  have  been  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Dale,  the  Senate  voted  to  refer  the 
foregoing  entitled  bill  with  its  amendment  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary. 

The  message  further  stated  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives had  adopted  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Conference 
on  House  Bill  No.  347,  An  act  relating  to  surety  companies, 
and  had  voted  to  adhere  to  its  position  of  non-concurrence. 

The  message  further  stated  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives had  voted  to  adopt  the  amendments  offered  by  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to  the  following  bill,  in  the 
adoption  of  which  amendments  the  House  of  Representatives 
asked  the  concurrence  of  the  Honorable  Senate: 

House  Bill  No.  422,  An  act  authorizing  the  relief  of  per- 
sons and  corporations  b}'  suspending  such  attachment,  exe- 
cution sale  and  mortgage  foreclosure  proceedings  as  work 
unjust  hardship  by  reason  of  abnormal  economic  conditions. 

Amend  Section  3  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the  figure 
"215"  the  words  and  figures,  of  the  Public  Laws  and  Chap- 
ter 217,  and  by  adding  after  the  word  "Laws"  the  words 
and  figures,  as  amended  by  Chapter  88  of  the  Laws  of  1927.

Amend  Section  4  by  inserting  after  the  word  "used"  the 
words,  as  far  as  practically  possible,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read: 

4.  In  the  construction  or  alteration  of  this  dormitory  at 
the  State  hospital.  New  Hampshire  material  shall  be  used  as 
far  as  practically  possible,  and  New  Hampshire  labor  is  rec- 
ommended. 

The  message  further  stated  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives had  voted  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
Conference  on  House  Bill  No.  477,  An  act  providing  for  a 
cow  barn  at  the  Laconia  State  school. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Doe  the  Senate  voted  to  recede  from 
its  position  and  adopt  the  following  amendment  offered  by 
the  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  foregoing  entitled  bill. 

Amend  Section  4  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words,  so 
far  as  practicable,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

4.  In  the  construction  or  alteration  of  this  barn  at  the 
Laconia  State  school.  New  Hampshire  material  shall  be  used 
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and  New  Hampshire  labor  is  recommended  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable.

Before  such  license  is 
granted  the  petitioner  shall  file  an  affidavit  of  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  persons  known  to  him  as  having  or  claiming 
any  interest  in  said  real  estate.  Sections  10,  11,  14  and  15 
of  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  licenses  and  sales  herein  au- 
thorized. 

17-b.  Title;  Accounting.  Any  sale  made  under  such  li- 
cense shall  convey  title  to  said  real  estate  free  from  all  claims 
of  creditors  of  the  decedent  and  of  all  other  persons  claiming 
under  the  decedent  or  under  his  will,  but  the  claims  of  all 
such  persons  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  proceeds  of  the  sale. 
The  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  accounted  for  to  the  pro- 
bate court  and,  except  for  such  deductions  as  the  court  may 
make  for  the  payment  of  debts,  legacies,  inheritance  taxes 
and  expenses  of  administration  shall  be  paid  over  on  distribu- 
tion of  the  estate  to  the  person  or  persons  who  would  have 
been  entitled  to  such  real  estate  and  in  the  proportions  to 
which  they  would  have  been  entitled  had  it  not  been  sold. 

2.  Repeal.  Chapter  68  of  the  Laws  of  1929  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

3.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

permittee  and  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each 
month  to  the  commission  for  beverages  sold  by  the  permit- 
tee during  the  preceding  calendar  month;  for  each  off-sale 
permit  fifty  dollars  per  annum  which  sum  shall  accompany 
the  application  for  such  permit  plus  one  dollar  for  every 
barrel  of  beverages  containing  not  more  than  thirty-one  gal- 
lons or  the  equivalent  thereof  sold  by  the  permittee  and  to 
be  paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month  to  the  com- 
mission for  beverages  sold  by  the  permittee  during  the  pre- 
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ceding  calendar  month,  provided  that  the  commission  may  in 
its  discretion  remit  such  part  of  said  annual  fee  as  it  shall 
determine  to  permittees  operating  only  during  the  summer 
season;  for  each  manufacturer's  permit  two  thousand  dollars 
per  annum;  for  each  wholesaler's  permit  five  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum;  for  each  solicitor's  permit  five  dollars  per 
annum;  for  each  vehicle  permit  one  dollar  per  annum;  for 
each  carrier  permit  twenty-five  dollars  per  annum  which 
shall  cover  all  rolling  stock  and  vehicles  of  such  permittee; 
for  each  vessel  permit  twenty-five  dollars  per  annum;  for 
each  dining-car  permit  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum  which 
shall  be  issued  to  the  railroad  corporation  and  for  each  spe- 
cial permit  one  dollar.  The  required  permit  fee  shall  ac- 
company the  application  required  by  this  act.  A  permit 
issued  under  this  act  other  than  special  permits  shall  ex- 
pire April  thirtieth  of  each  year  unless  sooner  revoked  for 
cause  by  the  commissioners.  Permits  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferred except  with  the  consent  of  the  commissioners  and  each 
permit  (except  a  solicitor's  permit)  shall  designate  the  place 
of  business  for  which  it  is  issued.

On  motion  of  Senator  Doe  the  Senate  concurred  in  the 
resolution  sent  down  by  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  President  appointed  as  members  of  such  committee  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Bixler,  McLean,  Dickson, 
Doe  and  Calef.

On  motion  of  Senator  Doe  the  Senate  adjourned.

governor's  MESSAGE 

Members  of  General  Court: 

It  has  been  customary  since  1911  for  outgoing  governors 
to  make  a  statement  covering  particular  activities  of  the 
Executive  Department  of  the  state  government. 

The  value  of  this  procedure,  as  I  understand  it,  is  not  to 
summarize  the  normal  functioning  of  departments  and  in- 
stitutions which  can  be  found  in  the  printed  reports,  but 
rather  to  inform  the  legislature  on  those  matters  on  which 
they  must  pass  judgment  and  that  fall  largely  outside  of 
routine  business. 
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Your  elected  executive  officials,  however,  have  done  what 
they  could  to  better  state  services,  as  well  as  to  initiate 
studies  looking  toward  the  improvement  of  these  services. 
All  material  changes  involve  either  legislative  action  or 
constitutional  change. 

GOVERNOR  AND  COUNCIL 

The  state  government  of  New  Hampshire  as  well  as  the 
government  of  the  United   States  falls  into  three  major 
divisions.     These  are  referred  to  as  the  legislative,  the  execu- 
tive, and  the  judiciary  branches  of  government.     In  this 
country  we  have  adopted  the  bicameral  legislative  system  of 
two  houses,  namely,  a  Senate  and  a  House  of  Representa- 
tives, while  in  the  Federal  Government  and  all  the  states  of 
the  Union  but  two  we  have  fixed  executive  responsibility  in  a 
single  executive.     It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  remind 
you  that  New  Hampshire  stands  as  one  of  these  exceptions 
and  that  executive  authority  is  divided  between  the  Gov- 
ernor and  a  Council  of  five  elected  members.     This  division 
of  authority  would  not  be  so  serious  a  threat  to  efficient 
government  if  the  people  were  not  forgetful  of  the  facts  of 
the  situation  and  usually  consider  the  Governor  responsible 
for  delays  or  inaction  whereas  both  the  Governor  and  the 
Council  may  each  be  acting  within  their  constitutional 
rights  and  both  convinced  that  their  respective  positions  are 
in  the  public  interest  either  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
state  as  a  whole  or  of  the  councilor  districts.     It  is  my 
opinion  that  altogether  too  much  time  is  wasted  under  this 
dual  system  without  advantage  to  the  tax  payer,  and  we  all 
know  that  appointive  officials  selected  on  a  basis  of  com- 
promise are  seldom  satisfactory.     Change  can  only  be  ac- 
complished by  constitutional  amendment.     This  statement 
is  in  no  way  a  criticism  of  the  men  who  have  served  with  me 
in  that  relationship.     Always  I  have  been  treated  by  them 
with  the  utmost  courtesy  and  kindness,  and  although  we 
have  not  been  able  to  agree  at  times  on  appointments — on 
matters  concerning  the  general  business  policy  of  the  state  I 
have  had  unfailing  support,  and  I  wish  at  this  time  to 
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publicly  acknowledge  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their 
considerate  and  helpful  co-operation. 

My  reason  for  bringing  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
public  is  because  I  believe  that  the  citizenry  of  this  State 
should  understand  that  dilatory  handling  of  public  business 
by  the  Governor  and  Council  is  due  to  an  antiquated  form 
of  divided  executive  control  rather  than  the  fault  of  individ- 
uals. The  people  alone  can  correct  this  situation..  At  least 
the  problem  should  be  understood. 

TAXATION  AND  UNEMPLOYMENT 

In  discussing  the  broader  aspects  of  taxation,  I  wish  sim- 
ply to  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  any  far  reaching  program  of 
tax  reform  which  is  aimed  to  distribute  more  equitably  the 
costs  of  government  must  come  through  constitutional 
amendment.  However,  in  approaching  the  tax  problem  in 
its  practical  aspects  in  this  period  when  the  depressed  in- 
come of  people  has  materially  increased  the  burden  and  un- 
employment added  a  new  load,  our  efforts  have  been  cir- 
cumscribed by  the  limitations  of  legislative  authority.  In 
the  main  our  objective  has  been  to  cut  the  tax  bill  and,  at  the 
same  time,  provide  funds  for  the  unemployed. 

The  only  legislative  provision  made  two  years  ago  to 
meet  the  unemployment  situation  was  a  special  appropria- 
tion of  $75,000  under  a  mother's  aid  act.  The  general 
opinion  at  that  time  was  that  the  depression  would  be  of 
short  duration  and  that  private  giving  would  meet  the  need. 
As  early  as  the  Summer  of  1931,  it  became  apparent  to  those 
of  us  who  were  studying  this  problem  that  thousands  of 
families  in  New  Hampshire  and  elsewhere  were  faced  with 
tragic  want  and  that  it  was  apparent  that  local,  state  and 
federal  tax  resources  would  have  to  be  called  upon  to  meet 
the  situation. 

During  that  Summer  the  Federal  Government  advanced 
some  S400,000  for  additional  highway  spendings  and  the 
state  allocated  from  its  highway  funds  an  additional  $240,- 
000  under  maintenance  account  on  an  unemployment  work 
schedule  in  the  Fall  of  that  year. 
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On  taking  office  I  had  organized  an  unemployment  com- 
mittee of  which  Mr.  James  M.  Langley  of  Concord  was 
Chairman.  No  salary  was  paid  and  the  Chairman  insisted 
upon  paying  all  expenses  incident  to  the  job.  I  know  of  no 
one  in  the  State  who  has  so  completely  given  himself  in  aid- 
ing in  this  great  work.  His  report  and  recommendations 
should  be  read  with  care  and  thoughtfully  considered  in 
formulating  a  permanent  plan  in  meeting  the  entire  relief 
problem.  Mr.  Langley  would  ask  no  thanks  from  me  or 
from  any  other  man,  but  in  this  time  of  great  distress  those 
in  want  have  had  no  more  constant  and  effective  friend. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  unemployment  committee  con- 
tributions and  donations  of  nearly  $22,000  have  been  re- 
ceived and  expended  for  relief.  This  represents  contribu- 
tions by  Dartmouth  College,  New  Hampshire  University 
and  state  officials  and  employees. 

The  committee  organized  wood  cutting  projects  in  the  Fall 
and  sustenance  gardens  in  the  following  Spring,  the  State 
supplying  seed  and  fertilizer. 

In  co-operation  with  the  New  Hampshire  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  an  organized  distribution  of  milk  to  needy 
undernourished  children  was  successfully  carried  through  in 
many  communities  during  the  last  school  year. 

A  project  to  employ  women  to  alter  and  make  clothing  at 
Dover  should  receive  your  attention  as  well  as  an  already 
established  commissary  utilizing  the  state  armory  at 
Claremont. 

During  the  latter  part  of  January,  1931,  the  sum  of  S2,600 
was  made  available  to  the  Forestry  Department  for  un- 
employment relief.  With  this  amount,  small  groups  of  men 
from  three  cities  and  seven  or  more  towns  were  given  em- 
ployment cutting  fuel  wood  which  was  given  to  the  towns  for 
distribution  among  the  needy.  The  work  continued 
through  February. 

An  allotment  of  $8,448  was  given  to  the  Forestry  Depart- 
ment in  the  Fall  of  1931  for  unemployment  work  during  the 
ensuing  Winter  months.  It  was  later  deemed  advisable  to 
add  to  this  amount  $974.10  appropriated  for  fire  warden 
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conferences.  The  work  commenced  in  November  and  was 
carried  out  on  twenty-five  state  reservations  by  heads  of 
families  in  most  need  of  assistance.  The  period  of  employ- 
ment was  about  two  weeks  and  the  rate  was  forty  cents  per 
hour  for  an  eight  hour  day.  Supervision  was  supplied  by 
agents  of  the  Forestry  Department  and  the  men  provided 
their  own  transportation.  A  total  of  313  men  from  three 
cities  and  twenty-eight  towns  were  given  employment. 
Cutting  on  fourteen  different  tracts  netted  637  cords  of  fuel 
wood  for  use  of  the  towns. 

During  the  Summer  of  1932,  the  State  Forester  at  my 
request  submitted  a  comprehensive  plan  indicating  the 
nature  and  distribution  of  work  on  state  reservations  which 
could  be  carried  out. 

The  sum  of  S10,000  was  transferred  from  the  emergency 
fund  and  $8,000  additional  was  obtained  from  Federal 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  funds.  So  far  the 
total  number  of  families  benefited  is  820  and  the  number  of 
towns  and  cities  from  which  this  labor  has  been  drawn  is  53. 

The  usefulness  of  these  projects  within  their  field  was 
evident  but  neglected  areas  needed  additional  servicing  and 
a  more  complete  coverage  was  necessary  if  we  were  to  meet 
the  needs  of  people  throughout  the  State.  To  accomplish 
this  with  the  means  we  had  at  our  disposal,  we  accepted  the 
S600,000  of  additional  federal  aid  road  money  allocated 
under  a  federal  emergency  program,  and  with  consent  of 
the  Council  and  the  approval  of  the  Superior  Court  we 
distributed  in  addition  a  million  dollar  loan  fund  from  state 
highway  moneys  on  the  apportionment  basis  of  the  state  aid 
road  act.  This  was  done  with  the  understanding  that  we 
would  recommend  to  the  legislature  the  cancellation  of  the 
obligations  so  incurred  and  both  major  parties  have  pledged 
themselves  so  to  do. 

We  further  requested  and  received  under  direct  federal 
relief  $667,420  to  cover  needs  for  the  last  half  of  October 
and  the  months  of  November  and  December.  Additional 
requests  for  aid  have  been  made  for  the  months  of  January. 
This  money  is  received  and  must  be  dispensed  on  a  need 
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basis.  The  rate  of  distribution  as  supplemental  aid  is  on 
the  basis  of  $20  per  family  per  month  and  the  money  has 
been  distributed  to  those  subdivisions  of  government  which 
showed  deficits  in  their  outside  poor  relief  appropriations. 

The  Federal  Government  required  on  those  funds  loaned 
the  State  that  there  be  reasonable  administrative  control 
and  the  Governor  is  required  to  account  for  all  sums  allotted. 
To  comply  with  the  conditions  under  which  these  loans  were 
accepted,  I  have  stipulated  that  communities  benefiting 
from  them  accept  trained  welfare  workers  to  investigate  and 
aid  those  applying  for  assistance  and  also  have  required  a 
monthly  audit  of  funds  disbursed.  Both  the  salary  and  the 
expense  of  the  welfare  worker  are  borne  by  the  State. 
There  are  officials  who  do  not  choose  to  accept  these  funds 
under  the  conditions  laid  down  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  this 
money  would  relieve  distress  and  reduce  the  tax  burden 
of  their  constituents.  These  funds  loaned  to  the  state  on 
request  of  the  governor  under  the  authority  of  the  Federal 
Government  are  to  be  repaid  by  annual  deductions  from 
the  federal  road  aid  allotment  unless  otherwise  provided  for 
by  the  State  legislature. 

This  method  of  dealing  with  the  unemployment  problem 
by  the  use  of  State  and  Federal  highway  funds  has  relieved 
the  burden  which  otherwise  would  have  been  thrown  upon 
the  property  owner  through  the  direct  property  tax.  The 
full  meaning  of  this  can  be  appreciated  when  we  realize  that 
the  per  capita  cost  of  outside  poor  relief  has  grown  from  $2 
to  $8  in  New  Hampshire  during  the  depression. 

CO-OPERATIVE  SAVING 

It  seems  that  all  subventions  or  grants  in  aid  of  state 
money  to  local  governments  in  this  country  were  designed 
to  stimulate  or  promote  the  spending  of  money  by  the  local 
governments.  State  aid  became  a  bait  by  which  local  com- 
munities were  enticed  into  expending  tax  money  for  purposes 
which  might  otherwise  have  been  supported  with  a  rather 
niggardly  hand.  Highways,  health,  schools  and  library 
activities  have  been  promoted  as  matters  of  state  policy  by 
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the  granting  of  state  aid.  The  span  of  Ufe  has  been  in- 
creased, illiteracy  has  almost  disappeared  and  nearly  every 
state  is  banded  with  a  network  of  serviceable  highways  as  a 
result  of  this  stimulation  pohcy.  When  we  could  afford  to 
expend  more  tax  dollars  along  with  our  other  easily  made 
dollars  before  the  present  era  of  depression  the  state  aid 
policy  found  almost  universal  approval. 

In  New  Hampshire,  as  in  most  other  states,  the  gas  tax 
money  and  the  money  from  motor  vehicle  licenses  is  devoted 
to  expenditure  for  highway  purposes.  We  have  been  re- 
ceiving roughly  $6,500,000  annually  from  these  sources. 
Legal  requirements  earmark  a  million  out  of  this  sum  and 
require  it  to  be  spent  annually  for  the  construction  of  hard 
surfaced  roads.  The  balance  is  expended  in  taking  care  of 
highway  debt  service  requirements  and  in  construction  or 
maintenance.  The  actual  allocation  of  this  money  is  done 
by  the  Governor  and  Council  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  commissioner  of  highways. 

Our  state  policy  is  to  require  towns  and  cities  to  share 
jointly  the  costs  of  construction  of  primary  or  trunkline 
highways  on  a  50-50  basis  except  in  the  instances  of  towns 
unable  to  share  the  expense.  The  law  then  requires  them  to 
pay  such  "sums  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner  may 
be  equitable."  Towns  are  required  to  provide  the  main- 
tenance on  these  roads.  Snow  removal  is  also  on  a  50-50 
basis.  The  law  prohibits  the  expenditure  of  state  money  on 
construction  in  the  "compact  portions  of  cities  and  towns." 

On  secondary  roads  the  state  makes  grants  in  aid  on  a 
sliding  scale  to  match  local  expenditures  which  vary  from 
three  dollars  of  state  money  to  one  of  local  money  in  the 
poorest  communities  to  twenty-five  cents  for  one  dollar  in 
the  wealthiest.  This  summarizes  our  state  aid  policy  for 
highways. 

Last  year  we  found  that  we  could  save,  by  changes  in 
contract  methods,  by  lowered  prices  for  labor  and  materials, 
and  by  other  curtailments  in  our  highway  work,  a  substan- 
tial sum  of  money  and  at  the  same  time  construct  or  improve 
as  many  miles  of  hard  surfaced  highway  as  under  previous 
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programs.  We  had  three  possible  courses  open  to  us;  first, 
to  expend  it  on  additional  construction  above  what  we  had 
first  planned;  second,  to  carry  it  over  to  1933  to  expend  it  on 
the  1933  program;  or,  third,  to  return  it  in  some  way  to  the 
taxpayers  of  the  state.  We  decided  to  return  it  to  the  tax- 
payers by  relieving  local  communities  of  the  share  of  the 
maintenance  of  state  and  trunkline  highways,  but  we  at- 
tached a  condition  that  in  order  to  obtain  this  relief,  the  local 
units  must  show  a  reduction  in  their  budgets. 

The  results  were  that  out  of  the  223  towns  only  five  failed 
to  qualify. 

The  total  amount  of  relief  from  the  highway  maintenance 
on  the  part  of  the  local  units  was  $695,483,  but  the  tax 
reduction  was  Sl,725,209.  The  balance  of  $1,029,726  is 
clear  tax  saving. 

This  saving  is  the  result  of  our  plan  of  co-operative  saving 
and  it  is  worth  noting  that  it  is  the  second  time  in  forty  years 
that  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  average  tax  rate  in 
New  Hampshire. 

COMPTROLLER  SYSTEM 

Of  the  comptroller  system  much  has  been  said.  It  now 
has  been  in  operation  for  more  than  eighteen  months.  The 
first  fiscal  year  since  its  installation  was  completed  last  June. 
To  all  of  us  the  results  of  this  first  year  of  operation  were 
most  gratifying.  It  is  particularly  fitting  that  we  should 
have  adopted  and  installed  the  system  at  a  time  when  the 
need  for  watching  the  expenditures  of  the  State,  and  for 
obtaining  the  highest  utilization  of  the  tax  dollar  were  at  a 
maximum. 

The  system  is  aimed  to  accomplish  three  things: 

First — To  provide  a  complete  system  of  accounting  and 
financial  control  so  that  the  responsible  officers  of  the  State 
government  can  know  speedily  and  with  accuracy  the  State's 
financial  condition  at  all  times. 

Second — To  provide  a  means  of  controlling  the  rate  of 
expenditure  to  prevent  the  overspending  or  exhaustion  of 
appropriations  in  advance  of  the  plan  determined  by  the 
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appropriating  authorities.  This  is  done  by  means  of 
quarterly  allotments  of  appropriations  to  the  various  spend- 
ing departments.  Expenditures  and  purchase  obligations 
are  checked  against  these  predetermined  allotments  to  insure 
that  they  are  not  made  beyond  the  approved  amounts. 

Third — To  enable  the  preparation  of  a  budget  on  a 
modern,  scientific  basis.  This  budget  is  prepared  by  the 
Governor  and  is  submitted  to  the  legislature,  which  body 
finally  makes  appropriations.  These  appropriations  then 
become  the  spending  plan  and  the  whole  system  revolves 
around  the  enforcement  of  the  spending  plan  so  devised. 

The  logic  of  the  application  of  such  an  essentially  simple 
but  effective  piece  of  administrative  machinery  appeals  to 
common  sense  and  good  judgment.  The  whole  plan  is 
designed  to  prevent  the  state  from  getting  into  financial 
difficulties  by  stopping  the  leaks  before  they  occur. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  financial  offices  of  the  State, 
including  the  office  of  comptroller  for  the  first  year  was 
$48,920.62.  The  cost  of  the  offices  which  performed  similar 
functions  under  the  old  system  were  $45,263.46.  The  actual 
increase  was  $3,657.16. 

Examples  of  the  types  of  financial  savings  to  the  state  are 
discussed  in  the  formal  report  of  the  comptroller.  They 
include  such  items  as  $41,700  saving  in  automobile  mileage 
expense.  $12,000  saving  in  the  purchase  of  gasohne  for  use 
in  state  cars.  These  examples  may  be  multiplied  many 
times  in  the  day  to  day  operation  of  the  system.  Many 
improvements  in  business  and  financial  methods  have  been 
installed  at  the  instance  of  the  comptroller.  It  is  impossible 
to  evaluate  their  saving  in  dollars  and  cents  but  it  is  evident 
that  any  improvement  which  is  made  in  method  or  procedure 
must  have  a  beneficial  fiscal  result. 

Most  significant  of  all  is  the  actual  outcome  of  the  current 
financial  operation  of  the  state. 

New  Hampshire,  in  common  with  other  governmental 
agencies,  suffered  a  substantial  loss  of  revenue  during  the 
last  fiscal  year.  Appropriations  made  available  for  expen- 
diture during  the  period  largely  exceeded  the  amount  of 
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revenues  received  by  the  State  Treasurer.  Nevertheless, 
the  State  not  only  managed  to  live  within  the  amount  of  its 
reduced  income,  but  wiped  out  a  small  deficit  in  unappro- 
priated surplus  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  and  closed 
operations  on  June  30,  1932,  with  an  unappropriated  surplus. 

On  July  1,  1931,  the  State  had  in  its  General  Fund  a 
deficit  of  $29,716.54  in  net  current  assets  available  to  cover 
its  appropriation  liabilities  of  that  date.  Legislative  ap- 
propriations for  General  Fund  expenditures  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year  aggregated  $4,338,035.88.  Actual  revenues 
received  during  the  year  to  meet  these  appropriations 
totaled  only  $4,142,136.52.  It  is  apparent  that  this  current 
deficiency  of  revenue,  $195,899.36,  added  to  the  opening 
deficit  of  $29,715.54  would  have  resulted  in  a  deficit  at  the 
close  of  the  year  amounting  to  $225,615.90. 

However,  a  very  large  balance  of  unexpended  appropria- 
tions was  lapsed  to  surplus  at  the  close  of  the  year.  These 
lapses,  or  savings,  totaled  $241,760.76.  Accordingly,  in- 
stead of  finding  the  State  with  the  deficit  of  $225,615.90 
which  would  have  resulted  from  the  unforeseen  drop  in 
revenue,  on  June  30,  1932,  the  State's  General  Fund  showed 
an  unappropriated  surplus  of  $16,144.86.  This  means  that 
the  financial  position  of  the  State  has  improved  during  the 
year  in  the  amount  of  $45,861.40,  in  the  face  of  a  deficiency 
in  revenue  of  nearly  $200,000. 

This  result  was  made  possible  largely  through  the  new 
machinery,  by  which  we  controlled  our  expenditures. 

Let  me  quote  to  you  a  paragraph  of  the  first  annual  comp- 
troller's report  which  is  a  brief  statement  of  the  true  function 
of  the  comptroller's  office. 

"  The  underlying  policy  of  the  Comptroller  System  is  that 
public  money  is  not  an  inexhaustible  reservoir;  that  it  is 
more  accurately  the  public's  money,  secured  only  by  some 
form  of  taxation;  that  its  expenditure  shall  be  in  all  cases  in 
accord  with  the  intentions  of  the  tax  paying  public  as  ex- 
pressed by  the  Legislature  and  as  further  determined  by  the 
Executive,  and  that  it  is  to  be  spent  only  for  full  value 
received." 
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STATE  DEBT 

New  Hampshire's  net  debt  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal 
year  was  $5,717,316.85.  The  current  financial  position  of 
the  State  was  excellent,  showing  a  current  surplus  of 
$1,569,172.15.  Fixed  liabilities,  of  which  the  greater  part 
consisted  of  $6,926,000  of  funded  debt,  give  us  a  resultant 
figure  of  $5,717,316.85  as  the  net  debt  of  the  State. 

To  analyze  for  you  the  history  and  constitution  of  this 
debt  so  that  you  may  have  before  you  the  facts  concerning 
it  requires  therefore  consideration  of  the  various  bond  issues 
now  outstanding.  These  issues  made  at  different  times 
originally  totaled  $9,336,000.  Payments  of  principal  have 
totaled  $2,410,000.  Let  us  take  apart  the  remaining 
$6,926,000  and  see  of  what  it  is  made  up.  The  first  big  item 
which  strikes  our  eye  is  that  part  of  the  debt  which  has  been 
spent  upon  highways — this  is  $4,900,000  or  seventy  per  cent 
of  the  debt. 

$4,000,000  of  this  debt  has  been  expended  directly  by  the 
State  on  the  permanent  highway  construction.  New 
Hampshire  now  has  a  network  of  state  highways  which  give 
access  to  the  entire  state  over  excellent  pavements.  This 
benefits  in  one  form  or  another  practically  every  resident  of 
the  State.  For  instance  in  1920,  we  had  34,680  automobiles 
registered  in  New  Hampshire;  in  1930  we  had  108,980. 
This  is  an  increase  of  317%.  In  1920  there  were  12.7  per- 
sons per  automobile.  Ten  years  later  there  were  3.9  persons 
per  automobile.  On  the  average  this  is  practically  an 
automobile  for  every  family.  The  direct  benefits  to  this 
group  of  residents  is  self  evident.  And  what  is  more,  they 
are  the  persons  who,  through  the  medium  of  the  gasoline  tax, 
are  paying  the  cost  of  the  highways  because  not  a  penny  of 
the  direct  property  tax  is  diverted  to  pay  for  state  highway 
bonds  or  for  state  highway  purposes. 

I  want  also  to  point  out  that  were  it  not  for  these  high- 
ways, the  people  who  come  from  out  of  the  state  to  enjoy  the 
beauties  of  our  rugged  mountain  country,  our  lakes  and  the 
other  advantages  with  which  we  have  been  endowed  would 
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not  come  here  were  our  reputation  for  highways  not  as 
excellent  as  it  is.  The  autoist  shuns  the  state  where  he  can- 
not travel  in  comfort  and  safety.  The  tourist  business 
which  has  been  lucrative  to  many  of  our  citizens  would 
dwindle  to  a  disappointing  level  had  not  New  Hampshire 
invested  in  good  highways. 

1500,000  of  the  total  highway  debt  is  for  money  advanced 
to  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  state  to  complete  their  trunk 
line  highways.  This  is  a  self-liquidating  item  of  debt  and 
will,  over  a  period  of  years,  be  wiped  out  completely  by 
repayments  to  the  State. 

The  remaining  §400,000  of  the  highway  debt  represents 
the  balance  of  $1,200,000  of  bonds  issued  to  pay  for  flood 
repair  and  control  work  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  Fol- 
lowing the  disastrous  floods  which  took  place  in  1927,  the 
legislature,  at  a  special  session,  authorized  an  issue  to  pay  for 
such  measures  as  could  be  taken  to  prevent  a  reoccurrence 
of  flood  menaces  which  take  such  heavy  tolls  of  life  and 
property. 

Taking  out  the  highway  debt  leaves  $2,026,000  to  be  ac- 
counted for.  $1,026,000  of  this  amount  or  14.9  per  cent  of 
our  entire  debt  is  for  general  purposes.  These  purposes  are 
the  construction  of  needed  buildings  at  our  state  institu- 
tions, to  erect  a  new  armory  at  Laconia,  to  acquire  property 
for  a  forest  reserve  at  Franconia  Notch,  and  for  the  unpaid 
portion  of  our  war  loan.     Let  me  list  this  general  debt:

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the  improvement  of  conditions  affecting  the  less  fortunate 
of  our  people  who  are  at  state  institutions.  The  Laconia 
Armory  taking  .4%  is  used  by  the  state  militia.  The  2.5% 
required  for  the  Franconia  Notch  reserve  purchase  was  to 
acquire  for  posterity  one  of  the  scenic  beauty  spots  of  the 
state  famous  throughout  the  country  because  of  the  Man  of 
the  Mountain.  Incidentally,  this  money  represents  only 
the  State's  share  of  the  purchase  price  as  an  equivalent 
amount  was  contributed  by  public-spirited  citizens. 

The  5.1%  represented  by  the  State's  war  loan  is  for  a  sum 
raised  by  the  State  to  aid  the  federal  government  at  the  time 
of  the  World  War.     The  original  debt  was  incurred  in  1917. 

This  accounts  for  all  of  the  State  debt  but  $1,000,000 
which  is  represented  by  a  loan  made  in  1931  to  rehabilitate 
the  treasury  of  the  State. 

This  loan  is  correctly  named.  The  need  for  it  grew  out  of 
a  practice  of  former  years  and  this  is  the  way  it  actually 
happened.  Under  our  former  system  of  keeping  accounts, 
it  formerly  was  possible  only  at  yearly  intervals  to  strike  a 
balance  and  learn  just  what  the  condition  of  the  treasury 
was.  Only  at  these  stated  annual  checkups  could  the  actual 
amount  of  available  cash  be  determined.  However,  the 
legislature  would,  from  time  to  time,  pass  authorizations  for 
loans  or  bond  issues  to  pay  for  some  capital  project  of  the 
State.  When  the  bills  came  in  the  State  would  decide  to  pay 
the  costs  out  of  cash  which  happened  to  be  in  the  treasury 
at  the  time,  and  not  issue  the  authorized  bonds.  This  ap- 
peared to  be  an  economical  means  of  financing  as  long  as 
there  was  cash  in  the  treasurer's  accounts.  But  the  diffi- 
culty was  that  this  cash  was  not  really  all  available.  Some 
of  it  should  have  been  earmarked  for  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  raised.  For  instance  money  which  came  in  for  the 
highway  fund  from  gas  tax  collections  was  picked  up  as 
available  cash  and  spent  for  these  capital  purposes.  By  and 
by  the  general  treasury  fund  became  heavily  indebted  to 
the  various  special  funds  for  the  money  which  had  been 
diverted  to  the  capital  purposes.     The  establishment  and 
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installation  of  our  accounting  system  enabled  us  to  know 
accurately  and  at  frequent  intervals  just  what  our  true 
financial  condition  was.  The  results  of  our  financing  of 
capital  outlays  by  not  issuing  authorized  bonds  now  could  be 
clearly  seen.  What  had  been  thought  to  be  economy  turned 
out  in  fact  not  to  be  that  and  it  was  necessary  to  take  some 
steps  to  correct  the  condition.  So  the  last  session  of  the 
legislature  passed  an  act  to  provide  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  treasury  by  authorizing  the  borrowing  of  §1,000,000,  the 
approximate  amount  by  which  the  general  treasury  had 
been  drained  through  not  issuing  bonds  authorized  for 
specific  projects.  This  act  further  provided  that  the  rev- 
enue accruing  from  the  inheritance  or  estate's  tax  and  the 
tax  upon  gas  and  electric  utilities  should  be  devoted  to  the 
carrying  and  retirement  of  the  general  debt  including  the 
rehabilitation  loan.  Thus  even  this  latter  part  of  the  debt, 
which  is  the  final  15<^,  is  planned  to  be  financed  out  of 
specific  revenues  and  none  of  it  is  designed  to  be  paid  from 
the  general  property  tax. 

CONFERENCES  AND  CO-OPERATION  W^TH  LOCAL  UNITS 

We  have  held  almost  daily  conferences  with  the  rep- 
resentatives of  towns,  cities  and  counties  looking  toward  the 
extension  of  aid  in  solving  their  many  problems,  the  main- 
tenance of  their  credit  and  the  protection  of  the  general 
public  interest. 

In  order  to  strengthen  several  of  our  local  governments 
and  to  meet  their  emergency  needs  it  has  been  necessary  to 
use  the  authority  imposed  in  the  State  Treasurer  and  the 
Governor  and  Council  to  invest  in  the  notes  and  bonds  of 
these  communities.  The  circumstances  of  such  investment 
have  placed  an  obligation  on  these  state  officials  to  scru- 
tinize the  finances  of  the  communities  so  aided  to  protect 
the  State's  loan  and  yet  neither  the  machinery  nor  the 
power  is  available  to  these  state  officials  whose  desire  is  to 
protect  the  credit  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  State  and 
its  sub-divisions. 
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ENGINEERING 

With  the  help  of  Harold  J.  Lockwood,  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  Thayer  Engineering  School  of  Dartmouth 
College,  on  leave  of  absence  and  recently  appointed  Super- 
intendent of  the  State  House,  we  have  made  a  careful  study 
of  the  power,  light  and  water  facilities  in  the  several  state 
institutions.  Mr.  Lockwood  has  also  worked  with  the 
State  Tax  Commission  in  connection  with  franchise  tax 
levies  and  also  co-operated  with  the  Attorney-General's 
Department  on  problems  connected  with  lake  levels  where 
the  owners  of  riparian  rights  have  been  in  controversy. 

Through  a  special  appropriation  from  the  emergency 
fund  the  State  Tax  Commission  has  been  able  to  take  on  a 
real  estate  expert  in  advising  towns  on  properties  that  they 
have  acquired  through  tax  sales,  the  objective  being  to  sell 
or  utilize  these  properties  for  the  benefit  of  the  taxpayers. 

We  have  engaged  the  firm  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy  to  make 
specific  studies  of  stream  pollution  in  the  Upper  Amoonoosuc 
and  the  Contoocook  Rivers.  The  reports  are  now  in  our 
hands  and  we  have  before  us  the  best  engineering  advice  on 
how  to  correct  at  relatively  low  cost  sanitary  conditions 
offering  serious  threats  to  health  and  to  the  recreation  value 
of  river  property. 

We  further  have  made  available  to  officials  in  towns  and 
cities  engineering  advice  in  studying  water  supply  and 
sewerage  problems  which  might  be  self-liquidating  projects 
under  the  Federal  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation. 
If  these  projects  could  be  promoted  they  would  create  work 
and  improve  sanitary  conditions. 

An  engineering  study  has  also  been  made  of  the  Great 
Bay  Bridge  project  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  legisla- 
ture. 

A  careful  study  has  been  made  of  the  New  England  rail- 
road situation  under  the  auspices  of  the  New  England 
Governors  Railroad  Committee  and  an  effective  representa- 
tion made  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to 
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protect  New  Hampshire  and  New  England  transportation 
interests.  The  chairman  of  this  committee  was  the  Honora- 
ble Holland  H.  Spaulding.  The  final  disposition  of  the 
action  taken  has  not  been  completed. 

The  New  Hampshire- Vermont  Boundary  case  is  now 
before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  The 
Hampton  Toll  Bridge  case  is  still  in  litigation. 

SMALL  INDUSTRIES 

Upbuilding  of  our  smaller  sized  industries  has  been  sought 
through  a  series  of  conferences,  arranged  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  State  Development  Commission. 

Meetings  attended  by  owners  of  these  industries  have 
discussed  general  problems,  enlargement  of  sales  and  credit 
problems.  Further  meetings  on  finances  and  costs  of 
products  are  planned  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  state  university  has  set  aside  funds  to  conduct  a 
research  laboratory  to  serve  local  industries. 

ARTS  AND  CRAFTS 

Nearly  two  years  ago  I  appointed  a  commission  of  Arts 
and  Crafts  which  thoroughl}^  studied  this  particular  prob- 
lem. This  study  resulted  in  the  organization  of  the  League 
of  New  Hampshire  Arts  and  Crafts. 

There  are  now  people  in  more  than  fifty  of  our  towns 
being  helped  by  the  work  of  the  League. 

The  objective  of  the  League  is  to  help  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire  spend  their  unemployed  time  in  a  profitable  way 
by  training  them  to  make  and  sell  handcraft  work  of 
excellent  quality. 

Experience  of  the  first  year  demonstrates  that  the  workers 
are  eager  for  and  responsive  to  the  arts  and  crafts  training; 
that  they  are  capable  of  applying  it  for  their  cultural  and 
economic  advantage. 

THE  MILK  SITUATION 

During  the  late  autumn  of  1931  the  dairy  industry  of  New 
England,  due  to  an  unfair  distribution  of  profits  and  dis- 
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organized  marketing,  was  placed  in  a  desperate  situation. 
An  appeal  was  made  to  the  Governors  of  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  ^'ermont,  ^Massachusetts,  and  Rhode  Island  for 
aid  in  establishing  this  important  industry  upon  a  stable 
economic  basis. 

The  effort  was  undertaken.  i\n  Advisory  and  Arbitra- 
tion Board  was  appointed.  On  May  1,  1932,  ''New  Eng- 
land Dairies  Incorporated,"  a  central  co-operative  sales 
agency  was  declared  effective. 

The  work  of  this  organization  made  possible  an  increase 
in  the  price  of  milk  paid  the  producers  of  13^  cents  per  quart, 
and  the  stabilizing  of  the  industry  on  a  reasonably  equitable 
basis  as  between  the  producers  and  distributors,  without 
laying  an  undue  burden  upon  the  consumers  and  assured  an 
adequate  supply  of  clean  wholesome  milk. 

This  organization,  which  had  to  be  temporary  in  char- 
acter, is  now  being  established  upon  a  permanent  basis 
which  should  bring  financial  benefit  to  New  Hampshire 
dairymen  and  give  stability  to  a  vital  industry. 

BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS 

The  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis  from  the  cattle  of 
the  State  is  nearing  its  completion.  At  the  time  of  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature  progress  in  the  control  and  eradica- 
tion of  this  insidious  disease  had  reached  the  stage  where  it 
seemed  advisable  to  complete  the  task  within  the  biennium. 
Adequate  financial  support  was  provided  by  the  legislature, 
by  which  the  work  has  progressed  sufficiently  well  to  give 
ample  assurance  that  by  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year 
at  least  nine  counties  and  possibly  the  tenth  will  meet  the 
State  and  Federal  classification  of  Modified  Accredited 
Areas. 

This  will  make  New  Hampshire  the  second  state  in  the 
Northeastern  group  of  states  to  have  accomplished  this 
great  task.  The  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis  will  free 
the  dairymen  of  our  state  of  heavy  financial  loss  and  our 
people  from  the  menace  of  a  serious  disease. 
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PRISON  INDUSTRIES 


Due  to  the  enactment  of  a  Federal  law  in  1929  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  prison  manufactured  goods  outside  the  state,  it 
was  necessary  for  us  to  abandon  the  contract  which  we  had 
with  a  private  firm  for  the  manufacture  of  chairs  at  the 
prison.  This  contract  enabled  us  to  defray  in  considerable 
part  the  cost  of  maintaining  prisons. 

Following  this  enforced  change,  the  last  legislature 
appropriated  $200,000  to  establish  substitute  industries  at 
the  prison.  Subsequently,  I  appointed  a  commission  to 
study  the  problem  and  make  recommendations  for  carrying 
out  the  prison  industries  act. 

The  commission  recommended  the  selection  of  a  class 
of  work  which  would  enable  the  prisoner  to  earn  his  keep 
while  serving  his  sentence  and  thus  ease  the  tax  burden. 
Also  it  was  recommended  that  the  form  of  employment 
selected  should  be  that  which  would  least  interfere  with  the 
outside  employment  problem.  Attention  was  directed  to 
the  selection  of  employments  which  would  aid  the  prisoner 
after  his  release  to  be  self-sustaining. 

Four  industrial  operations  have  been  started,  all  of 
which  will  produce  articles  or  material  for  state  use.  The 
manufacture  of  our  auto  plates,  the  establishment  of  a 
printing  plant  for  simple  printing,  a  stone  quarry  has  been 
opened  and  a  crushing  plant  for  highway  stone  set  up  and 
equipment  for  the  manufacture  of  both  light  and  heavy 
drain  tile  for  highway  use  is  being  prepared. 

It  is  expected  that  these  four  industries  will  practically 
make  the  prison  a  self-sustaining  institution. 

HIGHWAY  TRAFFIC  SURVEY 

A  census  of  motor  car  travel  and  highway  use  made  in 
conjunction  with  the  Federal  Government  in  1926  forecast 
an  increase  of  52%  in  travel  by  1931.  Data  obtained  in 
this  study  was  of  such  value  in  planning  highway  improve- 
ments that  a  census  was  again  taken  in  1931.  This  second 
check  up  of  traffic  revealed  an  increase  in  highway  use  15% 
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greater  than  the  increase  forecast  five  years  eariier  in  spite 
of  the  depression  conditions  prevaihng  in  1931.  Such 
recent  information  on  motor  car  travel  facihtates  intelHgent 
phmning  for  immediate  and  future  highway  needs  and  also 
is  an  index  of  increasing  tourist  travel. 

CELEBRATIONS  COMMEMORATING  WASHINGTON  AND  WEBSTER 

During  the  past  year  we  have  observed,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  two  special  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council,  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  birth  of  Daniel  Webster  and  the  bicentennial  of  that 
of  George  Washington. 

The  principal  event  of  the  Webster  observance  was  the 
unveihng  at  Franklin  of  a  bust  of  Webster,  the  last  work  of 
Daniel  Chester  French. 

No  single  Washington  observance  of  statewide  nature  was 
attempted,  but  thousands  of  New  Hampshire  people  took 
part  in  local  celebrations. 

The  commission  published  an  account  of  Washington's 
visit  to  New  Hampshire  in  1789,  by  the  Hon.  Elwin  L.  Page, 
and  co-operated  with  the  Town  of  Washington  in  erecting 
markers  in  that  place  commemorating  the  fact  that  this 
was  the  first  municipality  to  be  chartered  under  the  name  of 
Washington. 

The  subjects  listed  here  represent  the  work  of  many 
people.  The  activities  described  seriously  affect  the  lives 
and  welfare  of  all  our  citizens.  To  volunteers,  state  officials 
and  employees  who  have  contributed  to  the  common  task, 
I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation.

His  Excellency  then  read  the  following  message: 

governor's  message 

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Court: 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  join  with  you  today  in  taking 
the  oath  of  office  without  thinking  of  those  who  in  these 
troubled  times  still  had  faith  to  trust  us  "to  represent, 
defend  and  protect"  their  common  interests  and  to  safe- 
guard the  welfare  of  the  State. 

May  I  suggest  to  you  that  it  will  not  be  in  the  smoky 
atmosphere  of  political  intrigue  that  we  shall  find  inspiration 
to  carry  forward  these  obligations  but  rather  in  the  comrade- 
ship of  hard  work.  We  are  here  to  serve  the  homes  of  New 
Hampshire  and  the  best  that  is  in  us  is  none  too  good.  Any 
one  who  is  worth  his  salt  these  days  is  more  concerned  about 
his  limitations  than  his  attributes.  There  are  problems 
without  answers  and  heartbreaks  for  which  the  present 
social  order  has  failed  to  find  a  cure. 

GOVERNMENTAL  SURVEYS. 

For  two  years  we  have  engaged  in  efforts  to  improve  the 
character  of  government  in  New  Hampshire.  Political 
subdivisions  of  the  State  are  institutions  as  old  as  the  State 
itself.  The  division  of  governmental  functions  between 
these  subdivisions,  the  scope  of  their  authority,  and  most  of 
the  laws  under  which  they  operate  have  not  been  changed 
within  several  generations.  Yet  there  is  a  constant  change 
taking  place  in  the  type  and  character  of  the  functions 
which  government  has  to  perform,  and  as  a  consequence 
there  are  changes  in  organization  and  practice  which  should 
be  made  to  keep  government  abreast  of  these  changing 
conditions  and  to  enable  it  efficiently  to  meet  changing 
demands.  In  view  of  this  condition  we  brought  to  this 
State  the  best  quahfied  experts  in  the  field  of  governmental 
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administration  we  could  procure.  Arrangements  were 
made  with  the  Brookings  Institution  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
an  organization  with  a  national  reputation,  to  make  for  us 
a  study  of  the  fiscal  operations  and  the  organization  of  the 
departments  of  the  state  dealing  with  financial  matters. 

In  detail  the  work  to  be  performed  under  this  survey 
involved  the  following  subjects: 

1.  The  organization  and  procedure  of  the  Comptroller's 
Office. 

2.  The  reorganization  and  procedure  of  the  Treasurer's 
Office. 

3.  A  procedure  to  control  the  budget  operations  after 
enactment  of  the  appropriation  laws. 

4.  Employment  control. 

5.  Simplification  of  central  and  field  purchases  and 
contract  methods. 

6.  A  uniform  and  simplified  vouchering  procedure. 

7.  A  standard  payroll  procedure. 

8.  An  effective  pre-audit  of  all  disbursements. 

9.  An  effective  audit  of  all  receipts  and  the  installation 
of  a  simplified  system  of  treasury  accounting. 

10.  The  installation  of  a  simple  uniform  system  of  depart- 
mental and  institutional  accounting. 

11.  The  installation  of  a  modern  system  of  central  control 
accounting  and  reporting. 

As  a  result  of  this  very  complete  and  thorough  study, 
what  we  have  popularly  known  as  the  "comptroller  system " 
was  installed.  Yesterday  I  reported  to  you  some  of  the 
results  which  have  been  obtained  since  its  installation. 

The  second  major  effort  to  improve  government  in  this 
State  was  also  the  work  of  the  Brookings  Institution  and 
was  the  outcome  of  an  award  made  to  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  by  the  Spelman  Fund  of  New  York  City. 
The  Spelman  Fund  has  made  a  specialty  of  encouraging  and 
financing  efforts  for  the  improvement  of  government  in  all 
of  the  phases  of  its  activity  and  has  financed  studies  ranging 
from  activities  of  the  national  government  down  to  opera- 
tions of  some  of  the  smallest  local  units.     We  were  fortunate 
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to  secure  its  assistance  for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 
The  gi'ant  given  us  was  $15,000  and  under  the  usual  condi- 
tions we  matched  it  with  a  Hke  amount  from  the  state  funds 
by  a  transfer  of  $15,000  from  the  Emergency  Fund. 

The  Brookings  people  began  active  work  on  the  second 
survey  last  May  and  they  completed  their  final  field  work 
the  latter  part  of  October.  Since  that  time  they  have  been 
engaged  in  the  preparation  of  an  exhaustive  report  which  is 
now  in  our  hands. 

It  should  be  of  particular  interest  to  the  legislature  to 
indicate  the  scope  of  this  survey.  The  conditions  of  our 
contract  include : 

1.  A  careful  study  of  the  set-up  of  the  administrative 
branch  of  the  State  Government. 

2.  A  study  of  the  County  Governments  of  the  State.    " 

3.  A  study  of  the  Town  Governments  of  the  State. 

4.  A  study  of  the  relationship,  financial  and  otherwise, 
between  the  State  Government  and  the  County  and  Town 
Governments. 

5.  A  study  of  the  revenue  and  taxation  system  of  the 
State  Government  and  the  Counties  and  Towns. 

6.  A  detailed  study  of  the  whole  system  of  financial  ad- 
ministration of  the  State  and  the  Counties  and  Towns,  in- 
cluding the  question  of  public  indebtedness,  State,  County, 
Town,  and  Municipality,  and  the  legal  safeguards  that 
should  be  set  up  against  unwise  borrowing  or  the  contract- 
ing of  floating  indebtedness. 

7.  And  a  study  of  the  personnel  and  purchasing  systems 
of  the  State  and  the  Counties  and  Towns. 

From  this  report  we  hope  to  learn  the  details  of  the  inter- 
twining, overlapping  and  duplication  which  we  have  all 
known  existed  in  our  several  governments.  Until  the  mak- 
ing of  this  survey  it  was  not  possible  even  to  know  where 
the  overlapping  occurred  let  alone  its  extent.  AVe  now  have 
before  us  definite  recommendations  which  will  provide  a 
guide  for  disentangling  and  straightening  the  lines  of  gov- 
ernment authority  and  responsibility  so  that  waste  may  be 
prevented    and    governmental    functions    executed    more 
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efficiently  and  economically  than  is  now  the  case.  It  is 
needless  for  me  to  point  out  that  this  report  is  made  without 
bias  and  without  prejudice  for  or  against  the  interests  of  any 
person  or  group  and  that  its  sole  aim  is  to  furnish  to  us  the 
best  possible  consultation  and  advice  in  the  solution  of 
our  problems.  The  actual  submission  of  a  legislative  pro- 
gram must  await  a  careful  digesting  of  the  mass  of  recom- 
mendations contained  within  the  report. 

City  Government  Survey.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Brook- 
ings surveys  covered  only  the  functions  performed  by  the 
State,  by  the  counties  and  by  the  towns.  In  order  to  afford 
the  cities  the  same  opportunities  for  governmental  improve- 
ment that  were  provided  for  the  towns,  arrangements  were 
made  to  offer  a  form  of  service  which  is  now  being  given 
by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  its  cities.  Several 
months  ago,  I  offered  to  the  Mayors  of  the  eleven  New 
Hampshire  cities  the  services  of  the  best  consultants  we 
could  obtain  to  go  to  the  cities,  study  their  problems  and 
offer  whatever  necessary  in  the  way  of  advice  and  assistance 
to  help  in  the  solution  of  the  problems  troubling  the  several 
local  city  officials.  This  service  is  purely  cooperative  and 
is  not  designed  in  the  least  way  to  seek  out  channels  for 
criticism  of  local  officials.  More  than  half  of  the  cities  were 
quick  to  respond  to  this  offer  and  the  work  is  now  in  prog- 
ress. We  obtained  the  services  of  the  consultants  of  the 
Institute  of  Public  i^-dministration  of  New  York  City  to 
work  in  close  contact  with  the  Staff  Members  of  the  Brook- 
ings Institution. 

It  is  believed  that  when  this  work  is  finished  we  will 
have  covered  the  complete  field  of  local  government.  Ap- 
proximately half  the  population  of  the  State  is  to  be  found 
in  the  cities  and  one-half  in  the  towns.  Thus  these  two 
surveys  or  studies  are  complementary  to  each  other. 

The  work  for  the  cities  ranges  from  the  field  of  finance 
down  the  whole  hst  of  city  services  with  particular  em- 
phasis on  those  functions  of  the  city  governments  in  which 
the  local  officials  feel  the  need  for  outside  help.  Whenever 
a  city  desires  it  the  State  will,  under  this  program,  finance 
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the  working  out  of  the  solutions  of  the  problems,  and  if 
necessary,  see  that  the  installations  are  made.  Thus  we 
are  bringing  as  rapidly  as  we  can  to  the  help  of  local  officials 
the  advice  of  persons  familiar  with  the  most  modern 
methods  of  economical  administration.  The  effect  of  such 
a  program  as  this  will,  in  the  long  run,  offer  much  of  promise 
to  the  local  officials,  to  their  employees  and  to  those  citizens, 
who,  in  the  end,  pay  the  tax  bills. 

HOME  LOAN  BANK. 

The  estabhshment  of  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank  at 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  placed  at  the  disposition  of  the 
New  England  area  an  agency  from  which  may  come  the 
benefits  accruing  from  the  establishment  of  the  Federal 
Home  Loan  Bank  Act.  Briefly,  the  purpose  of  the  act  is 
to  improve  the  conditions  for  home  ownership  throughout 
the  country,  the  normal  function  of  the  Federal  Home  Loan 
Banks  being  to  serve  the  home  owners  through  the  already 
established  mutual  home-mortgage  lending  institutions, 
savings  banks,  building  and  loan  associations,  and  the  in- 
surance companies. 

Due  to  deficiencies  in  the  present  state  laws  of  the  several 
New  England  states,  eligible  institutions  either  are  not  per- 
mitted to  join  the  system  as  created  by  the  act,  or  the 
institutions  when  allowed  to  join  cannot  make  full  use 
of  the  facilities  afforded  through  the  act.  This  is  true  in 
New  Hampshire,  although  our  laws  are  somewhat  more 
favorable  than  those  of  the  other  states.  However,  in 
order  to  clear  the  way  for  the  people  of  New  Hampshire 
to  secure  the  benefits  of  the  act  I  am  recommending  to 
you  that  in  this  legislative  session  you  enact  such  amend- 
ments to  our  banking  laws  as  will  permit  the  free  and  full 
use  of  this  new  Home  Loan  agency  established  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government. 

RECREATION. 

The  shortening  of  the  hours  of  work  as  well  as  present 
unemployment  involves  a  great  leisure  problem.  The 
wisdom  and  restraint  with  which  we  use  this  leisure  will 
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definitely  influence  the  life  of  the  nation.  Wholesome  rec- 
reations should  be  encouraged  and  fostered.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  in  a  recreational  state.  During  the  past 
season  the  sum  of  $4,160.59  was  authorized  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  and  made  available  to  the  Forestry  Department 
for  a  survey  of  public  bathing  facilities  throughout  the  state 
and  for  the  erection  of  several  simple  bath  houses  and 
sanitary  closets  at  available  and  needed  locations.  An 
examination  of  the  conditions  of  public  bathing  has  con- 
vinced us  there  is  need  for  serious  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject for  the  future  welfare  of  the  State.  There  should  be 
facilities  for  public  bathing  under  supervision  and  under 
proper  sanitary  conditions  at  certain  lakeshore  and  seashore 
places  well  distributed  over  the  State,  particularly  near 
large  centers  of  population  or  accessible  to  through  routes  of 
travel.  Some  sections  are  well  provided  for  by  commercial 
interests  or  by  communities.  On  some  of  our  prominent 
and  most  accessible  lakes  there  are  few  or  no  accommoda- 
tions for  bathers.  The  few  good  beaches  used  freely  by  the 
public  are  crowded,  lack  dressing  rooms  and  provisions  for 
parking  and  are  most  unsanitary.  Because  they  are  not 
supervised  such  places  are  a  nuisance  to  nearby  property 
owners.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  make  available  for 
general  public  use  under  state  supervision  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  public  beaches  well  distributed  over  the  State  and 
carefully  selected  so  as  to  benefit  the  largest  number. 

Because  of  a  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Governor 
and  the  Council,  it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  carry  out  the 
program  I  planned  in  reference  to  the  Fish  &  Game  Depart- 
ment. I  hope  my  program  will  be  accomplished  this 
winter.  The  newly  appointed  Commissioner  is  now  making 
an  inspection  and  study  of  the  conservation  practices  in 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and  Connecticut  and  also  con- 
tacting the  Federal  Department  in  Washington. 

PUBLIC  UTILITIES. 

The  New  Hampshire  Public  Service  Commission  is  a 
quasi-judicial  body.     Its  functions  in  rate  cases  which  come 
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before  it  are  to  investigate  thoroughly  the  situation  involved, 
to  give  fair  hearing  to  the  parties  at  interest,  and  to  render 
a  decision  upon  the  evidence  introduced.  For  years  the 
interest  of  the  public  in  the  Commission's  hearings  suffered 
acutely  because  of  a  lack  of  funds  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mission with  which  to  make  adequate  investigations  of 
rate  cases.  Its  decisions  frequently  were  made  upon 
evidence  adduced  by  the  defendant  utility  companies.  As 
a  rule  those  representing  groups  of  local  complaining  con- 
sumers were  without  funds  with  which  to  make  investiga- 
tions and  present  the  evidence  on  their  side.  The  matter 
of  rate  case  hearings  was  a  one-sided  affair. 

At  the  last  session  a  bill  was  passed  which  had  the  effect 
of  charging  back  upon  the  defending  utility  the  cost  of 
investigation  in  these  rate  cases.  New  Hampshire  now  has 
a  measure  of  protection  for  her  utility  users  for  they  are 
assured  in  cases  of  unfair  or  discriminatory  rates  a  chance  to 
have  their  side  of  the  case  in  evidence  before  the  deciding 
body. 

Due  to  the  financial  difficulties  of  certain  large  public 
utihty  holding  companies  in  this  country  and  the  losses 
which  these  difficulties  have  brought  both  directly  and 
indirectly  to  the  public,  attention  is  focused  on  all  aspects  of 
the  utility  situation  at  the  present  time. 

The  people  of  New  Hampshire  are  interested  both  as 
consumers  and  as  investors.  We  should  do  our  part  in 
protecting  citizens  of  our  state  in  both  fields  of  interest. 
This  will  require  new  legislation. 

In  leaving  office  in  1927  after  the  legislature  had  refused 
to  appropriate  funds  to  properly  protect  the  public  interest, 
I  made  the  following  statement: 

"The  pubhc  as  investors  in  the  securities  of  public  utility 
holding  corporations  need  protection.  The  difference 
between  the  holding  corporation  and  the  operating  company 
is  very  great  and  not  clearly  appreciated.  The  legislature 
should  be  alert  to  the  danger  of  permitting  the  New  Hamp- 
shire public  to  buy  securities  in  public  utility  holding 
corporations  which  are  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
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Service  Commission  and  over  which  security  issues  the 
Public  Service  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction,  even  though 
the  interest  on  these  securities  may  be  derived  from  New 
Hampshire  pubhc  utiUty  operating  companies.  This  might 
well  result  in  promoters  having  taken  their  profit  and  gone 
from  the  State,  leaving  New  Hampshire  investors  with 
watered  stock  in  an  outside  holding  company  the  interest 
on  which  was  paid  from  local  operating  companies  and 
maintained  only  by  charging  unwarranted  rates  for  light  and 
power.  We  cannot  tolerate  any  policy  that  will  leave  the 
New  Hampshire  investor  pitted  against  the  New  Hampshire 
user  of  light  and  power  with  the  third  party  in  fact  the  guilty 
profiteer. 

''There  is  a  political  aspect  to  the  new  holding  corporation 
which  has  come  to  control  so  large  a  part  of  the  utilities  in 
the  State.  It  has  legitimately  a  keen  interest  in  the  legisla- 
tive policy  toward  its  business.  It  will,  in  one  way  or  an- 
other, seek  to  influence  and  shape  that  policy. 

"The  people  of  the  State  want  to  know  what  methods 
the  new  company  will  adopt  to  exert  its  influence  and  to 
gain  its  ends. 

"It  will  be  well  to  set  a  watch  for  the  methods  of  the 
sponsor  of  this  company  in  other  communities  because  they 
give  rise  to  a  suspicion  that  they  would  not  be  approved  in 
New  Hampshire. 

"It  is  well  known  that  this  is  an  Insull  Corporation.  The 
Insull  methods  in  influencing  political  action  in  Illinois  are 
equally  well  known  and  a  matter  of  national  reproach.  If 
this  New  Hampshire  Company  should  identify  itself  with 
men  in  high  political  positions  for  no  other  apparent  reason 
than  the  political  favors  which  they  might  be  able  to  secure 
for  the  company,  it  would  serve  notice  that  the  political 
tactics  apparently  successful  in  Illinois  were  to  be  tried  out 
here." 

Since  then  thousands  of  people  who  have  lost  their 
savings  have  been  forced  to  recognize  that  these  holding 
companies  represented  one  of  the  most  gigantic  rackets  in 
the  country.     The  appointment  of  men  of  character  and 
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courage  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  and  the  Attorney- 
General's  office  has  been  a  source  of  protection  to  the  people 
of  this  State.  Their  services  have  been  seldom  realized  and 
rarely  appreciated. 

ECONOMICS  OF  UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The  heavy  drains  on  public  monies  caused  by  the  unem- 
ployment emergency  at  a  time  when  the  capacity  to  pay 
taxes  has  been  seriously  curtailed  because  of  the  sharp  drop 
in  income  due  to  the  depression  has  caused  a  vicious  circle 
which  has  temporarily  destroyed  the  credit  in  some  com- 
munities. The  increase  of  unemployment  has  increased 
the  tax  load,  and  the  increased  tax  load  has  forced  an  increase 
in  defaults.  In  situations  where  drastic  action  has  been 
necessary,  elimination  of  wastes  and  a  curtailment  of  all  but 
the  essential  functions  which  are  vital  to  conducting  orderly 
government  have  taken  place.  These  must  also  be  sup- 
plemented by  the  extension  of  credit  by  the  State  or  the 
nation  to  feed  the  unemployed.  A  country  that  has  only 
recently  emerged  from  a  world  war  at  the  expense  of  twenty- 
six  billions  of  dollars  and  the  sacrifice  of  thousands  of  men 
to  protect  trade,  property,  and  life  cannot  permit  freezing 
or  starvation  within  its  borders.  Too  many  of  us  are  still 
thinking  in  terms  of  our  experience  with  the  perpetual 
pauper  and  failing  to  recognize  that  the  present  crisis  pre- 
sents a  national  calamity  involving  a  great  national  army  of 
unemployed.  In  our  own  state  we  still  tend  to  place  a 
premium  on  clever  begging  instead  of  organizing  to  set  up 
machinery  that  will,  at  a  minimum  cost,  care  for  men  and 
women  who  have  been  the  victims  of  an  economic  disloca- 
tion on  the  basis  of  a  community  obligation  that  will  con- 
serve as  much  self-respect  on  the  part  of  the  distressed  as 
conditions  will  allow. 

It  is  also  possible  in  my  opinion  to  collectively  meet  the 
economic  situation  from  the  employment  side.  The  New 
Hampshire  plan  was  an  effort  to  do  this.  It  had  the  sup- 
port of  organized  labor  in  New  England  and  the  interested 
cooperation   of  many  employers.     It   assumed   that   any 
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project  worth  spending  time  on  must  have  at  least  three 
elements.  First,  it  must  be  idealistic  in  purpose.  Second, 
it  must  be  approached  with  businesslike  precision  and, 
lastly,  it  must  contain  the  elements  of  sportsmanship. 
These,  taken  together,  make  for  what  President  Roosevelt 
described  as  "a  square  deal."  This  plan  calls  for  job 
sharing.  This  would  mean  a  reduction  in  hours,  but  the 
cost  would  be  distributed  among  owners,  executives  and 
workers.  We  recognize  quite  frankly  the  implication  of  a 
higher  standard  of  living  under  this  plan,  which  calls  for 
shorter  hours  for  people  and  longer  hours  for  machines. 

This  idea  calls  for  an  ethical  economic  outlook.  It  is  not 
a  cure-all,  it  is  simply  a  constructive  program.  It  is  not  an 
effort  to  shift  the  unemployment  load  on  the  backs  of 
workers,  rather  it  is  a  way  by  which  we  can  join  together  to 
carry  a  common  burden.  It  can  be  as  progressive  as 
scientific  management,  as  conservative  as  our  arithmetical 
formula,  and  as  humane  as  the  Golden  Rule. 

If  any  measure  of  human  progress  is  justified  as  a  result 
of  the  experience  and  misery  of  people  during  this  cycle  of 
national  depression  it  is  the  abolition  of  child  labor.  There 
are  minors  today  working  in  the  mills  of  the  South  while 
their  parents  are  idle,  and  the  output  of  these  children  is  in 
competition  with  Northern  industry  and  the  workers  of 
New  England. 

I  wish  to  quote  to  you  three  paragraphs  from  my  In- 
augural delivered  January  8th,  1925: 

"President  Coolidge  in  his  address  of  acceptance  on 
August  14,  1924,  two  months  after  the  Republican  conven- 
tion, made  the  following  reference  to  child  labor: 

"'Our  different  states  have  had  different  standards,  or  no 
standards  at  all,  for  child  labor.  The  Congress  should  have 
authority  to  provide  law  applicable  to  the  whole  nation 
which  will  protect  childhood.  Our  country  cannot  afford 
to  let  anyone  live  off  the  earnings  of  its  youth  of  tender  years. 
Their  places  are  not  in  the  factory,  but  in  the  school,  that 
the  men  and  women  of  tomorrow  may  reach  a  higher  state  of 
existence  and  the  nation  a  higher  standard  of  citizenship.' 
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''President  Calvin  Coolidge  while  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  in  1919,  signed  a  forty-eight 
hour  bill  designed  to  safeguard  the  vital  interests  of  women 
and  children  engaged  in  manufacturing  industries.  I  intro- 
duced the  first  forty-eight  hour  bill  presented  to  the  New 
Hampshire  legislature  in  1917. 

"In  the  language  of  the  Republican  state  platform  this 
measure  is  'in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the  Republican 
national  platform  which  affirms  its  faith  in  the  principles 
of  the  eight-hour  day  and  the  protection  of  women  and 
children  employed  in  industry.'  I  unqualifiedly  recom- 
mend its  immediate  enactment  into  law." 

What  I  said  then,  I  believe  now. 

In  a  message  which  I  sent  to  the  Governors  of  the  textile 
states  and  to  which  a  majority  of  them  gave  approval,  I 
made  the  following  statement : 

"The  present  limited  buying  of  goods  is  forcing  severe 
competition  that  is  resulting  in  drastic  wage  cuts  in  indus- 
tries in  which  the  wage  levels,  even  prior  to  the  present  in- 
dustrial distress,  permitted  little  more  than  the  purchase  of 
the  bare  necessities  in  family  life.  This  has  not  only  led 
to  human  suffering  among  employes  but  also  definitely  re- 
acts on  community  life. 

"The  law  in  my  state  requires  that  persons  poor  and 
unable  to  support  themselves  shall  be  relieved  and  main- 
tained. The  Legislature  has  made  this  humane  action 
mandatory.  The  bare  cost  to  the  community  to  supply 
families  with  necessities  that  simply  maintain  life  approaches 
earning  wages  in  this  class  of  industry.  Men  and  women 
working  part  time  and  even  in  some  instances  long  hours  are 
little  better  off  than  those  applying  for  pauper  aid.  As  the 
differential  between  what  a  working  wage  earner  receives  for 
work  done  and  what  an  unemployed  person  is  given  from 
tax  monies  narrows  so  that  employed  and  unemployed  re- 
ceive alike,  the  burden  on  society  increases  as  more  and  more 
half-broken  people  attempt  to  accept  doles  rather  than  to 
earn  wages. 

"To  do  less  for  the  unemployed  than  to  prevent  freezing 
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and  starvation  is  impossible  in  a  civilized  community.  The 
hope  of  rectifying  this  condition  is  in  maintaining  a  wage 
scale  which  permits  a  living  wage.  The  government  en- 
courages free  competition  and  forbids  price  control  in  order 
to  prevent  the  exploitation  of  people  through  fixed  prices 
and  under  combinations  in  the  restraint  of  trade.  The 
time  has  come,  however,  when  certain  industries  must  so 
organize  their  business  as  to  eliminate  the  exploitation  of 
labor  as  a  competitive  weapon.  This  particularly  applies 
to  the  textile  industry." 

May  I  suggest  that  the  warfare  of  the  jungle  does  not 
belong  in  modern  industry?  It  is  not  necessary  to  reject 
the  assumption  that  self-interest  is  one  of  the  primary 
motivating  forces  in  our  social  order  to  recognize  that  a 
selfish  individualism  has  been  allowed  to  override  the  col- 
lective interest  of  the  people  and  that  it  is  still  a  destructive 
force  in  the  effort  to  rehabilitate  the  normal  life  of  the 
Nation.  To  curb  this  and  still  retain  the  vigor  and  vitality 
essential  to  economic  progress  calls  for  knowledge  translated 
into  power  which  are  the  essential  elements  of  statesman- 
ship. In  building  a  great  school,  we  have  learned  that  the 
student  must  occupy  the  center  of  our  thought;  in  main- 
taining a  successful  hospital,  the  patient  must  be  the  object 
of  our  concern.  It  seems  that  in  building  a  great  State  we 
had  forgotten  that  human  life  must  be  the  central  ideal  of 
government. 

There  came  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  several  months  ago,  a  dissenting  opinion  that  has 
already  received  the  attention  of  thoughtful  people  through- 
out this  country.  Years  before,  the  same  hand  that  penned 
that  opinion  formulated  a  brief  charter  of  security  that  laid 
a  corner  stone  for  industrial  democracy.  It  is  a  statement 
of  the  rights  of  regular  employment. 

"For  every  employe  who  is  'steady  in  his  work'  there 
shall  be  steady  work.  The  right  to  regularity  in  employ- 
ment is  coequal  with  the  right  to  regularity  in  the  payment 
of  interest  on  bonds,  in  the  delivery  to  customers  of  the  high 
quality  of  product  contracted  for.     No  business  is  success- 
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fully  conducted  which  does  not  perform  fully  the  obliga- 
tions incident  to  each  of  these  rights.  Each  of  these 
obligations  is  a  fixed  charge.  No  dividend  shall  be  paid 
unless  each  of  these  fixed  charges  has  been  met.  The  re- 
serve to  insure  regularity  of  employment  is  as  imperative 
as  the  reserve  for  depreciation;  and  it  is  equally  a  part  of 
the  fixed  charges  to  make  the  annual  contribution  to  that 
reserve.  No  business  is  socially  solvent  which  cannot  do 
so." 

The  Bill  of  Rights  of  our  Constitution  states  that  ''all 
men  are  born  equally  free  and  independent;  therefore,  all 
government  of  right  originates  from  the  people,  is  founded 
in  consent,  and  instituted  for  the  general  good." 

We  believe  it  is  possible  to  construct  "such  a  framework 
of  law,  customs,  institutions,  and  planned  guidance  and 
direction,  that  the  thrust  of  individual  effort  and  ambition 
can  operate  only  to  the  general  advantage." 

In  closing,  may  I  read  a  prayer  for  those  in  government 
written  by  Glenn  Frank: 

"Almighty  God,  Lord  of  All  Governments,  help  us  to 
realize  the  sanctity  of  politics, 

"Help  us  to  know  that  the  call  to  office  is  nothing  less 
than  a  call  to  cooperation  with  Thee  in  the  wise  direction 
of  life  in  this  commonwealth. 

"Give  us  the  insight  and  grant  us  the  power  to  lift  this 
business  of  government  into  an  adventure  that  we  may, 
with  reverence,  call  the  politics  of  God  because  by  it,  we 
shall  seek  to  fashion  the  life  of  this  commonwealth  in  the 
likeness  of  that  City  of  God  which  has  been  the  dream  of 
saints  and  seers  for  unnumbered  centuries. 

"  Save  us  from  the  sins  to  which  we  shall  be  subtly  tempted 
as  the  call  of  parties  and  the  cries  of  interest  beat  upon  us. 

"Save  us  from  thinking  about  the  next  election  when 
we  should  be  thinking  about  the  next  generation, 

"Save  us  from  dealing  in  personalities  when  we  should  be 
dealing  in  principles. 

"Save  us  from  indulging  in  catch  words  when  we  should 
be  searching  for  facts. 
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"Help  us  to  realize  that  the  unborn  are  a  part  of  our 
constituency  although  they  have  no  vote  at  the  polls. 

"Help  us  to  make  party  our  servant  rather  than  our 
master. 

"Almighty  God!  Lord  of  All  Governments,  to  whom  all 
hearts  are  open  and  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid,  may  the 
words  of  our  mouths,  the  meditations  of  our  hearts  and  the 
intent  of  our  measures  be  acceptable  in  Thy  sight. 

"May  we  come  with  clear  minds,  clean  hands  and 
courageous  hearts  to  the  sacrament  of  public  service. 

"May  we  be  worthy  of  the  high  calHng  of  government. 
Amen."

RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE 

OF  THE  DUTY  OF  THE  SPEAKER 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour 
to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned,  and  shall  im- 
mediately call  the  members  to  order. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  may  speak  on 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two  members. 

3.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit: 
"As  many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  case  may  be)  say 
aye";  and  after  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  ''Those  of  a 
contrary  opinion  say  no."  If  the  Speaker  doubts  or  a  divi- 
sion is  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide.  Those  in  the 
affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats 
and  shall  stand  till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those  in 
the  negative  shall  rise  and  stand  till  they  be  counted.  The 
Speaker  shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the  House, 

4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

5.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  House. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing 
committees  all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts,  or  other  mat- 
ters shall  be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
House. 

7.  The  Speaker  shall  not  be  called  upon  to  vote  unless 
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the  House  be  equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to 
the  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal;  and  in  ease  of 
such  equal  division  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

8.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Speaker;  and  all  writs,  warrants,  or  sub- 
poenas, issued  by  order  of  the  House,  shall  be  under  his  hand 
and  seal  attested  by  the  clerk. 

9.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in 
the  galleries,  the  Speaker  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of 
the  whole  House  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to 
be  cleared. 

10.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the 
House,  members  of  the  Council  and  members  of  the  Senate, 
the  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer,  and  Clerks  of  the  Senate 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  door  of  the  Representatives' 
chamber  unless  by  invitation  of  the  Speaker,  or  some  mem- 
ber of  the  House  with  the  consent  of  the  Speaker,  except  in 
public  hearings,  parties,  their  counsel  and  witnesses  under 
the  direction  of  the  Speaker. 

11.  The  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  such  substitution 
not  to  extend  beyond  one  legislative  day. 

OF  DECORUM  AND  DEBATE 

12.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate, 
make  a  motion,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall 
rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the 
Speaker. 

13.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  the 
Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  distinctly 
stated  from  the  chair;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  member  shall 
be  called  to  order  for  uttering  disrespectful  words,  upon  the 
request  of  any  member  the  words  objected  to  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing  by  the  member  so  calling  to  order;  after 
which  the  member  so  called  to  order  may  explain,  and  the 
question  shall  be  open  to  debate,  as  in  other  cases,  and  de- 
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cided  by  the  Speaker,  whose  decision  shall  be  submitted  to 
unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  House  by  a  member,  in 
which  case  the  only  question  shall  be,  "Is  the  Speaker's  de- 
cision correct?"  which  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  If 
the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he 
may  proceed;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  may  require  it  he 
shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

14.  In  all  cases  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first. 
When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker  shall 
name  the  person  to  speak. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  House;  nor  more  than  once 
until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

16.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  ad- 
dressing the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the 
house,  nor  in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall 
entertain  private  discourse ;  nor,  while  a  member  is  speaking, 
shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair;  nor  shall  any  member 
leave  his  seat  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  calling. 

17.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
which  he  is  directly  interested;  nor  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put;  nor  sit  upon  any 
committee  when  he  is  directly  interested  in  the  question 
under  consideration.  In  case  of  such  interest  of  a  member 
of  a  committee,  the  fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  House,  and 
another  person  substituted  on  that  question  in  his  place. 

18.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House,  when  a 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  a 
special  reason,  shall  excuse  him. 

19.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded  and  stated  from  the  chair;  and  when  a  motion 
shall  be  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if 
desired  by  the  Speaker  or  any  member,  and  delivered  at  the 
table,  and  read  by  the  Speaker,  before  the  same  shall  be 
debated. 

20.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House  unless  it 
be  presented  by  a  member  thereof,  nor  until  the  substance  of 
said  petition  be  concisely  minuted,  and  the  name  of  the 
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member,  and  the  town  he  represents,  recorded  upon  the 
back  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  state, 
in  the  first  place,  the  substance  of  the  petition  as  minuted 
on  the  back  thereof. 

21.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  it  shall  be  in 
possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time 
before  an  amendment. 

22.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall 
be  received,  but,  first,  to  adjourn;  second,  to  lay  on  the 
table;  third,  for  the  previous  question;  fourth,  to  postpone 
indefinitely;  fifth,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day;  sixth,  to 
commit;  seventh,  to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  so  arranged. 
Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous 
question,  and  to  take  from  the  table,  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate. 

23.  The  Speaker  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  the 
following  form:  "Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put?"  and 
all  debate  upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until 
the  previous  question  has  been  decided.  After  the  adoption 
of  the  previous  question,  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  forth- 
with be  taken  upon  pending  amendments,  in  their  regular 
order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  The  motion  for 
the  previous  question  shall  not  be  put  unless  demanded  by 
three  members. 

24.  All  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  mo- 
tion for  the  previous  question  and  related  to  the  subjects 
affected  by  the  order  of  the  previous  question  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

25.  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative,  it 
shall  not  be  again  in  order  until  after  adjournment,  but  the 
main  question  shall  be  left  before  the  House  and  disposed  of 
as  though  the  previous  question  had  not  been  put. 

26.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same 
shall  not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session  except  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

27.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it;  and  upon  a  motion  to  amend, 
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a  refusal  to  strike  out  words  shall  neither  preclude  amend- 
ment to  such  words  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

28.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall 
preclude  all  amendments  to  the  main  question;  and  all  mo- 
tions and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
House. 

29.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of 
amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 

30.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  motion  for 
reconsideration  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the 
majority,  nor  unless  the  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on 
the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day 
on  which  the  House  shall  be  in  session,  between  the  hours  of 
10  and  12  o'clock. 

31.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  ob- 
jected to  by  any  member  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of 
the  House. 

32.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a 
member  of  two  other  committees  which  have  not  reported. 

33.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punctually  at- 
tend to  his  duty  in  the  House,  and  no  one  shall  absent  him- 
self from  the  service  of  the  House  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be 
sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

34.  The  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  teller  for  each  division 
of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  to  the  Chair 
the  state  of  the  vote,  whenever  a  division  of  the  House  is 
called  for. 

OF  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

35.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  ap- 
pointed early  in  the  January  session: 

A  committee  on  agriculture;  a  committee  on  appropria- 
tions; a  committee  on  banks;  a  committee  on  claims;  a 
committee  on  coastwise  improvements;  a  committee  on  edu- 
cation; a  committee  on  elections;  a  committee  on  fisheries 
and  game;  a  committee  on  forestry;  a  committee  on  incor- 
porations; a  committee  on  Industrial  school;  a  committee  on 
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insurance;  a  committee  on  judiciary;  a  committee  on  labor; 
a  committee  on  Laconia  state  school;  a  committee  on 
liquor  laws;  a  committee  on  mileage;  a  committee  on  mili- 
tary affairs;  a  committee  on  national  affairs;  a  committee  on 
normal  schools;  a  committee  on  public  health;  a  committee 
on  public  improvements;  a  committee  on  revision  of  the 
statutes;  a  committee  on  soldiers'  home;  a  committee  on 
state  hospital;  a  committee  on  state  prison;  a  committee  on 
towns  and  counties;  a  committee  on  transportation;  a 
committee  on  University  of  New  Hampshire;  a  committee  on 
ways  and  means,  to  consist  of  seventeen  members  each; 
with  the  exception  of  the  committees  on  agriculture,  ap- 
propriations, fisheries  and  game,  judiciary,  public  improve- 
ments, revision  of  the  statutes,  transportation.  University 
of  New  Hampshire,  ways  and  means  which  shall  consist  of 
nineteen  members  each;  the  committee  on  public  improve- 
ments to  consist  of  twenty  three  members;  a  committee  on 
journal  of  the  House,  to  consist  of  three  members,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  the  Speaker;  a  committee  on  rules,  to  consist 
of  five  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Speaker. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  agriculture  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  concerning  the  agri- 
cultural interests,  and  the  incorporation  of  agricultural 
societies,  that  shall  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  appropriations  to 
examine  and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  treas- 
ury, to  report  what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise  as  a 
state  tax,  and  on  every  subject  touching  the  financial  inter- 
ests of  the  state  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  banks  to  con- 
sider all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and  all 
subjects  relating  to  such  institutions  that  may  be  referred 
to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  claims  to  audit, 
adjust  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be 
presented  for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing,  mili- 
tary accounts,  and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  coastwise  im- 
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provements  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  protection,, 
improvement  or  preservation  of  the  coast  line  and  all  matters 
relative  thereto  which  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  education  to 
consider  all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school  dis- 
tricts and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education  that 
may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  elections  to  ex- 
amine and  report  upon  the  certificates  or  other  credentials  of 
the  election  of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this  House, 
and  to  take  into  consideration  all  petitions  and  other  mat- 
ters in  relation  to  elections  or  returns  as  shall  be  presented, 
or  come  into  question,  and  shall  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  fisheries  and  game 
to  consider  all  matters  concerning  the  location,  growth, 
cultivation,  protection,  improvement,  and  preservation 
of  fish  and  game  within  the  state,  and  all  matters  relative 
thereto,  which  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  forestry  to  con- 
sider all  matters  relating  to  the  forests  of  the  state  and 
public  parks  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  incorporations  to 
consider  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorporation  and  all 
other  matters  which  may  come  in  question  relative  to  bodies 
corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  it,  excepting  those  re- 
lating to  towns,  parishes,  turnpikes,  railroads,  canals, 
banks,  agricultural  societies  and  factories. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  industrial 
school  to  examine  the  rules  and  government  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  there- 
with, and  all  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  insurance  to 
consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  insurance 
companies,  and  all  subjects  relating  to  insurance  com- 
panies, domestic  and  foreign,  and  whether  life,  fire,  marine, 
accidental,  or  of  any  other  character,  that  may  be  referred 
to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  ta

take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  ju- 
diciary system  of  the  state;  and  all  matters  where  a  con- 
stitutional question  is  involved.  All  applications  for  acts 
of  incorporation  which  under  the  rules  would  be  referred 
to  the  committee  on  incorporations  or  manufactures,  shall 
first  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  judiciary  to  inquire 
whether  the  object  of  the  applicants  cannot  be  obtained  by 
voluntary  incorporation  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state, 
and  shall  report  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  labor  to  consider 
all  petitions  relating  to  labor  and  wages,  and  all  other  mat- 
ters relating  thereto  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  Laconia  State 
School  to  examine  the  rules  and  government  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  there- 
with, and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  liquor  laws  to 
consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  liquor  laws  of  the  state 
that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  mileage  to  ascer- 
tain the  distance  traveled  by  each  member  of  the  House,  and 
report  to  the  House  the  names  of  the  several  members  and 
the  mileage  allowed  to  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  military  affairs  to 
consider  all  applications  for  altering  and  amending  laws 
regulating  the  militia  of  this  state,  and  for  the  removal  of 
military  officers,  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  national  affairs  to 
consider  all  matters  of  national  concern,  all  matters  referred 
to  the  state  by  the  general  government,  and  all  matters  per- 
taining to  our  federal  relations  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  normal  schools  to 
examine  in  relation  to  the  government  the  state  normal 
schools  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all  such 
other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  public  health  to 
consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  state  and  vital  statistics  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  public  improve- 
ments to  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  public  improve- 
ments in  the  state  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  revision  of  the 
statutes  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  those  subjects  and 
recommend  such  changes,  modifications,  and  additions  as 
may  be  desirable;  also  to  consider  all  bills,  resolutions  and 
reports  of  committees  relating  to  those  subjects  which  may 
be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  soldiers'  home  to 
consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  soldiers'  home  that 
may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  state  hospital  to 
examine  all  accounts  of  the  state  hospital,  particularly  of 
those  relating  to  the  expenditures  of  moneys  appropriated 
by  the  state;  to  examine  into  the  rules  and  government  of 
the  institution,  and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected 
therewith,  and  all  such  matters  as  shall  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  state  prison  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  state 
prison,  to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  warden,  or  that  may  be  otherwise  referred  to 
it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  towns  and 
counties  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  alteration  of 
town  and  county  lines  or  the  creation  of  new  towns  and 
counties,  the  salaries  of  town  and  county  officers,  the  settle- 
ment of  paupers,  and  all  other  matters  relating  to  town  and 
county  affairs  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  transportation  to 
consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  public  transportation  that 
may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  University  of 
New  Hampshire  to  examine  into  the  rules  and  government 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  and  all  matters  con- 
nected therewith,  and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to 
it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  ways  and  means 
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to  examine  and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the 
treasury,  to  consider  and  report  on  all  bills  and  resolutions 
relating  to  raising  money  by  a  state  tax,  the  apportionment 
of  the  same,  and  all  other  methods  proposed  for  raising  a 
revenue  for  the  state;  and  to  consider  and  report  upon  every 
other  subject  touching  the  financial  interest  of  the  state 
that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  journal  of  the 
House  from  day  to  day,  and  before  the  commencement  of 
the  morning  session,  to  examine  the  journal  of  the  preceding 
day,  and  report  to  the  House  at  once  any  errors;  provided, 
however,  that  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read 
at  the  opening  of  any  morning  session  whenever  requested 
by  any  ten  members. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  rules  to  consider 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  rules  of  procedure  of  the  House 
that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

Any  bill  or  joint  resolution  introduced  by  a  committee,  the 
subject-matter  of  which  is  foreign  to  that  which  such  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  consider,  as  prescribed  by  this  rule, 
shall  not  be  placed  upon  its  third  reading  until  such  bill 
shall  have  been  referred  to  and  considered  by  the  committee 
charged  with  the  duty  of  considering  the  subject-matter  of 
such  bill  or  joint  resolution. 

36.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

37.  The  standing  committee  shall  attend  at  their  re- 
spective committee  rooms  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of 
the  House  in  the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
House  shall  order;  and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the 
sitting  of  the  House  unless  when  the  Speaker  shall  consider 
it  necessary.  The  committee  shall  promptly  consider  and 
report  on  all  matters  referred  to  them. 

38.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  chairman;  and  in  case 
of  his  absence  or  being  excused  by  the  House  the  next 
named  member,  and  so  on,  as  often  as  the  case  may  happen, 
unless  the  committee  by  a  majority  of  the  number,  elect  a 
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chairman.  And  when  any  committee  shall  report  otherwise 
than  by  bill,  they  shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin  to 
their  report  a  resolution  making  such  disposition  of  the  mat- 
ter committed  to  them  as  to  the  committee  shall  seem 
expedient. 

39.  Whenever  it  shall  not  be  convenient  for  any  standing 
committee  to  attend  properly  to  all  the  business  which 
may  properly  be  referred  to  it,  the  Speaker  may,  on  a  vote 
of  the  House  to  that  effect,  appoint  an  additional  committee 
on  the  same  subject,  to  consist  of  the  same  number  of  mem- 
bers as  the  original  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  that  subject 
which  shall  be  referred  to  it  by  the  House,  and  to  report 
thereon. 

OF  BILLS 

40.  All  petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed 
to  the  House  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  to  be  introduced  in 
the  House,  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  name  of  the  person  or 
committee  presenting  them,  with  the  subject-matter  of  the 
same,  and  shall  be  placed  by  the  members  presenting  them 
in  a  box  provided  for  the  purpose  by  the  Clerk.  The 
Speaker  shall  take  them  up  for  introduction  at  the  morning 
session. 

41.  Every  bill  and  resolution  originally  introduced  into 
the  House  shall  be  expressed  in  words  clearly,  so  that  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute  to  ascer- 
tain the  meaning  thereof. 

42.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the 
House  previous  to  its  passage.  The  first  and  second  reading 
shall  be  by  title  only  after  which  the  bill  shall  be  referred  by 
the  Speaker  to  the  proper  standing  committee  and  be  printed 
as  provided  in  Rule  46,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
House.  No  bill  after  it  has  been  read  a  second  time  shall 
have  a  third  reading  until  after  adjournment.  The  time 
assigned  for  the  third  reading  of  bills  and  resolutions  shall 
be  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  House. 
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43.  No  amendment  shall  be  made  but  upon  the  second 
reading  of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution;  and  all  bills  and  resolu- 
tions shall  be  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  the  member  and 
the  town  he  represents  on  the  back  thereof.  The  orders  of 
the  day  for  the  reading  of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall 
hold  for  every  succeeding  day  until  disposed  of. 

44.  All  bills,  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  neces- 
sary to  be  carried  to  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence,  may 
be  sent  by  the  assistant  clerk. 

45.  Every  bill  shall  be  marked  on  the  first  page  "House 
Bill,"  and  every  joint  resolution  shall  be  marked  "House 
joint  resolution,"  and  each  bill  and  resolution  shall  be  regu- 
larly numbered,  beginning  with  No.  1,  and  continuing  con- 
secutively, as  each  bill  or  joint  resolution  is  introduced  into 
the  House. 

46.  After  every  bill  shall  have  been  read  a  second  time, 
and  referred  by  the  Speaker  to  the  proper  committee,  the 
clerk  shall  procure  a  sufficient  number  of  copies,  printed  on 
paper  of  uniform  size,  for  the  use  of  the  House,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  distributed  to  the  members,  and  when  printed  the 
bill  shall  be  immediately  delivered  to  the  committeee  to 
which  it  shall  have  been  referred.  Bills  and  joint  resolutions 
received  from  the  Senate  shall  be  printed  at  the  same  stage 
of  their  procedure  unless  they  have  been  printed  in  the 
Senate  and  copies  distributed  in  the  House. 

47.  A  hearing  shall  be  held  upon  each  bill  and  reso- 
lution referred  to  a  committee,  and  notice  of  such  hearing 
shall  be  advertised  at  least  one  day  in  the  journal  of  the 
House. 

48.  When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  is  reported  favorably 
with  an  amendment,  the  report  of  the  committee  shall  state 
the  amendment  and  then  recite  the  section  of  the  bill  or 
resolution  in  full  as  amended.  The  bill  or  resolution,  if  the 
change  is  material,  shall  then  be  laid  upon  the  table  to  be 
printed  and  distributed  as  required  by  rule  46  and  when  so 
printed  and  distributed  the  Clerk  shall,  after  one  day,  cause 
the  same  to  be  laid  upon  the  Speaker's  table,  and  it  shall  be 
taken  up  in  order  without  motion  and  disposed  of  in  the 
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same  manner  as  it  would  have  been  had  it  not  been  declared 
laid  upon  the  table. 

All  bills  or  joint  resolutions  otherwise  recorded  shall  be 
laid  upon  the  table  and  shall  not  be  finally  acted  upon  until 
the  following  legislative  day,  and  a  list  of  such  bills  or  joint 
resolutions  with  the  report  thereon  shall  be  pubhshed  in  the 
journal  of  proceedings  for  the  day  on  which  they  were 
reported. 

49.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  appropriating  money, 
reported  from  any  committee,  shall  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  appropriations  for  revision. 

50.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be 
rescinded  without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion 
therefor;  nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  HOUSE 

51.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole  House  at  any  time  on  the  motion  of  a  member 
made  for  that  purpose;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the 
whole  House  the  Speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a 
chairman  to  preside  in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Speaker. 

52.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee 
of  the  whole  House,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  first  be  read 
throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated 
by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be  last  con- 
sidered ;  the  body  of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  defaced 
or  interhned,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line, 
shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as 
the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee  and  so  reported 
to  the  House.  After  report,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again 
be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended  by  clauses  before  a 
question  to  pass  it  to  a  third  reading  be  taken. 

53.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  ob- 
served in  committee  of  the  whole  House,  so  far  as  they 
may  be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of 
speaking. 
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ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  OF  THE  DAY 

54.  The  Speaker  shall  call  for  petitions  from  members  of 
the  House.  The  petitions  having  been  presented  and  dis- 
posed of,  reports  first  from  the  standing  and  then  from  the 
select  committees  shall  be  called  for  and  disposed  of.  And 
the  above  business  shall  be  done  in  no  other  part  of  the  day, 
except  by  permission  of  the  House. 

55.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was 
engaged  at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  if  called  for  by 
any  member,  shall  have  the  preference  over  all  other  business 
except  the  general  order  of  the  day;  and  no  motion,  or  any 
other  business  except  the  general  order  of  the  day,  shall  be 
received  without  special  leave  of  the  House,  until  the  former 
is  disposed  of.

MESSAGE  from  THE  GOVERNOR 

The  Honorable  Secretary  of  State  then  appeared  and  laid 
before  the  House  the  following  message  from  His  Excellency 
the  Governor. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
Concord,  New  Hampshire 
Gentle7ne7i: 

On  February  third  in  Washington,  D.  C,  an  interstate 
conference  of  official  delegates  will  be  held  to  consider  the 
important  problem  of  taxation  as  it  involves  the  forty-eight 
states  and  the  federal  government.  This  is  the  first  official 
conference  of  this  character  ever  to  be  convened  in  the 
United  States.  The  taxation  problem  to  be  considered 
bears  specifically  upon  the  growing  tendency  of  the  federal 
government  and  the  states  to  tap  the  same  sources  of  taxa- 
tion without  regard  to  the  real  interest  of  the  taxpayer  or  his 
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ability  to  bear  the  tax  burdens  thus  imposed.  In  other 
words  this  conference  should  lead  to  a  definitizing  of  the 
fields  of  taxation  as  between  the  taxing  agencies. 

The  problem  is  being  studied  by  a  Congressional  Subcom- 
mittee on  Double  Taxation  from  the  standpoint  of  the  federal 
government.  The  interstate  conference  or  its  committee 
will  study  the  problem  from  the  standpoint  of  the  states. 

The  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  of  each 
state  are  invited  to  send  official  delegates  to  the  interstate 
conference  and  I  am  suggesting  that  the  President  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  be 
the  delegates  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature.  May  I 
urge  you  to  take  appropriate  action  to  insure  that  New 
Hampshire  be  adequately  represented  at  this  important 
conference? 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  State  Tax  Commission  may  be 
represented  at  this  conference  by  its  Chairman  and  its 
Secretary. 

The  call  for  this  conference  and  data  concerning  it  are 
attached  herewith.

served  three  terms  as  United  States  Senator  from  Massachu- 
setts; raised  and  commanded  a  regiment  in  the  Civil  War; 
was  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Mihtary  Affairs 
all  through  the  Civil  War,  and  in  1872  was  elected  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States. 

He  was  a  man  of  spotless  character,  fearless  in  his  strug- 
gles against  wrong,  eloquent  and  convincing  in  argument, 
a  persistent  and  tireless  worker  for  the  good  of  his  country, 
a  martyr  to  the  cause  of  freedom. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  believes  that  some  legislation 
providing  for  a  belated  recognition  of  his  services  to  his  state 
and  nation  is  proper,  and  your  Committee  is  prepared  to 
present  a  bill  for  your  consideration.

1.  Amend  section  36,  chapter  150  of  the  Public  Laws,  by 
adding  after  the  word  "year"  in  the  fourth  line  the  words, 
except  that  any  organized  Club  may  hold  an  American  Ken- 
nell  Club  licensed  or  sanctioned  field  trial  or  trials  on  game 
which  is  otherwise  protected.  Said  club  shall  secure  permis- 
sion from  the  land  owner  or  owners  on  which  trial  or  trials  are 
to  be  held.  Said  club  shall  notify  the  fish  and  game  com- 
missioner, at  least  two  weeks  in  advance  the  date,  or  dates, 
and  place  of  trial  or  trials,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read: 

36.  Dogs  at  Large.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner 
or  custodian  of  any  self-hunting  dog  to  permit  such  a  dog 
to  run  at  large  in  territory  inhabited  by  game  birds  or  quad- 
rupeds, or  on  land  where  sheep  are  pastured,  between  April 
first  and  October  first  of  any  year,  except  that  any  organ- 
ized Club  may  hold  an  American  Kennell  Club  licensed  or 
sanctioned  field  trial  or  trials  on  game  which  is  otherwise 
protected.  Said  club  shall  secure  permission  from  the  land 
owner  or  owners  on  which  trial  or  trials  are  to  be  held.  Said 
club  shall  notify  the  fish  and  game  commissioner,  at  least 
two  weeks  in  advance,  the  date,  or  dates,  and  place  of  trial 
or  trials.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.

Further  amend 
said  Chapter  162  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  52  therein  and 
substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  52.  Warning 
Label;  Color  to  be  added  for  automobile  use.  No  person 
shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  have  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell, 
deal  in,  supply  or  give  away  any  wood  alcohol  or  methyl  al- 
cohol, either  crude  or  refined,  under  or  by  whatever  name  the 
same  may  be  called  or  known,  or  however  manufactured, 
and  whether  in  concentrated  or  dilute  form,  unless  the  con- 
tainer in  which  the  same  is  sold,  delivered,  offered  for  sale, 
possessed  for  sale,  dealt  in,  supplied,  or  given  away  shall  bear 
a  label  or  tag  with  the  following  conspicuously  printed  in  red 
thereon,  viz : 

(Skull  and  cross-bones  symbol) 
WARNING — Wood  alcohol,  methyl  alcohol,  methanol,  is  a 
violent  poison.  It  cannot  be  taken  internally  without  in- 
ducing blindness  and  general  physical  decay,  with  death  re- 
sulting either  soon  or  ultimately.  Inhalation  of  its  vapors 
or  prolonged  contact  with  the  skin  are  to  be  avoided.  Its  use 
in  any  article  of  food,  beverage  or  medicinal  or  toilet  prepa- 
ration for  human  use  internally  or  externally  is  unlawful. 
Provided,  that  where  wood  alcohol  or  methyl  alcohol  is  added 
by  the  vendor  direct  to  the  radiator  of  an  automobile,  the 
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labeling  here  stipulated  shall  not  be  required.  Provided 
further,  that  no  person  shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  have  in  pos- 
session with  intent  to  sell,  deal  in  or  supply  any  wood  alcohol 
or  methyl  alcohol,  offered  or  intended  for  automobile,  or  for 
other  than  industrial  use,  unless  the  said  alcohol  has  had 
added  to  it  a  dye,  such  as  to  impart  a  conspicuous  color. 

The  reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Wilson  of  Manchester  further  reading  was 
dispensed  with.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION 

Ratifying  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Whereas,  Both  houses  of  the  seventy-second  congress  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  by  a  constitutional  majority 
of  two-thirds  thereof  made  the  following  proposition  to 
amend  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  the 
following  words,  to  wit: 
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"Joint  Resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  tlie  Con- 
stitution of  tiie  United  States. 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  (two- 
thirds  of  each  House  concurring  therein) , 

That  the  following  article  is  proposed  as  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which,  when  rati- 
fied by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States, 
shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  a  part  of  the 
Constitution : 

"  'Article — "  'Section  1.  The  terms  of  the  President  and 
Vice-President  shall  end  at  noon  on  the  20th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, and  the  terms  of  Senators  and  Representatives  at  noon 
on  the  3d  day  of  January,  of  the  years  in  which  such  terms 
would  have  ended  if  this  article  had  not  been  ratified;  and 
the  terms  of  their  successors  shall  then  begin. 

"  'Sect.  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in 
every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the  3d 
day  of  January,  unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different 
day. 

"  'Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the 
term  of  the  President,  the  President  elect  shall  have  died,  the 
Vice  President  elect  shall  become  President.  If  a  President 
shall  not  have  been  chosen  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  be- 
ginning of  his  term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall  have  failed 
to  qualify,  then  the  Vice  President  elect  shall  act  as  President 
until  a  President  shall  have  qualified ;  and  the  Congress  may 
by  law  provide  for  the  case  wherein  neither  a  President  elect 
nor  a  Vice  President  elect  shall  have  qualified,  declaring  who 
shall  then  act  as  President,  or  the  manner  in  which  one  who 
is  to  act  shall  be  selected,  and  such  person  shall  act 
accordingly  until  a  President  or  Vice  President  shall  have 
qualified. 

"  'Sect.  4.  The  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case 
of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  House  of 
Representatives  may  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right 
of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon  them,  and  for  the  case  of 
the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  Senate  may 
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choose  a  Vice  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall 
have  devolved  upon  them.'  " 

"  'Sec.  5.  Section  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on  the  15th  day 
of  October  following  the  ratification  of  this  article. 

"  'Sec.  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by 
the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States  within 
seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  submission. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  convened:  That  the  said 
proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  America  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire ; 

That  certified  copies  of  this  preamble  and  joint  resolution 
be  forwarded  by  the  Governor  of  this  State  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  at  Washington,  to  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

(Discussion  ensued)

(Discussion  ensued) 

Mr.  Haskell  of  Concord  moved  that  the  bill  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  resolution  was  not  adopted. 

Mr.  Wilson  of  Manchester  asked  for  a  division. 
(Discussion  ensued) 
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Mr.  Wilson  withdrew  his  request  for  a  division. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Haskell  of  Concord  the  bill  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture.

license  so  to  do;  provided  that  no  such  device  shall  be  so 
placed,  set,  lifted,  raised,  or  drawn  during  the  time  from 
sunset  to  one  half  hour  before  sunrise.  Said  license  shall  be 
issued  by  the  commissioner  or  by  agents,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  and  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  commissioner,  upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SENATE 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate  by  its  clerk  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  had  voted  to  concur  with  the  House 
of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled 
bill,  sent  up  from  the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  269,  An  act  to  legalize  the  spelling  of 
AVinnipesaukee. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  has  voted 
to  concur  with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage 
of  the  following  concurrent  resolution. 

Ratifying  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Whereas,  Both  houses  of  the  seventy-second  congress  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  by  a  constitutional  majority 
of  two-thirds  thereof  made  the  following  proposition  to 
amend  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
the  following  words,  to  wit: 

"Joint  Resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  (two- 
thirds  of  each  House  concurring  therein). 

That  the  following  article  is  proposed  as  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which,  when  rati- 
fied by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States, 
shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  a  part  of  the 
Constitution : 

"  'Article — "  'Section  1.     The  terms  of  the  President  and 
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Vice-President  shall  end  at  noon  on  the  20th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, and  the  terms  of  Senators  and  Representatives  at  noon 
on  the  3d  day  of  January,  of  the  years  in  which  such  terms 
would  have  ended  if  this  article  had  not  been  ratified;  and 
the  terms  of  their  successors  shall  then  begin. 

"  'Sect.  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in 
every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the  3d  day 
of  January,  unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

'"Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the 
term  of  the  President,  the  President  elect  shall  have  died,  the 
Vice  President  elect  shall  become  President.  If  a  President 
shall  not  have  been  chosen  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  be- 
ginning of  his  term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall  have  failed 
to  qualify,  then  the  Vice  President  elect  shall  act  as  President 
until  a  President  shall  have  qualified;  and  the  Congress  may 
by  law  provide  for  the  case  wherein  neither  a  President  elect 
nor  a  Vice  President  elect  shall  have  qualified,  declaring  who 
shall  then  act  as  President,  or  the  manner  in  which  one  who 
is  to  act  shall  be  selected,  and  such  person  shall  act  accord- 
ingly until  a  President  or  Vice  President  shall  have  qualified. 

"  'Sect.  4.  The  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case 
of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  House  of 
Representatives  may  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right 
of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon  them,  and  for  the  case  of 
the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  Senate  may 
choose  a  Vice  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall 
have  devolved  upon  them.'  " 

Sec.  5.  Section  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on  the  14th  day 
of  October  following  the  ratification  of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by 
the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States  within 
seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  submission. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  convened:  That  the  said 
proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  America  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire ; 

That  certified  copies  of  this  preamble  and  joint  resolution 
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be  forwarded  by  the  Governor  of  this  State  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  at  Washington,  to  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States.

Joint  Memorial 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 

of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 

Congress  Assembled: 


We,  your  Memorialists,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  of  Maine,  in  86th  legislative  session 
assembled,  most  respectfully  present  and  petition  your  hon- 
orable body  as  follows: 

Whereas,  the  immediate  and  greatest  need  of  this  Nation 
is  to  establish  a  fully  employed  citizenship,  and  normally 
functioning  private  industry  offers  the  most  desirable  em- 
ployment opportunities,  and  the  primary  and  largest  market 
for  American  produce  and  manufactures  is  found  in  meeting 
the  wants  of  the  American  people,  and  the  necessary  employ- 
ment in  supplying  these  wants  belongs  first  to  American 
workmen;  and 

Whereas,  without  the  free  flow  of  gold,  the  common  me- 
dium of  international  values,  the  exchange  rates  of  many 
Nations'  currencies  have,  by  application  of  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand,  become  divorced  from  the  actual  values  of  those 
currencies  as  measured  in  buying  power  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Nation  issuing  the  currency ;  and 

Whereas,  depreciated  currency  is  seriously  handicapping 
American  industry,  and  our  foreign  markets  are  stifled,  and 
our  domestic  industries  face  destruction  by  increased  imports 
from  depreciated  currency  Nations;  and 

Whereas,  the  economic  life  of  the  state  of  Maine  is  derived 
from  basic  industries,  such  as  lumber,  fish,  pulp,  wheat, 
fruits,  coal,  cement,  and  their  allied  industries,  and  the  very 
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existence  of  capital,  industry,  employment,  wages  and  our 
standards  of  living  are  based  on  the  profitable  operation  of 
these  basic  industries;  and 

Whereas,  the  Nation  faces  an  emergency  and  the  dif- 
ferences in  money  levels  have  existed  for  a  long  period  and 
have  not  become  adjusted;  and 

Whereas,  Nations  whose  currencies  are  depreciated  are 
able  to  ship  merchandise  into  the  United  States,  pay  the 
existing  tariffs,  accept  American  currency  in  payment,  and 
to  make  a  greater  profit  on  their  merchandise  than  if  sold  in 
their  own  markets;  and 

Whereas,  such  importations  from  more  than  forty  Nations 
of  the  world  into  the  United  States  under  the  existing  de- 
preciated currency  conditions  has  the  effect  of  not  only  elim- 
inating all  tariff  structures,  but  of  enabling  such  merchandise 
to  be  sold  at  such  a  low  price  in  the  markets  of  the  United 
States  as  to  handicap  and  paralyze  American  industry  and 
increase  unemployment,  and  the  industries  of  the  United 
States  are  facing  bankruptcy  and  destruction ;  and 

Whereas,  we  believe,  that  unless  this  legislation  is  im- 
mediately passed,  chaos  and  ruin  threaten  the  financial  and 
governmental  structure  of  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  Congressman  Samuel  B.  Hill  of  the  state  of 
Washington  has  introduced  in  the  present  session  of  Con- 
gress a  bill,  the  official  title  of  which  is: 

A  Bill  "To  prevent  loss  of  revenue,  to  provide  employ- 
ment for  American  labor,  and  to  maintain  the  industries  and 
agriculture  of  the  United  States  against  the  effects  of  de- 
men  to  sacrifice  their  jobs;  and 

Whereas,  the  delay  in  enacting  this  bill  into  law  at  the 
present  session  of  Congress  is  causing  continued  and  alarm- 
ing increase  in  unemployment  in  our  industries,  American 
industry  and  agriculture  are  being  seriously  harmed,  and 
in  many  instances  ruined,  by  this  disastrous  new  form  of 
competition,  which  is  forcing  hundreds  of  thousands  of  work- 
men to  sacrifice  their  jobs;  and 

Whereas,  the  Government  of  the  United  States  is  being 
deprived  of  vast  customs  revenue  under  existing  conditions ; 
and 
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Whereas,  equalization  measures  must  be  adopted  to  pre- 
serve American  jobs  for  American  workmen; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  that  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Maine  respectfully 
urge  the  present  Congress  now  in  session,  and  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  to  promptly  enact  into  law  H.  R.  13999 ; 
and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  this  Memorial  be  immedi-

Whereas,  the  recent  session  of  the  United  States  Congress 
enacted  a  law  establishing  an  excise  tax  of  one  cent  {1<^)  per 
gallon  on  gasoline  sold  in  the  United  States  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  revenue  for  the  expenses  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment; and, 

Whereas,  in  this  state  and  many  other  states  of  the  United 
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States  there  exist  laws  levying  an  excise  tax  on  gasoline  from 
one  cent  (1^)  to  seven  cents  (7^)  per  gallon;  and. 

Whereas,  such  taxes  are  out  of  all  proportion  in  compari- 
son with  other  forms  of  taxes  on  other  commodities ;  and. 

Whereas,  the  same  should  be  by  the  Federal  Congress 
repealed: 

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
■Oklahoma,  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Oklahoma  concurring  therein: 

That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  memo- 
rialized to  repeal  the  Act  which  levies  an  excise  tax  on  one 
cent  (1^)  per  gallon  on  gasoline  sold  in  the  United  States  as 
it  is  believed  the  same  is  an  undue  burden  on  said  commodity 
and  upon  the  citizens  of  the  United  States ;  and, 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  copies  of  this  Resolution  be 
forwarded  to  each  Representative  and  Senator  from  the  State 
of  Oklahoma  in  the  National  Congress  calling  their  attention 
to  the  desire  of  the  people  of  Oklahoma  as  herein  expressed. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  copies  of  this  Resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  each  state  in  the 
United  States  to  be  transmitted  to  the  legislatures  of  their 
respective  states.

JOINT  CONVENTION 

The  Honorable  Senate  then  came  in  and  the  two  branches 
being  in  convention  His  Excellency  the  Governor  appeared 
and  delivered  the  following  message: 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR 

To  the  General  Court  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire: 

The  budget  herewith  submitted  pursuant  to  Chapter  171 
of  the  Laws  of  1931,  shows  appropriations  and  expenditures 
and  requests  and  estimates  covering  the  bienniums  begin- 
ning July  1,  1931,  and  ending  June  30,  1935,  as  income  and 
spending  affect  the  general  funds  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. A  supplemental  report  will  be  made  on  those  re- 
stricted incomes  and  especially  allocated  revenues  which 
come  under  statutes  relating  to  the  use  of  highway  and  fish 
and  game  funds.  These  are  not  part  of  the  general  budget 
problem,  nor  do  they  affect  the  so-called  ''State  tax." 

In  a  deep  depression  the  injury  inflicted  upon  taxpayers 
by  requiring  them  to  defray  the  cost  of  every  governmental 
activity  by  current  taxation  in  order  to  avoid  increasing  the 
public  debt  appears  to  be  greater  than  can  be  justified. 
Where  the  credit  strength  of  the  State  can  be  maintained 
without  resort  to  taxation  measures  of  such  severity  as 
threaten  to  prolong  the  existing  depression  for  taxpayers, 
the  public  should  not  be  called  upon  to  furnish  funds  by 
taxation  to  finance  non-recurring  emergency  expenditures 
or  for  the  reduction  of  existing  debt  incurred  in  a  period  of 
prosperity. 

The  need  of  the  unemployed  provides  the  only  existing 
non-recurring  emergency  that  justifies  a  bond  issue  at  this 
time.  The  payment  of  these  bonds  could  be  met  from  high- 
way funds.  This  would  constitute  an  investment  as  practi- 
cal as  any  made  at  the  time  of  the  flood  emergency  in  this 
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State.  As  a  matter  of  good  business  judgment,  I  feel  that 
we  are  warranted  in  going  into  debt  in  order  to  preserve  use- 
ful lives  because  the  future  will  benefit  from  this  humane 
action  and  should  be  called  upon  to  pay  in  part  its  cost. 

Under  postponement  of  public  debt  requirements,  it  would 
be  possible  to  refund  maturing  obligations  for  this  year  and 
the  succeeding  biennium.  This  should  be  done  at  interest 
rates  considerably  lower  than  those  of  the  original  issue  and, 
together  with  a  realignment  of  this  section  of  the  State  debt, 
would  permit  present  tax  resources  set  aside  for  the  payment 
of  this  debt  to  cancel  all  such  postponed  payments  and  pay 
the  interest  thereon  within  fifteen  years  in  addition  to  meet- 
ing the  interest  and  the  maturities  of  both  the  present  bonded 
indebtedness  and  the  funding  of  notes  authorized  by  the 
legislature  and  now  outstanding.  This  latter  proposal  in  no 
way  affects  highway  obligations. 

In  spite  of  balancing  the  State's  budget  as  of  June  30, 1932, 
the  need  for  some  drastic  action  at  this  time  becomes  obvi- 
ous when  we  realize  that  the  last  legislature  overestimated 
income  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1932,  by  over 
$200,000  and  a  forecast  of  income  for  the  present  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1933,  shows  a  further  shrinkage  close  to 
$250,000.  If  we  add  to  these  sums  unanticipated  items  such 
as  the  cost  of  the  Vermont  boundary  case,  there  will  be  a 
revenue  deficiency  on  June  30  of  this  year  of  over  half  a 
million  dollars.  The  comptroller's  estimate  for  each  of  the 
two  years  of  the  coming  biennium  indicates  a  still  further 
curtailment  of  income. 

If  this  funding  policy  is  followed,  it  would  seem  to  me 
that  maintenance  as  well  as  construction  required  by  the 
state  departments  and  institutions  should  be  met  from  cur- 
rent revenue.  In  other  words,  if  we  do  not  amortize  our 
present  debt  during  these  three  years,  we  should  at  least 
meet  operating  deficiencies  and  refrain  from  adding  to  debt. 

The  State  University  has  agreed  to  return  to  the  State 
treasury  from  the  mill  tax  for  each  of  the  two  years  of  the 
biennium  $118,000. 

I  believe  with  the  lowered  costs  of  living  and  the  depleted 
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earnings  in  private  life  that  all  persons  receiving  pay  from 
the  State  government  of  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  a 
year,  whether  on  a  salary  basis  or  otherwise,  should  accept  a 
ten  per  cent  reduction.  If  action  were  taken  on  this  matter 
by  April  1, 1933,  it  would  mean  a  saving  of  $25,000  in  the  cur- 
rent year  and  an  additional  saving  of  $100,000  in  each  of  the 
two  years  of  the  biennium. 

This  program,  together  with  the  budget  recommendations, 
would  continue  the  essential  services  of  the  State  govern- 
ment and  should  permit  the  State  to  balance  its  budget  at 
the  close  of  business  for  each  of  the  fiscal  years  ending  June 
30, 1933, 1934,  and  1935.  At  the  same  time  it  would  allow  a 
reduction  in  the  so-called  "State  tax"  from  $1,400,000  for 
each  year  of  the  present  biennium  to  $1,300,000  for  each 
year  of  the  next  biennium. 

In  surveying  requests  for  appropriations  it  should  be  re- 
membered that  in  times  of  stress  people  turn  to  government. 
This  has  added  to  the  work  load  of  many  of  the  State  de- 
partments, and  requests  for  admission  to  State  institutions 
for  dependents  have  increased  population  and  added  to  costs. 
In  spite  of  this,  demands  for  salary  advances  have  been 
denied,  and  requests  for  the  biennium  amounting  to  close  to  a 
million  dollars  have  been  ehminated. 

The  maintenance  of  deficient  people  at  public  expense 
while  normal  citizens  are  in  serious  want  presents  a  problem 
that  must  be  faced  by  this  Legislature.  It  is  my  belief  that 
we  should  care  for  both  groups.

No  person 
shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  have  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell, 
deal  in,  supply  or  give  away  any  wood  alcohol  or  methyl 
alcohol,  either  crude  or  refined,  under  or  by  whatever  name 
the  same  may  be  called  or  known,  or  however  manufactured,^ 
and  whether  in  concentrated  or  dilute  form,  unless  the  con- 
tainer in  which  the  same  is  sold,  delivered,  offered  for  sale, 
possessed  for  sale,  dealt  in,  supplied,  or  given  away  shall  bear 
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a  label  or  tag  with  the  following  conspicuously  printed  in  red 
thereon,  viz : 

(Skull  and  cross-bones  symbol) 

WARNING — Methanol  is  a  violent  poison.  It  cannot  be 
taken  internally  without  inducing  blindness  and  general 
physical  decay  with  death  resulting  either  soon  or  ultimately. 
Inhalation  of  its  vapors  or  prolonged  contact  with  the  skin 
are  to  be  avoided.  Its  use  in  any  article  of  food,  beverage 
or  medicinal  or  toilet  preparation  for  human  use  internally 
or  externally  is  unlawful. 

Provided,  that  where  wood  alcohol  or  methyl  alcohol  is 
added  by  the  vendor  direct  to  the  radiator  of  an  automobile, 
the  labeling  here  stipulated  shall  not  be  required.  Provided 
further,  that  no  person  shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  have  in  pos- 
session with  intent  to  sell,  deal  in  or  supply  any  wood  alcohol 
or  methyl  alcohol,  offered  or  intended  for  automobile,  or  for 
other  than  industrial  use,  unless  the  said  alcohol  has  had 
added  to  it  a  dye,  such  as  to  impart  a  conspicuous  color.

The  commissioner  of  motor 
vehicles  may  issue  to  public  utilities  operating  in  this  state, 
for  a  nominal  fee,  a  special  permit  for  vehicles  engaged  in 
emergency  repair  work  in  this  state,  providing  such  vehicles 
are  registered  in  some  other  state,  and  have  attached,  thereto, 
registration  plates  and  are  driven  by  persons  licensed  to  op- 
erate in  this  or  some  other  state.

Greetings  : 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conveyed  in  the  laws  creating 
the  New  Hampshire  Shore  and  Beach  Preservation  and  De- 
velopment Commission,  the  members  of  the  Commission 
have  performed  duties  in  accordance  thereto  and  herewith 
submit  the  following  report  for  the  years  1931-32. 

Believing  that  the  solving  of  the  erosion  problem  was  para- 
mount and  primary  to  any  commercial  development,  the 
work  of  the  Commission  has  been  confined  to  co-operation 
with  the  Federal  Government  in  a  study  of  the  erosion  condi- 
tions existing  at  Hampton  Beach. 

By  the  terms  of  the  Congressional  enactment  creating  the 
Federal  Erosion  Board,  co-operation  between  the  National 
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and  State  agencies  is  carried  on  by  the  Engineer  of  the  State 
Commission,  William  A.  Grover,  C.E.,  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  and 
through  him  has  come  to  this  commission  a  complete  sum- 
mary of  a  year's  work  of  the  engineers  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment with  maps,  graphs,  tables,  plans  and  estimates,  recom- 
mendations, etc.  All  of  this  data  the  Commission  has  placed 
on  file  in  the  Highway  Department  where  they  are  acces- 
sible to  interested  parties. 

Various  meetings  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  have 
been  held  and  the  duties  therein  defined  faithfully  at- 
tended to. 

Approval  of  the  plan  which  the  Federal  Erosion  Board 
recommended  has  been  adopted  and  so  recorded. 

There  are  now  pending  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  two  measures;  the  first,  a  general  one  known  as  the 
Putphin  bill  which  will  enable  the  Government  to  grant 
financial  aid  in  the  construction  of  erosion  remedies  recom- 
mended by  engineers  of  the  War  Department,  the  present 
laws  permitting  Federal  financial  aid  only  where  navigation 
and  commerce  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  ex- 
penditure. 

The  second  measure  is  the  Rogers  bill  providing  aid  for 
the  Hampton  project. 

From  these  measures  the  commission  hopes  eventually  to 
receive  the  much  needed  Federal  aid. 

In  the  event  of  Federal  aid  denied  or  long  deferred,  the 
members  of  the  Commission  see  but  one  feasible  method  of 
putting  into  effect  the  recommendations  of  the  Federal  Ero- 
sion Board.  We  believe  that  the  harbor  work,  including 
jetties,  etc.,  the  river  stabilization  and  bridge  erection  should 
be  made  a  single  project  with  a  toll  levy  upon  users  of  the 
bridge  sufficiently  large  to  pay  the  whole  cost  in  a  term  of 
years. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  while  concurring  in  the  find- 
ings of  the  Erosion  Board,  believes  that  the  entire  under- 
taking should  be  attempted  only  upon  its  being  made  a  self- 
liquidating  project. 

Time,  however,  is  important.     The  section  of  the  coast 
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involved  is  rapidly  disappearing  and  if  the  southern  extrem- 
ity of  Hampton  Beach  is  to  be  preserved,  definite  steps  to 
begin  remedial  work  must  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  at  the 
1933  session. 

Reports  of  the  commission's  engineer  and  the  Federal  Ero- 
sion Board  are  made  a  part  of  the  report  and  are  appended 
herewith.

REPORT  OF  STATE  COMMISSION  ENGINEER 
To  the  New  Hampshire  Shore  and  Beach  Preservation  and 
Development  Commission: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  National  Erosion 
Board,  your  engineer  has  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Commission  the  report  of  the  said  National  Ero- 
sion Board  summarizing  the  work  of  the  engineers  of  the 
War  Department,  who,  under  the  direction  of  Colonel  Park 
of  the  Boston  District,  made  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  ero- 
sion problem  at  Hampton  Beach  during  the  year  1932,  and 
the  board's  recommendations  thereto. 

Through  co-operation  of  your  engineer  with  the  War  De- 
partment through  the  District  Engineer  in  Boston,  and  later 
with  the  Erosion  Board  at  Washington,  it  was  definitely  es- 
tablished that  to  be  effective  a  very  considerable  amount  of 
work  must  be  done. 

The  success  of  the  undertaking  is  dependent  upon  the  stab- 
ilization of  the  outlet  to  Hampton  River.  By  reference  to 
the  plans  and  charts  accompanying  the  report  of  the  Erosion 
Board  (on  file  at  the  State  Highway  Department  in  Con- 
cord) it  will  be  seen  that  very  substantial  structures  are 
thought  to  be  required.     Also  a  hydraulic  fill  is  thought  nee- 
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essary  to  the  north  (or  Hampton  River  side)  of  the  north 
jetty.  The  total  cost  of  these  features  is  estimated  at  $610,- 
000.  This  does  not  include  any  costs  for  the  contemplated 
bridge,  the  fill  for  the  approaches  to  same  nor  the  revet- 
ments. Your  engineer  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  costs  are 
higher  than  present  prices  would  indicate  but  are  in  accord 
with  the  usual  costs.  Adding  to  the  estimates  of  the  Erosion 
Board  the  cost  of  a  new  bridge  and  approaches  would  bring, 
the  entire  undertaking  to  about  one  million  dollars.

SYLLABUS 

The  Beach  Erosion  Board,  appointed  by  Paragraph  4, 
Special  Orders  No.  72,  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  Sep- 
tember 18,  1930,  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  north  and  a  south 
jetty  are  essential  to  prevent  the  further  serious  erosion  of 
the  southern  end  of  Hampton  Beach  and  for  the  fixation  and 
improvement  of  the  inlet  channel.  It  recommends  (a)  for 
the  protection  of  the  southern  end  of  Hampton  Beach,  and 
incidentally,  for  reclaiming  land  between  the  jetty  and  the 
beach,  a  north  jetty  and  a  sand  fill  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$346,000  and  (b)  for  the  fixation  and  improvement  of  the 
inlet  channel,  a  south  jetty  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $264,000. 

1.  The  Beach  Erosion  Board,  appointed  by  Paragraph  4, 
S.  0.  No.  72,  Office,  Chief  of  Engineers,  September  18,  1930, 
under  authority  contained  in  Section  2  of  the  River  and 
Harbor  Act  of  July  3,  1930,  submits  the  following  report  on 
a  study  made  in  co-operation  with  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire of  the  conditions  in  the  vicinity  of  Hampton  Beach, 
New  Hampshire,  with  a  view  to  determining  the  location  and 
type  of  structures  best  adapted  to  protect  the  shoreline  from 
erosion  and  to  stabilize  the  inlet  into  Hampton  Harbor. 
Formal  application  for  the  investigation  was  made  on  March 
15,  1931,  by  the  New  Hampshire  Highway  Department,  the 
official  State  agency,  and  the  study  was  authorized  by  the 
Chief  of  Engineers  by  indorsement  dated  May  15,  1931 
(E.D.  6608-36) .  The  cost  of  the  study  was  $7,000.00,  one- 
half  of  which  was  paid  by  the  State. 

2.  The  study  was  made  by  the  district  engineer  at  Boston 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  and  his  report  dated  April 
1,  1932,  with  appendices  and  maps  is  forwarded  herewith. 
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also  additional  plans  and  estimates  dated  June  25,  1932. 
The  locality  has  been  visited  at  intervals  by  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  and  on  May  12,  1932,  the  Board  con- 
vened at  Hampton  Beach  for  final  study  and  discussion. 
Except  as  to  the  north  jetty,  the  Board  agrees  in  general  in 
the  conclusions  and  recommendations  contained  in  the  re- 
port of  the  district  engineer. 

3.  The  study  included  the  following  features: 

(a)  A  historical  study  of  the  changes  in  the  beach  and 
shore  location  that  have  occurred  and  are  occurring 
at  the  present  time. 

(b)  A  survey  of  the  area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  entrance 
to  Hampton  Harbor  and  a  determination  of  the  area 
of  the  harbor. 

(c)  A  series  of  borings  to  determine  the  depth  and  posi- 
tion of  bed  rock  in  this  vicinity. 

(d)  The  determination  of  the  discharge  of  Hampton 
Harbor. 

(e)  A  determination  of  tidal  heights  at  the  inlet  and 
within  the  harbor. 

(f)  Observations  on  the  movements  of  sub-aqueous 
floats  to  determine  the  direction  and  velocity  of  the 
currents  within  the  harbor  and  in  the  vicinity  of  its 
entrance. 

4.  Location  and  General  Description.  Hampton  Beach 
lies  in  the  southeast  corner  of  New  Hampshire  about  2  miles 
-north  of  the  Massachusetts  line  (see  Sheet  1 ) .  It  is  a  typical 
barrier  beach  consisting  of  a  low  strip  of  sand,  averaging 
about  400  yards  in  width,  separating  the  salt  marsh  from  the 
ocean.  It  extends  about  1^2  miles  in  a  southerly  direction 
from  a  glacial  drumlin  known  as  Great  Boar's  Head  to  the 
inlet  to  Hampton  Harbor.  South  of  the  inlet  a  similar  beach 
extends  to  the  mouth  of  the  Merrimack  River;  the  portion 
to  the  north  of  the  New  Hampshire-Massachusetts  line  be- 
ing called  Seabrook  Beach  and  that  south  of  the  line,  Salis- 
bury Beach. 

5.  Hampton  Harbor  is  a  shallow  estuary  into  which  flows 
Hampton  River  (formed  by  the  confluence  of  Taylor  and 
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Hampton  Falls  Rivers)  and  several  small  streams  which 
drain  a  large  area  of  salt  marsh.  The  fresh  water  run-off 
from  the  area  of  about  50  square  miles  which  drains  into  the 
harbor  is,  in  times  of  normal  flow,  negligible  compared  to  the 
flow  of  salt  water  into  and  out  of  it.  At  mean  high  water 
the  marsh  islands  in  the  harbor  are  partly  covered,  while  at 
high  water  of  spring  tides  a  fairly  wide  strip  of  the  marsh 
bordering  the  harbor  is  flooded. 

6.  The  Hampton  River  Toll 'Bridge,  built  in  1902,  crosses 
the  inlet  to  the  harbor  about  600  yards  from  its  mouth.  It 
is  of  wooden  trestle  construction,  4600  feet  long,  and  has  a 
draw  which  was  put  in  working  condition  in  September,  1931, 
after  having  been  out  of  order  for  at  least  ten  years.  Motor 
boats  are  the  only  craft  which  habitually  use  the  harbor  and 
in  the  season  of  1931  all  except  one  of  these  could  get  under 
the  bridge  at  all  stages  of  the  tide  with  the  draw  closed.  The 
floor  of  the  bridge  is  20  feet  above  mean  low  water  while  the 
drawspan  has  a  horizontal  clear  channel  span  of  29  feet,  and 
a  vertical  clearance  of  14  feet  at  mean  low  water. 

7.  The  population  of  Hampton  Beach  in  winter  is  small, 
averaging  about  50  families,  but  the  summer  population  is 
estimated  at  about  20,000.  Its  proximity  to  several  thickly 
populated  cities  and  its  natural  attractions  make  it  a  very 
popular  summer  resort.  As  in  the  case  of  many  other 
beaches  along  the  Atlantic  coast,  the  use  of  the  automobile 
has  increased  the  ease  with  which  people  from  nearby  cities 
can  reach  it,  and  it  has  developed  rapidly  during  the  past  20 
years.  In  1931  the  assessed  valuation  was  $3,300,135.  The 
development  of  the  south  end  of  the  beach  followed  closely 
the  accretion  that  was  then  taking  place  in  that  section — an 
accretion  which  w^as,  unfortunately,  shortly  followed  by  ero- 
sion which  has  continued  to  the  present  time. 

8.  Available  maps  of  sufficient  accuracy  to  indicate  defi- 
nitely changes  in  the  beach  and  shore  line  are  limited  to 
those  made  at  infrequent  intervals  since  1855  by  the  U.  S. 
Coast  &  Geodetic  Survey,  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  and 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Highway  Department.  A  Brit- 
ish Admiralty  chart  map  published  in  1776,  while  not  defi- 
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nitely  oriented,  is  considered  of  sufficient  accuracy  to  deter- 
mine the  general  location  of  the  entrance  at  that  time.  The 
information  secured  from  these  charts  is  shown  on  Sheets 
Nos.  3  and  4,  district  engineer's  report,  and  on  Plate  I,  pre- 
pared in  the  office  of  the  Board.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
more  determinations  of  the  low  water  lines  are  not  avail- 
able and  that  the  intervals  between  the  surveys  are  such  as 
not  to  permit  the  changes  to  be  followed  in  detail.  Appar- 
ently four  major  movements  of  the  inlet  have  occurred — 

(1)  As  shown  by  the  1776  chart,  it  was  then  south  of 
Beckman's  and  White  Rocks. 

(2)  In  1855  it  was  north  thereof  but  south  of  Gun  Rock, 
whence  it  branched,  one  channel  going  easterly  north  of 
White  Rocks  and  the  other  northeasterly  on  both  sides 
of  Town  Rocks.  In  1870  the  most  northerly  limit  was 
apparently  reached  and  the  low  water  channel  was  then 
wholly  west  of  Town  Rocks. 

(3)  In  1912  the  inlet  was  again  south  of  Beckman's  and 
White  Rocks  and  was  apparently  in  the  most  southerly 
location  of  record.  The  time  of  break  through  is  not 
definitely  shown.  In  1886,  the  high  water  line  was 
south  of  these  rocks,  but  the  low  water  line  is  not  shown 
on  the  chart. 

(4)  After  1912  the  channel  broke  through  north  of  these 
rocks  and  gradually  widened  to  the  northward.  By 
1931  Seabrook  Beach  was  again  tied  to  these  rocks. 

Accompanying  and  forming  part  of  these  movements,  the 
sand  spit  at  the  southerly  end  of  Hampton  Beach  has  shifted 
over  a  large  area  extending  about  2500  feet  in  an  east-west 
direction  and  about  1700  feet  in  a  north-south  direction, 
while  the  sand  spit  at  the  northerly  end  of  Seabrook  Beach 
has  moved  over  an  equally  large  area.  Stated  briefly, 
Hampton  Beach  and  Seabrook  Beach  have  alternately  been 
anchored  to  Beckman's  and  White  Rocks. 

9.  The  real  development  of  Hampton  Beach  as  an  im- 
portant summer  resort  coincided  with  the  extension  of  the 
beach  southward  in  the  period  preceding  1912,  by  which  time 
this  new  section  had  been  built  up  as  far  south  as  Beckman's 
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Rock,  and  streets,  sidewalks,  and  a  sewer  system  had  been 
constructed.  When,  shortly  thereafter,  the  northerly  move- 
ment of  the  inlet  began,  these  improvements  were  gradually 
destroyed.  By  March,  1931,  201  building  lots  comprising  51 
acres  had  been  washed  away  and  approximately  100  houses 
had  either  been  moved  or  destroyed.  During  the  severe 
northeast  storm  of  March  4,  1931,  which  was  accompanied 
by  a  very  high  tide,  50  lots  were  washed  away,  18  houses  de- 
stroyed and  9  houses  moved  back  in  time  to  prevent  their 
destruction. 

10.  The  rapidity  with  which  this  erosion  has  been  taking 
place  during  recent  years  is  indicated  by  the  varying  dis- 
tances that  the  high  water  line  has  moved  back  during  the 
years  indicated: 

1912  to  1915 1,800  feet 

1915  to  1926 650  feet 

1926  to  1928 180  feet 

1928  to  1931 350  feet,  over  200 

feet  of  which  oc- 
curred between 
1930  and  1931, 
and  mainly  in  the 
storm  of  March  4, 
1931. 

These  measurements  were  made  at  points  of  maximum,  loss. 
The  net  result  was  that  the  southerly  2000  feet  of  the  beach 
measured  northerly  from  White  Rocks  was  lost  and  the  re- 
cession westerly  from  a  point  about  1000  feet  south  of  Exeter 
Avenue  was  1800  feet.  It  may  be  noted,  however,  that  the 
erosion  has  not  yet  extended  as  far  as  it  did  in  1855  and 
1886  when  the  shoreline  was  back  of  its  present  location. 

11.  Efforts  made  by  the  town  authorities  to  stop  this  ero- 
sion were  unsuccessful.  A  pile  breakwater  substantially 
parallel  to  the  shore  and  two  concrete  breakwaters,  the  re- 
mains of  which  are  shown  on  Sheet  2,  were  constructed  at  a 
cost  of  over  $100,000.  Apparently  the  pile  breakwater  was 
not  completed  by  the  addition  of  rock  as  originally  proposed, 
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and  the  indications  are  that  the  concrete  breakwaters  were 
defective  either  in  design  or  construction  and  failed  by  un- 
dermining of  the  foundations.  It  is  also  stated  that,  while 
the  town  officials  were  thus  attempting  to  prevent  erosion, 
this  had  been  increased  by  removing  sand  from  the  beach 
front  for  various  purposes,  and  that  this  practice  continues 
in  spite  of  police  regulations  to  the  contrary.  It  is  clearly 
essential  that  this  practice  should  be  stopped. 

12.  Recent  Shore  Line  Changes.  A  topographic  and 
hydrographic  survey  of  the  vicinity  of  the  entrance  to  Hamp- 
ton Harbor  was  made  in  July,  1931,  the  results  of  which  are 
shown  on  Sheets  1  and  2.  The  horizontal  and  vertical  con- 
trol was  carried  out  very  accurately  and  a  number  of  concrete 
monuments  and  heavy  wooden  stakes  set.  The  horizontal 
control  was  tied  into  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey 
triangulation  system  and  the  vertical  control  was  based  on 
three  bench  marks  established  by  that  department.  In  con- 
nection with  that  survey,  the  profiles  AA  to  NN  as  shown  on 
Sheet  1  were  taken.  All  of  these  profiles,  except  LL,  MM, 
and  NN,  were  first  taken  in  July  and  observations  were  re- 
peated thereafter  from  August  1st  to  November  30th  at  in- 
tervals of  20  days.  Until  October  1st,  those  on  the  ocean 
front  were  carried  to  a  depth  of  at  least  15  feet  below  mean 
low  water,  and  after  that  time  to  mean  low  water  only. 
These  key  profiles  were  supplemented  at  the  south  end  of 
Hampton  Beach  by  10  profiles  spaced  100  feet  apart  between 
and  parallel  to  profiles  GG  and  HH.  These  10  profiles  were 
remeasured  at  intervals  of  20  days  from  July  8th  to  October 
1st.  In  order  to  correlate  the  changes  indicated  by  these 
profiles,  the  topographic  and  hydrographic  survey  made  in 
July  was  repeated  in  September.  In  addition  aerial  photo- 
graphs were  taken  from  which  uncontrolled  mosaics  were 
made. 

13.  While  profiles  AA,  BB,  CC,  and  DD,  north  of  Haver- 
hill Avenue  showed  considerable  rearrangement  of  sand  in 
each  profile,  the  net  results  showed  no  appreciable  loss  or 
gain  (Sheet  No.  2).  In  profiles  EE  and  FF  there  was  some 
accretion  between  the  low  water  and  high  water  lines  and 
mainly  on  the  north  side,  probably  due  to  the  short  low  rock 
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piles  at  Exeter,  Dover  and  Concord  Avenues.  Practically 
no  change  was  noted  at  GG.  Profiles  HH  and  II  and  the 
supplemental  profiles  between  GG  and  HH  showed  a  steady 
erosion  at  the  crest  of  the  beach  and  the  high  wacer  line. 
At  Exeter  Avenue  the  high  water  line  was  pushed  back  90 
feet  between  July  8th  and  November  4th  and  four  cottages 
had  to  be  moved.  It  was  also  noted  that  although  the  large 
shoal  area  extending  from  the  south  end  of  Hampton  Beach 
to  and  beyond  Town  Rocks  is  nearly  level  and  changed  but 
little  during  the  period  of  observation,  rather  rapid  changes 
occurred  in  the  sand  ridge  bordering  the  low  water  line  on 
the  northerly  side  of  the  channel  and  west  of  Town  Rocks, 
and  that  the  net  result  was  the  building  up  of  this  ridge  and 
its  extension  in  length  toward  Town  Rocks.  On  the  south 
side  of  the  inlet  at  profile  JJ  the  high  water  line  moved  out 
about  60  feet  but  erosion  occurred  on  either  side  so  that  there 
was  no  substantial  change  along  the  section  of  the  shore 
from  Beckman's  Rock  to  the  bridge.  At  profiles  KK,  LL, 
and  MM,  south  of  White  Rocks  no  substantial  changes  oc- 
curred. At  profile  NN  across  the  inlet  at  the  bridge  a  small 
increase  in  cross  sectional  area  occurred,  caused  by  erosion 
on  both  sides  depths.  A  study  of  substantial  change  along 
the  section  of  the  shore  from  Beckman's  Rock  to  the  bridge. 
At  profiles  KK,  LL,  and  MM,  south  of  White  Rocks  no 
substantial  changes  occurred.  At  profile  NN  across  the  in- 
let at  the  bridge  a  small  increase  in  cross  section  area  oc- 
curred, caused  by  erosion  on  both  sides  but  with  no  increase 
in  depths.  A  study  of  the  contours  and  typical  profiles  in 
Hampton  Harbor  from  the  July  and  November  hydro- 
graphic  surveys  shows  considerable  shifting  of  sand,  with 
apparently  a  slight  excess  of  accretion. 

14.  These  observations  were  made  during  the  part  of  the 
year  in  which  comparatively  calm  weather  prevails,  and 
while  there  were  a  number  of  storms  none  were  really  severe. 
The  indications  therefrom  are  that  at  present  in  ordinary 
weather — 

(a)  The  front  of  Hampton  Beach  as  far  south  as  Haver- 
hill Avenue  changes  little; 

(b)  From  Haverhill  Avenue  to  the  inlet,  namely  Exeter 
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Avenue,  there  is  no  erosion  and  even  a  slight  accretion 
due  to  the  effect  of  the  three  rock  piles ; 

(c)  The  greatest  erosion  takes  place  at  the  south  end  of 
the  beach,  particularly  at  Exeter  and  River  Avenues; 

(d)  The  south  shore  between  Beckman's  Rock  and  the 
-   bridge  changes  little,  the  changes  observed  being  in  the 

shape  of  the  shoreline  ratlier  than  in  excess  of  erosion 
over  accretion  or  the  reverse; 

(e)  The  front  of  Seabrook  Beach  south  of  White  Rocks 
changes  little; 

(f)  The  sands  of  Hampton  Harbor  are  constantly  shift- 
ing, the  net  result  being  a  slight  accretion. 

The  indications  as  to  the  present  tendencies  appear  to  be 
substantiated  by  a  comparison  of  the  1928  and  1931  low  water 
and  high  water  lines,  except  that  in  the  severe  northeast 
storm  of  March  4,  1931,  erosion  extended  above  Haverhill 
Avenue.  It  is  also  noted  that  during  this  three-year  period 
the  low  water  line  east  of  Town  Rocks  has  moved  shoreward 
about  800  feet. 

15.  Tidal  Ranges.  Tidal  ranges  as  determined  during  the 
survey  by  an  automatic  tide  gauge  located  at  the  bridge,  and 
from  observations  of  the  U.  S.  C.  and  G.  S.  in  1928,  are  as 
follows:  referred  to  the  plans  of  mean  low  water — 

Highest  high  water  June  22-November  28, 1931  9.8  feet 

Mean  high  water 8.3  feet 

Lowest  low  water 1.0  feet 

Maximum  still  water  level  in  storm  tides  in 
Hampton  Harbor  as  determined  by  locally 
authenticated  marks 12.0  feet 

16.  Borings.  Borings  to  determine  the  depth  and  position 
of  bed  rock  were  made  and  the  results  are  shown  on  Sheet  No. 
2.  All  borings  were  to  a  depth  of  at  least  50  feet  below  mean 
low  water  when  no  rock  was  struck,  except  some  of  those 
near  Town  Rocks,  where  difficult  driving  was  encountered. 

17.  Float  observations.  Observations  of  the  paths  of  56 
subaqueous  floats  off  Hampton  Beach  from  Great  Boar's 
Head  to  the  inlet  and  into  the  harbor,  and  off  Seabrook  Beach 
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to  the  New  Hampshire-Massachusetts  hne,  were  made  under 
as  many  varied  conditions  of  tide,  wind  and  sea  as  possible 
from  August  to  November,  inclusive. 

18.  Study  of  these  observations  indicates  that  near  the 
inlet  tidal  current  predominated  over  wind  or  littoral  cur- 
rents, but  that  this  predominance  decreased  rapidly  as  the 
distance  from  the  inlet  increased.  North  of  the  inlet  these 
tidal  currents  became  practically  negligible  to  the  north  of 
Haverhill  Avenue  and  on  the  south  side  to  the  south  of 
Thompsons  Rock.  Conditions  varied,  of  course,  with  the 
range  of  the  tide  and  the  strength  and  direction  of  the  wind. 
No  eddy  current  was  observed  for  Hampton  Beach,  but 
such  a  current  was  indicated  by  several  floats  at  the  north 
end  of  Seabrook  Beach. 

19.  The  average  velocity  during  the  time  observed  and 
the  maximum  velocity  attained  in  one-half  hour  were  com- 
puted for  each  float  path.  Those  floats,  which  were  observed 
off  the  stretches  of  shore  not  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
inlet  and  which  were  not,  therefore,  subjected  to  the  influence 
of  the  stronger  tidal  currents  near  the  inlet,  had  average 
velocities  varying  from  0.03  to  0.45  feet  per  second,  and 
maximum  velocities  varying  from  0.08  to  0.67  feet  per  sec- 
ond. In  the  same  sections  off  the  shore  the  greatest  observed 
velocity  that  was  unquestionably  due  to  tidal  current  alone 
was  0.20  feet  per  second,  and  occurred  when  the  range  of 
tidal  current  alone  was  0.20  feet  per  second,  and  occurred 
when  the  range  of  tide  was  9.8  feet  (see  Sheet  5  path  5) .  The 
velocities  of  floats  which  were  considered  to  have  been 
motivated  primarily  by  wind  currents  were  compared  with 
the  estimated  velocities  of  the  wind  at  the  time  of  observa- 
tion. These  float  velocities  varied  from  0.6%  to  1.4%  of 
the  corresponding  wind  velocities,  varying  with  different 
length  of  floats  but  averaging  about  1  per  cent.  Away  from 
the  inlet  and  seaward  of  the  line  of  breakers  the  wind  currents 
predominated.  Although  this  locality  is  almost  equally  ex- 
posed to  the  northeast  and  southeast  winds,  a  study  of  data 
obtained  from  the  Weather  Bureau  (Appendix  I)  indicates 
a  general  though  not  very  great  preponderance  of  the  north- 
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east  winds  over  the  southeast  winds,  causing  prevaihng  cur- 
rents from  north  to  south. 

20.  Discussion.  This  preponderance  of  currents  caused 
by  northerly  winds  and  their  velocities  are  too  small  to  ex- 
plain the  shifting  of  the  inlet  on  the  theory  that,  in  the  gen- 
eral case,  such  movement  is  the  result  of  littoral  drifting 
along  shore  caused  by  such  currents.  Furthermore,  the 
cycle  of  changes,  so  far  as  known,  does  not  coincide  with 
that  theory.  The  causes  in  this  case  are  not  readily  deter- 
mined. Apparently  the  set  of  the  tidal  current  is  the  most 
important  factor.  The  characteristics  of  these  currents  at 
the  inlet  are  controlled  by  the  shape  of  the  shore  lines  bor- 
dering it  and  the  location  and  direction  of  the  inlet  channel. 
The  currents  and  storm  waves  determine  the  changes  in 
shoreline  and  inlet  channel,  and  those  changes  in  turn  cause 
changes  in  the  currents.  This  process  is  continuous  during 
all  conditions  of  waves  and  winds,  the  effect  of  these  agen- 
cies being  to  aid  or  modify  the  tidal  currents.  Even  during 
severe  storms  with  accompanying  high  tides,  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  anything  but  a  speeding  up  and  extension  of 
the  general  trend  of  changes  will  occur  unless  the  sea  can 
break  through  a  low  narrow  strip  of  sand.  If  that  happens 
a  new  inlet  is  very  likely  to  be  formed  rapidly  creating  new 
tidal  currents  which  may  start  a  new  cycle  of  changes.  At 
the  present  time  the  sand  at  the  north  end  of  Seabrook  Beach 
has  too  high  an  elevation  to  render  a  break  through  very 
likely  during  the  most  severe  storms. 

21.  It  seems  reasonable  to  conclude  that  conditions  are 
very  probably  now  similar  to  those  obtaining  prior  to  1855, 
and  that  unless  protective  measures  are  taken,  it  is  likely 
that  the  inlet  will  continue  its  northerly  movement  until 
finally  a  large  part  of  that  section  of  Hampton  Beach  south 
of  Haverhill  Avenue  and  east  of  Ocean  Boulevard  will  have 
been  eroded,  with  the  shoreline  in  a  location  similar  to  that 
of  1855  and  with  the  inlet  channel  west  and  north  of  Town 
Rocks  as  in  1870. 

22.  Plans  Proposed.  To  prevent  the  further  erosion  of 
the  southern  end  of  Hampton  Beach,  a  north  jetty  is  neces- 
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sary,  and  for  the  fixation  and  improvement  of  tlie  inlet  chan- 
nel by  controlling  the  tidal  currents,  a  north  and  a  south  jetty 
are  considered  essential.  A  number  of  plans  were  given 
consideration.  For  the  south  jetty  a  location  running  from 
the  present  bridge  eastward  to  Gun  Rock  and  thence  to 
White  Rocks  is  considered  best.  For  the  north  jetty  the 
locations  given  most  serious  consideration  were — 

(a)  One  running  from  the  point  of  the  beach  between 
Dover  and  Exeter  Avenues  southeasterly  to  Town 
Rocks. 

(b)  One  running  easterly  from  the  present  bridge  to  Town 
Rocks,  with  a  sand  fill  between  it  and  the  12-foot  con- 
tour. 

23.  On  account  of  its  obliquity  plan  (a)  probably  would 
be  relatively  ineffective  as  a  sand  trap,  and  possibly  also 
as  a  protection  to  the  beach  to  the  northward,  due  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  scour  at  its  inner  end  from  the  concentration  of 
wave  action.  Neither  would  it  positively  control  the  direc- 
tion of  the  currents  through  the  inlet.  Plan  (b)  with  the 
fill  proposed,  may  be  expected  to  fully  protect  the  present 
beach,  properly  direct  the  inlet  currents  and  reclaim  a  con- 
siderable area  at  the  southern  end  of  Hampton  Beach  be- 
tween Exeter  Avenue  and  the  jetty.  This  plan  is  therefore 
considered  preferable. 

24.  Details  of  the  proposed  jetties  are  shown  on  Plate  II. 
The  inner  end  of  the  north  jetty  consists  of  a  steel  pile  struc- 
ture properly  braced  and  protected  by  riprap.  The  outer 
end,  which  will  be  subject  to  severe  wave  attack,  consists  of 
a  rubble  mound  jetty  with  a  steel  sheet  pile  core.  For  the 
southern  jetty,  a  rubble  mould  type  without  a  core  is  pro- 
posed. 

25.  The  jetties  should  be  approximately  1,100  feet  apart 
and  extend  to  the  existing  bridge.  The  bridge  trestle  to  the 
north  and  south  of  the  channel  between  the  jetties  should  be 
filled  and  protected  on  the  harbor  side  by  riprap  or  other- 
wise.    The  estimates  submitted  do  not  include  this  cost.

Said  hcense  shall  be  issued  by  the 
commissioner  or  by  agents,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  commissioner, 
upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar.

States  Senate  Bill  1197,  known  as  the  Frazier  bill,  and 

to  amend  said  bill  to  include  ranchers  and  livestock 

owners. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Eleventh  Legislature  of  the   state  of 

Arizona,  that 

A  crisis  exists  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  once  pros- 
perous farmers,  ranchers  and  livestock  owners  in  this  nation 
have  already  lost  their  homes  and  their  all  by  mortgage  fore- 
closures because  of  the  fact  that  the  price  of  agricultural 
products  and  livestock  have  for  years  been  below  the  cost  of 
production,  a  condition  that  affects  all  of  the  people  of  this 
nation,  and  is  largely  responsible  for  the  continuance  of  the 
depression;  and 

There  is  no  adequate  way  of  refinancing  existing  agri- 
cultural indebtedness  and  the  farmers,  ranchers  and  live- 
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stock  owners  are  at  the  mercy  of  their  mortgagees  and  credi- 
tors; and 

Unless  immediate  rehef  is  given,  thousands  and  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  additional  farmers,  ranchers  and  livestock 
owners  will  lose  their  farms,  ranches  and  livestock  and  their 
homes,  and  millions  more  will  be  forced  into  our  cities  and 
villages,  and  the  army  of  unemployed  will  necessarily  in- 
crease to  alarming  proportions,  precipitating  a  condition 
that  threatens  the  very  life  of  this  nation;  and 

The  state  legislatures  of  Montana,  North  Dakota,  Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin,  Nevada  and  Illinois  have  each  and  all 
petitioned  Congress  to  pass  Senate  Bill  1197,  known  as  the 
Frazier  bill,  without  delay;  which  bill  provides  that  existing 
farm  indebtedness  shall  be  refinanced  by  the  government  of 
the  United  States  at  one  and  one-half  per  cent  (l]4Vo) 
interest  and  one  and  one-half  per  cent  (1^%)  principal  on 
the  amortization  plan,  and  through  mortgages  on  livestock 
at  three  per  cent  (3%)  per  annum,  not  by  issuing  bonds  and 
plunging  the  nation  further  into  debt,  but  by  issuing  federal 
reserve  notes  the  same  as  the  government  now  does  for  the 
banks  through  the  federal  reserve  bank:  Now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Arizona 
respectfully  requests  and  petitions  the  legislatures  of  the 
other  states  that  have  not  already  done  so  to  petition  Con- 
gress to  pass  Senate  Bill  1197  without  delay,  and  amend  same

REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  RECESS  COMMISSION 
ON  COUNTY  AFFAIRS 

To  the  Legislature  of  1933: 

The  Legislative  Recess  Commission  which  was  authorized 
at  the  legislative  session  of  1931  with  instructions  to  investi- 
gate county  affairs  and  report  to  the  legislature  of  1933,  also 
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to  prepare  bills  for  any  suggested  changes  in  the  law,  sub- 
mits, herewith,  its  report. 

ADMINISTRATION 

The  county  convention,  as  now  constituted,  consists  of 
the  representatives  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  county. 
This  convention  is  not  provided  for  by  the  constitution,  but 
was  estabUshed  by  legislative  act  (Chapter  35  of  Public 
Laws),  and  may  be  changed  at  the  will  of  any  legislature. 
Suggestions  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  that  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  residing  in  the  county,  be  made  members 
of  the  convention. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  commission  that  the  convention 
as  now  constituted  is  satisfactory,  and  that  senators,  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  the  senatorial  districts  do  not  coincide 
with  county  Hues,  should  not  be  members  of  the  convention. 

The  statutes  provide  that  the  convention  shall  meet  and 
organize  during  the  second  week  of  the  biennial  sessions  of 
the  legislature.  The  law  further  provides  that  the  county 
commissioners  may  call  the  convention  in  special  session 
whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary,  and  for  such  a  con- 
vention the  delegates  are  allowed  three  dollars  per  day,  and 
ten  cents  per  mile  for  travelling  expenses.  A  special  ses- 
sion of  a  county  convention  has,  as  provided  by  the  present 
laws,  all  of  the  powers  of  the  biennial  session. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  of  this  law  be  retained  except 
the  provisions  relating  to  the  calling  of  a  special  convention 
and  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile  for  travelling  expenses. 
These  sections  we  believe  should  be  amended,  and  the  au- 
thority for  calling  a  special  county  convention  be  vested 
in  the  chairman  of  the  convention,  who  shall,  however, 
call  such  a  convention  only  upon  the  request  of  the  county 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  the  delegates.  The  rates 
for  travelling  expenses  should  conform  with  those  of  the 
state. 

The  duties  of  the  convention  are  to  peruse  the  budget  pre- 
pared by  the  county  commissioners,  and  authorize  the  assess- 
ment of  taxes  against  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  county  for 
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the  moneys  deemed  necessary  by  them  for  county  expenses 
for  the  ensuing  two  years,  each  year  to  be  voted  separately. 
It  has,  however,  been  found  impossible  in  the  past  few  years 
for  either  the  commissioners  or  the  county  convention  to 
anticipate  with  any  reasonable  degree  of  accuracy  the 
amounts  of  money  necessary  for  county  expenses.  When 
the  appropriations  for  the  year  have  proven  insufficient  to 
meet  the  county  expenses,  the  commissioners  (with  the 
authority  of  the  Court,  as  the  law  directs)  have  borrowed 
money  to  meet  the  deficit.  This  has  caused  a  great  deal 
of  dissatisfaction  in  the  county  delegations.  Their  first 
knowledge  of  such  budget  overruns  and  borrowings  comes 
to  them  at  the  biennial  session  of  the  legislature,  when  they 
are  informed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  deficits  which 
would  have  to  be  met  in  addition  to  their  current 
budgets. 

To  correct  this  situation,  and  in  order  that  the  county 
delegates  may  be  informed  at  all  times  as  to  the  state  of  the 
county  finances,  it  is  recommended  that  this  provision  of 
the  law  be  repealed,  and  that  all  borrowings  by  the  county 
in  excess  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the  convention 
should  be  authorized  by  the  county  convention,  called  for 
this  purpose,  if  necessary,  in  special  convention. 

The  present  law  whereby  the  county  convention  may 
appoint  a  committee,  not  to  exceed  five,  to  investigate 
county  affairs,  should  be  retained.  Some  method,  however, 
should  be  devised  whereby  the  findings  of  such  a  committee 
might  be  put  into  effect. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  orders  of  the  county  con- 
vention, subsequent  to  such  an  investigation,  and  based  on 
the  findings  of  the  committee,  should  be  mandatory  on  all 
county  officers,  subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  appeal  by 
said  officers  to  the  Superior  Court  within  ten  days  of  the 
receipt  of  such  orders. 

The  three  county  commissioners  in  each  county  elected 
by  the  people  in  biennial  elections  seems  to  be  as  efficient 
and  practicable  a  plan  as  could  be  devised.  We  would 
suggest  no  changes  in  their  duties  from  those  now  required 
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by  Chapter  38,  Sections  1  to  11  (inclusive)  of  the  Public 
Laws. 

The  office  of  county  treasurer  we  would  retain,  with  the 
duties  somewhat  enlarged  (see  chapter  on  finance),  even 
were  this  office  not  required  by  the  constitution.  The  salary 
should  be  increased,  if  such  changes  are  made,  that  it  may 
be  nearer  commensurate  with  the  added  responsibilities. 

The  office  of  auditor  we  would  abolish.  Two  auditors  are 
now  appointed  in  each  county  by  the  Superior  Court.  To 
replace  these  officers,  we  would  recommend  that  the  mu- 
nicipal accountant  of  the  state  tax  commission  be  empow- 
ered to  audit  all  county  accounts. 

The  offices  of  register  of  deeds,  register  of  probate,  sheriff 
and  county  solicitor  will  be  treated  under  the  chapter 
"Courts." 

FINANCE 

Money  is  provided  for  county  expenses,  as  outlined  in  the 
preceding  chapter,  by  taxes  assessed  against  the  cities  and 
towns  of  the  counties  by  the  county  convention.  By  Chap- 
ter 39,  Section  10  of  the  statutes,  the  county  treasurer  is 
authorized  to  issue  his  warrant  to  the  selectmen  of  the 
several  towns  in  the  county,  requiring  them  to  assess, 
collect  and  pay  to  him,  within  such  times  as  shall  be  therein 
directed,  their  just  proportion  of  all  taxes  granted  by  the 
county  convention,  according  to  their  proportion  of  public 
taxes  for  the  time  being,  and  may  enforce  the  collection  and 
payment  thereof,  together  with  interest  at  ten  per  cent  a 
year  from  December  first,  upon  all  taxes  not  then  paid. 
As  the  fiscal  year  of  the  county  begins  on  January  first, 
and  practically  no  taxes  are  paid  until  December  first,  the 
counties  are  forced  to  live  on  borrowed  money  for  eleven 
months  of  the  year,  with  the  resulting  heavy  interest  pay- 
ments. As  many  of  the  towns  collect  the  larger  part  of  their 
taxes  much  earlier  in  the  year,  it  seems  unfair  to  the  coun- 
ties to  force  them  to  wait  until  December  first  for  their  share 
of  the  tax  collections. 

It  is  recommended  that  one-half  of  the  county  tax  be 
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payable  on  August  first  and  that  interest  at  six  per  cent  per 
annum  be  assessed  against  the  towns  on  any  unpaid  portion 
of  said  half  after  this  date,  and  that  the  remaining  half  be 
due  on  December  first,  with  a  penalty  of  ten  per  cent  per 
annum  upon  all  taxes  not  paid  on  this  date. 

Accounting  methods  in  the  counties  have  been  almost 
uniformly  lax,  and  changes  should  be  made  at  once  to  im- 
prove this  situation.  The  present  statutes  require  that  the 
clerk  of  the  county  commissioners  shall  forward  to  the  tax 
commission  a  report  giving  the  financial  condition  of  the 
county.  In  Chapter  69,  Section  22  of  the  Public  Laws  it 
also  states  that  the  counties  shall  keep  uniform  accounts 
as  prescribed  by  the  tax  commission,  and  that  the  said 
tax  commission  may  audit  the  accounts  at  any  time. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  laws  be  so  amended  as  to 
make  the  treasurer  responsible  for  all  of  the  accounting  of 
the  county,  and  that  the  tax  commission  be  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  planning,  and  putting  into  effect,  a  uniform 
accounting  system  in  the  counties.  It  is  further  recom- 
mended that  the  tax  commission  be  empowered  to  supervise 
and  direct  the  operation  of  this  system  by  auditing  all 
county  accounts  at  least  once  in  six  months.  These  audi- 
tors will  replace  the  present  auditors  as  suggested  in  the 
previous  chapter.  This  accounting  system  should  be  so 
planned  that  it  would  be  possible  to  get  accurate  and  uni- 
form comparisons  between  the  counties  on  such  items  as 
the  cost  of  pauper  support  "on  the  farm,"  cost  per  person 
for  support  of  "poor  not  on  the  farm,"  and  within  the 
county,  the  cost  of  services  rendered  by  the  county  to  the 
town  for  pauper  aid  compared  with  the  county  tax  paid  by 
that  town.  None  of  these  figures  are  available  at  the 
present  time. 

The  treasurer,  in  addition  to  collecting  the  taxes  and 
keeping  the  accounts,  as  outlined  in  the  preceding  paragraph, 
should  negotiate  all  loans,  upon  orders  of  the  commissioners, 
and  should  pay  all  of  the  bills  of  the  county,  when  approved 
by  two  county  commissioners.  He  should  comply  strictly 
with  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Chapter  39,  Sections  2  and  3, 
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specifying  his  responsibilities  concerning  depositories  of 
county  funds,  and  the  necessity  for  his  securing  bids  from 
suitable  banks  as  to  the  interest  rates  which  they  will  pay  on 
deposit  balances.  All  notes  for  county  borrowings  should 
be  executed  in  accordance  with  Chapter  39,  Section  9,  with 
the  addition  that  the  treasurer  must  certify  to  the  Court 
under  oath  that  all  current  borrowings  (in  anticipation  of 
taxes)  are  within  the  appropriations  made  by  the  county 
convention.  Borrowing  in  excess  of  the  appropriation 
should  require  the  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  the  convention 
that  such  a  loan  was  duly  authorized  by  the  convention. 

The  tax  commission  or  its  deputies  should  have  supervi- 
sion of  all  of  the  activities  of  the  county  treasurer. 

The  superintendent  of  the  county  farm  should  be  required 
to  present  his  accounting  to  the  commissioners,  and  deposit 
any  surplus  funds  with  the  treasurer,  the  first  of  each  month. 

The  commissioners  should  adjust  their  accounts  with  the 
town  officers  once  each  month,  and  draw  their  warrants  on 
the  treasurer  for  the  accounts  due.  These  accounts  should 
be  rendered  by  the  towns  on  uniform  blanks  prescribed  by 
the  tax  commission.  The  commissioners  should  adhere 
strictly  to  the  law  as  set  forth  in  Chapter  107  concerning 
the  necessary  affidavits  of  paupers  applying  for  aid  from 
overseers  of  the  poor. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  expenses  of  the  commissioners 
should  no  longer  require  the  approval  of  the  Court,  but  that 
this  authority  be  given  to  the  tax  commission.  It  is  also 
recommended  that  the  rate  for  mileage  for  automobile 
travel  for  all  county  officers  be  adjusted  to  the  rates  allowed 
to  state  officers. 

We  recommend  that  county  commissioners  be  required  to 
furnish  bonds  as  now  required  by  Chapter  37,  Section  1  for 
Sheriffs,  Solicitors,  Treasurers,  Registers  of  Deeds  and 
Registers  of  Probate.  The  cost  of  this  bond  should  be  borne 
by  the  county. 

The  budget,  as  prepared  at  the  present  time  by  the  county 
commissioners,  is  submitted  to  the  county  convention,  and 
is  voted  upon  by  them  in  detailed  items. 
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We  recommend  the  continuance  of  this  poHcy,  but  we 
would  further  recommend  that  expenditures  should  be 
posted  against  each  budgeted  item,  and  transference  of 
sums  of  money  from  one  budget  item  to  another  be  made 
only  with  the  approval  of  the  tax  commission.  This  should 
prevent  the  non-payment  of  outstanding  notes  and  the 
transference  of  sums  voted  for  this  purpose  to  current  ex- 
pense, as  has  happened  in  the  past  few  years. 

County  purchasing  is  at  present  done  in  a  manner  which 
does  not  in  many  cases  coincide  with  good  business  practice, 
and  fails  to  provide  the  economies  which  should  prevail  in 
such  large  buying  power. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  counties  co-operate  with  each 
other  and  with  the  state,  to  pool  their  purchasing  whenever 
possible.  All  large  purchases  should  be  made  on  a  com- 
petitive price  basis. 

PUBLIC  WELFARE 

This  is  by  far  the  most  important  responsibility  of  the 
county  as  constituted  in  our  state.  Whereas,  in  years 
past  the  county  was  administered  with  a  more  or  less  uni- 
form expense,  since  the  war,  and  particularly  since  1929,  the 
cost  of  the  counties  has  advanced  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
This  is  largely  due  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  public  wel- 
fare; first  by  increased  commodity  costs  and  a  general  let 
down  in  everyday  economies,  and  since  1929,  by  the  greatly 
increased  pauper  load  due  to  unemployment. 

The  welfare  work  is  divided  into  two  general  classifica- 
tions, viz. :  "poor  on  the  farm"  and  "poor  not  on  the  farm." 
The  first  classification  comprises  the  county  institution  for 
paupers,  the  house  of  correction,  the  jail  (if  any)  and  the 
county  hospital  (if  any).  "Poor  not  on  the  farm "  are  those 
paupers  who  are  supported  in  their  own  homes  or  in  other 
institutions.  In  addition  to  these  general  classifications  of 
welfare,  the  county  also  has  the  care  of  the  blind,  veterans' 
relief  and  the  so-called  old  age  rehef,  for  all  persons  resident 
in  the  county  not  having  a  settlement  in  any  city  or  town. 

The  "farms,"  being  practically  all  under  one  roof,  and 
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administered  by  a  superintendent  appointed  by  the  county 
commissioners,  are,  in  general,  well  managed  and  are  subject 
only  to  minor  inefficiencies  or  irregularities  which  may  be 
readily  recognized  and  corrected. 

The  "poor  not  on  the  farm"  form  an  entirely  different 
problem  and  a  most  difficult  one.  The  "farm"  load,  being 
limited  to  the  size  of  the  institutions,  cannot  expand  to  a 
burdensome  size  but  the  "poor  not  on  the  farm"  load  can, 
and  has,  expanded  beyond  the  ability  of  our  present  admin- 
istrative machinery  to  administer  it  in  the  humane  and 
economical  manner  in  which  it  should  be  administered.  In 
practically  all  of  the  cities  and  towns  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  administer  the  county  relief  in  addition  to  that  of  their 
own  community,  charging  the  cost  to  the  county.  In  every 
case,  the  county  commissioner  is  supposed  to  be  notified  and 
the  continued  support  of  the  county  pauper  by  the  overseer 
is  under  the  direction  of  the  county  commissioner. 

The  ambiguity  of  the  present  law  and  the  evasion  of  some 
of  its  provisions  in  determining  whether  a  person  has  a 
settlement  in  any  community  and  therefore  is  a  city  or  town 
pauper  and  not  a  charge  upon  the  county,  has  greatly 
increased  the  county  charges.  At  the  present  time,  the  cost 
of  county  welfare  for  "poor  not  on  the  farm"  is  nearly 
three  times  the  total  cost  of  welfare  work  of  all  the  cities 
and  towns. 

Many  recommendations  have  been  made  that  all  of 
the  pauper  rehef  be  centrahzed  in  the  counties,  and  that  this 
entire  relief  program  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  supervisor  of 
public  welfare  in  each  county.  Thus  far  the  solution  seems 
simple,  but  when  one  attempts  to  fill  in  the  gap  between 
the  supervisor  and  the  individual  case,  which  these  rec- 
ommendations do  not  cover,  the  problem  becomes  more 
difficult.  Social  welfare  workers  would  be,  of  course,  one 
solution.  An  alternate  plan  might  be  to  use  the  present 
plan  of  overseers  in  the  towns,  but,  as  there  would  be  no 
such  thing  as  town  poor,  the  overseers  must  then  be  county 
officers,  appointed  and  paid  by  the  county  commissioners. 

Another  phase  of  this  situation  seems  to  this  commission 
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of  most  importance.  Wherever  auditing  of  county  books 
has  been  done,  it  discloses  the  fact  that  virtually  every  small 
town  is  helping  support  the  city  and  large  town  in  its  county 
tax.  Tax  studies  made  for  this  commission  by  the  tax 
commission  clearly  indicate  that  centrahzation  of  welfare  in 
the  counties  will  add  materially  to  the  injustice  now  being 
done  to  the  smaller  communities. 

Were  this  commission  convinced  that  this  unemployment, 
poor  rehef  problem  was  a  constantly  increasing  one,  or 
even  one  to  continue  on  its  present  scale  for  a  term  of  years, 
the  more  elaborate  program  might  have  their  approval.  On 
the  contrary,  it  is  our  belief  that  the  problem  of  deflation 
of  our  poor  relief  bill  in  the  next  few  years  may  prove  to  be 
our  most  serious  problem.  If  this  proves  to  be  the  case, 
an  organization  geared  to  the  present  program  might  prove 
to  be  one  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  the  deflation.  For  this 
reason,  and  because  of  the  possibihty  of  an  unwieldy  county 
organization,  with  all  of  the  necessary  appointive  officers, 
and  the  increasing  tax  injustice  to  the  small  town,  it  is  our 
opinion  that  the  best  solution  Hes  in  the  opposite  direction, 
namely,  decentralization.  To  accompHsh  this,  we  recom- 
mend that  all  of  the  laws  referring  to  settlement  be  repealed, 
and  that  a  statute  be  enacted  estabhshing  the  requirements 
for  a  residence  in  any  city  or  town  in  the  state  as  five  con- 
secutive years  of  domicile;  this  settlement  not  to  be  sacri- 
ficed except  by  transfer  of  domicile  for  five  consecutive 
years.  As  domicile  has  no  connection  with  tax  paying,  but 
is  a  matter  of  election  or  intent,  it  follows  that  pauperizing 
a  person  does  not  affect  his  settlement.  Administration 
of  the  relief  would  then  proceed  as  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  this  plan  would  also  come  the  near- 
est to  forcing  each  community  to  care  for  and  pay  for  its 
own  poor.  The  centralized  plan  would  definitely  require 
some  changes  in  the  present  tax  law  and  the  tax  studies 
make  it  evident  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  devise 
a  plan  which  would  meet  the  situation  with  justice  to 
all. 

We  also  feel  that  there  are  many  advantages  in  the  home 
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town  care  of  paupers  where  the  services  have  a  closer  per- 
sonal relationship  than  is  possible  in  the  larger  groups. 

Establishment  of  the  so-called  "five  year  on  and  five  year 
off  plan"  of  settlement  would  also  facilitate  the  deportation 
of  paupers  having  residence  in  other  states,  many  of  which 
have  similar  residence  laws.  Grouping  all  welfare  in  the 
counties  would  require  some  overhauling  of  our  residence 
laws  to  prevent  "dumping"  of  paupers  from  other  states. 

For  the  county  paupers,  if  the  five  year  residence  plan 
were  adopted,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  present  plan  of  ad- 
ministering relief  through  the  local  overseers  should  be  re- 
tained, but,  if  the  relief  work  continues  at  anywhere  near 
its  present  burden,  the  county  commissioners  should  have 
the  aid  of  welfare  workers  to  correlate  the  work  of  the  over- 
seers in  the  various  communities,  and  to  aid  them  in  ways 
of  standardization  of  their  relief  work. 

It  is  likewise  our  opinion  that  trained  welfare  workers 
might  profitably  be  used  by  the  local  communities  in  the  care 
of  both  the  town  and  county  poor.  The  smaller  communi- 
ties might  be  grouped,  in  order  to  participate  in  this  service 
at  a  reasonable  cost. 

The  old  age  assistance  law,  which  was  enacted  at  the  1931 
session  of  the  legislature,  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  discus- 
sion and  misunderstanding.  It  is  generally  understood  by 
the  public  to  be  a  pension  act,  and,  as  such,  to  have  none  of 
the  unpleasant  characteristics  of  pauper  aid.  This  is 
clearly  not  the  intent  of  the  act,  but,  nevertheless,  it  has 
gained  such  widespread  advertising  as  a  pension  measure 
that  applications  are  being  received  in  ever  increasing 
numbers.  Another  feature  of  the  law,  which  has  caused 
a  great  deal  of  feeling,  is  the  provision  which  allows  the 
county  commissioners  to  assess  old  age  relief  against  the 
towns  and  cities  without  representation  by  them,  in  any 
way,  in  the  discussion  of  the  merits  of  the  case. 

Because  it  is  unfair  to  the  cities  and  towns,  and  because 
it  is  already  being  abused,  and  will  undoubtedly  continue 
to  be  so  in  increasing  ratio,  we  recommend  the  repeal  of  this 
act.     It  is  quite  possible  that  some  other  legislation  might  be 
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enacted,  which  would  provide  the  features  which  this  law 
was  intended  to  cover,  and  which  would  not  be  open  to 
the  abuses  which  seem  to  surround  the  present  statute. 

Courts 

In  this  section  of  the  report  the  workings  and  operation  of 
the  Superior  Court  is  considered,  that  court  being  more 
closely  connected  with  county  affairs  than  any  other. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  work  of  the  Superior  Court  has 
enormously  increased  since  its  foundation  in  1901.  On  the 
basis  of  a  survey  of  the  activities  of  the  Superior  Court 
made  in  1926  by  the  Honorable  Thomas  D.  Luce,  clerk  of 
that  court  for  Hillsborough  County,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  chief  justice,  it  seems  safe  to  predict  that  in  the  thirty 
years  of  existence  of  the  court  the  work  has  very  nearly 
doubled.  The  personnel  of  the  court  has  been  slightly 
increased  during  the  course  of  that  time  but  nowhere  near 
in  proportion  to  the  increased  amount  of  work. 

This  increase  is  due  very  largely,  it  is  believed,  to  the 
advent  of  the  automobile,  which  not  only  gives  rise  to  much 
litigation  through  automobile  accidents  but  also,  by  in- 
creasing the  scope  of  human  activity,  has  increased  the 
amount  of  work  possible  for  one  man  to  accomplish,  by 
affording  cheap  and  rapid  transportation  from  place  to 
place. 

There  seems  to  be  no  way  in  which  the  number  of  cases 
can  be  appreciably  diminished.  The  state  supphes  the 
court  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  state  for  the  purpose  of 
solving  disputes  which  arise  between  inhabitants  of  the 
state.  These  disputes  necessarily  have  to  be  settled  by 
court  action  in  a  great  many  cases,  and  there  seems  no  way 
of  reducing  the  number  of  disputes.  There  is,  however, 
one  place  where  it  seems  advisable  to  suggest. some  changes 
which  will  in  some  degree  reheve  pressure  on  the  courts,  and 
enable  litigants  to  bring  their  cases  to  trial  more  promptly. 
This  lies  in  the  field  of  jury  trial. 

Under  our  constitution  (Part  1,  Section  20)  the  parties 
to  any  action  at  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  exceeds 
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one  hundred  dollars,  have  a  right  to  trial  by  jury.  Trial  by 
jury,  it  is  believed,  is  one  of  the  fairest  and  best  methods  of 
determining  rights  between  litigants,  but  the  method  is 
open  to  the  criticism  of  expense.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
cost  of  drawing  a  jury  for  the  purpose  of  the  trial  of  any 
case,  in  jury  payrolls  alone,  amounts  to  between  two  hun- 
dred and  three  hundred  dollars,  the  amount  of  course  vary- 
ing from  county  to  county  depending  upon  the  number  of 
jurors  attending  at  the  term  of  court.  The  number  of 
jurors  called  to  attend  is  likely  to  vary  from  twenty-five  to 
forty,  in  some  instances  more.  All  these  men  must  attend 
at  the  time  the  jury  is  drawn,  and  obviously  must  be  paid 
for  their  time. 

Of  course,  the  most  direct  method  of  preventing  the  use  of 
the  jury  in  cases  where  small  sums  are  involved  is  to  change 
the  constitution,  preferably  raising  the  limit  from  one 
hundred  dollars,  as  it  now  stands,  to  five  hundred  dollars. 
It  is  not  a  simple  matter  to  change  the  Constitution,  and 
the  suggestion  is  offered  that  the  difficulty  may  be  met  in 
another  way.  This  suggestion  is  that  in  all  cases,  where 
the  amount  in  controversy  is  less  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
the  party  desiring  trial  by  a  jury  shall  be  compelled  to 
deposit  with  the  clerk  of  court,  in  the  county  where  the 
action  is  pending,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which 
sum  is  to  be  deposited  with  the  county  treasurer,  and  is  not 
recoverable  back  by  the  party  depositing  the  same,  even 
though  he  may  prevail  in  the  suit.  There  should  be  added 
to  this  a  provision  that  the  party  desiring  jury  trial  may 
petition  the  presiding  justice  for  waiver  of  this  requirement, 
and  if  the  presiding  justice  determines  that  justice  and 
equity  require  the  trial  by  a  jury  without  the  payment  of 
the  above  sum  in  costs,  then  the  deposit  may  be  waived. 

This  suggestion  is  open  to  the  criticism  that  it  may  not  be 
constitutional.  The  suggestion  is  made  that  the  legislature 
request  an  advisory  opinion  from  the  Supreme  Court  upon 
this  question. 

Another  possible  solution  would  be  to  give  to  the  Munic- 
ipal Court  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  of  controversies  in 
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which  the  amount  involved  is  less  than  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  Municipal  Courts  do  not  use  juries,  and  this  would 
compel  the  trial  in  the  first  instance  of  small  civil  suits  with- 
out the  use  of  jury.  Appeals,  however,  would  have  to  lie 
to  the  Superior  Court  in  all  cases  where  the  amount  in- 
volved is  over  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  such  cases  the 
issue  would  have  to  be  determined  all  over  again  by  a  jury. 

Under  the  present  system  (P.  L.  Chapter  323,  Section 
17-21,  and  Laws  of  1931,  Chapter  164)  the  Superior  and 
Municipal  Courts  have  a  concurrent  jurisdiction  as  to  such 
small  cases.  The  proposed  system  would  in  some  situations 
deter  trial  of  small  cases  in  the  Superior  Court,  but  would 
not  prevent  such  trial.  It  would  impose  upon  the  party 
to  such  a  case  an  inconvenience  in  getting  into  the  Superior 
Court,  in  that  he  would  have  to  take  an  appeal  from  the 
Municipal  Court  in  order  to  get  into  the  Superior  Court, 
but  it  would  not  impose  any  great  financial  burden.  The 
first  proposed  change  would  put  a  financial  burden  upon  the 
one  demanding  jury  trial  in  small  cases,  if  the  presiding 
justice  should  not  see  fit  to  waive  that  burden,  and  so  it  is 
felt  would  be  more  effective  in  saving  expense  to  the  county. 

The  second  proposed  change,  furthermore,  would  not  be 
effective  when  the  defendant  was  a  non-resident  of  the  state, 
since  INlunicipal  Courts  have  no  civil  jurisdiction  unless  the 
defendant  is  a  resident  of  the  county  in  which  the  Municipal 
Court  is  located.  This  jurisdictional  feature  could,  of 
course,  be  changed,  but  if  such  change  were  made  a  plaintiff 
could  impose  serious  hardship  on  a  defendant  by  suing  him 
in  a  Municipal  Court  far  removed  from  the  defendant's 
home. 

Under  the  statutes  which  are  now  in  force,  the  Superior 
Court  is  given  authority  and  must  give  its  approval  to 
county  loans.  The  pressure  of  work  in  the  courts  renders 
it  almost  impossible  for  the  presiding  justice  to  give  the 
careful  consideration  to  this  matter  which  it  deserves.  Ap- 
proval is  now  given  almost  as  a  matter  of  course.  It  is 
suggested  that  this  supervision  over  county  borrowing, 
except  for  current  loans,  should  be  taken  out  of  the  hands

of  the  court  and  given  to  the  county  convention  (see  pre- 
vious chapter). 

Furthermore,  the  court  now  has  supervision  of  the  ex- 
pense accounts  of  the  county  commissioners  in  all  counties 
except  Strafford,  in  which  county  the  commissioners  receive 
no  expense  account.  This  again  is  a  matter  to  which  the 
presiding  justice,  both  by  the  nature  of  the  matter  and  by 
the  limited  time  at  his  disposal,  is  unable  to  give  proper 
consideration  and  in  many  instances  is  compelled  to  approve 
the  commissioners'  expenses  without  having  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  properly  investigate  the  same.  In  fact,  it  is  a 
matter  which  the  court  has  no  machinery  at  its  disposal 
with  which  to  make  investigation  of  what  the  county  com- 
missioners may  have  been  doing,  or  where  they  may  have 
been  traveling,  since  the  previous  term  of  court  in  the 
county  in  question. 

It  is  felt  that  the  approval  of  the  court  on  this  matter  is 
of  very  doubtful  value  as  a  check  on  the  expenses  of  county 
commissioners  and  might  well  be  dispensed  with  as  a  useless 
function  (see  recommendation  in  previous  chapter). 

The  court's  time  is  very  fully  occupied  in  administering 
its  own  affairs  and  its  regulatory  powers  should  not  be  ex- 
tended beyond  management  and  regulation  of  the  court  it- 
self. This  does  not  mean  that  the  functions  of  the  court  on 
appeal  should  be  in  any  way  limited,  abridged  or  altered. 

It  is  suggested  that  all  expenses  of  the  Superior  Court  and 
of  the  clerk  of  court  be  approved  by  the  presiding  justice, 
and  having  received  his  approval,  be  paid  by  the  county 
treasurer.  Under  the  present  system,  whereby  the  clerk  of 
court  is  empowered  to  draw  upon  the  treasurer,  and  also  the 
commissioners,  the  treasurer  never  knows  what  his  balance 
on  hand  may  be.  The  clerk  of  court  now  deposits  all  in- 
come from  the  court  in  his  account,  and  pays  all  his  own 
expenses  on  order  of  the  court  from  his  account  until  that  is 
exhausted,  and  then  is  compelled  to  get  money  from  the 
county  treasurer  to  pay  his  expenses. 

This  method  seems  needlessly  cumbersome,  and  it  is  felt 
advisable  to  have  the  clerk  of  court  deposit  all  his  income 
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with  the  treasurer,  and  let  the  treasurer  pay  all  court  ex- 
penses, if  approved  in  writing  by  any  justice  of  the  Superior 
Court. 

One  very  heavy  item  of  court  expense  arises  from  the 
employment  of  detectives  by  the  Attorney  General  in  cases 
of  major  crime  in  the  counties.  This  expense  is  charged 
directly  to  the  counties.  These  services  have  proven  of 
doubtful  value  in  many  cases,  and  the  expense  of  such  serv- 
ices seems  to  be  beyond  the  control  of  any  responsible  officer. 

It  is  recommended  that  permanent  officers  be  employed 
by  the  state  and  attached  to  the  attorney-general's  office,  for 
purpose  of  identification  and  detection  of  criminals,  and 
that  their  services  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  counties. 

COUNTY  OFFICERS 

Treasurer 

The  functions  of  this  office  are  discussed  elsewhere  in  this 
report;  the  only  matters  to  be  here  covered  are  the  method 
by  which  county  treasurers  should  be  selected  and  compen- 
sated. Under  the  statutes  as  now  in  force  the  county  treas- 
urers are  elected,  and  are  paid  annual  salaries  as  specified  in 
Public  Laws,  Chapter  39,  Section  12.  These  salaries  are 
paid  quarterly  except  in  Hillsborough  County,  where  they 
are  paid  monthly.  (Pubhc  Laws,  Chapter  35,  Section  3.) 
This  method  of  compensation  is  approved. 

Commissioners 

Under  the  law  as  it  at  present  stands  the  county  com- 
missioners in  the  counties  of  Rockingham,  Belknap,  Merri- 
mack, Hillsborough,  Cheshire  and  Grafton  receive  fixed  sal- 
aries, and  in  addition  thereto  a  reasonable  sum  for  all  neces- 
sary expenses  upon  order  of  the  Superior  Court  upon  their 
account  audited  by  that  court.  In  the  county  of  Strafford 
the  county  commissioners  receive  a  salary,  but  there  is  no 
allowance  for  expenses.  In  the  counties  of  Sullivan,  Carroll 
and  Coos  the  commissioners  receive  five  dollars  per  day 
when  engaged  on  county  business,  and  in  addition  thereto 
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their  necessary  expenses  upon  order  and  allowance  by  the 
Court. 

Furthermore,  county  commissioners  are  allowed  three 
dollars  per  day  and  ten  cents  per  mile  travel  when  engaged  on 
petitions  relating  to  highways. 

There  seems  little,  if  any,  justification  for  the  difference  in 
methods  of  compensating  commissioners  in  the  different 
counties.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  commission- 
ers be  put  on  a  salary  in  all  counties,  and  that  in  all  counties 
they  receive  in  addition  to  their  salaries  a  reasonable  sum 
for  their  necessary  expenses  and  travel.  The  present  system 
is  chaotic,  to  say  the  least,  and  there  seems  no  good  reason 
why  all  county  commissioners  should  not  be  paid  on  the 
same  basis. 

Solicitors 

The  county  solicitors  receive  salaries  set  by  the  statute 
(Laws  of  1931,  Chapter  152)  varying  in  the  different  coun- 
ties. This  method  of  compensation  is  recommended. 
They  also  receive  actual  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  their 
official  duties  while  away  from  their  offices.  These  expenses 
are  approved  by  the  Superior  Court.  All  payment  of  salary 
and  expenses  is  made  quarterly  except  in  Hillsborough 
County  where  payments  are  made  monthly.  It  seems  fair 
and  proper  that  solicitors  should  be  compensated  for  their 
actual  expenses  incurred  in  line  with  their  office  duties,  and 
approval  of  such  expense  can  well  be  handled  by  the  Superior 
Court.  In  addition,  solicitors  receive  extra  compensation 
when  taking  depositions  in  criminal  cases,  which  compensa- 
tion is  also  fixed  by  the  Superior  Court.  No  criticism  is 
offered  of  this  additional  compensation. 

Under  Public  Laws,  Chapter  144,  Section  62,  solicitors  are 
allowed  ten  dollars  per  day  and  their  actual  expenses  in  addi- 
tion to  their  salary  when  engaged  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
liquor  laws  at  other  times  and  places  than  in  term  time  of 
the  Superior  Court. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  provision  be  abolished. 
There  seems  little  justification  for  extra  compensation  when 
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engaged  in  enforcing  any  particular  criminal  law.  Solicitors 
should  be  paid  for  their  time  in  enforcing  any  criminal  law, 
and  it  is  recommended  that  no  particular  criminal  law  be 
singled  out  for  special  treatment. 

Sherijfs 

The  duties  of  a  sheriff  are  divided  into  two  categories. 
The  sheriff  receives  certain  fees  fixed  by  statute  for  the 
service  of  processes  in  civil  cases,  which  fees  are  not  paid  by 
the  county  but  by  the  litigants.  It  is  not  intended  to  inter- 
fere with  or  alter  the  compensation  of  sheriffs  derived  from 
any  source  other  than  the  county.  Under  the  law  as  it  now 
stands  (Laws  of  1929,  Chapter  160),  the  sheriffs  receive  a 
certain  salary,  varying  in  amount  from  county  to  county, 
which  salary  is  paid  quarterly  except  in  Hillsborough 
County  where  it  is  paid  monthly.  Under  Public  Laws 
Chapter  318,  Paragraph  4,  on  the  adjournment  of  each  term 
of  court,  the  sheriff  in  attendance  is  allowed  such  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  reasonable,  which  compensation  is  set  by  the 
presiding  justice.  The  custom  or  practice  has  grown  up  of 
allowing  each  sheriff  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  which 
the  term  lasts,  including  Sundays  and  holidays.  This  prac- 
tice has  been  continued  for  a  great  many  years. 

It  is  suggested  that  this  compensation  be  abolished. 

Under  Pubhc  Laws,  Chapter  144,  Section  64,  sheriffs  are 
given  special  pay  for  prosecution  of  liquor  cases  and  investi- 
gating places  about  which  complaints  are  made  under  the 
liquor  law. 

Here  again,  as  in  the  case  of  solicitors  and  for  the  same 
reasons  there  advanced,  it  is  suggested  that  this  be  abolished. 

It  is  the  sense  of  this  commission  that  sheriffs  receive  a 
fixed  salary  for  all  work  for  the  county  done  by  them,  the 
amount  of  this  salary  to  be  fixed  either  by  the  Legislature 
or  preferably  by  the  Superior  Court,  since  the  sheriff  is  a 
court  officer  and  the  amount  of  work  required  by  the  sheriffs 
of  the  different  counties  is  well  understood  by  the  Superior 
Court,  and  that  this  salary  be  in  Heu  of  all  per  diem  or  other 
special  fees  of  any  sort  and  cover  all  services  rendered  to  the 
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county.  In  addition,  sheriffs  should  be  allowed  for  their 
necessary  travel  expenses  in  doing  county  work,  which 
should  be  submitted  to  and  allowed  by  the  Superior  Court. 
At  present  part  of  the  sheriffs'  expenses  are  submitted  to  and 
allowed  by  the  county  commissioners  and  part  by  the 
Superior  Court.  It  is  felt  that  this  matter  should  be 
handled  solely  in  the  Superior  Court.  The  above  provisions 
are  not  intended  to  apply  to  deputy  sheriffs,  who,  in  our 
opinion,  should  continue  as  at  present.  The  number  of 
deputy  sheriffs  should,  however,  be  a  matter  for  court 
decision  and  not  the  sheriffs'  responsibility,  as  it  is  at  pres- 
ent. 

Registers  of  Deeds 

Under  existing  laws  (Pubhc  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Sections 
13  to  17)  the  registers  of  deeds  in  all  counties  except  Straf- 
ford receive  their  fees  but  no  salary.  In  Strafford  County 
the  register  of  deeds  receives  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars which  is  paid  by  the  county,  and  eight  hundred  dollars 
for  office  help,  and  accounts  for  and  pays  to  the  county  once 
a  month,  all  fees  received  by  him. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  method  employed  in  Strafford 
County  is  superior  to  the  fee  system,  and  it  is  suggested  that 
all  registers  of  deeds  be  put  upon  the  salary  basis,  and  given 
an  allowance  for  assistance  such  as  may  be  required  in  the 
different  counties,  and  that  all  fees  collected  by  them  be  ac- 
counted for  and  paid  to  the  county  treasurer. 

Registers  of  Probate 

These  officers  are  paid  salaries  by  the  state  which  are 
set  for  each  county  by  Public  Laws,  Chapter  294,  Section 
18,  which  salaries  are  in  full  for  all  services  except  for  copies 
of  documents  given  to  private  individuals  for  their  personal 
use.  In  addition,  provision  is  made  for  deputy  registers  in 
the  counties  of  Rockingham,  Merrimack  and  Hillsborough, 
the  salaries  for  the  same  paid  by  the  state,  and  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Rockingham,  Merrimack,  Hillsborough,  Sullivan  and 
Coos  they  receive  also  from  the  county  varying  sums  for 
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clerk  hire.     No  recommendation  or  suggestion  is  felt  neces- 
sary in  this  case,  since  the  existing  law  seems  to  be  adequate. 

Clerks  of  Court 

These  officers  are  compensated  in  many  different  ways. 
They  receive  a  percentage  of  entry  fees  paid  by  any  person 
entering  a  petition,  writ  or  other  paper  in  court;  they  also 
receive  fees  for  copies  of  documents  on  file  in  their  offices 
when  supplied  to  persons  wishing  the  same,  and  in  addition 
an  allowance  is  set  by  the  court  for  each  county  which  is 
paid  by  the  county  treasurer.  In  addition,  they  are  paid 
five  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  in  which  the  Superior 
Court  is  in  session  in  their  county,  and  when  it  is  in  session 
in  the  place  of  residence  of  the  clerk.  When  in  session  at 
any  other  place,  the  clerk  receives  ten  dollars  per  day,  but  is 
paid  no  expenses. 

It  is  suggested  that  this  method  of  compensation  is  cum- 
bersome and  difficult,  and  that  clerks  of  court  should  be  put 
upon  a  salary,  and  be  granted  an  allowance  for  expenses  in 
their  travel,  and  for  their  meals  and  room  when  away  from 
home  attending  sessions  of  the  court,  for  clerk  hire,  office 
supplies  and  such  incidental  expenses,  all  of  which  matters, 
including  salary,  should  be  fixed  by  the  Superior  Court,  since 
the  court  is  closely  in  touch  with  and  probably  better  in- 
formed about  the  work  required  of  the  clerks  in  the  different 
counties.  It  is  suggested  that  this  method  is  simpler  and 
better  than  the  present  mixed  system  of  fees,  per  diem  and 
salary. 

Prior  to  1877,  under  the  Constitution  as  it  then  stood 
(Constitution,  Part  2,  Section  46),  solicitors,  sheriffs,  regis- 
ters of  probate  and  coroners  were  all  appointed  by  the 
governor  and  council  to  serve  for  five  year  periods  and 
county  commissioners,  treasurers  and  registers  of  deeds 
were  elected  biennially  as  at  present.  In  1877  the  consti- 
tution was  amended,  and  as  it  now  stands,  sheriffs,  county 
solicitors,  county  treasurers,  registers  of  deeds  and  registers 
of  probate  are  all  elected  biennially.  This  method  of  selec- 
tion being  fixed  by  the  constitution,  it  is  probably  unneces- 
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sary  to  discuss  the  relative  merits  of  election  over  appoint- 
ment of  the  above  officers,  since  nothing  can  be  done  without 
constitutional  change,  and  consequently  no  suggestions  are 
made  as  to  the  method  of  selection.

The  attorney-general,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  governor  and  council,  may  employ  two  investigators  for 
criminal  work.  One  investigator  shall  be  a  finger  print  and 
criminal  identification  expert.  His  duty  shall  be  to  install 
and  maintain  in  the  office  of  the  attorney-general  a  central- 
ized bureau  of  criminal  identification,  which  shall  include 
records  and  other  information  of  persons  who  have  been  or 
shall  hereafter  be  convicted  of  a  felony  or  an  attempt  to 
commit  a  felony  within  the  state  or  who  are  known  to  be 
habitual  criminals,  and  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
attorney-general,  include  records  and  other  information  of 
persons  placed  under  arrest  in  criminal  proceedings.  Such 
records  and  information  shall  not  be  open  to  the  inspection 
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of  any  person  except  those  who  may  be  authorized  to  inspect 
the  same  by  the  attorney-general.  13-b.  Salaries.  The 
annual  salary  of  one  of  the  investigators  shall  be  not  exceed- 
ing three  thousand  dollars  and  the  annual  salary  of  the  other 
shall  be  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  both  to  be  fixed 
by  the  attorney-general  with  the  approval  of  the  governor 
and  council.  13-c.  Assistance  in  Criminal  Work.  The 
investigators  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  attorney- 
general  and  shall  assist  him  and  the  county  solicitors  in  the 
apprehension  and  identification  of  criminals.  13-d.  Powers. 
The  investigators  shall  be  ex-officio  constables  through  the 
state  and  have  general  powers  to  enforce  all  criminal  laws 
of  the  state,  serve  criminal  processes  and  make  arrests  under 
proper  warrants,  in  all  counties  of  the  state.  13-e.  Rules 
and  Regulations.  The  attorney-general  shall  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
the  purposes  hereof.  13-f.  Reports  Required.  The  clerks 
of  the  superior  and  municipal  courts,  or  if  there  is  no  clerk 
the  justice  thereof,  sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs,  police  officers, 
jailers,  and  superintendents  of  houses  of  correction  are  hereby 
required  to  secure  and  to  forward  to  the  bureau  of  criminal 
identification  all  such  information  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
attorney-general  relative  to  persons  brought  before  said 
courts  or  arrested  or  in  the  custody  of  such  officers,  in 
criminal  proceedings.  13-g.  Penalty.  Any  person  violat- 
ing the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  or  any  rule  or 
regulation  made  by  the  attorney-general  under  the  provisions 
hereof  shall  be  fined  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  and 
figures  "  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000) "  in  section  2  of  said 
bill  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  and  figures,  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000) ,  so  that  said  section  2  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  2.  Appropriation.  There  is  hereby

Dodge  pond,  Romid  pond 
and  Flag  pond  in  Lyman,  Ellsworth  pond  in  Ellsworth, 
Merrymeeting  lake  in  New  Durham,  Scobie's  pond  in  Derry 
and  Londonderry,  Big  Dan  Hole  pond  in  Ossipee  and  Tufton- 
boro.  Mason  pond  in  Orford,  Rocky  pond  in  Wentworth, 
Armington  pond  and  Lake  Tarleton  in  Piermont,  Newfound 
lake  in  the  towns  of  Hebron,  Bridgewater,  Bristol  and  Alex- 
andria, Highland  lake.  Elbow  pond  and  Bradley  pond  in 
Andover,  Spofford  lake  in  Chesterfield,  Spectacle  pond  in 
Groton  and  Hebron,  Rust  pond  in  Wolfeboro,  Mirror  lake 
in  Tuftonboro,  Stinson  lake  in  Rumney,  Peaporridge  pond 
in  the  towns  of  Madison  and  Conway,  Town  Line  pond  in

IL  Pickerel  not  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length  may  be 
taken  from  Lakes  Winnipesaukee,  Massabesic,  Winnisquam, 
Asquam,  Wentworth  and  the  Connecticut  river  in  Cheshire, 
Sullivan  and  Grafton  counties,  from  June  first  to  April  first. 
In  the  Merrimack  river.  Powwow  river,  Winnipesaukee  river, 
Pemigewasset  river  and  all  other  waters  not  before  men- 
tioned in  this  section,  pickerel  not  less  than  twelve  inches  in 
length  may  be  taken  and  possessed  from  June  first  to  Janu- 
ary sixteenth.

fifteenth  to  July  first.  A  person  may  take  in  one  day  a  total 
of  not  more  than  ten  pounds  of  black  bass  provided  that  if 
he  has  taken  less  than  ten  pounds  he  shall  be  entitled  to  take 
one  additional  fish.  Black  bass  of  any  size  and  in  any 
quantity  may  be  taken  and  possessed  at  any  time  from  the 
waters  of  Partridge  lake  in  the  towns  of  Littleton  and  Lyman. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tenney  of  Claremont  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills.

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MESSAGE  FROM   THE  SENATE 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate  by  its  clerk  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with 
amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the  Senate 
asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  289,  An  act  relating  to  horse  racing  and 
creating  a  state  racing  commission. 

Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  inserting  in  the  third  line 
after  the  word  "appointed"  the  words  "and  may  be  for  cause 
removed"  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  follow- 
ing: "And  no  member  of  the  commission  shall  have  any 
pecuniary  interest  in  any  racing  or  the  sale  of  pari  mutuel 
pools  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,"  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  State  Racing  Commission.  There  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  created  a  state  racing  commission  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers who  shall  be  appointed  and  may  be  for  cause  removed 
by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council. 
One  member  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years  and  one  for  three  years,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  their 
terms  of  office  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
for  the  unexpired  term.  The  members  shall  serve  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  So  far  as  practicable 
they  shall  be  persons  interested  in  the  establishment  and 
development  of  a  New  Hampshire  breed  of  thoroughbred 
horses  and  no  member  of  the  commission  shall  have  any 
pecuniary  interest  in  any  racing  or  the  sale  of  pari  mutuel 
pools  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Amend  Section  6  of  said  bill  by  inserting  in  the  third 
line  after  the  word  "necessary"  the  words  "to  provide  ade- 
quate policing  and,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

6.  Assistants.  The  commission,  with  the  approval  of 
the  governor  and  council,  is  authorized  to  employ  such  as- 
sistants and  employees  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  provide 
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adequate  policing  and  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act 
at  such  compensation  on  a  per  diem  basis  as  the  commission 
may  prescribe. 

Amend  Section  11  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"except  a  county,  town  or  other  fair  association"  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read:  11.  Races.  No  person,  as- 
sociation or  corporation  shall  hold,  conduct  or  operate  any 
running  or  harness  horse  race  or  meet  for  public  exhibition 
within  the  state  without  a  license  from  the  state  racing 
commission. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  in  Section  12  the 
words  "except  county,  town  or  other  fair  associations"  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read:  12.  License.  Any 
person,  association  or  corporation  desiring  to  hold  a  running 
or  harness  horse  race  or  meet  for  public  exhibition  shall 
apply  to  said  commission  for  a  license  to  do  so.  The  applica- 
tion shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  person  or  executive 
officer  of  the  association  or  corporation  and  shall  contain  the 
following  information : 

(a)  The  full  name  and  address  of  the  person,  association 
or  corporation. 

(b)  If  an  association,  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
members  of  the  association. 

(c)  If  a  corporation,  the  name  of  the  state  under  which  it 
is  incorporated  with  its  principal  place  of  business  and  the 
names  and  addresses  of  its  directors  and  stockholders. 

(d)  The  exact  location  where  it  is  desired  to  conduct  or 
hold  races  or  race  meets. 

(e)  Whether  or  not  the  racing  plant  is  owned  or  leased, 
and  if  leased,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  fee  owner,  or 
if  a  corporation  of  the  directors  and  stockholders  thereof. 

(f)  A  statement  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  person, 
association  or  corporation  making  such  application. 

(g)  Such  other  information  as  the  commission  may  re- 
quire. 

Amend  Section  13  of  said  bill  by  inserting  at  the  end 
thereof  the  words:  "The  license  of  any  corporation  shall 
automatically  cease  upon  the  change  in  ownership,  legal  or 
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equitable,  of  fifty  per  cent,  or  more  of  the  voting  stock  of  the 
corporation  and  the  corporation  shall  not  hold  a  running  or 
harness  horse  race  or  meet  for  public  exhibition  without  a 
new  license.",  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  13.  Issuance  of  License.  If  the  commission  is  sat- 
isfied that  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  commission  have  been  and  will 
be  complied  with  by  the  person,  association  or  corporation 
applying  for  a  license,  it  may  issue  a  license  which  shall  expire 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December.  The  license  shall  set 
forth  the  name  of  the  licensee,  the  place  where  the  races  or 
race  meets  are  to  be  held,  and  the  time  and  number  of  days 
during  which  racing  may  be  conducted  by  said  licensee.  Any 
such  license  issued  shall  not  be  transferable  or  assignable. 
Said  commission  shall  have  power  to  revoke  any  license  is- 
sued at  any  time  for  good  cause  upon  reasonable  notice  and 
hearing.  The  license  of  any  corporation  shall  automatically 
cease  upon  the  change  in  ownership,  legal  or  equitable,  of 
fifty  per  cent,  or  more  of  the  voting  stock  of  the  corporation 
and  the  corporation  shall  not  hold  a  running  or  harness  horse 
race  or  meet  for  public  exhibition  without  a  new  license. 

Amend  Section  14  of  said  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  words  "and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
commission."  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

14.  Bond.  Every  person,  association  or  corporation  li- 
censed under  this  act  shall  before  said  license  is  issued  give 
a  bond  to  the  state  in  such  reasonable  sum  not  exceeding 
$50,000  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  commission  with  a  surety  or 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  commission  conditioned  to 
faithfully  make  the  payments  prescribed  by  this  act  and  to 
keep  its  books  and  records  and  make  reports  as  herein  pro- 
vided and  to  conduct  its  racing  in  conformity  with  this  act 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  commission. 

Amend  Section  15  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  entire  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  15.  Penalty. 
Any  person,  association  or  corporation  holding  or  conducting, 
or  any  person  or  persons  aiding  or  abetting  in  the  holding  or 
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conducting  of  any  running  or  harness  horse  race  or  meet  for 
public  exhibition  within  the  state  without  a  license  duly  is- 
sued by  said  commission,  or  any  person,  association  or  cor- 
poration who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  who 
violates  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
commission  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars 
or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  in  Section  16  the 
words  "or  conducted  by  a  county,  town  or  other  fair  associa- 
tion" and  by  adding  after  the  word  "three"  in  line  17  the 
words,  and  one-half,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read:  16.  Pari  Mutual  Pools.  Within  the  enclosure  of  any 
race  track  where  is  held  a  race  or  race  meet  licensed  and  con- 
ducted under  this  act  but  not  elsewhere,  the  sale  of  pari 
mutuel  pools  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
said  commission  is  hereby  permitted  and  authorized  during 
the  years  1933  and  1934.  Commissions  on  such  pools  shall  in 
no  event  and  at  no  track  exceed  ten  per  cent,  and  the  odd 
cents  of  all  redistribution  to  be  made  on  all  mutuel  contribu- 
tions exceeding  a  sum  equal  to  the  next  lowest  multiple  of 
five.  Said  maximum  shall  include  the  three  and  one-half  per 
cent  tax  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  adding  in  Section  17  after  the 
word  "three"  in  line  4  the  words,  and  one-half,  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read:  17.  Tax  on  Pari  Mutuel 
Pools.  Each  person,  association  or  corporation  licensed  to 
conduct  a  race  or  race  meet  under  this  act  shall  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  state  a  sum  equal  to  three 
and  one-half  per  cent  of  the  total  contributions  to  all  pari 
mutuel  pools  conducted  or  made  at  any  race  or  race  meet 
licensed  under  this  act. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  18 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  18.  Payment. 
Said  payment  under  the  preceding  section  shall  be  made  not 
later  than  seven  days  after  each  race  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  report  under  oath  showing  the  total  of  all  said 
contributions  to  pari  mutuel  pools  covered  by  such  report  and 
such  other  information  as  the  Commission  may  require. 
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Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  19 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  19.  Limitation. 
No  part  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  racing 
whatever  except  running  or  harness  horse  races. 

Amend  Section  20  of  said  bill  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof 
the  words  "and  approved  by  the  Commission"  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

20.  Records.  Every  person,  association  or  corporation 
conducting  a  race  or  race  meet  under  this  act  shall  so  keep 
its  books  and  records  as  to  clearly  show  the  total  number  of 
admissions  and  the  total  amount  of  money  contributed  to 
every  pari  mutuel  pool  on  each  race  separately  and  the 
amount  of  money  received  daily  from  admission  fees,  and 
within  sixty  days  after  the  conclusion  of  every  race  meeting 
shall  submit  to  the  commission  a  complete  audit  of  its  ac- 
counts, certified  by  a  public  accountant  qualified  to  practice 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  approved  by  the  com- 
mission. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  21 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  21.  Minors. 
No  minor  whether  attending  a  race  or  employed  in  any  man- 
ner on  or  about  a  race  track  shall  be  permitted  to  participate 
in  any  pari  mutuel  pool  or  be  admitted  to  any  pari  mutuel 
enclosure. 

Amend  Section  22  of  said  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following:  "Said  commission  shall  have  the  further  power 
and  authority  to  investigate  as  to  the  direct  and  indirect 
ownership  and  control  of  any  licensee  and  any  expense  in- 
curred by  the  Commission  in  so  doing  shall  be  at  the  expense 
of  such  licensee  or  of  the  applicant  for  a  license"  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

22.  Supervision.  Said  commission  shall  have  the  power 
and  authority  to  regulate,  supervise  and  check  the  making  of 
pari  mutuel  pools  and  the  distributions  therefrom.  Said 
commission  shall  have  the  further  power  and  authority  to 
investigate  as  to  the  direct  and  indirect  ownership  and  con- 
trol of  any  licensee  and  any  expense  incurred  by  the  commis- 
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sion  in  so  doing  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  such  licensee  or  of 
the  applicant  for  a  license. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  24 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  24.  Effect  on 
Other  Laws.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  amended  to  the  extent  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  Sections  17,  18,  19  and  20  of 
Chapter  384  of  the  Public  Laws  shall  not  apply  to  pari 
mutuel  pools  provided  for  herein. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  26 
and  renumbering  Section  27  to  read  26. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  in  Section  28  the 
words  "all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed  and"  and  by  renumbering  said  section 
to  read  27  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read:  27. 
Takes  Effect.     This  act  takes  effect  upon  its  passage. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Seavey  of  Rochester  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with.

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  Section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  State-Aided  Highways.  Amend  Section  24  of  Chapter 
84  of  the  Public  Laws  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  24.  Joint  Fund; 
Expenditure.  The  amount  of  money  set  apart  by  such  city 
or  town  as  applies  for  state  aid,  as  provided  in  Sections  18 
and  19,  with  the  amount  apportioned  by  the  highway  com- 
missioner, as  provided  in  Section  21,  shall  constitute  a  joint 
fund  to  be  used  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  only  such 
highways  within  such  city  or  town  as  the  commissioner  shall

have  designated  before  February  fifteenth  of  each  year.  No 
part  of  said  joint  fund  shall  be  expended  on  any  highway 
within  the  compact  portion  of  any  city  or  town,  except  in 
towns  of  less  than  twenty-five  hundred  population,  such 
compact  portion  to  be  determined  by  the  commissioner. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hunter  of  Hanover  the  amendment  was 
adopted. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence  in  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  for  the  Committee  on  Revision  of 
Statutes,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  98,  An  act 
relating  to  the  practice  of  embalming,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  amendments,  and  the  recommendation 
that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass.

No  person  shall  embalm  dead  human  bodies  for  burial,  trans- 
portation or  cremation  unless  he  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  with  not  less  than  a  grammar  school  education, 
shall  have  practiced  such  embalming  for  at  least  twelve 
months,  shall  have  had  at  least  six  months  of  instruction  in 
embalming  and  disinfecting  in  a  school  of  embalming  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  examiners,  or  shall  have  had  instruc- 
tion which  the  examiners  consider  its  equivalent,  shall  have 
an  intelligent  comprehension  of  such  rudiments  of  anatomy, 
and  of  the  characteristics  of,  and  the  dangers  from,  con- 
tagious and  infectious  diseases,  and  of  the  actions  and  uses 
of  disinfectant  agencies,  as  the  state  board  of  health  may 
prescribe  as  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  living  and 
shall  pass  an  examination  before  the  board  of  examiners. 
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The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  those  al- 
ready licensed,  or  to  those  who  have  had  two  years  of  ex- 
perience with  a  licensed  embalraer. 

2.  Amend  Section  3  by  striking  out  the  words  "and  a 
member  of  the  state  board  of  health"  in  hnes  three  and  four; 
by  striking  out  the  word  "two"  in  line  four  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word,  three ;  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  3.  Examining  Board.  The  board  of 
examiners  shall  consist  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of 
health,  who  shall  be  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  board  of 
examiners,  and  three  practical  undertakers  and  embalmers, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council,  for  three  years  and  until  their  succes- 
sors are  appointed  and  qualified.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled 
in  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

3.  Amend  Section  5  by  inserting  after  the  word  "one"  in 
line  three  the  word,  calendar,  so  that  the  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  5.

Any  licensed  em- 
balmer may  transfer  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  to 
another  town  for  preparation  for  burial  or  cremation;  pro- 
vided, that  death  was  not  sudden,  or  the  result  of  violence, 
and  provided,  that  such  body  shall  be  returned  to  the  town 
in  which  death  occurred  within  eighteen  hours,  or  a  permit 
for  permanent  removal,  as  required  by  this  chapter,  has 
been  secured  within  said  time. 

7.  Amend  Section  19  by  striking  out  the  words  "excepting 
the  body  of  a  person  whose  death  occurred  while  suffering 
from  a  communicable  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  or 
pneumonia"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 

follows:  19.     to  Other  Toum.     Any  body  for  which  a 

burial  or  removal  permit  has  been  secured  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  may  be  taken  through  or  into 
another  town  for  funeral  services  without  additional  permits.

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Laws,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  359,  An  act  re- 
lating to  druggists'  permits  for  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  at 
wholesale,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendment, 
and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to 
pass. 

Amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  in  lines  6  and  7  the  words

read  as  follows:  1.  Legal  Sale.  Amend  Chapter  144  of  the 
PubHc  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  by  inserting  after  Section 
18  the  following  new  sections:  18-a.

The  commissioner  of  law  enforcement  may  grant  a  whole- 
sale permit  to  any  bona  fide  wholesale  druggist.

All  medicinal  liquors  must 
be  purchased,  stored  and  sold  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  federal  prohibition  law  and  the  state  law  and 
in  accordance  with  regulations  prescribed  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  law  enforcement.  18-b.  Permit  Revoked.  Said 
commissioner  may  revoke  such  permit,  after  hearing,  if  re- 
quested, upon  becoming  satisfied  that  such  permit  has  not 
been  operated  in  accord  with  regulations  in  regard  thereto  as 
laid  down  by  him. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Wilson  of  Manchester  the  further  reading  was 
dispensed  with.

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  operate  a  barber  shop  unless  it  is  at 
all  times  under  the  direct  supervision  and  management  of  a 
registered  barber.

Amend  Section  4  by  striking  out  in  lines  8  and  9  the  fol- 
lowing: Persons  engaged  in  the  practice  of  beauty  culture; 
including  a  ladies  hairdressing  parlor  and  substituting  there- 
for the  following:  Employees  of  state  institutions  and  board- 
ing schools,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

4.  The  following  persons  are  exempt  from  the  provisions 
of  this  act  while  in  the  proper  discharge  of  their  professional 
duties :

Mr.  Tenney  of  Claremont  for  the  Committee  on  Fish- 
eries and  Game,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  183,  An 
act  to  regulate  trapping,  reported  the  same  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  the  following  new  sections: 

1.  Amend  Section  17  of  Chapter  198  of  the  Public  Laws 
as  amended  by  Chapter  152  of  the  laws  of  1929  as  amended 
by  Chapter  113  of  the  Laws  of  1931  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "than"  in  line  10,  the  words,  ten  foxes;  further  amend 
by  striking  out  the  word  "twenty"  in  line  10  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  word,  ten,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

17.  Taking.  Sable,  otter,  fisher,  mink,  marten,  musk- 
fat,  skunk  or  fox  may  be  taken  and  possessed  from  October 
twentieth  to  March  first,  from  the  counties  of  Coos,  Car- 
roll and  Grafton,  and  elsewhere  from  November  first  to 
March  first.  Raccoon  may  be  taken  with  the  aid  or  by  the 
use  of  traps  set  under  the  restrictions  of  this  title  from 
October  twentieth  to  January  first  in  the  counties  of  Coos, 
Carroll  and  Grafton,  and  from  November  first  to  January 
.first  in  the  other  counties  of  the  state.  No  person  shall  in 
any  manner  take  more  than  ten  foxes  and  ten  raccoon  in 
any  one  season. 

2.  Amend  Section  23  of  Chapter  198  of  the  Public  Laws 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

23.     Setting.     No  person  shall  set  or  arrange  any  trap 
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upon  property  of  which  he  is  not  the  owner  until  he  shall 
have  secured  from  the  owner  permission  in  writing  signed 
by  said  owner,  a  copy  of  which  has  been  filed  with  the  com- 
missioner together  with  a  description  of  the  property  on 
which  trapping  is  to  be  done  and  no  person  other  than  a 
property  owner  and  his  minor  children  shall  set  any  steel 
trap  in  any  place  other  than  in  a  lake,  pond,  stream  or 
spring,  and  then  only  when  trap  is  completely  covered  by 
water.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  a  land  owner  or 
his  minor  children  from  setting  on  his  own  land  a  steel  trap 
size  number  one  and  one  half  or  smaller,  except  that  bob 
cats  may  be  taken  in  any  manner,  any  number  and  any 
time. 

3.  Amend  Chapter  198  of  the  Public  Laws  by  inserting 
after  Section  23  a  new  Section  23a  to  read  as  follows: 

23a.  Reporting.  All  persons  taking  fox  and  raccoon 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  within  thirty  days  after 
the  close  of  the  open  season  report  in  writing  to  the  com- 
missioner, the  number  taken. 

4.  Amend  Section  29,  Chapter  198  of  the  Public  Laws 
as  amended  by  Chapter  153  of  the  Laws  of  1929  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "ten"  in  line  11  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word,  twenty,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

29.  Penalties.  A  person  who  violates  a  provision  of 
this  chapter  shall  be  fined  as  follows:  For  each  violation  of 
Sections  1  to  10  inclusive,  two  hundred  dollars,  in  addition 
to  which  each  person  convicted  of  such  violation  shall  for- 
feit his  license  and  if  the  violator  shall  purchase  a  license 
during  the  calendar  year,  following  such  conviction,  the 
commissioner  shall  cancel  such  license;  for  each  violation  of 
Sections  11  to  16  inclusive,  ten  dollars,  and  five  dollars  ad- 
ditional for  each  rabbit,  hare  or  gray  squirrel  taken,  pos- 
sessed, sold  or  offered  for  sale  contrary  to  the  provisions 
hereof;  for  each  violation  of  any  other  section  twenty  dol- 
lars, and  five  dollars  additional  for  each  sable,  fisher,  mink, 
marten,  muskrat,  skunk,  raccoon  or  fox  taken  or  possessed 
contrary  to  the  provisions  hereof  and  fifty  dollars  addi- 
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tional  for  each  beaver  or  otter  so  taken  or  possessed;  pro- 
vided, that  a  person  violating  the  prohibition  against  set- 
ting a  spring  gun,  the  object  of  which  is  to  discharge  a  fire- 
arm, shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  nor  less  than 
fifty  dollars,  and  shall  be  liable  for  twice  the  amount  of  the 
damage  caused  by  his  act,  to  be  recovered  by  the  person 
sustaining  the  injury  or  loss. 

5.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted,  and  the 
bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Keenan  of  Dover  for  the  Committee  on  Labor,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  164,  An  act  for  minimum 
wage  for  women  and  minors,  reported  the  same  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendments,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill 
as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  bill  by  inserting  after  the  word  "him"  in  line 
5  the  words,  or  his  authorized  representative,  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

12.  Non-ohscrvance  of  Orders.  If  the  commissioner  or 
his  authorized  representative  has  reason  to  believe  that  any 
.  employer  is  not  observing  the  provisions  of  any  order  made 
by  him  under  Section  10  hereof,  the  commissioner  may,  on 
fifteen  days'  notice,  summon  such  employer  to  appear  before 
him  or  his  authorized  representative  to  show  cause  why  the 
name  of  such  employer  should  not  be  published  as  having 
failed  to  observe  the  provisions  of  such  order.  After  such 
hearing  and  the  finding  by  the  commissioner  of  non-ob- 
servance, the  commissioner  may  cause  to  be  published  in  a 
newspaper  or  newspapers  circulating  within  the  state  or  in 
such  other  manner  as  the  commissioner  may  deem  appro- 
priate, the  name  of  any  such  employer  or  employers  as  having 
failed  in  the  respects  stated  to  observe  the  provisions  of  the 
directory  order  of  the  commissioner.  Neither  the  commis- 
sioner, nor  any  authorized  representative  of  the  commis- 
sioner, nor  any  newspaper  publisher,  proprietor,  editor,  nor 
employee  thereof  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  for  damages 
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for  publishing  the  name  of  any  employer  as  provided  for  in 
this  act  unless  guilty  of  some  wilful  misrepresentation. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  in  line  2  of  Sec- 
tion 13  the  word  "nine"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word,  five,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

13.  Mandatory  Order;  Hearing.  If  at  any  time  after 
a  directory  minimum  fair  wage  order  has  been  in  effect  for 
five  months  the  commissioner  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  per- 
sistent non-observance  of  such  order  by  one  or  more  em- 
ployers is  a  threat  to  the  maintenance  of  fair  minimum  wage 
standards  in  any  occupation  or  occupations  the  commissioner 
may  give  notice  by  publication  of  his  intention  to  make  such 
order  mandatory  and  of  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  at  which 
all  persons  in  favor  of  or  opposed  to  a  mandatory  order  may 
be  heard.  After  such  hearing  the  commissioner,  if  he  ad- 
heres to  his  opinion,  may  make  the  previous  directory  order 
or  any  part  thereof  mandatory  and  so  publish  it. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

17.     ;  Procedure.     The  court  shall  direct  the  record 

in  the  matter  appealed  from  to  be  laid  before  it,  hear  the  evi- 
dence and  make  such  order  approving  in  whole  or  in  part  or 
setting  aside  in  whole  or  in  part  the  decision  appealed  from 
as  justice  may  require,  and  may  refer  any  matter  or  issue 
arising  in  the  proceedings  to  the  commissioner  for  further 
consideration. 

The  filing  of  the  petition  shall  not  stay  proceedings  upon 
the  decision  appealed  from,  but  the  court  may,  on  applica- 
tion, notice  to  the  commissioner  and  on  cause  shown,  grant 
a  restraining  order. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  Mr. 
Keenan  of  Dover  moved  that  the  further  reading  be  dis- 
pensed with. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Keenan. 
(Discussion  ensued) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 
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The  amendments  were  then  adopted. 

The  question  being 

Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time? 

(Discussion  ensued) 
The  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
under  the  rules.

follows: 

1.  Commercial  Motor  Vehicles,  Trucks,  Trailers.  Amend 
Chapter  103  of  the  Public  Laws  by  adding  after  Section  6,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  82  of  the  Laws  of  1931,  the  following 
new  section:  6-a.  Reflector  Front  Lights.  Every  commer- 
cial vehicle,  truck,  trailer  or  semi-trailer,  when  on  the  higli- 
ways  of  this  state  at  night  having  a  projection  of  any  kmd 
extending  beyond  a  line  extended  from  each  front  mud  guard 
and  projected  toward  the  rear  of  said  vehicle  shall  have 
displayed  thereon  in  addition  to  the  tail  light  and  reflector 
provided  for  in  Section  6,  a  green  light  or  reflector  of  such 
type  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  commissioner.  Such  light 
or  reflector  shall  be  located  at  the  extreme  left  of  the  front 
of  the  body  or  load  carrying  portion  of  said  vehicle  to  in- 
dicate the  extreme  width  of  the  projection  and  shall  be  vis- 
ible for  a  distance  of  at  least  two  hundred  feet  in  front  of 
said  vehicle.  A  reflector  so  used  shall  be  not  less  than  24 
inches  nor  more  than  48  inches  above  the  ground. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  Mr. 
Sanborn  of  Wakefield  moved  that  the  further  reading  be 
dispensed  with.

4.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed  insofar  as  they  relate  to  salary  or  wages 
paid. 

5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1933.

House  Bill  No.  230,  An  act  relative  to  the  board  of  public 
works  for  the  city  of  Portsmouth.

2.  Application  of  General  Laws.  Except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act,  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Bond 
statute  shall  apply  to  the  bonds  or  notes  issued. 

3.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Keyser  of  Haverhill  the  House  concurred 
in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  sent  down  from  the  Hon- 
orable Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be 
engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  225,  An  act  to  establish  a  continuous  high- 
way from  the  East  Side  trunk  highway  in  Newington  to  the 
New  Hampshire  College  road  at  Coe's  corner  in  Durham. 

Amend  House  Bill  No.  225,  by  striking  out  in  lines  8  and  9 
of  Section  7  of  said  bill  the  words  "twenty-five  years  from  the 
date  of  issue  and  any  twenty-five  year  bonds  shall  be  callable 
in  fifteen  years"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  and  all  bonds  shall  be  callable  at 
any  time  after  twelve  years;  so  that  said  section  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Bonds  Authorized.    The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  author- 
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ized,  under  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow 
upon  the  credit  of  the  state  not  exceeding  one  million  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($1,100,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  for  that 
purpose  may  issue  bonds  and  notes  in  the  name  and  on  behalf 
of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  at  a  rate  of  interest  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  governor  and  council.  The  maturity  dates 
of  such  bonds  shall  be  determined  by  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil, but  in  no  case  shall  they  be  later  than  twenty  years  from 
the  date  of  issue  and  all  bonds  shall  be  callable  at  any  time 
after  twelve  years.  Such  bonds  and  notes  shall  contain  an 
express  guarantee  which  shall  be  deemed  a  contract  on  the 
part  of  the  state,  that  toll  will  be  collected,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  until  the  date  of  maturity  of  said 
bonds  or  until  sufficient  money  shall  have  accumulated  to 
pay  said  notes  and  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  at  the 
dates  of  maturity,  shall  be  in  such  form  and  such  denomina- 
tions as  the  governor  and  council  shall  determine,  may  be 
registerable  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  shall  be  coun- 
tersigned by  the  governor  and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of 
the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state.  The  secretary  of  state 
shall  keep  an  account  of  all  such  bonds  and  notes  counter- 
signed by  the  governor,  showing  the  number  and  amount  of 
each  bond  and  note,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the  date  of 
delivery  to  the  treasurer  and  the  date  of  maturity.  The 
state  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  each  bond  and  note, 
showing  the  number  thereof,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom 
sold,  the  amount  received  for  the  same,  the  date  of  the  sale 
and  the  date  of  maturity.  The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and 
sell  such  bonds  and  notes  by  direction  of  the  governor  and 
council  in  such  manner  as  they  may  determine  most  advan- 
tageous to  the  state.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  bonds 
and  notes  shall  be  held  by  the  treasurer  and  paid  out  by  him 
upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  governor  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act  alone  and  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  shall  draw  his  warrants  for  the  payment  from 
the  funds  provided  for  by  this  act  of  all  sums  expended  or 
due  for  the  purposes  herein  authorized.     Interest  from  such 
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bonds  and  notes  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  taxes  imposed  by 
Chapter  265  of  the  Public  Laws. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  Section  9  of  said 
bill  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

9.  Toll.  There  shall  be  collected  for  the  use  of  the  bridges 
and  approaches  thereto  provided  for  herein,  including  said 
Dover  Point  Toll  Bridge,  such  charges  or  toll  as  the  Commis- 
sion shall  deem  reasonable  from  the  various  vehicles  and 
pedestrians  making  use  thereon.

During  the  construction  of  the  new  bridges,  the 
governor  may,  if  necessary,  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  gen- 
eral highway  fund  to  pay  the  interest  due  upon  any  bonds 
and  notes  that  have  been  issued  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  such  payment  to  be  repaid  to  the  highway 
department  from  the  tolls  collected.

The  manufacture  within  this  state, 
for  sale  without  the  state,  of  fermented  malt  beverages  of  an 
alcoholic  content  the  same  as  that  permitted  by  Federal 
statute  is  hereby  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter. 

2.  Prohibition.  No  person,  firm,  association  or  corpora- 
tion shall  within  the  state  manufacture  such  malt  beverage 
for  sale  without  the  state  until  he  has  obtained  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Law  Enforcement  a  permit  so  to  do. 

3.  Permit.  Upon  application  and  the  payment  of  the  fee 
hereinafter  provided  the  said  Commissioner  shall  issue  a  per- 
mit authorizing  the  applicant  to  do  business  in  this  state  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  for  the  term 
of  one  year  from  the  date  thereof. 

4.  Inspection  and  Regulation.  Said  Commissioner  shall 
have  the  right  to  inspect  any  brewery  operating  under  this 
act  and  may  make  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  clean- 
liness of  said  brewery  and  of  the  ingredients  used  in  malt 
liquors  and  the  process  of  manufacture. 

5.  Fees.  The  fee  for  the  annual  permit  provided  for  in 
the  preceding  section  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars  which 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  state. 

6.  Transportation.  Any  person,  firm,  association  or  cor- 
poration, or  the  agent  thereof,  having  obtained  a  permit  to 
manufacture  such  malt  beverages  within  the  state  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  hereof  is  hereby  authorized  to  trans- 
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port  said  beverages  from  the  place  of  manufacture  to  places 
outside  the  state. 

7.  Repeal.  Such  provisions  of  Section  33  of  Chapter  2 
and  Chapter  144  of  the  Public  Laws,  being  the  prohibitory 
laws  of  the  state,  as  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
hereof  are  hereby  repealed. 

8.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

Mrs.  Charois  of  Greenville  for  the  Committee  on  Coast- 
wise Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No. 
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386,  An  act  to  establish,  widen  and  improve  a  continuous 
highway  from  the  Massachusetts  state  line  to  the  Memorial 
bridge  in  Portsmouth  and  to  stabilize  Hampton  river,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  following  amendments,  and  the 
recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  title  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  said  title  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  An  act  to  establish 
a  commission  to  carry  out  the  engineering  plans  of  the  federal 
erosion  board  for  coastal  protection  at  Hampton  river  and 
to  acquire  the  Hampton  toll  bridge  as  a  concrete  part  of  said 
coastal  protection. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  title  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Whereas  the  Federal  Erosion  Board,  a  Federal  Commis- 
sion created  by  an  act  of  Congress  to  cooperate  with  the 
several  states  in  the  study  of  coastal  erosion  and  recom- 
mending remedy  therefor,  has,  after  a  year's  study  by  army 
engineers,  drafted  and  approved  a  certain  engineering  project 
for  the  fixation  of  Hampton  river,  and  to  cause  the  reversal 
of  natural  forces  from  erosion  to  accretion ;  and 

Whereas,  the  said  engineering  plan  submitted  by  the 
Federal  Board  has  been  accepted,  approved  and  recom- 
mended by  the  New  Hampshire  Shore  and  Beach  Preserva- 
tion and  Development  Commission,  a  state  agency  author- 
ized and  empowered  by  the  legislature  to  cooperate  with  the 
Federal  government  in  erosion  problems ;  and 

Whereas,  the  said  state  agency  has  further  recommended 
that  the  aforesaid  engineering  project  be  conditioned  upon 
it  being  made  a  self  liquidating  project;  and  the  said  state 
agency  believing  that  the  revenue  accruing  from  the  collec- 
tion of  tolls  for  use  of  the  aforesaid  Hampton  river  toll  bridge 
will  in  a  term  of  years  amortize  the  cost  of  said  river  fixation 
project;  now  therefore 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 

General  Court  convened: 

1.  Commission  Created.  The  governor  and  council  and 
the  highway  commissioner  are  hereby  designated  a  commis- 
sion to  be  known  as  the  Hampton  River  Toll  Bridge  Commis- 
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sion  to  execute  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  shall  be  herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  commission,  and  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, empowered  and  directed: 

a.  To  acquire  for  the  state  a  certain  toll  bridge  with  ap- 
proaches and  appurtenances  known  as  the  Hampton  harbor 
toll  bridge,  located  upon  the  state  highway  in  the  towns  of 
Hampton  and  Seabrook  and  spanning  the  Hampton  river 
between  said  towns,  said  bridge  with  approaches  and  ap- 
purtenances to  be  acquired  by  purchase  if  in  the  judgment  of 
the  commission  the  same  can  be  purchased  at  its  fair  value, 
but  if  said  bridge  can  not  be  acquired  by  purchase  the  com- 
mission shall,  in  behalf  of  the  state,  proceed  to  acquire  said 
bridge  by  eminent  domain  under  the  statutes  made  and  pro- 
vided in  such  cases. 

b.  To  construct  in   accordance  with  the  terms   of  the . 
federal  erosion  plan  so  far  as  the  commission  may  deem 
practicable,  the  jetties,  fills  and  other  provisions  of  the  said 
erosion  board  plan. 

2.  Appropriations.  A  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  raised  as  herein  provided,  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  foregoing  purposes  to  be  expended  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  commission. 

3.  Bonds  Authorized.  The  state  treasurer,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  governor  and  council,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  to 
issue  therefor  bonds  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  credit 
of  the  state,  bearing  such  rate  of  interest  and  maturing  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  commission  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Such  bonds  shall 
contain  an  express  guarantee  which  shall  be  deemed  a  con- 
tract on  the  part  of  the  state,  that  tolls  will  be  collected,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  until  the  date  of 
maturity  of  said  bonds  or  until  sufficient  money  shall  have 
accumulated  to  pay  said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  at 
the  dates  of  maturity,  shall  be  in  such  form  and  such  de- 
nominations as  the  commission  shall  determine,  may  be 
registerable  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  shall  be  counter- 
signed by  the  governor  and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the 
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faith  and  credit  of  the  state.  The  secretary  of  state  shall 
keep  an  account  of  all  such  bonds  countersigned  by  the  gov- 
ernor, showing  the  number  and  amount  of  each  bond,  the 
time  of  countersigning,  the  date  of  delivery  to  the  treasurer 
and  the  date  of  maturity.  The  state  treasurer  shall  keep 
an  account  of  each  bond  showing  the  number  thereof,  the 
name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  for 
the  same,  the  date  of  the  sale  and  the  date  of  maturity.  The 
treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  by  direction  of 
the  commission  in  such  manner  as  they  may  determine  most 
advantageous  to  the  state.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such 
bonds  shall  be  held  by  the  treasurer  and  paid  out  by  him  upon 
warrants  drawn  by  the  governor  for  the  purpose  of  this  act 
alone  and  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  draw  his  warrants  for  the  payment  from  the 
funds  provided  for  by  this  act  of  all  sums  expended  or  due 
for  the  purposes  herein  authorized. 

4.  Tolls.  There  shall  be  collected  for  the  use  of  said 
Hampton  harbor  toll  bridge  and  the  approaches  thereto  after 
the  same  are  acquired  by  the  state,  such  charges  or  tolls  as 
the  commission  shall  deem  reasonable  from  the  travelers 
thereon.  The  tolls  collected  shall  be  deposited  with  the  state 
treasurer  who  shall  keep  the  same  in  a  separate  account 
designated  by  the  name  of  the  bridge  and  the  operating  ex- 
penses and  maintenance  of  said  bridge  shall  be  paid  from 
these  funds.  The  balance  remaining  after  the  payment  of 
the  operating  expenses  and  maintenance  shall  be  applied  by 
the  commission  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal 
of  the  bonds  issued  hereunder.  In  the  event  of  such  balance 
proving  insufficient  to  pay  any  accruing  installment  of  such 
interest,  or  the  principal  of  said  bonds  at  their  maturity,  the 
governor,  with  the  approval  of  the  council,  shall  draw  his 
warrant  for  payment  of  the  deficiency,  and  shall  be  a  charge 
upon  the  highway  funds. 

5.  Operation  and  Maintenance.  The  Hampton  harbor 
toll  bridge,  including  the  approaches  thereto  and  appurte- 
nances, when  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  operated  and  maintained  out  of  the  toll  receipts  as  pro- 
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vided  in  Section  4,  until  toll  collections  shall  cease  and 
thereafter  the  expenses  of  maintenance  and  operation  shall 
be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  10  and 
11  of  Chapter  84  of  the  Public  Laws  as  amended. 

6.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

Amend  Section  26  of  Chapter  103  of 
the  Public  Laws  by  striking  out  the  words  "eighty-five"  in 
the  fourth  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "forty-five",  and  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: "Provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
vehicles  transporting  poles,  logs  or  metal  when  actually  so  em- 
ployed, or  to  vehicles  and  combinations  of  greater  length  now 
registered  and  operated  in  this  state."  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  26.

such  indebtedness  not  to  exceed  at  any  one  time  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  to  issue  notes  or  bonds  of 
the  town  therefor,  in  such  amounts  and  payable  at  such  time 
or  times  and  at  such  rates  of  interest  as  may  be  thought 
proper,  said  notes  and  bonds  to  be  signed  by  at  least  a 
majority  of  the  selectmen  and  countersigned  by  the  town 
treasurer.

livery of  newspapers ;  (e)  farm  or  personal  service;  (f)  any 
labor  called  for  by  an  emergency  that  could  not  reasonably 
have  been  anticipated. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lee  of  Concord,  the  House  concurred  in 
the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent  down  from  the  Honor- 
able Senate.

Amend  Section  5  of  Chapter  200  of  the 
Public  Laws,  as  amended  by  Section  9,  Chapter  65  of  the 
Laws  of  1927  and  Section  1,  Chapter  56  of  the  Laws  of  1931, 
by  striking  out  the  words  "five  pounds  of  brook  trout"  in 
the  second  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words, 
twenty-five  brook  trout,  the  weight  of  which  shall  not  exceed 
five  pounds,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  5.  Limit.  A  person  may  take  in  one  day  a  total 
of  not  more  than  twenty-five  brook  trout,  the  weight  of 
which  shall  not  exceed  five  pounds,  provided  that  so  long  as 
he  has  taken  less  than  five  pounds  he  shall  be  entitled  to  take 
one  additional  fish,  and  provided  further  that  from  Robart- 
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wood  lake  in  the  town  of  Campton  a  person  may  take  in  one 
day  a  total  of  not  more  than  ten  brook  trout.  He  may  have 
in  his  possession  at  one  time  a  total  of  not  more  than  two 
days'  legal  catch  of  brook  trout.  A  person  may  take  a  total 
of  not  more  than  six  salmon,  aureolus  or  lake  trout  collec- 
tively in  one  day  and  a  person  or  party  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  persons  therein,  trolling  from  any  one  boat,  upon 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  state,  shall  not  take  or  kill  more 
than  six  fish  in  any  one  calendar  day  of  the  species  of  salmon, 
lake  trout  or  aureolus  trout  collectively;  and,  for  the  pur- 
poses hereof,  each  member  of  the  party,  and  the  person  or 
persons  in  charge  of  the  boat  present  when  any  violation  of 
this  section  takes  place,  shall  all  be  regarded  as  principals  and 
shall  each  be  liable  for  the  penalty  hereinafter  prescribed.

VETO  OF  THE  GOVERNOR 

The  Honorable  Secretary  of  State  appeared  and  laid  before 
the  House  the  following  message  from  His  Excellency  the 
Governor. 
To  the  Honorable  House  of  Representatives: 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  (House  Bill  No.  370)  is  to  permit 
the  manufacture  of  malt  beverages  within  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  subject  matter  is  more  effectively  covered 
by  legislation  which  has  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  is  now  pending  before  the  Senate.  The  argument  pre- 
sented to  me  was  that  it  would  aid  efforts  to  finance  such 
manufacturing  enterprises.  May  I  suggest  that  any  banker 
who  would  loan  funds  under  this  measure,  which  limits  in- 
spection and  regulation  to  "cleanliness"  and  "ingredients 
used,"  without  power  of  enforcement,  would  be  plainly 
derelict  in  duty. 

A  permit  once  granted  under  the  terms  of  this  legislation 
is  irrevocable  for  any  cause  and  is  valid  for  one  year.  In 
short,  no  matter  how  often  the  holder  of  a  permit  might  vio- 
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late  any  of  the  provisions  of  our  liquor  laws  his  permit  could 
not  be  revoked. 

I  therefore  veto  this  bill.

"rendered"  in  the  eighth  line  the  following:  "such  rates  to  be 
computed  on  a  mileage  basis"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read: 

2.  No  person,  corporation,  partnership,  association,  rail- 
road or  railway  company,  shall  operate  any  motor  vehicle, 
not  running  upon  rails  or  tracks,  upon  any  public  highway 
transporting  property  for  hire  as  a  common  carrier,  between 
points  within  this  state,  without  first  obtaining  a  registra- 
tion certificate  and  special  number  plates  from  the  public 
service  commission  (hereinafter  called  the  commission). 
Said  applicant  shall  file  with  the  commission,  the  following: 
1.  The  schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  applying  to  the 
service  to  be  rendered,  such  rates  to  be  computed  on  a  mileage 
basis.  2.  An  indemnity  bond  or  insurance  policy  which 
shall  adequately  provide  for  the  reasonable  protection  of  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  property  transported*  3.  The 
routes  over  the  highways  within  the  state  over  which  it  is 
proposed  to  operate  said  motor  vehicle  or  vehicles  as  common 
carriers.  4.  The  fees  required  as  hereinafter  provided.  If 
the  indemnity  bond  or  insurance  policy  are  satisfactory  the 
commission  shall  issue  a  registration  certificate  and  special 
number  plates.  In  cases  where  a  common  carrier  has  been 
rendering  a  substantially  uninterrupted  service,  the  opera- 
tion may  lawfully  be  continued  pending  issuance  of  the  cer- 
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tij&cate  if  application  is  made  within  fifteen  clays  of  the 
effective  date  of  this  act. 

Amend  Section  5  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  word  "com- 
mon" in  the  third  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "such"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read: 

5.  No  common  or  contract  carrier  shall  charge,  demand,

Section  12.  Penalty.  Any  person,  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association,  railroad  or  railway  company  violating  the 
orders  of  the  Commission  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  the  superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity 
to  restrain  any  such  violation  upon  petition  of  the  Com- 
mission, any  public  authority,  or  ten  citizens  of  any  city  or 
town.

No  individual,  firm, 
association  or  corporation  shall  perform,  or  offer  to  perform, 
in  this  state,  for  a  stipulated  fee  covering  a  certain  period, 
any  form  of  road  or  other  service  relating  to  the  repair,  op- 
eration and  care  of  automobiles  or  protection  and  assistance 
of  automobile  owners  or  drivers,  other  than  by  insurance, 
or  to  furnish  or  offer  to  furnish  tourist  service  by  selling  or 
offering  to  sell  to  any  proprietor  of  any  so-called  roadside 
house  or  camp  furnishing  or  offering  to  furnish  meals  and/or 
lodging  to  the  traveling  public,  any  form  of  sign  or  other 
insignia  indicating  that  said  roadside  house  or  camp  has  been 
approved  by  any  individual,  firm,  association  or  corporation, 
without  being  licensed  therefor  by  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner. 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
said  title  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

An  act  relative  to  motor  vehicle  road  service  and  tourist 
sign  service. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Wallis  of  Sanbornton  the  further  reading  was 
dispensed  with. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roger  of  New  Ipswich,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent  down  from 
the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be 
engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  356,  An  act  relating  to  service  of  process.

32.  Commissioner  Their  Attorney.  The  acceptance  by

he,  or  his  servants  or  agents,  may  be  involved  while  operat- 
ing a  motor  vehicle  in  such  a  way,  and  said  acceptance  or  op- 
eration shall  be  a  signification  of  his  agreement  that  any 
such  process  against  him  which  is  so  served  shall  be  of  the 
same  legal  force  and  validity  against  him  as  if  served  on  him 
personally. 

Sect.  2.  Amend  Section  33,  Chapter  100  of  the  Public 
Laws  as  amended  by  Section  1  of  Chapter  73,  Laws  of  1929, 
by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  and  substituting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

33.  Service  of  Process.  Service  of  such  process  shall  be 
made  by  leaving  a  copy  of  the  process  with  a  fee  of  two  dol-

House  Bill  No.  26,  An  act  to  compel  banks  to  furnish  in- 
formation as  to  deposits  of  persons  receiving  or  applying  for 
public  support. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  tire  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing entitled  bill,  with  amendment,  in  the  passage  of  which 
amendment  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  80,  An  act  to  regulate  the  use  of  aircraft. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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1.  Aviation.  Amend  Section  1  of  Chapter  36  of  the  Laws 
of  1931  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  1.  Aircraft  Registration.  Resident 
owners  of  civil  aircraft,  and  non-resident  owners  intending 
to  use  in  the  state  civil  aircraft  for  gain  or  hire,  shall,  prior 
to  flying  such  aircraft  in  the  state,  register  the  same  with  the 
public  service  commission  and  pay  therefor  the  following 
fees: 

1.  Resident  owners  for  each  aircraft  other  than  unpow- 
ered  gliders,  ten  dollars. 

II.  Resident  owners  for  each  unpowered  glider,  three  dol- 
lars. 

III.  Non-resident  owners,  intending  to  use  in  the  state 
civil  aircraft  for  gain  or  hire,  except  as  provided  in  para- 
graph IV  hereof,  for  each  aircraft,  fifteen  dollars. 

IV.  Non-resident  owners,  intending  to  use  in  the  state 
five  or  more  civil  aircraft  for  gain  or  hire  for  a  period  of  not 
more  than  five  days  in  one  calendar  year,  for  each  aircraft 
so  used,  ten  dollars.  Application  for  use  of  such  aircraft 
for  such  period  of  time  shall  be  made  by  an  airport  registered 
in  the  state  ten  days  at  least  before  such  aircraft  are  to  be  so 
used.  The  commission,  after  hearing,  may  grant  a  special 
permit  for  such  use  of  such  non-resident  aircraft. 

2.    .    Amend  Section  2  of  Chapter  36  of  the  Laws  of 

1931  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  2.  Airmen  Registration.  Resident 
airmen,  and  non-resident  airmen  acting  as  such  in  the  state 
for  gain  or  hire,  shall,  prior  to  operating  civil  aircraft,  and 
resident  or  non-resident  mechanics  not  registered  as  airmen, 
shall  register  with  the  public  service  commission  and  pay 
therefor  the  following  fees: 

I.  Resident  airmen,  three  dollars. 

II.  Non-resident  airmen  acting  as  such  in  the  state  for 
gain  or  hire,  five  dollars. 

III.  Mechanics  not  registered  as  airmen,  one  dollar. 

IV.  Operators  of  unpowered  gliders,  three  dollars. 

3.    .     Amend  Section  3  of  Chapter  36  of  the  Laws  of 

1931  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
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thereof  the  following:  3.  Registration  of  Airports  and 
Areas.  Any  person,  partnership,  corporation  or  association 
owning,  managing  or  leasing  a  landing  field  or  airport  op- 
erated for  gain  or  hire  shall  register  said  landing  field  or  air- 
port with  the  public  service  commission  and  pay  a  fee  of  ten 
dollars,  provided  that  if  said  field  or  airport  is  not  registered 
until  on  or  after  October  first  of  any  one  year  the  fee  shall  be 
five  dollars.  An  airman,  acting  as  such  in  the  state  for 
gain  or  hire,  and  operating  from  any  of  the  inland  waters  of 
the  state,  shall  register  with  the  commission  each  area  on  an 
inland  body  of  water  from  which  flights  are  to  be  made,  and 
pay  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  for  the  first  area  so  registered  and 
two  dollars  for  each  additional  area  so  registered.  An  air- 
man, acting  as  such  in  the  state  for  gain  or  hire,  and  operat- 
ing from  the  ice  in  any  of  the  inland  waters  of  the  state  shall 
register  with  the  commission  each  area  on  an  inland  body 
of  water  from  which  flights  are  to  be  made  and  pay  a  fee  of 
three  dollars  for  each  such  area  so  registered. 

4.    .    Amend  said  Chapter  36  of  the  Laws  of  1931 

by  inserting  after  Section  5  the  following  new  section:  5-a. 
Flying  Temporarily  Prohibited.  The  public  service  com- 
mission may  for  such  time  and  over  such  areas,  as  may  be  di- 
rected by  the  Governor  and  Council,  suspend  the  right  of  all 
airmen,  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  said  commission,  to 
operate. 

5.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage. 

The  reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Duncan  of  Jaffrey  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with. 

On  motion  of  the  same  member  the  House  concurred  in  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment  sent  down  from  the  Honorable 
Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed.

The  Speaker  ruled  that  the  words  "directly  interested" 
should  be  interpreted  to  mean  matters  in  which  they  have  a 
personal  profit. 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SENATE 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate  by  its  clerk  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with 
amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the  Sen- 
ate asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  389  (In  second  new  draft  and  new  title). 
An  act  authorizing  and  regulating  the  manufacture,  trans- 
portation and  sale  of  certain  alcoholic  beverages. 

Amend  Section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  word  "table" 
in  the  eleventh  line  of  said  section  and  by  adding  after  the 
word  "for"  in  the  eleventh  line  the  word  "seating"  and  by 
adding  after  the  word  "time"  in  the  twelfth  line  the  words 
"subject  to  approval  of  the  Commission"  and  by  striking  out 
the  word  "table"  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  lines  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "the"  and  by  striking  out 
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the  words  "seats  or  chairs  arranged  at  a  counter"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words  "any  arrangement  for  a 
bar"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

1.  .  Terms  used  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  fol- 
lows unless  a  different  meaning  is  clearly  apparent  from  the 
language  or  context: 

I.  "Persons,"  individual,  copartnership,  corporation,  so- 
ciety and  joint  company. 

II.  "Beer,"  beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  porter  and  similar  fer- 
mented malt  beverages,  the  sale  of  which  is  not  prohibited 
by  a  statute  of  the  state  or  of  the  United  States. 

III.  "Off  sale,"  sale  of  beverages  for  consumption  only 
off  the  premises. 

IV.  "On  sale,"  sale  of  beverages  for  consumption  on  the 
premises. 

V.  "Wholesale,"  sale  to  any  person  for  purpose  of  resale. 

VI.  "Commission,"  control  commission  provided  in  this 
chapter. 

VII.  "Restaurant,"  any  room  regularly  and  in  a  bona  fide 
manner  used  and  kept  open  for  the  serving  of  meals  to  guests 
for  compensation  which  has  suitable  accommodations  for 
seating  at  least  twenty  guests  therein  at  one  and  the  same 
time  subject  to  approval  of  the  commission  and  a  kitchen  con- 
nected therewith  containing  conveniences  for  cooking  suffi- 
cient to  provide  meals  in  a  bona  fide  manner  for  twenty 
guests  at  one  and  the  same  time  and  shall  include  dining  cars 
and  vessels  meeting  such  requirements.  The  accommoda- 
tions, for  the  purposes  of  this  subdivision,  shall  not  include 
any  arrangement  for  a  bar  or  similar  contrivance. 

Amend  Section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"which  includes  a  bona  fide  restaurant"  in  the  eighteenth  line 
of  said  section. 

VIII.  "Club,"  a  group  of  individuals,  incorporated  or 
otherwise,  which  is  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  an  estab- 
lishment which  includes  a  bona  fide  restaurant  not  operated 
for  pecuniary  gain  and  the  property  as  well  as  the  advantages 
of  which  belong  bona  fide  to  all  the  members.  "Club"  as 
herein  used  also  means  the  establishment  so  operated. 
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IX.  "Grocery  store,"  any  retail  establishment  where  food- 
stuffs are  regularly  and  customarily  sold  in  a  bona  fide  man- 
ner for  consumption  off  the  premises. 

X.  "Drug  store,"  a  place  licensed  by  the  New  Hampshire 
State  board  of  pharmacy  for  the  sale  of  drugs. 

XI.  "Dining  car,"  any  car  used  for  the  serving  of  lunches 
or  meals  to  patrons  while  attached  to  any  train  operated  for 
the  transportation  of  persons  upon  a  regular  or  special 
schedule. 

XII.  "Vessel,"  a  craft  used  for  navigation  of  the  water, 
any  ship,  vessel  or  boat  of  any  kind  whatsoever  whether  pro- 
pelled by  steam  or  otherwise  and  whether  used  as  a  seagoing 
vessel  or  on  inland  waters  only. 

XIII.  "Hotel,"  a  building  regularly  used  and  kept  open  as 
such  in  a  bona  fide  manner  for  the  feeding  and  lodging  of 
guests  where  all  conduct  themselves  properly  and  in  a  man- 
ner satisfactory  to  the  commissioners. 

XIV.  "Brewery,"  any  place  or  premises  where  any  beer  is 
manufactured  and  all  offices,  granaries,  mash  rooms,  cooling- 
rooms,  vaults,  yards,  cellars  and  store  rooms  connected  there- 
with or  where  any  part  of  the  process  of  manufacture  of  beer 
is  carried  on  or  where  any  apparatus  connected  with  such 
manufacture  is  kept  or  used  or  where  any  of  the  products  of 
brewing  or  fermentation  are  stored  or  kept,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  included  in  and  to  form  part  of  the  brewery  to  which 
they  are  attached  or  are  appurtenant. 

XV.  "Beverage,"  any  beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  porter,  wine, 
similar  fermented  malt  or  vinous  liquor  and  fruit  juices  con- 
taining one  per  cent  or  more  of  alcohol  by  volume  and  not 
more  than  three  and  two-tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  weight 
or  four  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  sixty  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Amend  Section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"two,  four  and  six  years"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "one,  two  and  three 
years"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "two"  in  the  eighth  line  of 
said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "one"  and 
by  striking  out  after  the  word  "each"  in  the  ninth  line  the 
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word  "alternate"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "six"  in  the 
tenth  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "three"  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

2.  .  There  shall  be  a  commission  known  as  the  con- 
trol commission  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council, 
not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  same  po- 
litical party.  They  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  one,  two 
and  three  years  respectively,  the  length  of  term  of  each  to  be 
fixed  in  his  commission  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  his 
successor  has  been  appointed  and  qualified.  They  shall  de- 
vote their  full  time  to  the  work  of  the  commission.  The  Gov- 
ernor, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  shall  ap- 
point and  commission  one  member  as  chairman  and  a  second 
member  as  treasurer  of  the  commission.  Thereafter,  begin- 
ning one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  first  commis- 
sion under  this  act,  one  member  shall  be  appointed  each  year 
for  a  term  of  three  years  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said 
board  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Council  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  The 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  may 
remove  any  commissioner  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his  term 
if  suflficient  cause  is  shown  therefor  and  it  appears  that  the 
public  good  so  requires.  Before  removal  of  any  commis- 
sioner he  shall  be  notified  of  the  cause  therefor  and  be  en- 
titled to  a  hearing  in  respect  thereof  before  the  Governor  and 
Council. 

Amend  Section  3  by  striking  out  the  words  "thirty-five" 
in  the  first  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "twenty-eight"  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read: 

3.  Salaries.  The  annual  salaries  of  said  commissioners 
shall  be  twenty-eight  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum  pay- 
able monthly.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  receive 
their  necessary  expenses  while  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  The  compensation  and  expenses  of  the  commission 
shall  be  paid  by  the  State  on  the  warrant  of  the  Governor  with 
the  aPDroval  of  the  Council. 
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Amend  Section  5  of  the  bill  by  crossing  out  all  of  said  sec- 
tion and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

The  commissioners  may  appoint  to  such  positions  as  the 
Governor  and  Council  may  determine  such  clerical  assistants, 
deputies  and  other  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
efficient  enforcement  of  this  act. 

Amend  Section  22  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  the  twenty- 
sixth  line  of  said  section  the  words  "residing  outside  the 
limits  of  the  town  in  which  such  hotels  are  located"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

22.  Local  Option.  A  town  at  its  next  regular  town  meet- 
ing unless  a  special  town  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  is 
sooner  held  shall  include  in  the  warrant  an  article  "To  see 
whether  beer  or  other  lawful  alcoholic  beverages  shall  be 
manufactured  or  sold  locally"  as  permitted  under  this  act. 
In  cities  the  question  shall  be  submitted  in  a  similar  form  on 
the  usual  ballot  at  the  next  biennial  election.  The  votes  in 
each  case  shall  be  by  secret  ballot.  If  by  a  majority  vote 
at  any  election  the  city  or  town  signifies  its  disapproval  of 
the  issuance  of  local  permits  the  commission  shall  not  grant 
or  renew  any  permits  in  the  city  or  town  until  such  city  or 
town  has  voted  its  approval.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
commission  may  grant  "on  sale"  permits  to  hotels  in  towns  or 
cities  which  vote  against  the  issuance  of  local  permits,  per- 
mitting such  hotels  to  serve  beverages  made  lawful  by  this  act 
to  bona  fide  registered  guests,  who  have  resorted  to  such  ho- 
tels for  food  or  lodging  and  the  said  commission  may  grant 
"on  sale"  permits  to  persons  in  unincorporated  places.  The 
commission  may  grant  permits  in  all  cities  and  towns  in  the 
state  until  a  city  or  town  has  voted  against  such  permits  as 
herein  provided. 

Amend  Section  31  b}''  adding  the  following  new  paragraph: 
The  commission  is  authorized  to  investigate  prices  charged 
for  beverages  by  holders  of  wholesalers'  permits,  on  sale  per- 
mits and  off  sale  permits.  For  that  purpose  the  commission 
may  hold  a  public  hearing  at  such  time  and  place  within  the 
state  as  the  commission  shall  appoint  and  shall  send  notice  of 
such  hearing  in  writing  by  registered  mail  to  the  permittee 
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involved  and  shall  publish  notice  of  such  hearing  at  least  once 
in  a  newspaper  with  circulation  in  the  town  in  which  such 
permittee  is  doing  business.  The  commission  shall  have  the 
power  to  revoke  the  permit  of  any  holder  of  a  wholesaler's 
permit,  on  sale  permit  or  of?  sale  permit  if  the  commission  be- 
lieves, after  such  hearing,  that  the  profit  made,  from  the  sale 
of  beverages  by  such  permittee  is  unreasonable  and  excessive^ 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

31.  Revocation.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission- 
ers to  cause  frequent  inspections  to  be  made  of  all  premises 
with  respect  to  which  any  permit  shall  have  been  issued  un- 
der this  act.  If  any  permittee  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  or  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  commis- 
sioners promulgated  pursuant  thereto  or  fails  to  superintend 
in  person  or  through  a  manager  approved  by  the  commission- 
ers the  business  for  which  the  permit  was  issued  or  allows  the 
premises  with  respect  to  which  the  permit  of  such  permittee 
was  issued  to  be  used  for  any  unlawful,  disorderly  or  immoral 
purposes  or  knowingly  employs  in  the  sale  or  distribution  of 
beverages  any  person  who  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony  or 
otherwise  fails  to  carry  out  in  good  faith  the  purposes  of  this 
act  the  permit  of  such  permittee  may  be  revoked  by  the  com- 
missioners after  the  permittee  has  been  given  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  in  his  defense.  The  commission  is  authorized  to 
investigate  prices  charged  for  beverages  by  holders  of  whole- 
salers' permits,  on  sale  permits  and  off  sale  permits.  For 
that  purpose  the  commission  may  hold  a  public  hearing  at 
such  time  and  place  within  the  State  as  the  commission  shall 
appoint  and  shall  send  notice  of  such  hearing  in  writing  by 
registered  mail  to  the  permittee  involved  and  shall  publish 
notice  of  such  hearing  at  least  once  in  a  newspaper  with  cir- 
culation in  the  town  in  which  such  permittee  is  doing  busi- 
ness. The  commission  shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  the 
permit  of  any  holder  of  a  wholesaler's  permit,  on  sale  permit 
or  off  sale  permit  if  the  commission  believes,  after  such  hear- 
ing, that  the  profit  made  from  the  sale  of  beverages  by  such 
permittee  is  unreasonable  and  excessive. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  on  mo- 
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tion  of  Mr.  Callahan  of  Keene  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with. 

On  motion  of  the  same  member  the  House  refused  to  adopt 
the  amendments  and  asked  for  a  Committee  of  Conference. 

The  Speaker  appointed  as  members  of  such  committee  on 
the  part  of  the  House  Messrs.  Wilson  of  Manchester,  Calla- 
han of  Keene  and  Coakley  of  Concord.

on  the  part  of  the  Senate  Senators  Whitcomb,  Alexander  and 
Doe. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing entitled  bill  with  amendments  in  the  passage  of  which 
amendments  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
of  Representatives. 

House  Bill  No.  218,  An  act  relating  to  the  registration  of 
motor  vehicles  by  non-residents. 

Amend  Section  1  of  the  bill  by  inserting  before  the  word 
''carrying"  in  the  third,  fifth,  seventh  and  thirteenth  lines  the 
word  registered,  and  by  striking  out  in  the  same  lines  the 
word  "two"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  three;  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

1.  Amend  Section  22  of  Chapter  100  of  the  Public  Laws 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "vehicle"  in  the  first  line  thereof 
the  following  words: — "except  motor  trucks  of  a  registered 
carrying  capacity  of  three  tons  or  more"  and  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "both"  in  the  seventh  line  the  words  "of  a 
registered  carrj-ing  capacity  of  less  than  three  tons"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  22.  Twenty 
Day  Privilege.  A  motor  vehicle,  except  motor  trucks  of  a 
registered  carrying  capacity  of  three  tons  or  more,  owned 
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by  a  non-resident  who  has  complied  with  the  laws  of  his 
state,  district  or  country,  relating  to  registration  and  licens- 
ing of  motor  vehicles,  may  operate  upon  the  ways  of  this 
state  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  twenty  days  in  any  one 
calendar  year,  without  registration,  except  w^here  a  person 
owns,  operates  or  causes  to  be  operated  more  than  one  motor 
truck  or  commercial  vehicle  or  both  of  a  registered  carrying 
capacity  of  less  than  three  tons,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
more  than  twenty  days  in  the  calendar  year  for  all  such 
vehicles;  provided,  that  said  state,  district  or  country  grants 
like  privileges  to  residents  of  this  state. 

Amend  Section  2  of  said  bill  by  inserting  before  the  word 
"carrying"  in  third  and  fifth  lines  the  word  registered,  and 
by  striking  out  the  word  "two"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  three;  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

2.  Amend  Section  28  of  Chapter  100  of  the  Public  Laws 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "vehicle"  in  the  first  line  thereof 
the  following  words,  except  motor  trucks  of  a  registered  carry- 
ing capacity  of  three  tons  or  more;  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:  28.  Zone  Privilege.  Anon- 
resident  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle,  except  trucks  of  a  regis- 
tered carrying  capacity  of  three  tons  or  more,  who  has  com- 
plied with  the  laws  of  his  state  relating  to  registration  and 
licensing  of  motor  vehicles  and  who  has  a  bona  fide  actual 
residence  in  a  state  granting  like  privileges  to  residents  of 
this  state,  which  residence  is  located  within  fifteen  miles  by 
highway  of  the  border-line  of  this  state,  may  operate  such 
vehicle  upon  any  ways  of  this  state  distant  not  more  than 
fifteen  miles  from  the  border  line  of  his  state  if  application 
for  the  registration  thereof  is  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  1  and  the  proper  fee  is  paid  and  the 
vehicle  is  registered  by  the  commissioner. 

Amend  Section  3  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3.  Amend  Chapter  100  of  the  Public  Laws  by  adding  the 
following  new  section.  29A.  Registration  or  Permit.  No 
motor  truck  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity  of  more  than 
three  tons  and  no  motor  vehicle  carrying  passengers,  owned 
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by  a  non-resident,  shall  be  operated  on  the  highways  of  this 
state,  until  it  has  been  registered  under  the  laws  of  this  state 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  of  like  vehicles  owned  and 
registered  in  this  state;  provided,  however,  that  a  non-resi- 
dent owner  maj""  apply  to  the  commissioner  of  motor  vehicles 
for  a  special  permit  to  operate  such  motor  truck  or  motor 
vehicle  upon  the  highways  of  this  state,  which  permit,  if 
granted,  shall  cover  operation  of  such  non-resident  motor 
truck  or  motor  vehicle  in  this  state  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
five  days  from  date  of  issue  or  for  a  period  of  five  separate 
days  during  one  calendar  year.  A  special  permit  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  transferable, 
nor  shall  it  be  extended  beyond  the  five  day  period.  Any 
such  special  permit  issued  by  the  commissioner  of  motor 
vehicles  shall  be  in  the  possession  of  the  operator  of  such 
non-resident  motor  truck  or  motor  vehicle  at  all  times  when 
such  vehicle  is  operated  on  the  highways  of  this  state. 

Amend  Section  3  of  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following:  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  affect  motor 
vehicles  owned  by  any  public  utility  company  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state  when  engaged  in  emergency  repair  work, 
provided  that  said  motor  vehicles  and  the  drivers  thereof  shall 
be  properly  registered  and  licensed  in  this  or  some  other 
state;  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

3.  Amend  Chapter  100  of  the  Public  Laws  by  adding  the 
following  new  section.

Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  affect  motor  vehicles  owned  by 
any  public  utility  company  doing  business  in  this  State  when 
engaged  in  emergency  repair  work,  provided  that  said  motor 
vehicles  and  the  drivers  thereof  shall  be  properly  registered 
and  licensed  in  this  or  some  other  State. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Bagley  of  Berlin  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bagley  of  Berlin  the  House  concurred 
in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent  down  from  the  Hon- 
orable Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed.

Brentwood  road,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee adopted. 
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Mr.  Fisher  of  Lee  for  the  Comniittee  on  Public  Improve- 
ments, to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint  Resolution  No. 
131,  A  joint  resolution  providing  for  the  improvement  of  a 
certain  road  in  the  town  of  Lyndeborough,  reported  the  same 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  joint  resolution  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  joint  resolution  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  under  the  rules. 

Mr.  Fisher  of  Lee  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Improve- 
ments, to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  132, 
A  joint  resolution  providing  for  completing  the  improvement 
of  the  Silver  Lake  road  in  the  town  of  Amherst,  reported  the 
same  with  the  recommendation  that  the  joint  resolution  ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  joint  resolution  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  under  the  rules. 

Mr.  Fisher  of  Lee  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Improve- 
ments, to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint  Resolution  No. 
129,  A  joint  resolution  for  the  improvement  of  a  highway  in 
the  city  of  Laconia,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  joint  resolu- 
tion as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "Cawley"  in  line 
5  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  provided  that 
the  city  of  Laconia  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.  for  the 
year  1933  for  the  same  purpose.  Said  sums  appropriated  by 
the  State  and  by  the  city  shall  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  highway  commissioner,  and  the  sum  appropriated 
by  the  State  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  highway  funds. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted  and  the 
joint  resolution  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
under  the  rules. 

Mr.  Wilson  of  Manchester  for  Committee  on  Conference, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  389,  An  act  authorizing 
and  regulating  the  manufacture,  transportation  and  sale  of 
certain  alcoholic  beverages,  reported  the  same  with  the  rec- 
ommendation, that  the  House  adhere  to  its  position  of  non- 
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concurrence  in  the  Senate  amendments  and  adopt  the  follow- 
ing amendments. 

ALLAN  M.  WILSON, 
WILLIAM  J.  CALLAHAN, 
CHARLES  P.  COAKLEY. 
Conferees  on  the  -part  of  the  House. 
Amend  Paragraph  II  of  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking 
out  the  whole  thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  follow- 
ing: 

11.  "Beer,"  beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  porter  and  similar  fer- 
mented malt  beverages,  the  sale  of  which  is  not  prohibited  by 
a  statute  of  the  United  States. 

Further  amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
Paragraph  VII  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

VII.  "Restaurant,"  any  room  regularly  and  in  a  bona 
fide  manner  used  and  kept  open  for  the  serving  of  meals  to 
guests  for  compensation  which  has  suitable  accommodations 
for  seating  at  least  twenty  guests  therein  at  one  and  the 
same  time  subject  to  approval  of  the  commission  and  a 
kitchen  connected  therewith  containing  conveniences  for 
cooking  sufficient  to  provide  meals  in  a  bona  fide  manner  for 
twenty  guests  at  one  and  the  same  time  and  shall  include 
dining  cars  and  vessels  meeting  such  requirements.  The 
accommodations,  for  the  purposes  of  this  subdivision,  shall 
not  include  any  arrangement  for  a  bar  or  similar  contrivance. 

Further  amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
Paragraph  VIII  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

VIII.  "Club,"  a  group  of  individuals  incorporated  or 
otherwise,  approved  by  the  commission  which  is  the  owner, 
lessee  or  occupant  of  an  establishment  not  operated  for  pecu- 
niary gain  and  the  property  as  well  as  the  advantages  of 
which  belong  bona  fide  to  all  the  members.  "Club"  as  herein 
used  also  means  the  establishment  so  operated. 

Amend  Section  2  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
thereof  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  There  shall  be  a  commission  known  as  the  Control 
Commission  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council, 
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not  more  than  two  of  which  shall  be  of  the  same  political 
party.  They  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  one,  two,  and 
three  years  respectively,  the  length  of  term  of  each  to  be 
fixed  in  his  commission  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  his 
successor  has  been  appointed  and  qualified.  The  Governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  shall  appoint 
and  commission  one  member  as  Chairman  and  a  second 
member  as  treasurer  of  the  commission.  Thereafter,  begin- 
ning one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  first  commis- 
sion under  this  act,  one  member  shall  be  appointed  each  year 
for  a  term  of  three  years  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said 
board  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Council  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  The 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  may 
remove  any  commissioner  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his  term 
if  sufficient  cause  is  shown  therefor  and  it  appears  that  the 
public  good  so  requires.  Before  removal  of  any  commis- 
sioner he  shall  be  notified  of  the  cause  therefor  and  be  en- 
titled to  a  hearing  in  respect  thereof  before  the  Governor 
and  Council. 

Amend  Section  3  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

3.  Salaries.  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman  of  said 
commission  shall  be  S3,500  per  annum  payable  monthly  and 
the  salaries  of  the  other  two  members  of  the  commission  shall 
be  $2,500  each  per  annum  payable  monthly,  and  there  shall 
be  no  reduction  in  any  of  the  salaries  mentioned  herein  for 
two  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act.  The 
members  of  the  commission  shall  receive  their  necessary  ex- 
penses while  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  com- 
pensation and  expenses  of  the  commission  shall  be  paid  by 
the  State  on  the  warrant  of  the  Governor  with  the  approval 
of  the  Council. 

Amend  Section  5  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

5.  The  commissioners  may  appoint  to  such  positions  as 
the  Governor  and  Council  may  determine  such  clerical  as-^ 
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sistants,  deputies  and  other  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  the  efficient  enforcement  of  this  act. 

Amend  Section  21  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the  word 
"month"  in  line  9  the  words,  provided  that  the  commission 
may  in  its  discretion  remit  such  part  of  said  annual  fee  as  it 
shall  determine  to  permittees  operating  only  during  the  sum- 
mer season,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

21.  Fees.  The  fees  required  for  permits  issued  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  as  follows:  For  each 
"on  sale"  permit  $100  per  annum  which  sum  shall  accompany 
the  application  for  such  permit  plus  $1  for  every  barrel  of 
beverages  containing  not  more  than  thirty-one  gallons  or  the 
equivalent  thereof  sold  by  the  permittee  and  to  be  paid  on 
or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month  to  the  commission  for 
beverages  sold  by  the  permittee  during  the  preceding  cal- 
endar month;  for  each  "off  sale"  permit  $50  per  annum 
which  sum  shall  accompany  the  application  for  such  permit 
plus  $1  for  every  barrel  of  beverages  containing  not  more 
than  thirty-one  gallons  or  the  equivalent  thereof  sold  by  the 
permittee  and  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each 
month  to  the  commission  for  beverages  sold  by  the  permittee 
during  the  preceding  calendar  month,  provided,  that  the  com- 
mission may  in  its  discretion  remit  such  part  of  said  annual 
fee  as  it  shall  determine  to  permittees  operating  only  during 
the  summer  season;  for  each  manufacturer's  permit  $2,000 
per  annum;  for  each  wholesaler's  permit  $500  per  annum; 
for  each  solicitor's  permit  $5  per  annum;  for  each  vehicle 
permit  $1  per  annum ;  for  each  carrier  permit  $25  per  annum 
which  shall  cover  all  rolling  stock  and  vehicles  of  such  per- 
mittee ;  for  each  vessel  permit  $25  per  annum ;  for  each  din- 
ing car  permit  $100  per  annum  which  shall  be  issued  to  the 
railroad  corporation  and  for  each  special  permit  $1.  The  re- 
quired permit  fee  shall  accompany  the  application  required 
by  this  act.  A  permit  issued  under  this  act  other  than 
special  permits  shall  expire  April  thirtieth  of  each  year  un- 
less sooner  revoked  for  cause  by  the  commissioners.  Per- 
mits shall  not  be  transferred  except  with  the  consent  of  the 
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commissioners  and  each  permit  (except  a  solicitor's  permit) 
shall  designate  the  place  of  business  for  which  it  is  issued. 

Amend  Section  22  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

22.  Local  Option.  A  town  at  its  next  regular  town  meet- 
ing unless  a  special  town  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  is 
sooner  held  shall  include  in  the  warrant  an  article  "To  see 
whether  beer  or  other  lawful  alcoholic  beverages  shall  be 
manufactured  or  sold  locally"  as  permitted  under  this  act. 
In  cities  the  question  shall  be  submitted  in  a  similar  form  on 
the  usual  ballot  at  the  next  biennial  election.  The  votes  in 
each  case  shall  be  by  secret  ballot.  If  by  a  majority  vote  at 
any  election  the  city  or  town  signifies  its  disapproval  of  the 
issuance  of  local  permits  the  commission  shall  not  grant  or 
renew  any  permits  in  the  city  or  town  until  such  city  or  town 
has  voted  its  approval.  Provided,  however,  that  the  com- 
mission may  grant  "on  sale"  permits  to  hotels  in  towns  or 
cities  which  voted  against  the  issuance  of  local  permits,  per- 
mitting such  hotels  to  serve  beverages  made  lawful  by  this 
act  to  bona  fide  registered  guests,  who  have  resorted  to  such 
hotels  for  food  or  lodging  and  the  said  commission  may  grant 
"on  sale"  permits  to  persons  in  unincorporated  places.  The 
commission  may  grant  permits  in  all  cities  and  towns  in  the 
State  until  a  city  or  town  has  voted  against  such  permits  as 
herein  provided. 

Amend  Section  31  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  whole 
thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

31.  Revocation.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission- 
ers to  cause  frequent  inspections  to  be  made  of  all  premises 
with  respect  to  which  any  permit  shall  have  been  issued 
under  this  act.  If  any  permittee  violates  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  or  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
commissioners  promulgated  pursuant  thereto  or  fails  to 
superintend  in  person  or  through  a  manager  approved  by  the 
commissioners  the  business  for  which  the  permit  was  issued 
or  allows  the  premises  with  respect  to  which  the  permit  of 
such  permittee  was  issued  to  be  used  for  any  unlawful,  dis- 
orderly or  immoral  purposes  or  knowingly  employs  in  the 
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sale  or  distribution  of  beverages  any  person  who  has  been 
convicted  of  a  felony  or  otherwise  fails  to  carry  out  in  good 
faith  the  purposes  of  this  act  tne  permit  of  such  permittee 
may  be  revoked  by  the  commissioners  after  the  permittee 
has  been  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  defense. 
The  commission  is  authorized  to  investigate  prices  charged 
for  beverages  by  holders  of  wholesalers'  permits,  on  sale  per- 
mits and  off  sale  permits.  For  that  purpose  the  commission 
may  hold  a  public  hearing  at  such  time  and  place  within  the 
State  as  the  commission  shall  appoint  and  shall  send  notice 
of  such  hearing  in  writing  by  registered  mail  to  the  permittee 
involved  and  shall  publish  notice  of  such  hearing  at  least  once 
in  a  newspaper  with  circulation  in  the  town  in  which  such 
permittee  is  doing  business.  The  commission  shall  have  the 
power  to  revoke  the  permit  of  any  holder  of  a  wholesaler's 
permit,  on  sale  permit  or  off  sale  permit  if  the  commission 
believes,  after  such  hearing,  that  the  profit  made  from  the 
sale  of  beverages  by  such  permittee  is  unreasonable  and  ex- 
cessive. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Wilson  of  Manchester  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendments  were  adopted  and  the 
bill  sent  to  the  Honorable  Senate  for  concurrence  in  the  adop- 
tion of  the  amendments. 

Mr.  Dame  of  Concord  offered  the  following  resolution. 

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION 

Ratifying  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Whereas,  Both  houses  of  the  sixty-eighth  Congress  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  by  a  constitutional  majority  of 
two-thirds  thereof,  made  the  following  proposition  to  amend 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words,  to  wit : 

"Joint  Resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 
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"Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  (two- 
thirds  of  each  house  concurring  therein),  That  the  follow- 
ing article  is  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  which,  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures 
of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States,  shall  be  valid  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution: 

'"Article ,  Section  1.    The  Congress  shall  have  power 

to  limit,  regulate,  and  prohibit  the  labor  of  persons  under 
eighteen  years  of  age. 

'"Sect.  2.  The  power  of  the  several  States  is  unimpaired 
by  this  article  except  that  the  operation  of  State  laws  shall  be 
suspended  to  the  extent  necessary  to  give  effect  to  legislation 
enacted  by  the  Congress.'" 

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Senate  concurring:  That 
the  said  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified 
by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire ; 

That  certified  copies  of  this  preamble  and  concurrent  res- 
olution be  forwarded  by  the  Governor  of  this  state  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  at  Washington,  to  the  presiding  ofl&cer  of 
the  United  States  Senate,  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Labor. 

Mr.  Page  of  Gilmanton  was  appointed  temporarily  to  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills.

Mr.  Henderson  of  Durham  for  the  Committee  on  En- 
grossed Bills,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  218,  An 
act  relating  to  the  registration  of  motor  vehicles  by  non- 
residents, reported  the  same  under  joint  rule  No.  6,  with  the 
following  amendment  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Registration  by  Non-Residents.  Amend  section  22  of 
chapter  100  of  the  Public  Laws  by  striking  out  all  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  22. 
Twenty-Day  Privilege.  A  motor  vehicle,  except  motor 
trucks  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity  of  more  than  three 
tons,  owned  by  a  non-resident  who  has  complied  with  the 
laws  of  his  state,  district  or  country,  relating  to  registration 
and  licensing  of  motor  vehicles,  may  be  operated  upon  the 
ways  of  this  state  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  twenty  days 
in  any  one  calendar  year,  without  registration,  except  where 
a  person  owns,  operates  or  causes  to  be  operated  more  than 
one  motor  truck  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity  of  three  tons 
or  less  or  commercial  vehicle  or  both  he  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  more  than  twenty  days  in  the  calendar  year  for 
all  such  vehicles;  provided  that  said  state,  district  or  country 
grants  like  privileges  to  residents  of  this  state. 
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2.  .  Amend  section  28  of  said  chapter  100  by  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "vehicle"  in  the  first  line  thereof  the 
words,  except  motor  trucks  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity 
of  more  than  three  tons,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  28.  Zone  Privilege.  A  non-resident  owner 
of  a  motor  vehicle,  except  motor  trucks  of  a  registered  carry- 
ing capacity  of  more  than  three  tons,  who  has  comphed  with 
the  laws  of  his  state  relating  to  registration  and  licensing  of 
motor  vehicles  and  who  has  a  bona  fide  actual  residence  in  a 
state  granting  like  privileges  to  residents  of  this  state,  which 
residence  is  located  within  fifteen  miles  by  highway  of  the 
border  line  of  this  state,  may  operate  such  vehicle  upon  any 
ways  of  this  state  distant  not  more  than  fifteen  miles  from 
the  border  line  of  his  state  if  application  for  the  registration 
thereof  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
1  and  the  proper  fee  is  paid  and  the  vehicle  is  registered  by 
the  commissioner. 

3.  Registration  of  Trucks  of  More  Than  Three  Tons. 
Amend  said  chapter  28  by  adding  after  section  29  the  follow- 
ing new  section:  29-a.  Registration,  Special  Permit.  No 
motor  truck  of  a  registered  carrying  capacity  of  more  than 
three  tons  owned  by  a  non-resident  shall  be  operated  on  the 
highways  of  this  state,  until  it  has  been  registered  under  the 
laws  of  this  state  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  of  like  ve- 
hicles owned  and  registered  in  this  state ;  provided  that  a  non- 
resident owner  may  apply  to  the  commissioner  for  a  special 
permit  to  operate  such  motor  truck  upon  the  highways  of 
this  state  which  permit,  if  granted,  shall  cover  operation  of 
such  non-resident  motor  truck  in  this  state  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  five  days  from  the  date  of  issue  or  for  periods  of 
five  separate  days  during  one  calendar  year.  A  special 
permit  granted  under  the  provisions  hereof  shall  not  be 
transferable  nor  shall  it  be  extended  beyond  the  five  day 
period.  Any  such  special  permit  issued  by  the  commis- 
sioner shall  be  in  the  possession  of  the  operator  of  such  truck 
at  all  times  when  such  truck  is  operated  on  the  highways  of 
this  state.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  such  motor 
trucks  owned  by  any  public  utility  company  doing  business 
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in  this  state  when  engaged  in  emergency  repair  work,  pro- 
vided that  said  motor  trucks  and  the  drivers  thereof  shall  be 
properly  registered  and  licensed  in  this  or  some  other  state. 

The  report  was  accepted.

Amend  Section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"Three  ponds  in  Ellsworth"  wherever  they  occur,  and  sub- 
stituting in  place  thereof  the  following:  Ellsworth  Three 
ponds,  so-called,  in  the  towns  of  Ellsworth  and  Warren;  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

1.  Those  not  less  than  seven  inches  in  length  may  be 
taken  from  the  ponds  in  Carter's  Notch,  from  May  first  to 
August  first,  and  from  Russell  pond  in  Woodstock,  Little 
Round  pond  and  Middle  pond  in  Ellsworth,  Ellsworth 
Three  ponds,  so-called,  in  the  towns  of  Ellsworth  and  War- 
ren, Halls  pond  in  Sandwich,  from  May  twentieth  to  Sep- 
tember first.  Those  not  less  than  seven  inches  in  length 
may  be  taken  with  fly  only  from  the  upper  pond  of  Ells- 
worth Three  ponds,  so-called,  in  the  towns  of  Ellsworth  and 
Warren  from  July  first  to  September  first. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pingree  of  Berlin  the  House  concurred  in 
the  adoption  of  the  amendment  sent  down  from  the  Honorable 
Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

House  Bill  No.  182,  An  act  relating  to  deer. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Deer.  Amend  Section  2  of  Chapter  198  of  the  Public 
Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  35  of  the  Laws  of  1927  and 
Chapters  33  and  154  of  the  Laws  of  1931,  by  striking  out  all 
of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
2.  Taking;  Time.  Wild  deer  may  be  captured  or  taken 
after  5  a.m.  and  before  6  p.m.  as  follows:  In  that  part  of  the 
county  of  Coos  which  is  north  of  the  highway  running  from 
Shelburne  to  Lancaster,  known  as  United  States  route  No.  2, 
from  October  fifteenth  to  December  first;  in  that  part  of  the 
county  of  Coos  which  is  south  of  the  before-mentioned  high- 
way, and  in  the  county  of  Grafton  from  November  first  to 
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December  sixteenth ;  in  the  county  of  Carroll  from  November 
fifteenth  to  December  sixteenth;  in  the  county  of  Cheshire 
from  December  first  to  December  sixteenth;  in  the  county  of 
Rockingham  from  December  fifteenth  to  January  first,  and 
from  all  the  other  counties  in  the  State  from  December  fif- 
teenth to  January  first,  except  that  the  towns  of  Seabrook, 
Hampton  Falls,  Hampton,  North  Hampton  and  Rye  shall 
have  a  closed  season  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  and 
which  may  be  terminated  sooner  by  the  fish  and  game  com- 
missioner if,  in  his  opinion,  after  a  public  hearing,  such 
termination  is  deemed  advisable. 

2.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage. 

The  reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Dowel  of  Nashua  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dowd  of  Nashua  the  House  concurred 
in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  sent  down  from  the  Hon- 
orable Senate.

"duly  handed  down"  in  the  sixth  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word,  issued. 

Amend  Section  2  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"and  then  never"  in  the  sixth  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words,  except  for  a  distance. 

Amend  Section  3  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  word 
"said"  in  the  fifth  line  and  by  striking  out  the  words 
"subject  to  a  fine  of"  in  the  said  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word,  fined. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Blackwood  of  Concord  the  further  reading  was 
dispensed  with. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Blackwood  of  Concord  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

House  Bill  No.  391,  An  act  relating  to  keepers  of  hotels  and 
public  lodging  houses. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  first  four  lines  of 
Section  1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Tourists  Camps;  Cabins.  Amend  Section  7  of  Chapter 
171  of  the  Public  Laws  as  inserted  by  Chapter  68  of  the  Laws 
of  1927,  by  striking  out  in  the  second  line  the  words  "a 
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public  lodging  house"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words,  public  lodging  houses,  tourist. 

Amend  the  title  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  An  act  relating  to 
tourist  camps  and  cabins. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Welch  of  Andover  the  House  concurred 
in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

RULING  BY  THE  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Welch  of  Andover  requested  a  ruling  by  the  Speaker 
as  to  the  powers  of  a  Committee  of  Conference  in  amending 
a  bill  referred  to  it. 

The  Speaker  ruled  that  the  committee  had  power  to  amend 
any  section  of  the  bill  and  were  not  confined  strictly  to  the 
controversial  points. 

RESOLUTION 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson  of  Manchester. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  have  printed  in 
the  journal  the  report  of  the  commission  appointed  under  the 
authority  of  Chapter  163  of  the  Laws  of  1931,  entitled.  An 
act  relating  to  the  regulation  of  small  loans. 

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL   COMMISSION   ON   SMALL  LOANS 

To  Hon.  Willard  D.  Rand 
Commissioner  of  Banks 
Concord,  N.  H. 

Chapter  163,  Section  3,  Laws  of  1931,  is  as  follows: 
3.  Commission.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  council,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  ap- 
point five  competent  persons  to  constitute  a  commission  to 
study  and  analyze  the  true  net  income  of  licensees  under 
Public  Laws,  Chapter  269,  and  the  effect  of  the  rate  of  in- 
terest charged  by  said  hcensees,  on  loans  of  three  hundred 
dollars  or  less,  upon  the  general  welfare  of  the  state  of  New 
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Hampshire  and  its  citizens.  The  members  of  such  com- 
mission shall  serve  without  compensation  but  shall  be  re- 
imbursed for  their  actual  expenses  and  the  commission  shall 
have  power  to  employ  any  necessary  legal,  expert,  clerical 
and  stenographic  assistance,  the  accounts  therefor  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  governor  and  council.  The  governor  is  au- 
thorized to  draw  his  warrant  for  the  same  out  of  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  Said  commis- 
sion shall  report  to  the  bank  commissioner  on  or  after  Janu- 
ary 1, 1932,  its  findings  on  said  matters  and  recommendations 
based  on  said  findings  as  to  the  rate  of  interest  said  licensees 
should  be  allowed  on  loans  of  three  hundred  dollars  or  less. 
The  bank  commissioner  if,  in  his  opinion,  the  public  good 
requires,  may  reduce  the  rate  of  interest  which  may  be 
charged  by  licensees  on  loans  of  three  hundred  dollars  or  less 
to  the  rate  recommended  by  the  commission. 

Acting  under  authority  of  this  statute  Governor  Winant, 
with  advice  of  the  Council,  appointed  during  the  summer  of 
1931  Arthur  B.  Rotchof  Milford,Miss  Sarah  T.Knox  of  Man- 
chester, Edgar  F.  Woodman  of  Concord,  Thomas  J.  McGreal 
of  Somersworth  and  Arthur  D.  O'Shea  of  Laconia,  to  carry 
out  the  investigation  and  make  the  report  as  specified  by  the 
above  Section  3  of  Chapter  163,  Laws  of  1931. 

In  making  the  investigation  the  commission  has  held  five 
meetings  in  Concord,  including  one  public  hearing  in  the 
Senate  Chamber.  We  have  consulted  with  several  of  the 
independent  licensed  lenders  and  with  representatives  of 
the  Beneficial  Industrial  Loan  Corporation,  a  Maryland  cor- 
poration with  headquarters  in  New  York,  which  operated 
seven  offices  in  New  Hampshire.  We  have  interviewed  in- 
dividual borrowers,  officers  of  the  Federation  of  Labor, 
clergymen  of  parishes  in  which  borrowers  are  numerous, 
former  employees  of  lenders  who  are  now  in  other  employ- 
ment, bank  commissioners  and  supervisors  of  small  loans 
in  other  New  England  states,  and  the  Division  of  Remedial 
Loans  of  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation  in  New  York;  also  the 
New  Hampshire  Bank  Commissioner,  a  former  Bank  Com- 
missioner, and  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General.    We  have 
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also  interviewed  employers  and  merchants  who  are  familiar 
with  practices  in  the  small  loan  field. 

Without  exception  we  have  found  all  with  whom  we  have 
consulted  most  courteous  and  helpful. 

The  licensed  lenders  have  opened  their  books  with  appar- 
ent frankness  and  given  us  in  great  detail  their  figures  on 
capitalization,  earnings,  profits,  losses  and  expenses. 
Further  to  check  their  figures  we  engaged  Mr.  Clarence  I. 
Drayton,  certified  public  accountant,  of  Manchester,  who 
analyzed  the  reports  and  made  helpful  criticisms. 

The  small  loan  offices  in  New  Hampshire,  as  elsewhere, 
are  supposed  to  provide  a  means  of  borrowing  to  individuals 
who  lack  regular  bank  credit  and  who  are  without  collateral 
or  real  estate  which  would  be  accepted  as  security  for  loans 
at  commercial  banks.  While  there  are  undoubtedly  some 
loans  made  which  are  of  no  real  benefit  to  either  the  borrower 
or  the  lender,  we  believe  such  loans  are  in  the  minority,  and 
the  majority  of  loans  made  are  for  legitimate  purposes  to  aid 
the  borrower  in  real  need.  Classification  of  the  purposes 
for  which  small  loans  are  made  show  many  loans  to  meet  ex- 
penses of  death  and  illness,  payment  of  taxes,  fuel  etc.,  and 
few  for  luxuries  such  as  automobiles. 

That  such  loans  are  needed,  and  consequently  will  be  made, 
has  been  recognized  by  most  states,  and  experience  every- 
where has  been  that  the  borrower  is  better  served  and  bet- 
ter safeguarded  where  lenders  are  licensed  and  supervised  by 
the  state.  In  territories  where  unlicensed  lenders  are  per- 
mitted to  operate,  or  where  they  succeed  in  operating  in 
defiance  of  laws,  the  borrowers  suffer  severely  at  the  hands 
of  loan-sharks  and  wage-buyers. 

Admitting  the  desirability  of  well-regulated  loan  offices 
brings  next  the  question  of  rates.  The  purpose  of  a  rate 
limited  by  law  is  to  protect  the  borrower  whose  need  is  so 
urgent  that  he  feels  he  miist  have  the  loan  regardless  of  what 
it  costs.  The  proper  rate  is  one  which  enables  well  financed 
and  efficiently  operated  loan  offices  to  make  such  loans  at  a 
reasonable  profit,  without  putting  too  severe  a  penalty  on  the 
necessitous  borrower. 
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Too  high  a  rate  penalizes  the  honest  borrower,  and  en* 
courages  the  lenders  to  take  unwise  risks  in  lending  to  bor- 
rowers who  may  not  repay  the  loan.  Or  it  results  in  unrea- 
sonable profits  to  the  lender.  Too  low  a  rate  causes  the 
lenders  to  restrict  their  loans  to  larger  amounts;  and  only 
to  borrowers  whose  credit-risk  is  exceptionally  good.  This 
deprives  a  large  class  of  honest  borrowers  of  the  service,  and 
is  likely  to  result  in  unlicensed  lenders  or  loan  sharks  operat- 
ing outside  the  law.  This  has  been  the  experience  in  a 
number  of  states  which  reduced  the  legal  rate  on  small  loans 
to  a  figure  too  low  for  reputable  lenders  to  make  a  profit. 
Two  such  states.  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  had  rates  too 
low,  and  after  seeing  the  results  have  raised  them  during  the 
past  few  months. 

Twenty-six  states  have  enacted  the  so-called  Uniform 
Small  Loans  Law,  following,  with  some  variations,  the  form 
recommended  after  much  study  by  the  Russell  Sage  Founda- 
tion. The  Russell  Sage  Foundation  is  a  philanthropic  or- 
ganization with  headquarters  in  New  York  whose  object  is 
improvement  of  conditions  for  poor  people.  Its  researches 
in  causes  leading  to  family  distress  led  it  to  take  special  in- 
terest in  small  loan  regulation,  as  well  as  better  housing,  and 
other  social  problems. 

Massachusetts  in  1911  was  the  first  state  to  enact  the 
Small  Loan  Law.  California  in  1931  is  the  latest.  New 
Hampshire's  law  was  enacted  in  1917. 

In  16  of  the  26  states  having  the  law,  the  legal  rate  is  3I/2 
percent  a  month  on  unpaid  balances.  In  New  York  it  is  3 
percent  on  amounts  up  to  $150.  In  Ohio,  Oregon,  Maine, 
Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire  and  Utah  the  rate  is  3  per- 
cent. In  Missouri  and  New  Jersey  the  rate  is  2I/2  percent; 
in  West  Virginia  2  percent. 

To  many  people  a  rate  of  3^/2  percent  a  month,  or  even  2^^ 
percent,  seems  high  when  compared  with  commercial  bank 
rates  of  six  or  eight  percent  a  year.  A  little  consideration 
shows  it  is  an  entirely  different  business.  One  is  an  institu- 
tion lending  depositors'  money,  for  which  it  pays  little  or  no 
interest,  to  borrowers  who  will  presumably  repay  the  loan 
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in  full  at  expiration,  with  no  cost  of  collection.  The  other 
is  selling  money  which  it  owns,  or  borrows  at  high  interest, 
on  the  installment  plan;  with  probable  high  cost  of  collection 
and  considerable  risk  of  loss. 

Under  the  Small  Loan  Law  the  full  amount  of  the  loan  is 
furnished  by  the  lender  to  the  borrower.  There  is  no  dis- 
count or  advance  payment  of  interest.  The  loan  is  then  re- 
paid in  monthly  installments,  each  of  which  reduces  the 
principal  and  pays  interest  only  on  the  unpaid  balance  of 
the  loan. 

If  a  man  borrows  $100  and  pays  back  the  loan  with  in- 
terest in  12  monthly  installments  he  will  pay  a  total  of  a 
little  less  than  $117.  He  will  not  have  to  pay  $136  as  many 
people  suppose. 

While  the  lenders  are  accustomed  to  demand  as  security 
a  chattel  mortgage  on  household  furniture  we  find  that  these 
mortgages  are  almost  never  foreclosed  on  ordinary  goods. 
Occasionally  lenders  do  foreclose  and  take  radios,  valuable 
pianos,  etc.,  from  borrowers  who  fail  to  repay.  As  a  rule  the 
mortgage  cannot  be  regarded  as  good  security  for  the  loan. 

In  view  of  the  poor  collateral  accepted  for  most  small 
loans,  and  lack  of  endorsers  from  whom  payment  may  be 
secured  if  the  borrower  defaults  and  who  may  be  trusted  to 
aid  in  forcing  payment  from  reluctant  borrowers,  the  interest 
charges  by  the  Small  Loan  offices  are  about  on  a  line  with 
the  charges  made  by  lenders  who  by  a  program  of  fees,  ad- 
vance discounts  and  interest  charges  on  the  full  amount  of 
the  loan  after  partial  reduction  has  been  made,  actually 
collect  much  more  than  the  nominal  rate  would  indicate. 

Financing  charges  by  concerns  that  sell  such  merchandise 
as  automobiles,  furniture  and  refrigerators,  when  reduced  to 
the  same  terms  as  the  Small  Loan  plan,  require  the  install- 
ment buyer  to  pay  about  the  same  rate  of  interest. 

That  the  Small  Loan  companies  select  their  borrowers, 
and  refuse  to  make  loans  to  applicants  who  are  plainly 
charity  cases,  is  not  a  valid  criticism  of  their  policy  or  opera- 
tion. Neither  is  it  probable  that  borrowers  to  whom  loans 
are  granted  could  negotiate  loans  from  other  agencies.     Un- 
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doubtedly  many  applicants  who  are  refused  fail  to  dis- 
tinguish between  licensed  lenders  and  welfare  organizations. 

There  are  in  New  Hampshire  23  licensed  lenders.  Four  of 
these  have  been  licensed  within  the  past  year  and  can  furnish 
no  useful  figures  for  ascertaining  profits  and  losses.  Seven 
of  the  23  are  the  so-called  Personal  Finance  group.  These 
are  part  of  the  chain  of  more  than  200  loan  offices  operated  in 
a  nationwide  system  by  the  Beneficial  Industrial  Loan  Cor- 
poration. One  of  the  23  New  Hampshire  lenders  requires 
three  names  on  notes  and  therefore  is  not  actually  doing  a 
"small  loan"  business  in  the  strict  sense.  Four  offices  are 
operated  by  the  New  Hampshire  Acceptance  Corporation. 
The  Monroe  Loan  Society  has  two.  The  others  are  inde- 
pendent lenders. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1931,  these  lenders  made 
14,045  loans,  to  a  total  amount  of  $2,198,787.59.  The  larg- 
est number  of  loans  was  made  by  a  Manchester  office,  2990 
loans  amounting  to  $477,923.  Smallest  lender  was  in  Derry, 
with  9  loans  amounting  to  $435. 

We  have  examined  the  sworn  statements  submitted  by 
each  lender  to  the  office  of  the  State  Bank  Commissioner  and 
find  that  for  purposes  of  our  investigation  the  licensed  lend- 
ers in  New  Hampshire  fall  naturally  into  two  groups:  first, 
the  Personal  Finance  group  of  seven  offices  operated  as  part 
of  a  national  chain;  and  second,  the  independent  and  locally 
operated  offices. 

The  fiscal  years  are  for  slightly  different  periods  in  the 
several  offices,  but  for  practical  purposes  we  find  that  of  the 
nine  independent  lenders  six  showed  profits  in  1931  ranging 
from  3.39  percent  to  11.31  percent,  and  three  operated  at 
losses.  The  figures  of  the  independent  lenders,  when  con- 
solidated, show  an  average  loss  of  .46  percent. 

The  Personal  Finance  group  shows  better  earnings.  Their 
seven  offices  earned  from  8.99  percent  to  13.17  percent  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1931. 

Economies  in  operation,  better  organization,  group  financ- 
ing, centralized  supervision  and  other  recognized  benefits  of 
"chain"  management  give  them  an  advantage,  and  obviously 
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this  group  will  be  best  able  to  survive  under  reduced  earnings. 
Therefore  we  have  concentrated  our  further  investigations 
on  this  group. 

Under  their  system  of  accounting  the  "cost  of  financing" 
and  "cost  of  establishing  office"  are  carried  as  capital  items. 
We  suggested  that  these  charges  should  be  gradually  amor- 
tized— charged  off  under  operating  expenses.  Their  ac- 
countants claim  theirs  is  the  recognized  correct  system. 
Considerable  attention  was  given  this  point,  but  the  ultimate 
conclusion  is  that  in  determining  earnings,  and  therefore  the 
proper  interest  rate,  it  makes  little  difference  how  these  ex- 
penses are  charged. 

Under  the  3  percent  rate  the  Personal  Finance  Group  in 
New  Hampshire  earned  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1931, 
11  percent.  Tables  were  worked  out  by  our  accountant  to 
show  what  their  earnings  would  have  been  under  a  2i/4  per- 
cent rate,  and  at  a  2  percent  rate.  His  tables  show  6.94 
earnings  at  2%  percent,  and  2.89  at  2  percent.  No  one  can 
state  positively  that  these  earnings  would  actually  result 
from  a  rate  so  changed,  because  in  making  these  hypothetical 
figures  he  used  the  actual  figures  for  income  and  expenses. 
Under  a  different  rate  these  would  both  change.  Some  ex- 
penses would  be  reduced,  and  the  volume  of  business  would 
probably  shrink  through  reluctance  of  the  lenders  to  make 
loans  of  smaller  amounts  at  reduced  rates. 

Some  of  the  effects  of  a  reduction  in  rate  can  be  forecast: 
others  are  problematical. 

Any  reduction  would  under  ordinary  conditions  make  it 
impossible  for  several  of  the  smaller  independent  lenders  to 
continue  in  business.  A  drastic  reduction  would  undoubt- 
edly cause  most  lenders  to  retire  from  the  New  Hampshire 
field. 

The  effect  of  a  small  reduction,  to  2l^  percent,  might  be 
expected  under  normal  conditions  to  cause  a  number  of  the 
smaller  lenders  to  liquidate  and  go  out  of  business.  The 
more  successful  and  better  established  lenders  might  be  ex- 
pected to  close  their  less  profitable  offices  and  continue  their 
larger  offices  with  drastically  reduced  service.    That  is:  they 
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would  make  few  or  no  loans  of  less  than  SlOO,  and  these  only 
to  borrowers  in  territory  near  the  offices.  Also  they  would 
restrict  loans  to  those  borrowers  who  can  prove  beyond  rea- 
sonable doubt  that  they  are  amply  entitled  to  credit. 

At  the  present  time  conditions  are  not  normal.  In  June, 
1932,  the  proportion  of  borrowers  who  are  delinquent  in 
making  payment  of  principal  and  interest  is  several  times 
more  than  the  average  number  in  past  years.  Through  the 
country  the  proportion  of  delinquency  is  about  20  percent. 
In  New  Hampshire  it  is  slightly  less,  though  one  New  Hamp- 
shire office  reports  24  percent  delinquent  June  1.  In  August 
the  Russell  Sage  Foundation  stated  that  there  has  been  a 
further  increase  in  delinquency.  This  means  that  eventually 
the  losses  charged  off  will  be  considerably  above  the  usual 
small  average. 

Present  abnormal  conditions  have  brought  a  marked  in- 
crease in  applications  for  loans.  In  ordinary  times  experi- 
ence has  shown  that  about  50  percent  of  the  applicants  for 
loans  are  judged  worthy  of  credit  and  the  loans  are  made. 
This  year  only  30  percent  of  the  applications  result  in  loans, 
and  some  of  the  independent  lenders  say  they  are  making 
loans  to  only  about  one  in  ten  applicants.  We  think  it  safe 
to  assume  that  the  reason  is  not  only  that  the  lenders  are 
using  extra  precautions  in  making  loans,  but  also  that  they 
are  receiving  an  unusual  number  of  applications  from  people 
who  have  such  low  or  uncertain  earnings  that  they  have  no 
logical  grounds  on  which  to  ask  for  any  credit. 

As  all  applicants  are  supposed  to  be  thoroughly  investi- 
gated before  their  loan  is  granted  or  refused,  it  is  obvious 
that  the  lenders  are  under  extra  expense  for  investigation 
costs,  without  corresponding  increase  in  volume  of  business. 

Any  plan  by  which  the  needy  borrower  can  obtain  money 
at  reduced  cost  is  desirable.  In  the  attempt  to  attain  this 
end  several  states  have  reduced  the  maximum  lawful  interest 
rates  to  a  point  where  the  reputable  lenders  operating  under 
state  licenses  and  supervision,  have  found  it  impracticable 
to  render  the  service.  The  result  has  been  an  increase  in 
unlicensed  lenders  who  can  be  trusted  to  take  advantage  of 
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the  urgent  needs  of  the  borrower  to  exact  payments  far  in 
excess  of  the  rate  permitted  by  any  law.  West  Virginia 
offers  a  notable  example  of  this. 

We  have  found  few  individuals  among  borrowers,  clergy, 
merchants,  employers  or  labor  leaders,  or  any  others  who 
have  had  personal  experience  with  the  practices  of  the  li- 
censed lenders  in  New  Hampshire,  who  offered  well-sub- 
stantiated complaint  of  the  rates  now  in  effect. 

We  find  that  the  three  percent  rate  in  New  Hampshire  has 
yielded  little  or  no  profit  to  the  smaller  lenders  and  under 
unusual  economic  conditions  prevailing  this  year  it  seems 
probable  that  the  return  to  the  larger  companies  will  be 
small. 

Unusual  economic  conditions  prevailing  in  1932  entail  in- 
creased costs  and  less  earnings  for  the  lenders. 

Therefore  we  conclude  that  the  welfare  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  and  its  citizens  will  be  best  served  if  no  re- 
duction is  made  at  this  time  in  the  present  legal  rate  of  3 
percent  a  month  for  loans  of  S300  and  less. 

Suggestions 

In  the  course  of  our  investigations  of  earnings  and  prac- 
tices of  licensed  lenders  we  have  discovered  some  matters 
which  may  be  called  to  your  attention,  though  they  are  not 
directly  concerned  with  the  matter  of  rates  as  contemplated 
by  Section  3,  Chapter  163,  Laws  of  1931. 

New  Hampshire  permits  the  lender  to  charge  a  fee  of  $1 
on  loans  of  $50  or  less,  and  $2  for  loans  from  $50  to  $300, 
and  limits  collection  of  fees  to  not  more  than  three  in  one 
year.  We  have  found  no  case  in  New  Hampshire  where 
there  has  been  abuse  of  this  charge,  but  undoubtedly  it  has 
been  abused  in  other  states,  and  at  present  most  states  do 
not  permit  any  fee  in  addition  to  the  interest  charges. 

We  are  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that  any  change 
in  the  fees  would  have  to  be  by  legislative  action.  We  be- 
lieve it  would  be  desirable  to  have  a  bill  drafted  and  intro- 
duced in  the  General  Court  to  eliminate  the  fee  in  this  state. 

In  Massachusetts  the  licensed  lenders  are  under  super- 
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vision  of  a  deputy  of  the  State  Bank  Commissioner  who  is 
called  the  Supervisor  of  Small  Loans.  The  law  in  that  state 
gives  the  Supervisor  of  Small  Loans  authority  to  fix  the  rate 
of  interest  at  any  figure  under  3  percent  at  his  discretion. 
In  New  Hampshire  the  Small  Loan  business  is  not  large 
enough  at  present  to  require  a  separate  department  of  the 
Bank  Commissioner's  office,  and  criticism  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts plan  is  that  it  gives  too  much  authority  and  re- 
sponsibility to  one  individual.  The  advantage  is  that  it  pro- 
vides flexibility  in  the  legal  rate  to  meet  sudden  changes  in 
economic  conditions. 

A  bill  to  place  this  arbitrary  rate-fixing  power  in  the  hands 
of  a  commission  of  three  or  five  might  be  considered  at  some 
future  session  of  the  Legislature.  We  have  not  analyzed  this 
suggestion  sufficiently  to  recommend  definitely  that  it  should 
be  followed. 

In  any  revision  of  the  New  Hampshire  Small  Loan  Laws  it 
would  be  well  to  provide  for  more  general  powers  for  the  su- 
pervising authority.  This  should  provide  discretionary 
power  over  issuance  and  revocation  of  licenses,  though  we 
doubt  the  wisdom  of  giving  discretionary  rate-fixing  au- 
thority to  one  man  whose  duties  include  other  matters  be- 
sides supervision  of  small  loans. 

Advertising  practices  of  some  of  the  licensed  lenders  have 
been  criticised.  Advertisements  that  encourage  people  to 
make  loans  unwisely  should  be  discouraged.  Statutory  re- 
strictions on  the  form,  style  or  text  of  advertisements  would 
be  impracticable,  but  in  Massachusetts  it  is  the  practice  of 
the  Supervisor  of  Small  Loans  to  examine  critically  all  ad- 
vertising matter  put  out  by  the  lenders,  and  to  call  to  the 
attention  of  the  advertiser  anything  which  he  considers  un- 
ethical. It  has  been  suggested  that  all  advertising  by  lend- 
ers should  state  clearly  what  the  legal  rate  of  interest  is.  We 
believe  friendly  unofficial  censorship  of  advertising  by  the 
department  in  charge  of  this  business  would  be  helpful  to  the 
borrowers  and  welcomed  by  the  lenders. 

We  submit  with  this  report  the  financial  report  made  to  us 
by  Mr.  Clarence  I.  Drayton,  certified  public  accountant  em- 
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ployed  by  us,  who  investigated  and  analysed  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Beneficial  Industrial  Loan  Corporation  and 
its  subsidiaries;  also  a  supplemental  report  made  to  us  by 
Mr.  Drayton. 

Also  we  attach  the  analysis  of  7149  New  Hampshire  loans 
made  by  the  Beneficial  Industrial  Loan  Corporation  showing 
"Reasons  for  Making  Loans,"  and  the  occupations  of  the  bor- 
rowers. 

For  purposes  of  comparison  we  attach  a  list  of  the  26  states 
which  have  some  form  of  the  Uniform  Small  Loan  Law,  with 
the  rates  permitted  at  the  present  time. 

We  have  on  file  a  large  amount  of  data  concerning  Small 
Loan  Laws,  practices  and  experience  in  this  and  other  states; 
all  of  which  is  available  if  it  is  desired  for  further  consid- 
eration.

The  undersigned  being  unable  to  agree  with  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Commission  in  their  conclusions  sub- 
mit the  following  report: — 

The  Commission  investigated  all  Small  Loan  Companies 
in  the  state,  but  its  efforts  were  confined  chiefly  to  an  investi- 
gation of  the  Personal  Finance  Companies  of  New  Hamp- 
shire as  the  most  just  basis  of  determining  an  equitable  rate 
of  interest. 

These  companies  take  as  security  for  their  loans  a  note 
secured  by  a  mortgage  on  the  furniture  of  the  borrower.  The 
mere  fact  that  a  person  may  own  furniture  isn't  enough,  how- 
ever, to  warrant  securing  a  loan.  Every  borrower  is  investi- 
gated. Such  investigating  requires  at  least  two  calls  in  the 
neighborhood  and  two  calls  at  credit  houses,  such  as,  grocery 
stores  and  furniture  stores,  at  least  four  individual  calls  are 
made  concerning  each  applicant.  Ordinarily  about  50  per- 
cent of  the  applicants  are  judged  worthy  of  credit.  These 
Small  Loan  Companies  fulfil  no  need  of  the  individual  who 
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is  with  no  prospect  of  employment.  Such  cases  must  be 
cared  for  by  the  city,  county,  or  some  welfare  association  if  in 
dire  need. 

It  is  practically  impossible  to  determine  the  real  necessity 
of  the  loans  made.  There  was  submitted  to  the  Commission 
an  analysis  of  the  reasons  for  borrowing.  It  showed  loans 
made  to  meet  expenses  arising  from  illness  and  death ;  liqui- 
dation of  other  debts,  business  expenses  and  current  expenses, 
such  as,  clothing,  fuel,  repairs  on  house,  groceries,  etc.  In  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1930,  the  Personal  Finance  Com- 
panies expended  over  $15,000  for  advertising.  This  included 
newspaper  advertising,  letters  sent  by  mail  and  matches  and 
circular  letters  distributed  from  house  to  house.  This  exten- 
sive advertising  has  the  effect  of  inducing  people  to  make 
loans  who  otherwise  would  not  borrow.  One  example  of  the 
advertising  done,  as  taken  from  one  of  the  daily  newspapers 
in  the  state,  follows: — 

"MONEY 

For  every  family  need. 

You  can  use  our  money  to  pay  debts,  taxes,  insur- 
ance, to  make  home  improvements ;  or  to  save  money 
on  cash  bargains. 

Prompt,  confidential  service.     Small  monthly  Re- 
payments in  keeping  with  present  day  working  con- 
ditions and  salaries. 
Come  in  and  open  your 
Money  Credit  Account  Today!" 

The  vast  majority  of  loans  made  in  this  state  is  the  result  of 
this  extensive  advertising  done  by  the  companies.  There  is, 
to  be  sure,  some  need  of  small  loans  in  cases  of  sickness,  death, 
etc.,  but  the  majority  of  loans  made  fulfil  no  vital  need  and  in 
these  cases  the  people  can  ill  afford  to  pay  36%  interest  a 
year.  Common  sense  tells  us  that  a  person  earning  a  small 
weekly  wage  which  barely  provides  the  necessities  of  life  can- 
not afford  to  borrow  money  at  a  rate  of  interest  of  3%  a 
month  unless  for  some  vital  necessity. 

The  advertising  by  the  Small  Loans  Companies  induces 
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many  such  persons  to  borrow  for  some  purpose  which  they 
could  otherwise  accomphsh.  All  Small  Loan  Companies  in 
the  state  pursue  this  same  method  to  a  certain  extent  in  ob- 
taining business. 

One  argument  advanced  to  the  Commission  as  to  the  need 
of  Small  Loan  Companies  is  that  in  states  where  no  small 
loan  law  is  in  force,  loan  sharks  and  wage-buyers  operate, 
charging  exorbitant  rates  of  interest.  There  was  no  evidence 
that  loan  sharks  or  wage-buyers  ever  operated  very  exten- 
sively in  New  Hampshire  prior  to  the  adoption  of  our  small 
loan  law  in  1917.  At  the  present  time  22  states  have  no  so- 
called  small  loan  law  and  evidently  these  states  do  not  find 
that  the  operation  of  loan  sharks  and  wage  buyers  neces- 
sitates the  enactment  of  a  small  loan  law. 

The  Personal  Finance  Companies  are  subsidiaries  of  the 
Beneficial  Industrial  Loan  Corporation  which  controls  over 
300  loan  companies  throughout  the  country  as  well  as  the 
Beneficial  Management  Corporation  which  handles  the  su- 
pervision and  administration  of  these  various  companies 
throughout  the  country,  and  the  Guaranty  Indemnity  Insur- 
ance Company  which  insures  losses  on  account  of  small  loans 
of  these  same  companies.  The  charges  made  by  both  of 
these  latter  corporations  to  the  loan  companies  of  New  Hamp- 
shire are  fixed  rates  based  on  the  volume  of  business  done  and 
not  according  to  the  actual  expense  of  the  services  rendered 
in  this  state.  The  expenses  of  the  various  companies 
throughout  the  country  are  prorated  and  each  company 
charged  a  certain  percentage.  In  view  of  this  gigantic  busi- 
ness set-up,  it  was  practically  impossible  to  determine  the 
true  net  income  of  the  companies  operating  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Our  investigation  was  based  on  the  figures  as  submitted  by 
the  parent  company  and  in  arriving  at  what  may  be  regarded 
as  the  true  net  income,  the  various  charges  made  against  the 
loan  companies  in  New  Hampshire  must  be  considered.  As 
part  of  their  capital  investment,  they  have  included  organ- 
ization expense.  This  item  is  ten  percent  of  the  total  items 
of  cash,  loans  receivable,  furniture,  deferred  charges,  and  ac- 
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counts  receivable.  It  is  made  up  of  cost  of  locating  and  get- 
ting a  company  started  in  the  loan  business.  The  charges 
are  absorbed  in  the  expense  of  the  company  and  should  be 
eliminated  entirely  as  part  of  the  capital  in  determining  the 
investment. 

Another  item  set  up  as  part  of  their  capital  is  accounts  re- 
ceivable which  represents  money  held  by  the  parent  company 
for  the  use  of  the  various  loan  companies  in  New  Hampshire. 
On  this  item,  the  parent  company  charges  fifteen  percent  in- 
terest. In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  money  is  being  held  by 
the  parent  company,  it  should  also  be  eliminated  as  part  of 
the  capital.  In  1930  this  item  amounted  to  $34,377.32,  while 
in  1931  it  amounted  to  $75,820.90. 

Eliminating  both  of  these  items  as  part  of  the  capital,  we 
find  that  the  companies  under  the  control  of  the  Beneficial 
Industrial  Loan  Corporation  made  net  earnings  in  the  year 
1928  of  13.9  percent;  1929,  13  percent;  1930,  12  percent; 
1931, 12  percent,  based  on  the  present  rate  of  interest  of  3% 
a  month. 

On  the  same  basis,  the  estimated  earnings  of  these  same 
companies  at  a  rate  of  2^/2  percent  a  month  would  be  for  the 
year  1928,-9.8%,  1929,-9%,  1930,-8%,  and  1931,-8%. 

It  is  true  that  at  the  present  time  conditions  are  not  normal. 
Many  people  are  in  need  of  money.  Under  normal  condi- 
tions 50%  of  the  applicants  receive  loans.  The  companies 
state  that  this  year  only  about  30%  of  the  applicants  are 
judged  worthy  of  credit. 

An  argument  was  advanced  to  the  Commission  that  the 
Small  Loan  Companies  fulfil  a  vital  need  of  the  inhabitants 
of  our  state  insofar  as  the  people  to  whom  they  loan  money 
are  unable  to  obtain  it  elsewhere.  The  fact  that  but  30% 
of  the  applicants  at  the  present  time  receive  loans  is  evidence 
that  the  applicants  are  selected  with  care.  Losses  by  the 
companies  of  less  than  5%  indicate  that  the  applicants  are 
good  credit  risks.  A  majority  of  these  applicants  to  whom 
loans  are  made  were  induced  to  do  business  with  the  loan 
companies  as  the  result  of  their  advertising.  The  com- 
panies receive  little,  if  any,  advertising  as  the  result  of  satis- 
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fied  borrowers.  It  was  difficult  for  the  Commission  to  get 
an  acknowledgment  from  any  person  that  he  had  done  busi* 
ness  with  the  small  loan  companies.  The  people  were  re- 
luctant to  admit  they  borrowed  money  and  gave  no  infor- 
mation whatever  to  the  Commission. 

From  the  investigation  as  stated  above,  it  is  found: 

1st.  On  the  whole,  the  small  loan  companies  fulfil  no 
vital  need  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  state.  There  are  some 
cases  where  the  money  borrowed  is  for  some  urgent  need  and 
may  be  termed  a  vital  necessity.  The  majority  would  never 
make  loans  if  not  for  the  extensive  advertising  done  by  the 
companies  and  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  pay  their 
debts  by  receiving  credit  where  they  could  be  liquidated  by 
small  weekly  payments  without  the  necessity  of  paying  3% 
a  month  interest.  The  majority  would  be  able  to  get  credit 
elsewhere. 

2nd.  The  borrowers  from  these  small  loan  companies  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1931,  made  loans  amounting  to 
$2,198,787.59.  It  is  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the  state 
to  have  over  14,000  borrowers  burdened  with  such  a  debt  and 
for  which  they  must  pay  3%  per  month. 

3rd.  The  small  loan  companies  can  successfully  operate 
in  New  Hampshire  at  a  rate  of  2^/^  per  cent  under  present 
conditions. 

Therefore,  it  is  recommended  to  the  Bank  Commissioner 
that  the  rate  of  interest  said  licenses  be  allowed  on  loans  of 
three  hundred  dollars  or  less  be  2i/2%  per  month. 

Suggestions 

The  Commission  all  agree  that  it  would  be  desirable  to 
have  a  bill  drafted  and  introduced  at  the  next  session  of  the 
legislature  to  eliminate  the  fees  on  loans  now  permitted  by 
law  to  be  collected. 

The  Bank  Commissioner  should  be  given  authority  to  fix 
a  reasonable  rate  of  interest  at  any  figure  under  the  legal 
rate  set  by  him  according  to  the  recommendation  of  thi^ 
Commission,  if  at  any  time  in  the  future  it  appears  the  i-ate 
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charged  is  excessive.  A  bill  to  this  effect  should  be  intro- 
duced at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  for  its  consid- 
eration.

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Mr.  Boynton  of  Portsmouth  for  the  Committee  on  Banks, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  30,  An  act  providing  for 
regulation,  conservation  and  reorganization  of  banking  in- 
stitutions, reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendments 
and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to 
pass. 

Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  lines  7  to  23 
both  inclusive.  Amend  the  paragraph  entitled  1.  Regula- 
tion, of  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following:  Until  May  15, 1935,  the  commissioner  may  exer- 
cise any  and  all  rights  and  powers  conferred  by  this  section 
without  application  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  when 
he  deems  the  public  good  so  requires,  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Regulation.  The  commissioner  upon  the  application 
of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  of  any  institution  under 
his  supervision,  may  regulate  the  time,  amount  and  manner 
of  payment  and  withdrawal  of  all  classes  of  deposits;  the  re- 
ception of  all  classes  of  deposits;  the  investment  of  assets 
within  statutory  limits;  the  amount  of  reserve  without  limi- 
tation otherwise  imposed ;  the  borrowing  of  money ;  the  pledge ' 
of  assets ;  the  valuation  of  assets ;  the  collection  and  payment 
of  accounts ;  the  payment  of  dividends ;  the  employment  and 
compensation  of  personnel;  the  retirement  of  shares;  and  any 
other  business  of  such  institution,  whenever  and  during  such 
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time  and  to  the  extent  that  he  deems  such  action  necessary  for 
the  protection  of  its  depositors  and  other  creditors.  Regu- 
lations hereunder  shall  be  by  written  order  signed  by  the 
commissioner  and  filed  in  his  office.  Copies  thereof  signed 
by  the  commissioner  shall  be  served  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  commissioner  may  change,  cancel  or  terminate  any  such 
orders  from  time  to  time  as  he  deems  the  interest  of  such  de- 
positors or  creditors  require.  Until  May  15,  1935,  the  com- 
missioner may  exercise  any  and  all  rights  and  powers  con- 
ferred by  this  section  without  application  of  the  board  of 
trustees  or  directors  when  he  deems  the  public  good  so  re- 
quires. 

Amend  the  paragraph  entitled  2.  ,  Notice,  of  Sec- 
tion 1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  following  words  at  the 
end  thereof:  "Until  May  15, 1935,  the  commissioner  may  ex- 
ercise any  and  all  rights  and  powers  conferred  by  this  section 
without  application  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  when 
he  deems  the  public  good  so  requires,"  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

2.     ,  Notice.     Notice  of  any  order  of  the  commissioner 

made  hereunder  shall  be  sufficient  if  served  on  the  treasurer 
or  cashier  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  business  of  the  in- 
stitution affected  and  on  one  other  officer  or  a  trustee  or  direc- 
tor thereof  but  any  order  relating  to  the  withdrawal,  pay- 
ment or  reception  of  deposits  shall,  in  addition  thereto,  be 
posted  in  that  part  of  the  institution  commonly  used  by  its 
depositors.  Any  person  may  serve  such  notice.  The  com- 
missioner may  give  such  further  notice  of  any  such  order  as 
he  deems  desirable.  Notice  of  any  such  order  relating  to 
the  payment  of  accounts  other  than  deposits  may  be  given 
creditors  by  registered  mail  and  a  return  receipt  signed  by  or 
for  a  creditor  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  receipt  thereof. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  Mr. 
Emery  of  Manchester  moved  that  the  further  reading  be 
dispensed  with. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Emery. 
(Discussion  ensued) 
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On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  amendments  were  then  adopted  and  the  bill  ordered  to 
a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Boynton  of  Portsmouth  for  the  Committee  on  Banks, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  29,  An  act  relating  to 
taxation  of  banks,  reported  the  same  with  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

Mrs.  Charois  of  Greenville  for  the  Committee  on  Coastwise 
Improvements  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  193,  An 
act  providing  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Hampton  Harbor  toll 
bridge  and  for  emergency  construction  for  coastal  and  high- 
way protection,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ments, and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended 
ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  title  and  inserting  in 
its  place  the  following:  An  act  providing  construction  for 
coastal  and  highway  protection. 

Further  amend  by  striking  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

1.  Governor  and  Council  Enipowered.  The  governor, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered: 

To  construct  such  sea  wall  or  walls  or  other  structures  as 
may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  protect  the  beach  and  state 
highway  situated  in  said  Hampton  between  Great  Boar's 
head  and  Haverhill  Street,  so-called. 

The  construction  of  the  sea  walls  or  other  structures  shall 
be  undertaken  according  to  the  urgency  of  the  need  thereof. 
The  work  of  construction  shall  be  under  the  supervision  and 
direction  of  the  highway  commissioner.  The  Governor  and 
Council  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  employ  as- 
sistants and  agents  to  enter  into  all  necessary  contracts  on  be- 
half of  the  state  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

2.  Appropriations.    A  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
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dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  said  purpose  and  said  ap- 
propriation shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  highway  funds. 

3.  Acquisition  of  Land.  To  preserve  and  maintain  for 
the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  public  the  Hampton  beaches 
described  in  this  section,  it  shall  be  a  condition  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  sea  walls  or  other  structures  authorized  in 
section  1  for  the  protection  of  the  Hampton  beaches  that  the 
town  of  Hampton  by  a  major  vote  at  a  regularly  called  town 
meeting  release  and  convey  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
all  its  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  land  in  said  Hamp- 
ton included  within  the  layout  of  the  state  highway  and  sit- 
uated between  the  main  and  traveled  portion  of  said  highway 
and  the  Atlantic  ocean  and  extending  from  Great  Boar's 
Head  to  Haverhill  street,  so-called,  the  precise  limits  or 
boundaries  of  said  tracts  of  land  to  be  fixed  and  determined 
by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  the  land  so  conveyed  shall 
be  held  by  the  state  for  public  highway,  park  and  recreational 
purposes  forever  and  no  concession  shall  be  granted  thereon, 
provided,  however,  that  the  town  of  Hampton,  may  maintain 
the  band  stand,  comfort  station,  Chamber  of  Commerce 
building  or  similar  structures  and  the  parking  places  and  play 
grounds  now  thereon.  The  town  of  Hampton  may  also  con- 
struct and  maintain,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
and  Council,  such  sidewalks  between  the  main  traveled  por- 
tion of  said  highway  and  the  ocean  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  public.  The  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil may  waive  or  modify  the  foregoing  conditions  if  the  public 
good  shall  require  it,  but  any  land  conveyed  to  the  state  here- 
under shall  be  held  exclusively  for  public  highway,  park  and 
recreational  purposes,  excepting  only  such  concessions  as 
may  be  allowed  the  town  of  Hampton. 

4.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

25.  Outstanding  Bills.  The  above  named  county  officers 
shall  file  with  the  commission  or  its  deputies  at  each  audit  a 
sworn  statement  of  all  bills  outstanding. 

26.  Reports.  The  commission  or  its  deputies  shall  report 
whether  such  accounts  are  correct  and  well-vouched,  state 
whether  the  sums  charged  therein  for  articles  purchased  are 
according  to  the  market  value,  whether  such  articles  have 
been  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  county,  the  cost  per  person 
of  pauper  support  on  the  farm,  the  cost  per  person  of  the 
support  of  the  poor  not  on  the  farm,  and  within  the  county, 
the  cost  of  services  rendered  by  the  county  to  the  town  for 
pauper  aid  compared  with  the  county  tax  paid  by  that  town 
together  with  such  other  information  and  such  recommenda- 
tions as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

27.  Publication.  Upon  request  there  shall  be  issued  for 
publication  to  any  newspaper  in  the  county  after  an  audit  an 
itemized  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  pro- 
vided that  such  publication  shall  be  made  without  compensa- 
tion. The  annual  county  report  published  by  the  county 
commissioners  shall  show  the  accounts,  summaries  and  costs 
from  the  findings  of  the  state  tax  commission  or  its  deputies 
and  shall  be  published  in  form  required  by  the  said  tax  com- 
mission. Said  commission  is  hereby  required  to  prepare  a 
uniform  plan  for  the  publication  of  county  reports  for  the 
use  of  the  county  officers.

Day  of  Rest.  Every  employer  of  labor  engaged  in  carrying 
on  any  manufacturing  or  mercantile  establishment  in  the 
state,  shall  allow  every. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "punished  by  a 
fine  of"  in  the  thirty-third  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word,  fined. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  lines  thirty-eight  to  forty-

4.  In  order  to  supply  the  additional  funds  needed  for  car- 
rying out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  all  persons  receiving  sala- 
ries, wages  and/or  fees  totaling  more  than  two  thousand  dol- 
lars annually  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  political 
sub-divisions  thereof,  shall  receive  a  fifty  per  cent  reduction 
in  such  remuneration  in  excess  of  two  thousand  dollars  an- 
nually. Funds  accruing  from  the  said  fifty  per  cent  reduc- 
tion, shall  be  deposited  by  the  paying  agency  with  the  State 
Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
Emergency  Relief  Fund.  Persons  receiving  fees  by  virtue 
of  public  office,  either  elective,  or  appointive,  shall  keep  an 
itemized  account  of  same,  and  fifty  per  cent  of  total  wages, 
salaries  and/or  fees  in  excess  of  166  2/3  dollars  monthly, 
shall  be  remitted  monthly  to  the  State  Treasurer  to  be  cred- 
ited to  the  Emergency  Relief  Fund. 

The  reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr,  Welch  of  Andover  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with.

In  order  to  provide  for  the  refunding  of  such 
short-time  notes  as  have  been  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  two,  Chapter  126  of  the  Laws  of  1931, 
the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  under  the  direction 
of  the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the 
state  the  sum  not  exceeding  nine  hundred  and  thirty-two 
thousand  dollars  ($932,000) ,  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue 
bonds  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state.  The  governor 
and  council  shall  determine  the  form  of  such  bonds,  their 
rate  of  interest  (using  their  best  effort  to  secure  the  lowest 
rate  obtainable) ,  the  dates  when  interest  shall  be  paid,  the 
dates  of  maturity,  the  places  where  principal  and  interest 
shall  be  paid,  and  the  time  of  issue.  Such  bonds  shall  be 
signed  by  the  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  governor, 
and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  faith  and  credit  of  the 
state.  They  may  be  negotiated  by  the  treasurer  under 
the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council.  Out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  sale  of  said  bonds,  the  treasurer  shall  pay  such 
short-time  notes  as  have  been  issued  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  126  of  the  Laws  of 
1931.  Interest  from  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  taxes  imposed  by  Chapter  65  of  the  Public  Laws. 
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2b.  Accoimts.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  an  ac- 
count of  all  such  bonds  countersigned  by  the  governor,  show- 
ing the  number  and  amount  of  each  bond,  the  time  of  counter- 
signing, the  time  when  payable,  and  the  date  of  delivery  to 
the  treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  each 
bond,  showing  the  number  and  amount  thereof,  the  name  of 
the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  for  same,  the 
date  of  the  sale,  and  the  time  when  payable. 

2c.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  bonds  hereunder,  the  treasurer, 
under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  may  for 
the  purposes  hereof  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on  short 
term  loans  to  be  refunded  by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  here- 
under, provided  however  that  at  no  one  time  shall  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  state  on  such  short  term  loans  exceed  the  sum 
of  nine  hundred  ninety-two  thousand.

Mr.  Henderson  of  Durham  for  the  Committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  98,  An  act  per- 
taining to  the  practice  of  embalming,  reported  the  same  under 
Joint  Rule  No.  6,  with  the  following  amendment  and  recom- 
mended that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  first  eleven  lines  of  Sec- 
tion 1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Embalmers.  Amend  Section  1  of  Chapter  143  of  the 
Public  Laws  by  striking  out  the  words  "one  term  of  practical 
instruction"  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  lines  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words,  six  months  of  instruction,  and  by  adding 
at  the  end  of  said  section  the  words :  The  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  those  already  licensed,  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  1.  Qualifications. 
No  person  shall  embalm  dead  human  bodies  or  engage  in 
caring  for  and  preparing  dead  bodies  for  burial,  transporta- 
tion or  cremation  unless. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Nash  of  Concord,  the  House  adopted  the 
amendment  proposed  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills.

recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 
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Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  and 
figures  "one  hundred  forty  thousand  dollars  ($140,000)"  in 
lines  1  and  2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  and 
figures  one  hundred  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($130,000),  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Appropriation.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  thirty  thou-

2.  Bonds  or  Notes  Authorized.  In  order  to  provide  the 
funds  for  the  appropriation  made  in  Section  1,  the  State 
treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Governor  and  Council,  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  State 
the  sum  of  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars ($130,000)  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  or 
notes  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the  State.  The  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  shall  determine  the  form  of  such  bonds  or 
notes,  their  rate  of  interest  (using  their  best  efforts  to  secure 
the  lowest  rate  obtainable),  the  dates  when  interest  shall 
be  paid,  the  dates  of  maturity,  the  places  where  principal 
and  interest  shall  be  paid,  and  the  time  or  times  of  issue.

Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
and  figures  "forty-five  thousand  dollars  ($45,000)"  in  line  1 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  and  figures,  forty 
thousand  dollars  ($40,000),  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  The  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  is  hereby

The  Governor,  one  member  of  the  Council,  to 
be  named  by  the  Governor,  and  the  adjutant-general  are 
hereby  authorized  to  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  plans 
of  construction  for  the  completion  and  equipment  of  said 
armory  and  the  sum  appropriated  shall  be  expended  under 
their  direction. 

Amend  Section  2  by  striking  out  the  words  and  figures 
"forty-five  thousand  dollars  ($45,000)"  in  line  14  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words  and  figures,  forty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($40,000)  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

2.  Bonds  Authorized.  The  Governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council,  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrant  on  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, and  the  State  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  borrow  upon 
the  credit  of  the  State  such  further  sums  or  the  whole,  not 
exceeding  in  all  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  for  that 
purpose  may  issue  bonds,  or  notes,  in  the  name  of,  and  on

Such  bonds 
and  notes  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Governor  and  shall 
be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State.  The 
Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  such  bonds 
and  notes  countersigned  by  the  Governor,  showing  the 
number  and  amount  of  each  bond  or  note,  the  time  of 
countersigning,  the  time  when  payable  and  date  of  delivery 
to  the  treasurer.

Mr.  Osborne  of  Sunapee  for  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  278,  An  act  re- 
lating to  the  authorization  of  certain  State  highway  bonds, 
reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendment,  and  the 
recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
.  1.  Highway  Bonds.  Amend  Chapter  41  of  the  Laws  of 
1929  by  adding  after  Section  6  the  following  new  section: 
6-a.  Authorization  for  Date  of  Issue.  The  portion  of  the 
bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 6  hereof  which  have  not  heretofore  been  issued  may  be 
issued  as  follows:  Not  more  than  one  million,  dollars  may  be 
issued  at  any  time  between  April  1,  1933  and' April  1,  1934; 
not  more  than  one  million  dollars  may  be  issued  at  any  time 
between  April  1,  1934  and  April  1,  1935,  and  not  more  than 
one  million  dollars  may  be  issued  at  any  time  between  April

road  from  Hale's  corner  to  Rochester  in  the  town  of  Barring- 
ton,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amendments,  and 
a  new  caption,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  joint  resolu- 
tion as  amended  and  with  its  new  caption  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  resolution  by  striking  out  the  caption  and  in- 
serting in  its  place  the  following: 

For  the  improvement  of  a  section  of  a  road  in  the  town  of 
Barrington. 

Further  amend  by  inserting  after  the  word  "road"  in  line  3 
the  words,  in  the  town  of  Barrington,:

Mrs.  Morris  of  Lancaster  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  463,  An  act  regarding 
compensation  of  county  commissioners,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that 
the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "in 
Coos,  nine  hundred  dollars"  in  line  15;  and  further  amend 
said  section  by  striking  out  in  line  16  the  word  "county"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  and  Coos  counties,  so 
that  said  Section  1  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  1. 
Salaries.     Amend  Section  28  of  Chapter  38  of  the  Public 
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Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  111  of  the  Laws  of  1927  and 
Chapter  153  of  the  Laws  of  1931,  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  28.  Commis- 
sioners. The  annual  salar}^  for  each  commissioner  of  the  fol- 
lowing counties  shall  be  as  follows,  payable  monthly  by  the 
county:  In  Rockingham,  ten  hundred  dollars;  In  Strafford, 
twelve  hundred  dollars;  In  Belknap,  nine  hundred  dollars;  In 
Merrimack,  ten  hundred  dollars;  In  Hillsborough,  twenty- 
one  hundred  dollars;  In  Cheshire,  seven  hundred  dollars;  In 
Sullivan,  nine  hundred  dollars;  In  Grafton,  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars.

House  Bill  No.  477,  An  act 
providing  for  a  cow  barn  at  the  Laconia  State  school,  with 
the  recommendation  that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Appropriations. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  read  a  first  and  second 
time. 

Mr.  Hunter  of  Hanover  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended 
and  the  printing  of  the  bill  and  its  reference  to  a  committee 
dispensed  with. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hunter. 
(Discussion  ensued) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 
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Mr.  Dickinson  of  Danville  for  the  Committee  on  Labor,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  469,  An  act  relating  to 
hours  of  labor,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ment, and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought 
to  pass. 

Amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  the  word  "ten"  in  line 
21  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  eight;  by  striking 
out  the  words:  "fifty-one"  in  line  22  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  forty-eight;  by  striking  out  the  words: 
"fifty-one"  in  line  31  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words: 
fifty-four  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  Amend  Section  14,  Chapter  176  of  the  Public  Laws  by 
striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  14.  Females;  Minors.  No  female  or 
minor  under  eighteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed  or  per- 
mitted to  work  at  manual  or  mechanical  labor  in  any  manu- 
facturing establishment  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  one  day, 
or  more  than  fifty-one  hours  in  any  one  week.  No  female  or 
minor  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  shall  be  employed  or  be 
permitted  to  work  at  manual  or  mechanical  labor  in  any  other 
employment,  except  household  labor  and  nursing,  domestic, 
hotel  and  boarding  house  labor,  operators  in  telegraph  and 
telephone  offices  and  farm  labor,  more  than  ten  and  one-quar- 
ter hours  in  any  one  day,  or  more  than  fifty-four  hours  in  any 
one  week.  Where  a  minor,  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  a 
female  is  employed  in  the  same  day  or  week  by  more  than  one 
employer  in  manual  or  mechanical  labor  in  any  employment, 
except  household  labor  and  nursing,  domestic,  hotel  and 
boarding  house  labor,  operators  in  telegraph  and  telephone 
offices  and  farm  labor,  the  total  time  of  employment  shall 
not  exceed  that  allowed  per  day  or  week  in  a  single  employ- 
ment. No  such  minor  or  female  shall  be  employed  or  per- 
mitted to  work  at  night  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any 
twenty-four  hours,  nor  more  than  forty-eight  hours  during 
the  week.  If  any  such  minor  or  female  is  employed  or  per- 
mitted to  work  more  than  two  nights  each  week  for  any  time 
between  the  hours  of  8  o'clock  p.m.  and  6  o'clock  a.m.  of  the 
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day  following,  such  employment  shall  be  considered  night 
work.  Mercantile  establishments  for  the  period  of  seven 
days  immediately  preceding  Christmas  Day  in  each  year  are, 
as  to  regular  employees,  excepted  from  the  operation  of  this 
section,  but  the  total  number  of  hours  of  labor,  for  any  female, 
or  minor  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  regularly  employed  in 
such  establishment  shall  not  exceed  fifty-four  hours  per  week 
for  the  full  year. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment. 
(Discussion  ensued) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Danville  moved  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  made  in  order  for  a  third  reading  by  its 
title  at  the  present  time. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Dickinson. 

Mr.  Mitchell  of  Campton  called  for  a  division. 

A  division  being  taken  196  members  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  99  members  voted  in  the  negative  and  the  necessary 
two  thirds  not  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  the  motion  to 
suspend  the  rules  did  not  prevail. 

]\Ir.  Clancy  of  Manchester  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays 
but  subsequently  withdrew  his  demand  and  asked  for  an- 
other division. 

A  division  being  had  247  members  voted  in  the  affirmative, 
86  members  voted  in  the  negative  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  and  passed  and  sent  to 
the  Senate  for  concurrence.

bill  to  the  1935  legislature. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Haskell  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "seven"  the  words  "to  serve  without  pay," 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Osborne  of  Sunapee  for  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  113,  An  act  to 
provide  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  State 
armory  in  the  city  of  Manchester  and  the  equipment  of  the 
same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee adopted. 

Mr.  Osborne  of  Sunapee  for  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  133, 
A  joint  resolution  in  favor  of  John  A.  Bugaila,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee adopted. 

Mr.  Osborne  of  Sunapee  for  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  137, 
A  joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the  State  department  of  the 
American  Legion,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee adopted.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR 

The  Honorable  Secretary  of  State  then   appeared   and 
transmitted  the  following  message  from  His  Excellency  the 
Governor. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  425  advances  the  age  of  retirement  of  the 
Adjutant-General  from  sixty-four  years  to  seventy  years. 
This  act  might  properly  be  described  as  personal  legislation. 
The  Public  Laws  require  that  all  officers  shall  be  retired  at  the 
age  of  sixty-four.  The  Federal  government  requires  retire- 
ment at  the  age  of  sixty-four.  An  officer  who  holds  his  com- 
mission under  a  special  act  of  a  State  Legislature,  but  whose 
rank  is  not  recognized  by  Federal  authorities,  is  in  an  anoma- 
lous position  to  effectively  serve  his  State  organization. 

In  the  Army  of  the  United  States  men  are  retired  at  the  age 
of  sixty-four  regardless  of  their  record,  because  experience 
has  proved  that  retirement  at  that  age  is  in  the  interests  of  the 
service.  Line  officers,  as  well  as  headquarters  officers,  would 
have  the  same  right  of  exception  if  we  were  to  change  our  re- 
tirement regulations.  Younger  men  must  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  gain  promotion  in  order  to  maintain  an  efficient  organ- 
ization, and  exceptions,  even  where  well  intentioned  break 
morale. 

I  do  not  believe  that  this  bill  is  in  the  interests  of  the  serv- 
ice and  therefore  I  veto  it. 

The  regular  Army  pensions  its  officers.  The  State  of  New 
Hampshire  does  not.  General  Charles  W.  Howard  has  served 
with  distinction  as  the  ranking  officer  of  the  State  Militia  for 
many  years.  He  knew  personally  the  men  who  served  in  the 
Guard  in  the  World  War.  The  records  of  these  men  never 
have  been  properly  recorded.  In  my  opinion  the  State  is 
under  obligation  to  do  this,  both  to  protect  the  ex-service 
men  and  also  to  limit  its  obligation  to  those  who  served.  No 
man  is  better  qualified  to  do  this  work  than  General  Howard 
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I  strongly  urge  the  Legislature  to  make  proper  provision  to 
permit  its  accomplishment.

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OPINION   OF  SUPREME  COURT 

The  following  opinion  regarding  the  constitutionality  of 
House  Bill  No.  148,  An  act  to  define  and  limit  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  courts  sitting  in  equity  and  for  other  purposes,  was 
received  from  the  Supreme  Court: 

The  justices  of  the  supreme  court  make  the  following  an- 
swer to  the  inquiry  contained  in  your  resolution  of  April  26, 
concerning  the  constitutionality  of  House  Bill  No.  148. 

The  bill  may  be  divided  into  three  general  parts.  I.  It 
denies  to  employers  the  right  to  contract  with  their  em- 
ployees relative  to  membership  by  the  latter  in  labor  unions. 
n.  It  denies  to  employers  certain  equitable  relief,  available 
to  others.  HI,  It  denies  to  all  courts  the  power  to  punish 
for  contempt  in  certain  cases,  unless  the  accused  be  given 
the  option  of  a  trial  by  jury;  and  it  limits  the  power  to  com- 
mit to  a  fifteen  day  sentence. 

I.  The  federal  supreme  court  has  decided  that  the  limi- 
tation which  the  bill  contains  upon  the  right  to  make  con- 
tracts is  invalid,  if  enacted  by  the  Congress,  because  of  the 
guaranty  of  liberty  and  property  contained  in  the  fifth 
amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  Adair 
V.  United  States,  208  U.  S.  161.  The  same  court  has  decided 
that  a  like  provision  in  a  State  statute  is  also  invalid  be- 
cause of  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth  amendment  to  that 
constitution.  Coppage  v.  Kansas,  236  U.  S.  1.  It  is  there- 
fore immaterial  whether  it  also  violates  our  State  constitu- 
tion. In  any  event,  such  legislation  as  the  bill  proposes 
would  be  invalid. 

It  is  true  that  these  decisions  have  been  the  subject  of 
adverse  comment;  but  the  arguments  thus  advanced  were 
fully  and  ably  presented  to  the  court  and  received  careful 
consideration  in  the  opinions  rendered.  It  is  useless  to  argue 
here  that  the  decisions  are  wrong.  They  are  the  supreme 
law  of  the  land,  to  which  we  are  required  to  yield  obedience. 

Whether  the  proposed  limitations  upon  the  free  right  to 
make  contracts  should  be  deemed  invalid  for  the  further 
reason  that  it  would  violate  the  provisions  of  the  State  con- 
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stitution,  is  a  question  which  would  demand  extensive  re- 
searcli  and  consideration  before  an  adequate  answer  could 
be  returned.  The  time  is  short  within  which  a  reply  to 
your  inquiry  must  be  made,  if  it  is  to  be  of  any  service  to 
you.  In  view  of  these  considerations,  we  respectfully  re- 
quest that  we  be  excused  from  expressing  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  these  limitations  would  also  be  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution  of  this  State. 

II.  The  State  constitution  provides  that  legal  remedies 
shall  be  available  to  every  one.  "The  law  cannot  discrimi- 
nate in  favor  of  one  citizen  to  the  detriment  of  another. 
The  principle  of  equality  pervades  the  entire  constitution. 
The  bill  of  rights  declares  expressly  that  all  government  is 
'instituted  for  the  general  good,  for  the  common  benefit,  pro- 
tection and  security  of  the  whole  community,  and  not  for  the 
private  interest  or  emolument  of  any  one  man,  family,  or 
class  of  men,'  that  'every  member  of  the  community  has  a 
right  to  be  protected  by  it  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty 
and  property  ...  is  therefore  bound  to  contribute  his 
share  in  the  expense  of  such  protection'  and  is  'entitled  to  a 
certain  remedy  by  having  recourse  to  the  laws  for  all  injuries 
he  may  receive  in  his  person,  property,  or  character.'  Bill 
of  Rights,  Arts.  1,  10,  12,  14.  All  the  declarations  of  right 
are  imbued  with  the  same  spirit.  With  them  the  body  of 
the  constitution  is  in  full  conformity.  To  secure  to  all  as 
perfect  equality  of  privilege  and  of  burden  as  human  wisdom 
permits  was  the  chief  end  sought  by  the  framers  of  the  in- 
strument. To  this  all  other  purposes  were  incidental  and 
subordinate."     State  v.  Pennoyer,  65  N.  H.  113,  114. 

The  same  thought  was  reiterated  in  an  unreported  opinion 
of  Chief  Justice  Doe,  written  shortly  before  his  death,  and 
frequently  quoted  and  approved  by  the  court.  See  Williains 
V.  State,  81  N.  H.  341,  352.  He  said  in  part:  "Uniformity 
and  equality  of  rights  are  necessary  for  the  safety  of  every 
citizen.  It  would  be  comparatively  easy  to  invade  the 
rights  of  a  feeble  person,  a  feeble  party,  or  a  feeble  sect,  if 
equality  and  uniformity  were  not  an  element  of  law  in  the 
legal   sense.  .  .  .  There   is   no   limit  to   the   injustice   and

tyranny  that  can  be  practiced  if  uniformity  and  equality  are 
not  essential  parts  of  law.  Any  man  may  have  the  misfor- 
tune to  entertain  unpopular  opinions  on  a  variety  of  sub- 
jects. Any  family  or  neighborhood,  for  a  great  variety  of 
reasons,  may  encounter  hostility  in  public  opinion.  .  .  . 
If  the  power  of  discrimination  can  be  exercised  by  special 
laws,  no  one  knows  how  soon  he  and  his  neighbors  may  be- 
come the  victims.  Without  equality  nothing  is  secure.  The 
settled  constitutional  right  of  equal  privileges  and  equal  pro- 
tection under  general  laws  rests  on  incontestable  grounds  of 
wisdom  and  necessity.  The  equal  protection  of  the  laws  re- 
cently inserted  in  the  federal  constitution  has  been  a  New 
Hampshire  doctrine  one  hundred  and  ten  years;  and  it  has 
been  maintained  here  in  a  breadth  of  meaning  and  a  scope 
of  practical  operation  unknown  elsewhere." 

Judged  by  the  standard  thus  set,  it  is  our  opinion  that  an 
act  denying  to  employers  of  labor  any  part  of  the  full  right 
accorded  to  others  to  resort  to  the  courts  for  relief  would 
be  unconstitutional.  Such  is  the  purport  of  many  of  the 
provisions  contained  in  Sections  three  to  nine  of  the  pro- 
posed bill,  and  to  this  extent  it  would  not  become  a  valid  law 
if  enacted. 

For  like  reasons  the  Federal  Supreme  Court  has  held 
similar  provisions  in  a  State  statute  to  be  invalid  under  the 
federal  constitution.     Truax  v.  Corrigan,  257  U.  S.  312. 

It  may  be  added  that  many  of  the  activities  described  in 
Section  3  and  commonly  employed  in  the  conduct  of  a 
strike  are  such  that  no  court  would  enjoin  them,  except  in  a 
case  where  the  strike  itself  was  illegal,  either  in  its  inception 
or  in  its  execution.  But  if,  for  example,  the  strike  were  in- 
stituted or  carried  on  in  the  execution  of  a  conspiracy  to  in- 
jure the  employer,  all  means  for  its  furtherance  might  be 
enjoined.     The  bill  makes  no  such  distinction. 

III.  The  third  division  of  the  bill  relates  to  punishment 
for  indirect  contempt.  There  has  been  some  doubt  in  our 
minds  whether  these  provisions,  like  those  preceding  them, 
relate  solely  to  contempts  growing  out  of  labor  disputes,  or 
whether  they  are  designed  to  govern  in  all  cases  of  indirect 
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contempt.  If  the  former  is  the  pmpose  of  the  bill,  and  the 
provisions  are  limited  as  suggested,  then  they  are  invalid  for 
the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  second  division  of  this  opinion. 

If  however  the  purpose  is  to  make  the  provisions  of  gen- 
eral application,  it  would  be  advisable  so  to  state  in  terms. 
In  that  event  other  considerations  would  be  involved. 

Paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  of  Section  10,  providing  for  bail 
as  in  criminal  cases  and  for  notice  and  opportunity  to  make 
defence,  are  unobjectionable  in  any  event.  They  merely 
enact  as  a  statute  what  is  believed  to  have  been  the  uniform 
practice  in  this  State  in  the  absence  of  legislative  direction. 

The  provision  of  paragraph  (c)  of  that  section  that  the 
party  accused  of  contempt  shall  be  entitled  to  a  jury  trial 
presents  issues  which  we  feel  cannot  be  adequately  investi- 
gated in  the  limited  time  now  available,  and  we  therefore 
request  to  be  excused  from  expressing  any  views  in  relation 
thereto. 

The  provision  in  paragraph  (d)  for  a  change  of  venue 
when  the  alleged  contempt  consists  of  an  attack  upon  the 
character  or  conduct  of  the  judge  issuing  the  restraining 
order,  which  attack  is  not  made  in  open  court,  would  be 
valid  if  it  went  no  further  than  to  provide  for  a  hearing  be- 
fore another  judge  upon  the  issue  of  prejudice.  But  the  pro- 
posal of  the  bill  goes  beyond  that.  It  in  substance  makes 
the  fact  that  the  offence  to  be  tried  is  an  attack  upon  the 
character  or  conduct  of  the  judge  conclusive  evidence  of 
disqualification.  He  is  to  be  deemed  disqualified  if  the  de- 
fendant so  elects. 

That  such  a  provision  might  be  deemed  to  be  a  reasonable 
one,  is  hardly  open  to  question.  It  in  no  way  undertakes  to 
limit  the  power  of  the  court  to  act  in  the  matter  of  contempt; 
nor  is  it  a  limitation  of  jurisdiction.  It  relates  solely  to  the 
disqualification  of  a  particular  judge  to  act  in  a  specified  case. 
The  authority  of  the  court  to  act  is  not  diminished  in  any 
way.  Statutory  disqualifications  of  particular  judges  or 
jurors  have  frequently  been  enacted,  and  uniformly  treated 
as  valid.  The  subject  is  extensively  reviewed  in  State  v. 
Sawtelle,  66  N.  H.  488.  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  provision 
would  not  be  unconstitutional. 
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Section  eleven  provides  that  punishment  for  indirect  con- 
tempt shall  not  exceed  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  im- 
prisonment for  fifteen  days.  "It  is  said  by  Blackstone  that 
the  process  of  an  attachment  for  a  contempt,  must  neces- 
sarily be  as  ancient  as  the  laws  themselves.  For  laws  with- 
out a  competent  authority  to  secure  their  administration  from 
disobedience  and  contempt,  must  be  vain  and  nugatory.  A 
power  therefore  in  the  supreme  courts  of  justice  to  suppress 
such  attempts,  by  an  immediate  attachment  of  the  offender, 
results  from  the  first  principles  of  judicial  establishments, 
and  must  be  an  inseparable  attendant  upon  every  judicial 
tribunal."     Tenney's  Case,  23  N.  H.  162, 166. 

"The  authority  to  punish  contempt  is  a  necessary  incident, 
inherent  in  the  very  organization  of  all  legislative  bodies, 
and  of  all  courts  of  law  or  equity,  independent  of  statute  pro- 
visions." State  V.  Mattheivs,  37  N.  H.  450,  453.  To  the 
same  effect  is  Bates'  Case,  55  N.  H.  325. 

The  constitution  confers  upon  the  legislature  "full  power 
and  authority  to  erect  and  constitute  judicatories  and 
courts.  Const.  Pt.  II,  Art.  4.  The  question  now  pre- 
sented is  whether  this  grant  of  power  is  broad  enough  to 
authorize  the  legislature  to  take  from  the  judicial  depart- 
ment of  the  government  a  power  which  has  always,  both 
here  and  elsewhere,  been  recognized  as  an  essential  attribute 
of  judicial  tribunals.  We  are  of  opinion  that  it  does  not 
confer  such  power.  The  existence  of  the  judiciary  as  one  of 
the  three  essential  parts  of  government  is  declared  in  terms. 
It  is  "to  be  kept  as  separate  from,  and  independent  of"  the 
legislature  "as  the  nature  of  a  free  government  will  admit." 
Const.  Pt.  1,  Art.  37.  If  one  of  the  essential  attributes 
might  be  taken  away  from  the  judiciary,  so  might  many  or 
all  of  them;  and  our  courts  might  be  directed  to  proceed  in 
accordance  with  regulations  at  variance  with  all  known  ideas 
of  the  functions  of  a  court.  The  constitution  creates  no 
such  supremacy  of  the  legislative  department  over  the  ju- 
dicial. 

Your  predecessors  of  two  years  ago  were  advised  that  they 
were  not  empowered  to  impose  upon  the  probate  court  duties 
that  were  strictly  executive.     Opinion  of  the  Justices,  85 
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N.  H.  562.  The  reason  assigned  for  that  conclusion  was  the 
before  quoted  provision  for  the  separation  of  the  three  de- 
partments of  government. 

While  the  power  to  establish  "judicatories  and  courts" 
was  conferred  upon  the  legislature,  "No  particular  definition 
of  judicial  powers  is  given  in  the  constitution;  and  consider- 
ing the  general  nature  of  the  instrument,  none  was  to  be 
expected.  .  .  .  But  'powers  judicial'  'judicial  powers' 
and  'judicatories'  are  all  phrases  used  in  the  constitution; 
and  though  not  particularly  defined,  are  still  so  used  to  desig- 
nate with  clearness,  that  department  of  the  government, 
which  it  was  intended  should  interpret  and  administer  the 
laws."    Merrill  v.  Sherburne,  1  N.  H.  199,  203. 

That  it  was  made  the  constitutional  duty  of  the  legisla- 
ture to  set  up  a  judicial  system  no  one  would  deny.  To  per- 
form that  duty,  the  system  established  must  have  all  the 
essential  elements  called  for  by  well  known  and  universally 
recognized  principles.  To  set  up  a  system  which  lacked  any 
of  those  requisites  would  be  to  fail  in  the  performance  of 
the  duty  imposed  by  the  constitution.  And  as  such  lack 
could  not  be  created  by  the  original  institution  of  a  judicial 
system,  it  follows  as  a  matter  of  course  that  a  similar  result 
cannot  be  reached  by  taking  an  essential  attribute  from  an 
existing  system. 

As  before  pointed  out,  it  is  the  law  in  the  State  that  the 
power  to  punish  for  contempt  is  an  essential  attribute  of  a 
court  of  general  jurisdiction.  It  may  not  be  entirely  clear 
whether  the  legislature  can  regulate  the  exercise  of  this 
power,  beyond  the  limit  of  reasonable  sentence  of  the  of- 
fender, which  is  implicit  in  existing  law.  If  there  is  such 
power,  it  is  manifest  that  it  does  not  extend  to  fixing  a  limit 
which  in  many  cases  would  not  provide  for  more  than  a 
nominal  sentence.  Such  is  the  proposal  in  this  bill.  While 
this  feature  of  it  preserves  the  form  of  power,  it  takes  away 
the  substance  thereof.  It  is  our  opinion  that  authority  to 
enact  such  a  limitation  has  not  been  conferred  upon  the 
legislature. 

In  general  support  of  the  bill  it  is  urged  that  the  constitu- 
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tional  separation  of  the  three  departments  of  government 
should  not  be  regarded  as  a  vital  limitation  upon  powers,  but 
rather  as  a  convenient  and  variable  assignment  of  duties. 
The  contrary  view,  entertained  by  the  founders  of  our  gov- 
ernment, was  stated  and  approved  in  the  before  mentioned 
opinion  rendered  two  years  ago.  ".  .  .  recognition  of  the 
separation  of  the  three  departments  as  a  vital  and  underly- 
ing principle  in  our  form  and  structure  of  government  has 
been  uniformly  and  consistently  given,  and  the  force  of  the 
principle  remains  today  unimpaired."  Opinion  of  the  Jus- 
tices, 85  N.  H.  562,  569.  We  still  entertain  that  view.  If 
the  people  desire  a  change  from  the  present  government  of 
limited  powers  and  defined  departments,  the  result  is  to  be 
accomplished  only  "in  a  convention  of  the  people  engaged  in 
arranging  the  terms  of  the  social  compact  and  settling  the 
fundamentals  of  government."  Thompson  v.  Kidder,  76 
N.  H.  89,  93. 

The  conclusion  reached  herein  as  to  each  of  the  three  gen- 
eral features  of  the  bill  is  in  accord  with  the  views  recently 
expressed  by  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
Massachusetts,  in  answer  to  a  legislative  inquiry  concerning 
the  constitutionality  of  a  similar  bill.  Opinion  of  the  Jus- 
tices, 275  Mass.  580. 

Whether  there  may  be  other  reasons  for  concluding  that 
any  of  the  general  objects  of  the  bill  are  outside  the 
sphere  of  constitutional  legislation,  and  whether  there  may 
be  other  details  which  are  without  constitutional  warrant, 
are  matters  upon  which  no  opinion  is  expressed.  We  believe 
that  the  foregoing  will  afford  to  you  sufficient  guidance  in 
the  consideration  of  this  bill  in  its  principal  constitutional 
aspects.

said  section  the  words  "and  that  in  determining  width  there 
shall  be  excluded  six  inches  of  any  increase  in  width  due  to 
changing  to  low  pressure  tire  equipment  from  other  tire 
equipment"  and  further  amend  said  section  by  adding  after 
the  word  logs  in  the  eighth  line  a  comma  and  the  word  tim- 
bers and  by  adding  after  the  word  logs  in  the  twenty-second 
line  a  comma  and  the  word  timbers,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read: 

2.  Length  Limited.  Amend  Section  26  of  Chapter  103  of 
the  Public  Law^s  by  striking  out  the  words  "eighty-five"  in 
the  fourth  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "forty-five",  and  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: "Provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  vehicles  transporting  poles,  logs,  timbers  or  metal  when 
actually  so  employed,  or  to  vehicles  and  combinations  of 
greater  length  now  registered  and  operated  in  this  State  and 
that  in  determining  width  there  shall  be  excluded  six  inches 
of  any  increase  in  width  due  to  changing  to  low  pressure  tire 
equipment  from  other  tire  equipment."  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

26.  Width;  Length.  No  vehicle  whose  width  including 
load  is  greater  than  ninety-six  inches,  or  whose  length  in- 
cluding load  is  greater  than  thirty  feet,  and  no  combination 
of  wheels  coupled  together  whose  total  length,  including 
load,  is  greater  than  forty-five  feet,  shall  be  operated  on  the 
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highways  of  this  state.  Provided,  however,  that  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  vehicles  transporting  poles,  logs,  timbers 
or  metal  when  actually  so  employed,  or  to  vehicles  and  com- 
binations of  greater  length  now  registered  and  operated  in 
this  State  and  that  in  determining  width  there  shall  be  ex- 
cluded six  inches  of  any  increase  in  width  due  to  changing 
to  low  pressure  tire  equipment  from  other  tire  equipment. 

Reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced  Mr.  Smith 
of  Portsmouth  moved  that  the  further  reading  be  dispensed 
with.

Coast  Guard  station  to  the  north  side  of  Boar's  Head  and 
to  acquire  land  necessary  for  said  purpose,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate,  subject  mat- 
ter covered  by  another  bill. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  of  the  commit- 
tee adopted. 

Mr.  Osborne  of  Sunapee  for  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  193  (In  new  draft 
and  new  title),  An  act  providing  for  the  acquisition  of  the 
Hampton  harbor  toll  bridge  and  for  emergency  construction 
for  coastal  and  highway  protection,  reported  the  same  with 
the  following  amendments  and  the  recommendation  that  the 
bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Amend  paragraph  (a)  of  Section  1  by  striking  out  in  line 
8  the  word  "shall"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word, 
may,  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

(a)  To  acquire  for  the  State  a  certain  toll  bridge  with  ap- 
proaches and  appurtenances,  known  as  the  Hampton  harbor 
toll  bridge,  located  upon  the  State  highway  extending  through 
the  towns  of  Hampton  and  Seabrook  and  spanning  the 
Hampton  river,  said  bridge  with  approaches  and  appurte- 
nances to  be  acquired  by  purchase  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Governor  and  Council,  the  same  can  be  purchased  at  the 
fair  value  thereof,  but  if  said  bridge,  approaches  and  appur- 
tenances cannot  be  acquired  by  purchase  the  Governor  and 
Council  may,  in  behalf  of  the  State,  acquire  said  bridge,  ap- 
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preaches  and  appurtenances,  by  eminent  domain  as  herein 
provided. 

Amend  Section  2  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  2.  Appropria- 
tions. A  sum  not  exceeding  four  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  raised  as  herein  provided,  together  with 
the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  appropriated  by  Chapter 
242,  Laws  of  1931  for  a  breakwater  at  Hampton  beach  not 
having  been  expended,  for  all  of  the  foregoing  purposes  ex- 
cept the  construction  and  improvements  between  North 
Hampton  line  and  Great  Boar's  Head,  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated. The  cost  of  construction  and  improvement  between 
North  Hampton  line  and  Great  Boar's  Head  is  to  be  a  charge 
upon  the  highway  fund. 

Amend  Section  3  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3.  Acquisition  of  Land.  To  preserve  and  maintain  for 
the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  public  the  Hampton  beaches 
described  in  this  section,  it  shall  be  a  condition  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  jetty  or  jetties,  sea  walls  or  other  structures 
authorized  in  Section  1  for  the  protection  of  the  Hampton 
beaches  that  the  town  of  Hampton  release  and  convey  to  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  all  its  right,  title  and  interest  in 
and  to  the  land  in  said  Hampton  included  within  the  layout 
of  the  State  highway  and  situated  between  the  main  trav- 
eled portion  of  said  highway  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and 
extending  from  the  Coast  Guard  station  to  Great  Boar's 
Head  and  from  Great  Boar's  Head  to  Haverhill  avenue,  so- 
called,  the  precise  limits  or  boundaries  of  said  tracts  of  land 
to  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and 
the  land  so  conveyed  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  105,  Laws  of  1931,  and  shall  be  held  by  the  State  for 
public  highway,  park  and  recreational  purposes  forever  and 
no  concession  shall  be  granted  thereon,  provided,  however, 
that  the  town  of  Hampton,  so  long  as  the  Governor  and 
Council  shall  approve,  may  maintain  the  band  stand,  com- 
fort station,  Chamber  of  Commerce  Building  or  similar 
structures  and  the  parking  places  and  play  grounds  now 
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thereon;  and  provided  further  that  the  town  of  Hampton 
shall  maintain  public  order  and  sanitation.  The  town  of 
Hampton  may  also  construct  and  maintain,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council  such  sidewalks  be- 
tween the  main  traveled  portion  of  said  highway  and  the 
ocean  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
public.  And  it  shall  be  a  further  condition  to  the  construc- 
tion of  said  jetty,  or  jetties,  seawalls,  or  other  structures  au- 
thorized in  Section  1  that  the  town  of  Hampton  shall  release 
and  convey  to  the  State,  so  far  as  the  town  may  have  any 
right,  interest,  or  title  thereto,  such  additional  land,  rights, 
or  easements  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  said  jetty,  or  jetties,  seawalls,  or  other  struc- 
tures. The  Governor  and  Council  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  by  eminent  domain 
such  other  lands,  rights,  and  easements  as  may  be  necessary 
to  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  jetty,  or  jetties, 
seawalls,  or  other  structures  herein  authorized. 

Amend  Section  6  by  striking  out  in  line  3  the  words  "high- 
way commissioner"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words, 
Governor  and  Council;  further  amend  by  adding  at  the  end 
of  said  section  the  words.  Toll  collections  shall  continue  until 
cessation  of  the  same  is  ordered  by  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
6.  Tolls.  There  shall  be  collected  for  the  use  of  said 
Hampton  harbor  toll  bridge  and  the  approaches  thereto  after 
the  same  are  acquired  by  the  State,  such  charges  or  tolls 
as  the  Governor  and  Council  shall  deem  reasonable  from  the 
travelers  thereon.  The  tolls  collected  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  State  treasurer  who  shall  keep  the  same  in  a  sepa- 
rate account  designated  by  the  name  of  the  bridge  and  the 
operating  expenses  and  maintenance  of  said  bridge  shall  be 
paid  from  these  funds.  The  balance  remaining  after  the 
payment  of  the  operating  expenses  and  the  maintenance  shall 
be  applied  by  the  Governor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Coun- 
cil, to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  bonds 
issued  hereunder.  In  the  event  of  such  balance  proving  in- 
sufficient to  pa}^  any  accruing  instalment  of  such  interest,  or 
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the  principal  of  said  bonds  at  their  maturity,  the  Governor, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Council,  shall  draw  his  warrant  for 
payment  of  the  deficiency  out  of  any  funds  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated.  Toll  collections  shall  continue 
until  cessation  of  the  same  is  ordered  by  the  Governor  and 
Council. 

Amend  Section  7  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and 
substituting  therefor  the  following: 

7.  Eminent  Domain.  If  the  Governor  and  Council  shall 
be  unable  to  agree  with  the  owners  upon  the  price  to  be  paid 
for  said  bridge  or  such  lands,  rights  or  easements  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  excepting  lands,  rights  or  easements  to  be  acquired 
from  the  town  of  Hampton,  the  Governor  and  Council  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  take  and  appropriate 
the  same  for  the  use  of  the  State  and  shall  file  in  the  Superior 
Court  a  petition,  in  behalf  of  the  State  for  the  assessment  of 
damages  occasioned  by  such  taking.  Such  notice  of  the  peti- 
tion shall  be  given  to  interested  parties  as  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Superior  Court  and  the  procedure  shall  be  such  as 
justice  may  require.  Either  party  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
the  damages  assessed  by  jury,  and  upon  the  payment  or  satis- 
faction of  the  judgment  the  title  shall  vest  in  the  State. 

Amend  Section  8  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "be" 
in  line  6  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words,  a  charge  upon 
the  highway  funds,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

8.  Operation  and  Maintenance.  The  Hampton  harbor 
toll  bridge,  including  the  approaches  thereto  and  appurte- 
nances, when  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  operated  and  maintained  out  of  the  toll  receipts  as 
provided  in  Section  6,  until  toll  collections  shall  cease  and 
thereafter  the  expense  of  maintenance  and  operation  shall  be 
a  charge  upon  the  highway  funds. 

The  reading  of  the  amendments  having  commenced  Mr. 
Hunter  of  Hanover  moved  that  further  reading  be  dispensed 
with. 
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The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hunter. 
(Discussion  ensued) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendments  were  adopted. 

The  question  being 

Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time? 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Adams  of  Seabrook  the  bill  was  laid 
upon  the  table  to  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Adams  of  Seabrook  the  bill  was  made  a 
special  order  for  Wednesday,  May  31,  at  10:02  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Adams  of  Seabrook  the  Clerk  was  in- 
structed to  procure  300  extra  copies  of  the  above  bill.

Whereas,  by  a  resolution  approved  March  27,  1933,  the 
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commission  to  investigate  the  question  of  freeing  certain  toll 
bridges  over  the  Connecticut  river  was  to  report  to  the  1933 
general  court  its  findings ;  and 

Whereas  said  commission  has  not  yet  made  said  report; 
therefore 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  convened ; 

That  said  commission  make  report  of  its  findings  and 
recommendations  to  the  1935  session  of  the  general  court. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Craig  of  Haverhill  the  House  concurred 
in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  sent  down  from  the  Hon- 
orable Senate.

the  year  1934  may  display  on  said  motor  vehicle,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  for  herein,  said  1934  number  plates  in  place  of 
the  number  plates  then  in  use.  Such  motor  vehicles  display- 
ing such  number  plates  shall  be  deemed  to  be  properly  regis- 
tered for  the  periods  ending  March  1,  1934,  and  March  1, 
1935. 

2.  Laws  Suspended.  Such  parts  of  Section  2  of  Chapter 
103  of  the  Public  Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  76  of  the 
Laws  of  1927,  and  any  other  provisions  of  law  as  are  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  are  here- 
by suspended  during  the  periods  covered  by  this  act. 

3.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  January  1, 
1934.

Mr.  Tenney  of  Claremont  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries 
and  Game,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  479,  An  act 
relating  to  bounties  on  wild  cats,  reported  the  same  with  the 
following  amendment,  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill 
as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Amend  Chapter  197  of  the  Public  Laws,  as  amended 
by  Chapter  46  of  the  Laws  of  1927,  by  striking  out  Section  63 
as  added  by  said  Chapter  46  of  the  Laws  of  1927,  and  insert- 
ing in  the  place  thereof  a  new  section  numbered  63  to  read 
as  follows: 

63.  Any  person  who  shall  kill  in  this  State  any  wild  cat 
of  the  species  known  as  bobcat  or  lynx,  may  present  and  de- 
liver the  carcass  of  said  cat  in  same  condition  as  when  taken, 
to  any  regularly  employed  warden  or  deputy  warden  of  said 
State,  or  in  their  absence  to  their  legal  residence,  together 
with  a  sworn  statement  that  it  was  killed  in  New  Hampshire 
within  forty-eight  hours,  (except  when  a  party  of  cat  hunt- 
ers shall  previously  notify  a  regularly  employed  warden  or 
deputy  warden  in  writing  that  they  are  going  on  a  cat  hunt- 
ing trip,  in  a  certain  section,  stating  township  and  location, 
for  a  certain  number  of  days,  "not  to  exceed  six  days"  and 
also  stating  the  day  they  are  to  start  on  said  trip ;  notifying 
said  warden  or  deputy  that  they  will  report  result  of  said 
trip  to  him  immediately  upon  return)  giving  date  and  local- 
ity of  the  killing  of  any  cats  or  lynx  which  may  have  been 
taken  and  upon  request  accompanying  the  warden  to  the 
precise  spot  where  the  animal  or  animals  were  killed,  and 
said  warden  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  that  the  animal  or 
animals  belonged  to  either  of  the  species  mentioned  above, 
report  to  the  commissioner.  The  commissioner  shall  thereupon 
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certify  the  killing  to  the  Governor  who  is  hereby  authorized 
to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  fish  and  game  fund  in  pay- 
ment of  twenty  dollars  for  each  cat  so  killed,  reported  and 
certified.  Said  warden  shall  mark  each  skin  presented  and 
certified  by  punching  both  ears  with  a  punch  to  be  furnished 
to  him  for  the  purpose  by  the  commisisoner  of  fish  and  game. 
Said  warden  or  deputy  to  whom  said  animal  or  animals  are 
presented,  shall  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  all  skins 
from  the  carcasses,  stretch  and  dry  same,  and  at  regular  in- 
tervals turn  them  over  to  the  Fish  and  Game  Department. 
Said  department  shall  sell  said  skins  at  best  prices  obtain- 
able and  all  monies  received  for  same  shall  be  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Fish  and  Game  Department.  Any  person  guilty  of 
fraud  or  misrepresentation  in  collecting  or  attempting  to 
collect  payment  for  the  killing  of  any  wild  cat,  or  the  species 
thereof,  as  provided  in  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
violated  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  seventy-five  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  violation.

Employees  as  promulgated  by  the  Legislature  of  1933  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1934  and  June  30,  1935."  Pro- 
vided that  no  salary  or  compensation  reduction  for  persons 
receiving  in  excess  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  year  shall 
reduce  said  salary  and  compensation  to  less  than  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SENATE 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate  by  its  clerk  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bills,  with 
amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the 
Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives : 

House  Bill  No.  347,  An  act  relating  to  surety  companies. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  Section  1  the  word, 
"sections,"  in  line  2  and  substituting  therefor  the  word, 
"section." 

And  further  amend  by  striking  out  in  Section  1  every- 
thing after  the  word,  "state,"  in  line  6  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  "Such  rates  shall  be  open  for  pubUc 
inspection,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 
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Section  1.  Surety  Companies.  Amend  Chapter  282  of 
the  Pubhc  Lawg  by  adding  after  Section  7  the  following  new 
section : 

8.  Schedules,  Filing  of.  Before  any  surety  company 
shall  transact  surety  business  in  this  State  it  shall  file  with 
the  insurance  commissioner,  in  such  form  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe, its  schedule  of  premium  rates  proposed  to  take  effect 
in  this  State.     Such  rates  shall  be  open  for  public  inspection. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pingree  of  Berlin  the  House  concurred 
in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  sent  down  from  the 
Honorable  Senate. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be 
engrossed. 

House  Bill  No.  417,  An  act  providing  for  emergency  relief 
of  distress  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Poor  Relief.  During  the  emergency  resulting  from 
the  existing  depression  but  not  longer  than  December  31, 
1934,  there  is  hereby  constituted  a  Director  for  Poor  Relief. 
The  Governor  and  Council  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint 
said  director  and  fix  his  compensation.  All  expenses  in- 
curred by  said  director  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  paid  by  the  State  treasurer  from  the  emergency  relief 
fund  hereinafter  provided  for. 

2.  Powers  and  Duties.  Said  director  shall  have  over- 
sight of  the  administration  of  the  poor  rehef  provided  for  in 
this  act,  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  for  said  administration,  shall  exercise  a  general 
supervision  of  the  work  in  the  various  counties,  and  shall 
have  such  other  powers  and  duties  as  may  be  necessary  and 
reasonably  required  for  the  effective  administration  of  this 
act. 

3.  Poor  Relief .  During  the  time  when  this  a  ct  is  in  force 
said  director  is  hereby  directed  to  assume  and  exercise 
whenever  and  so  far  as  it  may  be  expedient  all  the  authority 
and  powers  now  vested  in  other  agencies  of  the  counties, 
cities  or  towns  in  respect  to  aid  for  persons  who  are  poor

and  unable  to  support  themselves,  other  than  such  persons  as 
are  cared  for  in  institutions  of  the  State  and  of  the  counties, 
and  to  grant  or  administer  aid  either  by  direct  relief  or  em- 
ployment projects  in  such  manner  and  under  such  conditions 
as  may  be  necessary. 

4.  Administration.  The  administration  of  relief  for 
such  poor  persons  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  a  trained  welfare 
worker  in  each  county.  Said  workers  shall  be  appointed  by 
said  director  and  shall  be  subject  to  supervision  by  said 
director.  Said  director  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  administration  of  this  act,  to  employ 
and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  workers  in  charge  of  aid  in 
each  county  and  such  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  said  workers  are  hereby  directed  to  consult  with,  and 
employ  so  far  as  possible,  county  commissioners,  selectmen, 
overseers  of  the  poor  and  other  agencies  of  government  hav- 
ing to  do  with  poor  rehef.  Such  officers  and  agencies  are 
hereby  directed  to  comply  with  such  requests  as  the  said 
workers  may  make  upon  them  provided  such  requests  fall 
within  the  scope  of  this  act  or  of  existing  statutes.  The 
assistants  employed  by  the  director,  as  above  provided, 
other  than  the  worker  in  charge  in  each  county,  shall  be 
residents  of  New  Hampshire. 

5.  Authority  to  Accept  Funds.  The  Governor  and 
Council  are  hereby  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  State,  to 
accept  and  to  apply  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of 
this  act  all  moneys  that  may  be  advanced  to,  or  otherwise 
placed  at  the  disposal  of,  the  State  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment, or  any  of  its  agencies  for  the  relief  of  distress  or  that 
may  be  donated  to  the  State  for  that  purpose  by  individuals, 
associations  of  individuals,  partnerships  or  corporations. 

6.  Bonds  Authorized.  In  order  to  supply  the  additional 
funds  needed  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the 
State  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Governor  and  Council,  to  borrow  in  such  amounts  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Governor  and  Council  upon  the  credit 
of  the  State  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  (8600,000)  for  the 
calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1933  and  one  million 
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two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($1,200,000)  for  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31,  1934,  and  for  that  purpose  may- 
issue  bonds  or  notes  in  the  name  of,  and  on  behalf  of,  the 
State  at  the  lowest  rate  of  interest  obtainable,  in  such  form, 
such  denominations,  at  such  dates  of  maturity  and  at  such 
time  as  the  Governor  and  Council  may  determine.  Such 
bonds  and  notes  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Governor 
and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
State.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  an  account  of  all 
such  bonds  and  notes  countersigned  by  the  Governor,  show- 
ing the  number  and  amount  of  each  bond  or  note,  the  time 
of  countersigning,  the  time  when  payable  and  date  of  de- 
livery to  the  treasurer.  The  State  Treasurer  shall  keep  an 
account  of  each  bond  and  note,  showing  the  number  thereof, 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received 
for  the  same,  the  date  of  the  sale  and  the  time  when  payable. 
The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or  notes  by 
direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council  in  such  manner  as 
they  may  determine  most  advantageous  to  the  State. 

7.  Emergency  Relief  Fund.  The  money  received  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  or  notes  authorized  by  Section  6  hereof, 
and  all  moneys  received  by  the  State  as  provided  in  Section  5 
hereof,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Emergency  Relief 
Fund  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Gov- 
ernor for  the  purposes  of  this  act  alone;  provided  that  any 
moneys  remaining  to  the  credit  of  such  fund  after  the  ter- 
mination of  the  period  during  which  this  act  is  in  force,  and 
after  all  obligations  against  such  fund  have  been  liquidated 
shall  be  held  by  the  State  treasurer  and  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  hereunder. 

8.  Payments  to  Counties.  The  county  commissioners 
shall  make  application  to  the  Governor  and  Council  for  an 
allotment  for  their  respective  counties  from  the  Emergency 
Relief  Fund  herein  provided  for  and  payments  shall  be  al- 
lotted to  the  various  counties  in  such  amounts  as  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  shall  determine,  provided  that  no  one 
county  shall  in  any  event  receive  less  than  ninety  thousand 
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dollars  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bond  issue  pro- 
vided for  herein,  if  sums  totaling  such  amount  are  requested 
by  the  county  commissioners  for  said  county,  and  provided 
further  that  the  balance  of  the  Emergency  Relief  Fund,  other 
than  the  proceeds  of  the  bond  issue,  shall  be  allotted  so  that 
no  one  county  shall  receive  less  than  five  per  cent  thereof, 
if  such  sums  are  requested. 

9.  Accounts;  Allocation  Between  Towns.  Each  county 
shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  all  moneys  received  from  said 
emergency  fund  and  of  all  payments  made  therefrom,  in  such 
form  and  in  the  manner  determined  by  the  tax  commission 
which  commission  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  it  may  deter- 
mine, audit  said  accounts.  The  worker  in  charge  of  each 
county,  under  the  direction  of  the  director,  shall  have  the 
authority  to  allocate  payments  for  such  relief  between  the 
county  and  the  towns  and  cities  therein. 

10.  Reimbursements  of  Fund  by  Counties,  Cities  and 
Towns.  All  expenditures  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this 
act  shall  be  made  in  the  first  instance  from  said  emergency 
fund  but  the  several  counties,  cities  and  towns  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  reimburse  said  fund  for  all  expenditures  al- 
located to  said  counties,  cities  and  towns  to  the  extent  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  thereof.  For  the  purpose  of  fixing  tax 
rates  and  tax  assessments  of  the  several  counties,  cities  and 
towns  the  director  and  the  county  commissioners  are  author- 
ized to  estimate  the  amount  to  be  charged  to  each  county,  city 
and  town  and  to  instruct  the  tax  commission  in  regard  thereto. 
The  county  conventions  shall  take  into  account  in  making 
their  appropriations  the  amounts  expended  and  debts  incurred 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  for  the  purpose  of  poor  relief, 
together  with  such  reimbursements  to  the  State  as  the  county 
is  required  to  make  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

The  selectmen  of  towns  and  mayors  of  cities  are  hereby 
authorized  and  shall,  upon  instructions  from  the  tax  commis- 
sion, direct  the  fixing  of  tax  rates  and  the  assessment  of  taxes, 
so  that  only  such  amounts  shall  be  raised  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  of  the  town  or  city  as  will  equal  the  amounts  expended 
and  the  debts  incurred  for  poor  relief  prior  to  the  passage  of

this  act,  together  with  reimbursements  to  the  State  as  the 
city  or  town  is  required  to  make  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  In  the  administering  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  act 
alone  the  director  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  what 
persons  are  poor  and  unable  to  support  themselves,  and  to 
provide  a  procedure  for  the  determination  of  all  questions 
arising  relative  thereto,  and  to  make  agreements  with  other 
states  in  respect  to  the  aid  of,  or  the  reimbursement  for  aid 
granted  to,  persons  not  residents  for  a  length  of  time  as  de- 
termined in  such  agreements,  of  the  State  in  which  they  hap- 
pen to  be  at  the  time  the  aid  is  sought  by  or  given  to  them. 

11.  Termination  of  State  of  Emergency.  The  director 
may  at  any  time  declare  the  termination  of  the  emergency, 
within  any  or  all  of  the  counties,  for  the  meeting  of  which  this 
act  is  passed  but  failing  such  declaration  said  emergency  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  terminated  on  December  31,  1934,  and  upon 
such  termination  the  director  shall  cease  to  have  the  powers 
and  duties  by  this  act  conferred  upon  him  and  the  affairs  of 
the  organization  set  up  for  the  administration  of  this  act  shall 
be  wound  up  and  liquidated. 

12.  Report.  On  the  termination  of  the  emergency  the  di- 
rector shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  a  report  setting  forth  an  account  of  all  payments 
made  to  each  county  from  said  emergency  fund  and  of  all  op- 
erations had  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

13.  Suspension  of  Laws.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  suspended  while  this  act  is  in 
effect. 

14.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

been  sealed  by  the  commissioner  or  inspector,  or  by  a  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures  within  one  year,  for  the  purpose  or 
the  apparent  purpose  of  buying  or  selling  of  any  commodity 
or  thing,  or  for  hire  or  reward;  or  shall  dispose  of  any  con- 
demned weight,  measure  or  weighing  or  measuring  device 
contrary  to  law,  or  remove  any  tag  placed  thereon  by  the 
commissioner  or  inspector,  or  by  a  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  without  his  permission;  or  any  person  who,  by 
himself  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent 
of  another,  shall  sell  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale  less  than  the 
quantity  he  represents  or  shall  keep  in  the  salesroom  of  a 
store  any  weighing  device  except  prescription  scales  not  in 
full  view  of  a  customer,  or  sell  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale  any 
commodity  in  a  manner  contrary  to  the  laws  relative  to 
weights  and  measures,  or,  in  purchasing,  misrepresents  the 
amount  purchased,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than 
three  months,  or  both,  upon  a  first  conviction;  upon  a  second 
or  subsequent  conviction  he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  both.

Whereas  the  House  has  learned  with  regret  of  the  illness 
of  Hon.  Frank  A.  Bryer,  member  from  Sandwich,  but  is 
pleased  to  learn  that  he  is  now  on  the  road  to  recovery, 
Therefore  Be  It  Resolved  that  he  can  be  assured  that  we  are 
all  thinking  of  him,  that  we  miss  his  genial  presence  and  his 
helpfulness  in  serving  the  public  good  and  look  ahead  with 
satisfaction  and  confidence  to  his  full  and  speedy  recovery 
and  Be  it  Further  Resolved  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to 
send  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  Mr.  Bryer.

Mr.  Harmon  of  Portsmouth  for  the  Special  Committee 
consisting  of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Portsmouth  to 
whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  41,  An  act  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  reported  the  same  with 
the  following  amendments,  and  the  recommendation  that  the 
bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  wherever  they  may  occur 
the  figures  1933  and  substituting  therefor  the  figures  1934; 
further  amend  by  striking  out  the  figures  1934  wherever  they 
may  occur  and  substituting  therefor  the  figures  1935. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  a 
new  Section  12  to  read  as  follows: 

12.  Referendum.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  unless 
it  is  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  legal  voters  of  Ports- 
mouth, at  the  regular  city  election  to  be  holden  in  the  city  of 
Portsmouth  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  December,  1933. 
The  selectmen  of  the  several  wards  in  said  city  shall  insert 
in  their  warrants  an  article  as  follows,  "Shall  the  provisions 
of  an  act  entitled  An  act  relative  to  the  election  of  city  and 
ward  officers  in  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  be  adopted?"  The 
ballots  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  question,  "Shall  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  entitled  An  act  relative  to  the  election  of 
city  and  ward  officers  in  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  be  adopted?" 
Beneath  said  question  shall  be  printed  the  word  "Yes"  and 
the  word  "No,"  with  a  square  immediately  opposite  each  of 
said  words,  and  the  voter  shall  indicate  his  choice  by  making 
a  cross  in  the  appropriate  square.  The  mayor  and  council 
shall  meet  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  second  day 
after  the  election,  at  the  council  chamber,  and  the  city 
clerk  at  that  time  shall  lay  before  them  the  returns  and  de- 
clare the  result,  which  shall  be  duly  recorded  by  the  city 
clerk.  If  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  those  voting  at 
said  election  have  voted  in  the  affirmative,  the  act  shall  be 
declared  to  have  been  adopted. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Special  Committee  con- 
sisting of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Portsmouth  to  whom 
was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  41,  An  act  to  amend  the  charter

COMMITTEE  BEPORT 

The  Committee  of  Conference  to  whom  was  referred 
House  Bill  No.  417,  An  act  providing  for  emergency  relief 
of  distress  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  reported  the 
same  with  the  recommendation  that  the  House  recede  from 
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its  position  on  non-concurrence  and  adopt  the  following 
amendment : 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Poor  Relief.  During  the  emergency  resulting  from  the 
existing  depression  but  not  longer  than  December  31,  1934, 
there  is  hereby  constituted  a  Director  of  Poor  Relief.  The 
Governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  said  director  and 
fix  his  compensation  and  may  remove  him  for  cause.  All  ex- 
penses incurred  by  said  director  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  treasurer  from  the  emergency 
relief  fund  hereinafter  provided  for. 

2.  Powers  and  Duties.  Said  director  shall  have  general 
charge  of  the  administration  of  the  poor  relief  provided  for 
in  this  act,  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  for  said  administration,  shall  exercise  a  general 
supervision  of  the  work  in  the  State,  and  shall  have  such 
other  powers  and  duties  as  may  be  necessary  and  reasonably 
required  for  the  effective  administration  of  this  act. 

3.  Poor  Relief.  During  the  time  when  this  act  is  in  force 
said  director  is  hereby  directed  to  assume  and  exercise  when- 
ever and  so  far  as  it  may  be  expedient  all  the  authority  and 
powers  now  vested  in  other  agencies  of  the  counties,  cities  or 
towns  in  respect  to  aid  for  persons  who  are  poor  and  unable 
to  support  themselves,  other  than  such  persons  as  are  cared 
for  in  institutions  of  the  State  and  of  the  counties,  and  to 
grant  or  administer  aid  either  by  direct  relief  or  employment 
projects  in  such  manner  and  under  such  conditions  as  may  be 
necessary. 

.  4.  Administration.  For  the  effective  administration  of 
this  act  the  director  is  hereby  authorized  to  divide  the  State 
into  administrative  districts,  provided  such  districts  do  not 
cut  across  county  boundaries,  and  the  director  shall  appoint 
a  trained  welfare  worker  to  have  general  charge  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  poor  relief  under  this  act  in  each  district 
and  such  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  and  fix  their 
compensation.     Such  workers  and  assistants  shall  be  subject 
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to  supervision  by  the  director  and  shall  serve  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  director.  Said  workers  are  hereby  directed 
to  consult  with  and  employ  in  the  administration  of  this  act 
county  commissioners,  selectmen,  overseers  of  the  poor  and 
other  agencies  of  government  having  to  do  with  poor  relief 
so  long  as  reasonably  competent  service  is  rendered  by  them 
and  such  officers  and  agencies  are  hereby  directed  to  comply 
with  such  requests  as  said  workers  may  make  upon  them 
within  the  scope  of  this  act  or  of  existing  statutes.  The  as- 
sistants employed  by  the  director  as  herein  provided  other 
than  the  workers  in  charge  in  each  district  shall  be  residents 
of  New  Hampshire. 

5.  Authority  to  Accept  Funds.  The  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil are  hereby  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  State,  to  accept  and 
to  apply  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  this  act  all 
moneys  that  may  be  advanced  to,  or  otherwise  placed  at  the 
disposal  of,  the  State  by  the  Federal  government,  or  any  of  its 
agencies  for  the  relief  of  distress  or  that  may  be  donated  to 
the  State  for  that  purpose  by  individuals,  associations  of  in- 
dividuals, partnerships  or  corporations. 

6.  Bonds  Authorized.  In  order  to  supply  the  additional 
funds  needed  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the 
State  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Governor  and  Council,  to  borrow  in  such  amounts  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Governor  and  Council  upon  the  credit 
of  the  State  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($600,000)  for  the 
calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1933  and  one  million, 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($1,200,000)  for  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31, 1934,  and  for  that  purpose  may  is- 
sue bonds  or  notes  in  the  name  of,  and  on  behalf  of,  the  State 
at  the  lowest  rate  of  interest  obtainable,  in  such  form,  such  de- 
nominations, at  such  dates  of  maturity  and  at  such  time  as 
the  Governor  and  Council  may  determine.  Such  bonds  and 
notes  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Governor  and  shall  be 
deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State.  The 
Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  such  bonds 
and  notes  countersigned  by  the  Governor,  showing  the  num- 
ber and  amount  of  each  bond  or  note,  the  time  of  counter- 
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signing,  the  time  when  payable  and  date  of  delivery  to  the 
treasurer. 

The  State  treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  each  bond 
and  note,  showing  the  number  thereof,  the  name  of  the  person 
to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  for  the  same,  the  date  of 
the  sale  and  the  time  when  payable.  The  treasurer  may  ne- 
gotiate and  sell  such  bonds  or  notes  by  direction  of  the  Gover- 
nor and  the  Council  in  such  manner  as  they  may  determine 
most  advantageous  to  the  State. 

7.  Emergency  Relief  Fund.  The  money  received  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  or  notes  authorized  by  Section  6  hereof, 
and  all  moneys  received  by  the  State  as  provided  in  Section 
5  hereof,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Emergency  Re- 
lief Fund  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  warrant  drawn  by  the 
Governor  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  alone;  provided  that 
any  moneys  remaining  to  the  credit  of  such  fund  after  the 
termination  of  the  period  during  which  this  act  is  in  force, 
and  after  all  obligations  against  such  fund  have  been  liqui- 
dated shall  be  held  by  the  State  treasurer  and  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  hereunder. 

8.  Accounts;  Allocation  of  Payments.  The  director  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Governor  shall  cause  to  be  kept 
an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  to  be  credited  to 
the  said  special  fund  and  of  all  payments  made  therefrom. 
The  accounts  shall  be  of  such  a  character  as  will  distinguish 
the  payments  made  in  the  form  of  direct  relief  of  persons  in 
the  several  counties,  cities  and  towns  and  the  Governor  and 
Council  shall  have  the  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations 
relative  to  the  allocation  of  payments  for  such  relief  to  the 
several  counties,  cities  and  towns ;  provided  that  not  less  than 
ninety  thousand  dollars  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
bond  issue  provided  for  herein  shall  be  allocated  to  any 
county  including  its  cities  and  towns  if  sums  totaling  such 
amount  are  requested  by  the  county  commissioners ;  and  pro- 
vided further  that  not  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  balance 
of  the  Emergency  Relief  Fund  other  than  the  proceeds  of  the 
bond  issue  shall  be  allocated  to  any  county  including  its 
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cities  and  towns  if  sums  totalling  such  amount  are  requested 
by  the  county  commissioners  and  need  therefor  is  shown. 

9.  Reimbursements  of  Fund  by  Counties,  Cities  and 
Towns.  All  expenditures  in  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  this 
act  shall  be  made  in  the  first  instance  from  said  emergency 
fund  but  the  several  counties,  cities  and  towns  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  reimburse  said  fund  for  all  expenditures  al- 
located to  said  counties,  cities  and  towns  to  the  extent  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  thereof.  For  the  purpose  of  fixing  tax 
rates  and  tax  assessments  of  the  several  counties,  cities  and 
towns  the  director  and  the  county  commissioners  are  author- 
ized to  estimate  the  amount  to  be  charged  to  each  county, 
city  and  town  and  to  instruct  the  tax  commission  in  regard 
thereto.  The  county  conventions  shall  take  into  account  in 
making  their  appropriations  the  amounts  expended  and  debts 
incurred  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  for  the  purpose  of 
poor  relief,  together  with  such  reimbursements  to  the  State 
as  the  county  is  required  to  make  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

The  selectmen  of  towns  and  mayors  of  cities  are  hereby 
authorized  and  shall,  upon  instructions  from  the  tax  com- 
mission, direct  the  fixing  of  tax  rates  and  the  assessment  of 
taxes,  so  that  only  such  amounts  shall  be  raised  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  of  the  town  or  city  as  w^ill  equal  the  amounts  ex- 
pended and  the  debts  incurred  for  poor  relief  prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  act,  together  with  reimbursements  to  the  State 
as  the  city  or  town  is  required  to  make  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  In  the  administering  and  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act  alone  the  director  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  what 
persons  are  poor  and  unable  to  support  themselves,  and  to 
provide  a  procedure  for  the  determination  of  all  questions 
arising  relative  thereto,  and  to  make  agreements  with  other 
States  in  respect  to  the  aid  of,  or  the  reimbursement  for  aid 
granted  to,  persons  not  residents  for  a  length  of  time  as  de- 
termined in  such  agreements,  of  the  State  in  which  they  hap- 
pen to  be  at  the  time  the  aid  is  sought  by  or  given  to  them. 

10.  Termination  of  State  of  Emergency.  The  Governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  may  at  any  time 
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declare  the  termination  of  the  emergency  for  the  meeting  of 
which  this  act  is  passed,  but  failing  such  declaration  such 
emergency  shall  be  deemed  to  be  terminated  on  December 
31,  1934;  and  upon  such  termination  the  director  shall  cease 
to  have  the  powers  and  duties  by  this  act  conferred  upon  him 
and  the  affairs  of  the  organization  set  up  for  the  administra- 
tion of  this  act  shall  be  wound  up  and  liquidated. 

11.  Re'port.  On  the  termination  of  the  emergency  the 
director  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  a  report  setting  forth  an  account  of  all  payments 
into  and  from  said  special  fund  and  of  all  operations  had  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

12.  Suspension  of  Laws.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  suspended  while  this  act  is  in 
effect. 

13.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

1.  Affiliates.  Amend  Title  XXV  of  the  Public  Laws  by 
inserting  after  Chapter  258  thereof  the  following  new 
chapter: 
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Chapter  258-A 

Public  Utilities  and  Affiliates 

1.  DefLnition  of  Terms.  Terms  used  in  this  chapter  shall 
be  construed  as  follows  unless  a  different  meaning  is  clearly 
apparent  from  the  language  or  context: 

1.  "Person"  shall  mean  and  include  individuals,  corpo- 
rations, trustees,  lessees,  holders  of  beneficial  equitable  title, 
voluntary  associations,  receivers  and  partnerships. 

II.     "Affiliate"  shall  mean  and  include  the  following: 

(a)  Every  person  owning  or  holding  directly  or  indi- 
rectly twenty  per  cent  or  more  of  the  voting  capital  stock  of 
a  public  utility. 

(b)  Any  corporation,  voluntary  association  or  trust 
twenty  per  cent  or  more  of  the  voting  capital  stock  of  which  is 
owned  or  controlled  directly  or  indirectly  by  a  person  own- 
ing or  controlling  directly  or  indirectly  twenty  per  cent  or 
more  of  the  voting  capital  stock  of  a  public  utility. 

(c)  Any  person  with  whom  a  public  utility  has  a  man- 
agement or  service  contract  or  arrangement  of  the  character 
set  forth  in  Section  2,  but  not  including  contracts  for  personal 
services  with  persons  not  otherwise  affiliated. 

Contracts  Between  Public  Utilities  and  Affiliates 

2.  Filing  of  Contracts.  The  original  or  a  verified  copy 
of  any  contract  or  arrangement  and  of  any  modification 
thereof  or  a  verified  summary  of  any  unwritten  contract  or 
arrangement,  the  consideration  of  which  exceeds  $500,  here- 
after entered  into  between  a  public  utility  and  an  affiliate 
providing  for  the  furnishing  of  managerial,  supervisory,  con- 
struction, engineering,  accounting,  purchasing,  financial  or 
any  other  services  either  to  or  by  a  public  utility  or  an  affili- 
ate shall  be  filed  by  the  public  utility  with  the  commission 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  on  which  the  contract  is 
executed  or  the  arrangement  entered  into.  The  commis- 
sion may  also  require  a  public  utility  to  file  in  such  form  as 
the  commission  may  require  full  information  with  respect 
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to  any  purchase  from  or  sale  to  an  affiliate,  whether  or  not 
made  in  pursuance  of  a  continuing  contract  or  arrangement. 

3.  Failure  to  File.  Any  contract  or  arrangement  not 
filed  with  the  commission  pursuant  to  Section  2  shall  be  un- 
enforceable in  any  court  in  this  State  and  payments  there- 
under may  be  disallowed  by  the  commission  unless  the  later 
filing  thereof  is  approved  in  writing  by  the  commission. 

4.  Investigation  and  Proof.  The  commission  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  investigate  any  such  contract, 
arrangement,  purchase  or  sale  and  if  the  commission  after 
notice  and  hearing  shall  find  any  such  contract,  arrange- 
ment, purchase  or  sale  to  be  unjust  or  unreasonable,  the 
commission  may  make  such  reasonable  order  relating  thereto 
as  the  pubhc  good  requires.  In  any  such  investigation  the 
burden  shall  be  on  the  public  utility  and/or  affiliate  to  prove 
the  reasonableness  of  any  such  contract,  arrangement,  pur- 
chase or  sale  with,  from  or  to  an  affiliate.  If  the  public  util- 
ity shall  fail  to  satisfy  the  commission  of  the  reasonableness 
of  any  such  contract,  arrangement,  purchase  or  sale  the 
commission  may  disapprove  the  same  and/or  disallow  pay- 
ments thereunder  or  such  part  of  any  such  payment  as  the 
commission  shall  find  to  be  vmjust  or  unreasonable.  Na 
payment  disallowed  by  the  commission  shall  be  capitalized 
or  included  as  an  operating  cost  of  the  public  utility  in  the 
fixing  of  rates  or  as  an  asset  in  fixing  a  rate  base.  If  in  any 
such  investigation  the  public  utility  or  affiliate  shall  unrea- 
sonably refuse  to  comply  with  any  request  of  the  commis- 
sion for  information  with  respect  to  relevant  accounts  and 
records,  whether  of  such  public  utility  or  any  affiliates,  any 
portion  of  which  may  be  applicable  to  any  transaction  under 
investigation,  so  that  such  parts  thereof  as  the  commission 
may  deem  material  may  be  made  part  of  the  record,  such 
refusal  shall  justify  the  commission  in  disapproving  the 
transaction  under  investigation  and/or  disallowing  pay- 
ments in  pursuance  thereof. 

5.  Summary  Order  in  Certain  Cases.  If  as  a  result  of 
an  investigation  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  section 
the  commission  shall  find  that  any  public  utility  is  making 
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any  payment  or  about  to  make  any  payment  or  doing  or 
about  to  do  any  other  thing  which  substantially  threatens  or 
impairs  the  ability  of  the  public  utility  to  render  adequate 
service  at  reasonable  rates  or  otherwise  to  discharge  its 
duty  to  the  public,  the  commission  may  apply  to  the  Su- 
perior Court  for  an  order  directing  the  public  utility  to  cease 
making  any  such  payment  or  doing  such  other  thing  and 
thereupon  the  court  shall  make  such  order  as  the  public  good 
may  require. 

6.  Disallowance  of  Charges  under  Existing  Contracts. 
In  any  proceeding  whether  upon  the  commission's  own  mo- 
tion or  upon  complaint  involving  the  rates  or  practices  of  any 
public  utility,  the  commission  may  disallow  the  inclusion  in 
the  accounts  of  a  public  utility  of  any  payments  or  compen- 
sation to  an  affiliate  for  any  services  rendered,  or  property 
furnished,  under  existing  contracts  or  arrangements  with  an 
affiliate  unless  such  public  utility  shall  establish  the  reason- 
ableness of  such  payment  or  compensation. 

Reports  Disclosing  Interests  in  Public  Utilities 
and  Affiliates 

7.  Annual  Reports.  Every  public  utility  annually  re- 
porting to  the  commission  under  Chapter  240  of  the  Public 
Laws  shall  also  annually  report  the  name  and  address  of, 
and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  its  officers  and  directors 
and  each  holder  of  one  per  cent  or  more  of  the  voting  capital 
stock  of  the  reporting  public  utility,  according  to  its  records. 

8.  Information  Concerning  Control.  The  commission 
may  also  require  such  other  information  as  to  the  direct  or 
indirect  control  of  a  public  utility  or  affiliate  from  a  public 
utility,  affiliate,  or  other  person  as  may  be  reasonably  required 
for  the  effective  enforcement  of  this  chapter. 

Procedure 

9.  Rules.  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  reasonable  rules  as  will  aid  it  in  the  administration  and 
enforcement  of  this  act. 

10.  Appeal.     From  any  order  or  decision  of  the  commis- 
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sion  in  the  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  and  power  conferred 
upon  it  by  this  chapter,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  Supreme 
Court.  Such  appeal  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions 
of  law  now  in  force  respecting  appeals  from  orders  of  the 
commission  and  which  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions 

11.  Sale  of  Securities  to  or  by  Employees.  No  public 
utility  shall  without  the  approval  of  the  commission  permit 
any  employee  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  solicit  the  purchase  of 
any  security  issued  by  an  affiliate,  during  such  hours  as  such 
employee  is  engaged  to  perform  any  duty  of  such  public 
utility;  nor  shall  any  public  utility  by  any  means  or  device 
whatsoever  require  any  employee  to  purchase  or  contract  to 
purchase  any  of  its  securities  or  those  of  any  other  person  or 
corporation;  nor  shall  any  public  utility  require  any  em- 
ployee to  permit  the  deduction  from  his  wages  or  salary  of 
any  sum  as  a  payment  or  to  be  applied  as  a  payment  on  any 
purchase  or  contract  to  purchase  any  security  of  such  public 
utility  or  of  any  other  person. 

12.  Separability.  If  any  clause,  sentence,  paragraph  or 
part  hereof  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  adjudged  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  unconstitutional  or  invalid, 
such  judgment  shall  not  affect,  impair  or  invahdate  the  re- 
mainder hereof. 

13.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage. 

The  reading  of  the  amendment  having  commenced  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Baker  of  Concord  the  further  reading  was  dis- 
pensed with.

May  we  remember  that  the  character  of  a  gov- 
ernment by  the  people  depends  upon  the  character  of  the  peo- 
ple, that  character  is  not  transmitted,  is  not  a  birthright,  but 
an  achievement.  Make  our  homes  and  schools  and  churches 
builders  of  character,  rugged  and  guileless.     In  the  day  when 
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the  fundamental  decencies  are  assailed  with  wolfish  fury  help 
all  men  to  see  that  what  our  country  now  needs  is  not  so  much 
shouting  for  Old  Glory  as  straight  thinking,  clean  living  and 
fair  dealing.  Protect  and  guide  our  President  and  our  Gov- 
ernor and  all  whom  the  people  have  entrusted  with  authority 
and  let  it  be  our  great  ambition  that  we  may  stand  fast  in  the 
liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us  free.     Amen. 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR 

His  Excellency,  the  Governor  delivered  the  following  ad- 
dress : 

Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 

The  Federal  Congress  since  March  fourth  has  met  national 
emergencies  with  dispatch  and  decision.  Its  work  is  accom- 
plished. It  has  recognized  the  obligations  of  democratic 
government  in  supporting  the  President  of  the  United  States 
in  a  crisis  in  which  the  life  and  property  of  our  citizens  have 
been  seriously  involved  and  through  cooperation  with  the  ad- 
ministration has  made  possible  a  gigantic  program  of  recon- 
struction which  in  turn  calls  for  cooperation  and  intelligent 
understanding  by  the  citizenry  at  large  and  by  official  State 
action  in  particular. 

The  continuance  of  the  State  Legislature  in  New  Hamp- 
shire has  been  justified  because  of  the  need  for  enabling  legis- 
lation to  permit  the  State  Government  to  synchronize  with 
Federal  action  to  the  advantage  of  those  within  the  State  as 
well  as  in  the  general  public  interest.  The  full  knowledge  of 
what  has  been  accomplished  at  Washington  and  the  adjourn- 
ment of  Congress  permits  the  closing  of  our  own  session  with- 
out further  delay.  It  is  my  hope  that  the  present  session 
may  complete  its  work  and  adjourn  this  week  sine  die. 

In  making  this  statement,  I  want  to  give  voice,  if  I  may,  to 
my  appreciation  of  the  patriotic  service  that  has  been  ren- 
dered here  by  the  members  of  the  Legislature  in  staying  here, 
standing  by  day  after  day,  marking  time,  in  order  that  you 
might  be  ready  to  do  those  things  that  by  your  oath  of  office 
you  are  called  upon  to  do. 

Today  is  Flag  Day.     Many  of  us  have  followed  the  flag. 
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All  of  us  recognize,  all  of  us  feel,  I  know,  that  life  is  not  so 
precious  that  we  would  not  gladly  give  it  in  order  to  follow  the 
flag;  and  I  want  to  say  to  you  here  today  that  staying  here, 
standing  by,  going  through  the  work  that  is  before  us  is  your 
way  in  this  day  and  in  this  time  of  following  the  flag. 

We  are  still  in  a  great  crisis,  and  in  my  judgment,  it  is  just 
as  obligatory  at  this  time  to  support  the  President,  and  the 
government,  and  to  follow  through  the  constructive  program 
of  the  present  administration  as  it  was  to  go  through  in  1917. 

We  are  not  out  of  tlie  depression,  but  a  program  has  been 
laid  out  to  take  us  out  of  the  mud  into  the  sunshine.  I  want 
also  to  say  that,  in  my  judgment,  failure  to  follow  through 
may  yet  be  disastrous  to  this  country.  I  want  to  see  every 
man  in  New  Hampshire  a  patriot.  The  Federal  Congress 
has  passed  the  most  gigantic  piece  of  legislation  that  has  ever 
been  written  on  the  statute  books  of  the  Federal  laws  in  a 
peace  period.  It  has  to  do  with  the  reorganization  of  private 
industries,  a  scale  of  planning  never  before  attempted  in  this 
country.  Tied  up  with  that  legislation  is  the  construction 
measure,  appropriating  billions  of  dollars;  and  the  probable 
«hare  of  New  Hampshire's  advances  will  approximate  six 
or  seven  millions.  Some  25%,  or  better,  will  be  a  grant-in- 
aid,  with  the  approval  of  those  in  federal  control,  for  build- 
ing projects  and  the  balance  on  a  loan  basis,  not  only  to  the 
State  but  also  to  local  governments. 

I  believe  that  our  waiting  here,  our  standing  by,  has  been 
justified  in  that  we  are  ready  today  to  pass  an  enabling  act 
to  take  advantage  of  this  Federal  legislation.  The  Federal 
act  is  entitled  "An  act  to  encourage  national  industrial  re- 
covery, to  foster  fair  competition,  and  to  provide  for  the  con- 
struction of  certain  useful  public  works,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses." The  enabling  act  we  are  submitting  to  you  after 
consultation  with  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Appropriation  and  Judiciary  Committees  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  and  Judi- 
ciary Committees,  is  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  appli- 
cations to  the  United  States  Government  for  aid."  It  will  be 
printed  for  the  members.

Mr.  Emery  of  Rochester  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  9,  An  act  relating  to 
licenses  to  administrators  and  executors  to  sell  real  estate,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  following  amendment,  and  the  rec- 
ommendation that  the  bill  as  amended  ought  to  pass. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following.  1.  Amend- 
ment. Amend  Chapter  305  of  the  Public  Laws  by  inserting 
after  Section  17  the  following: 

17-a.  License  for  Distribution.  Unless  the  will  otherwise 
provides,  the  judge  on  petition  of  an  administrator  or  exec- 
utor together  with  the  written  consent  of  the  widow  or 
widower  and  the  heirs-at-law  or  devisees,  or  the  guard- 
ians or  conservators  of  such  of  them  as  are  under  disa- 
bility, may  grant  a  license  to  sell  the  w^iole  or  any  part 
of  the  real  estate  of  a  decedent,  in  such  manner  and  upon 
such  notice  as  the  judge  shall  order.

Any  sale  made  under  such  li- 
cense shall  convey  title  to  said  real  estate  free  from  all  claims 
of  creditors  of  the  decedent  and  of  all  other  persons  claiming 
under  the  decedent  or  under  his  will,  but  the  claims  of  all 
such  persons  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  proceeds  of  the  sale. 
The  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  accounted  for  to  the  pro-

An  act  relating  to  insane  persons,  being  unable  to  agree  with 
the  majority,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ment, and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  as  amended  ought 
to  pass. 

Amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

1.  Additional  Cause.  Amend  Section  6,  Chapter  287  of 
the  Public  Laws,  by  inserting  after  paragraph  XIII  the  fol- 
lowing new  paragraph: 

XIV.  Insanity  of  either  party,  if  of  a  permanent  nature

ADDRESS  OF  MR.  DICKERMAN  OF  COLEBROOK 

Mr.  Speaker: 

I  deeply  appreciate  the  courtesy  extended  to  me  by  the 
members  of  the  House  in  giving  to  me  the  privilege  to  speak 
a  few  words  to  you  on  a  subject  near  and  dear  to  my  heart 
as  I  believe  it  is  to  the  heart  of  everyone  within  the  sound 
of  my  voice.  Standing  in  this  historic  hall,  the  very  walls 
of  which  resound  the  echoes  of  the  eloquence  of  the  dis- 
tinguished gentlemen  who  have  graced  its  membership,  I  have 
a  feeling  of  timidity  in  approaching  a  subject  which  has  won 
the  plaudits  of  the  civilized  world,  conscious  as  I  am  of  my  in- 
ability to  do  it  justice,  so  I  beg  your  indulgence  in  my  efforts. 

Mr.  Speaker,  this  is  the  14th  day  of  June,  the  birthday  of 
our  country's  flag.  And  it  is  eminently  proper  that  this  Leg- 
islature should  pause  in  its  deliberations  for  a  few  mo- 
ments to  renew  their  obligations  to  their  country,  and  to  re- 
affirm their  allegiance  to  our  beloved  flag.  And,  Mr.  Speaker, 
I  believe  that  in  this  service  we  are  writing  a  new  page  in  the 
history  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  for  if  I  am  rightly 
advised  this  is  the  first  time  that  a  service  of  any  kind  has 
been  held  on  this  date  with  the  House  in  session,  and  for  the 
sake  of  those  who  succeed  us  I  trust  it  will  be  the  last. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  go  into  the  history  of  our  flag  in 
detail.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  156  years  ago,  on  June  14, 
1777,  Miss  Betsy  Ross,  a  Quaker  maiden  of  Philadelphia,  de- 
signed and  made  the  first  flag  which  was  adopted  as  the  flag 
of  our  country  and  now  floats  to  the  breeze  as  the  beloved 
emblem  of  120,000,000  people. 

As  I  enter  the  portals  of  this  great  building  and  step  into 
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the  hall  of  flags,  I  am  deeply  impressed  with  the  sight  which 
meets  my  eyes.  And  as  I  stand  there  and  look  with  loving 
admiration  upon  those  flags,  silent  reminders  of  the  loyalty 
of  the  men  of  New  Hampshire,  a  thrill  comes  over  me  which 
I  cannot  explain  and  an  emotion  arises  within  me  that  I  can- 
not control.  Torn  and  tattered  they  may  be,  stained  with 
the  life  blood  of  some  hero;  still,  as  we  look'them  over  we  are 
gratified  that  not  one  stain  of  dishonor  can  be  found  on  the 
silken  folds  so  carefully  guarded.  All  hail  to  the  bravery 
and  loyalty  of  the  men  of  New  Hampshire,  who  from  the 
days  of  Stark  to  the  present  time  have  demonstrated  their 
willingness  and  ability  to  safeguard  at  all  times  our  coun- 
try and  our  flag! 

The  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  flag  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  flies  for  all  the  people  on  earth.  Prince  and  po- 
tentate know  it.  Tropics  and  Arctics  alike  have  seen  the 
gleam  of  its  colors.  To  all,  the  message  has  been  the  same 
— liberty.  Red,  white,  and  blue — that  cluster  of  Stars  and 
those  thirteen  Stripes  went  through  an  humble  doorway  in  a 
quiet  Philadelphia  street  more  than  a  century  and  a  half  ago. 
Today,  hoisted  before  the  eyes  of  all  mankind  they  blazon 
above  the  mightiest  nation  in  history  the  message  of  man's 
liberty  and  opportunity. 

We  are  a  reticent  race  about  the  things  that  touch  us  most 
intimately.  We  are  a  people  who,  when  we  do  talk,  are 
prone  to  talk  more  of  the  day's  work  and  the  moment's  play 
than  of  those  mighty  things  that  are  embedded  rock-like  in 
our  lives.  Those  things  we  feel  most  deeply  come  hardest 
to  our  speech.     Our  greatest  men  have  not  been  orators. 

They  have  been  the  quiet  doers  of  the  work  that  lay  at 
hand,  whether  it  be  pioneering,  farming,  industry,  commerce, 
or  ba'tle.  We  hold  this  truth  to  be  self  evident:  That  all 
men  are  created  free  and  equal.  That  was  the  ringing  de- 
fiance sent  out  to  all  the  world  by  those  men  who  first  fought 
beneath  the  Stars  and  Stripes.  They  backed  their  belief 
wUIt  t'^eir  lives,  and  the  red  and  white  upon  their  banner 
TTiirrbt  well  have  been  the  crimson  footprints  left  upon  the 
«nnws  of  Valley  Forge  by  George  Washington's  men. 
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To  what  man  is  jiiven  words  to  tell  the  tale  that  followed? 
In  a  century  and  a  half  since  then  America's  story  has  been 
written  beneath  that  banner.  Strange  pen  and  stranger  ink 
have  gone  into  the  writing. 

Now  the  tale  is  written  in  the  etchings  on  skylines  of  great 
cities,  where  within  the  memory  of  living  man  huddled  huts, 
or  broad  prairies,  or  tangled  swamps  held  sway.  It  has 
chapters  of  mighty  industries,  of  intricate  inventions,  of  roar- 
ing workshops  whose  products  have  gone  out  through  all  the 
earth.  It  carries  far  down  to  the  depths  of  mines  that  burrow 
deep  into  the  blackness  whence  men  draw  wealth.  It  tells  of 
broad  miles  of  cultivation  that  fill  the  granaries  of  the  world 
from  farms  greater  than  some  of  the  kingdoms  of  the  old 
world.  It  soars  high  in  air  on  the  wings  of  the  aviator  whose 
first  airplane  rose  to  the  skies  beneath  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 
And  ever  above  this  wondrous  tale  of  a  people's  rise  to  world 
power,  has  floated  the  banner  that  was  born  so  long  ago  in 
a  little  house  in  Philadelphia. 

But  the  story  has  not  always  been  a  tale  of  workshop  and 
forge,  and  store,  and  farm,  and  the  barter  of  men.  The 
American  flag  was  born  of  battle — the  battle  for  Liberty — 
and  battle  has  been  its  heritage  throughout  the  years. 

The  blood  of  gallant  men  christened  it  in  its  babyhood. 
The  blood  of  their  sons,  and  their  sons'  sons  has  been  shed 
beneath  its  folds  in  the  years  that  have  followed.  Hero 
blood — it  was  shed  selflessly  and  in  the  battle  for  an  ideal  so 
high  and  shining  that  even  now  there  are  times  when,  beneath 
the  passions  of  mankind,  it  becomes  a  bit  obscured.  For  in 
every  battle  where  that  flag  has  waved.  Liberty  has  been  the 
watchword  of  the  men  who  fought  beneath.  From  the  first 
roar  of  the  flint  musketry  at  Bunker  Hill,  where  colonists 
without  uniform  swiftly  summoned  stood  behind  their  hastily 
dug  breastworks  and  mowed  down  the  onslaught  of  the 
trained  redcoats  that  were  hurled  against  them — from  that 
opening  volley  to  the  last  crack  of  the  last  30-30  Enfield 
rifle  sounding  the  day  in  the  Argonne  Forest  when  the  news 
of  the  Armistice  flashed  around  the  world,  American  men 
have  fought  for  the  ideals  of  Liberty  that  their  arms  were 
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swift  to  defend,  though  their  lips  may  have  found  them 
difficult  to  frame  in  speech. 

Glorious  the  heritage  and  the  banner  they  have  left  for  the 
children  of  America!  And  upon  this  heritage  men  have 
builded  the  mightiest  nation  in  the  world.  To  that  nation 
we  again  pledge  allegiance ! 

"Sail  on,  Sail  on,  0  Ship  of  State 
Sail  on  0  Union  strong  and  great. 
Humanity  with  all  its  fears 
With  all  its  hope  of  future  years 
Is  hanging  breathless  on  thy  fate."

The  fees  required  for 
permits  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
as  follows:  For  each  on-sale  permit,  except  permits  for  clubs, 
one  hundred  dollars  per  annum  which  sum  shall  accompany 
the  application  for  such  permit  plus  one  dollar  for  every 
barrel  of  beverages  containing  not  more  than  thirty-one  gal- 
lons or  the  equivalent  thereof  sold  by  the  permittee  and  to  be 
paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month  to  the  com- 
mission for  beverages  sold  by  the  permittee  during  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  month;  for  each  on-sale  permit  for  clubs, 
twenty-five  dollars  per  annum  which  sum  shall  accompany 
the  application  for  such  permit  plus  one  dollar  for  every  bar- 
rel of  beverages  containing  not  more  than  thirty-one  gallons 
or  the  equivalent  thereof  sold  by  the  permittee  and  to  be  paid 
on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month  to  the  commission 
for  beverages  sold  by  the  permittee  during  the  preceding 
calendar  month;  for  each  off-sale  permit  fifty  dollars  per 
annum  which  sum  shall  accompany  the  application  for  such 
permit  plus  one  dollar  for  every  barrel  of  beverages  contain- 
ing not  more  than  thirty-one  gallons  or  the  equivalent  thereof 
sold  by  the  permittee  and  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  tenth 
day  of  each  month  to  the  commission  for  beverages  sold  by  the 
permittee  during  the  preceding  calendar  month,  provided 
that  the  commission  may  in  its  discretion  remit  such  part 
of  said  annual  fee  as  it  shall  determine  to  permittees  oper- 
ating only  during  the  summer  season ;  for  each  manufacturer's 
permit  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  for  each  whole- 
saler's permit  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  for  each  so- 
licitor's permit  five  dollars  per  annum ;  for  each  vehicle  per- 
mit one  dollar  per  annum ;  for  each  carrier  permit  twenty-five 
dollars  per  annum  which  shall  cover  all  rolling  stock  and  ve- 
hicles of  such  permittee;  for  each  vessel  permit  twenty-five 
dollars  per  annum;  for  each  dining-car  permit  one  hundred 
dollars  per  annum  which  shall  be  issued  to  the  railroad  cor- 
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poration  and  for  each  special  permit  one  dollar.  The  re- 
quired permit  fee  shall  accompany  the  application  required 
by  this  act.  A  permit  issued  under  this  act  other  than  special 
permits  shall  expire  April  thirtieth  of  each  year  unless  sooner 
revoked  for  cause  by  the  commissioners.  Permits  shall  not 
be  transferred  except  with  the  consent  of  the  commissioners 
and  each  permit  (except  a  solicitor's  permit)  shall  designate 
the  place  of  business  for  which  it  is  issued. 

2.  Repaijment.  If  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  any 
permittee  has  paid  a  permit  fee  in  excess  of  the  amount  re- 
quired by  Section  1  hereof  said  permittee  shall  be  entitled, 
upon  application  within  thirty  days  but  not  afterwards,  to  a 
repayment  of  the  excess  paid  and  the  State  treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  repay  to  said  permittee  said  amount,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  commission,  from  the  income  received  from  the 
provisions  of  the  act  regulating  the  manufacture,  transporta- 
tion and  sale  of  certain  alcoholic  beverages.

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted 
to  adopt  the  amendments  offered  by  the  Committee  on  En- 
grossed Bills,  to  the  following  House  bills  and  joint  resolu- 
tion, in  the  adoption  of  which  amendments  the  Senate  asked 
the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives:

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  146,  Joint  resolution  in  favor 
of  Guy  S.  Neal  and  others. 

Amend  said  resolution  by  adding  after  the  figure 
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in  the  twenty-sixth  line  the  words  and  figures;  that  Robert  P. 
Bingham  be  allowed  the  sum  of  $1,268.85. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Morris  of  Lancaster  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  proposed  by  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

COMMITTEE  REPORT

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SENATE 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate  by  its  Clerk  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  had  voted  to  adopt  the  amendments 
offered  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to  the  follow- 
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ing  House  bill,  in  the  adoption  of  which  amendments  the  Sen- 
ate asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

House  Bill  No.  456,  An  act  making  appropriation  for  the 
expenses  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1935. 

Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  figure 
$5,000  in  the  line  numbered  104  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  figure,  $4,650. 

Further  amend  said  Section  1  by  striking  out  the  figure 
$62,154  in  the  line  numbered  109  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  figure,  $61,804. 

Further  amend  said  Section  1  by  striking  out  the  figure, 
$419,498  in  the  line  numbered  316  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  figure,  $410,498. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shaw  of  Chichester  the  House  concurred 
in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

RESOLUTION 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson  of  Manchester: 

Resolved,  That  the  Honorable  Senate  be  invited  to  meet 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  joint  convention  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  His  Excellency  the  Governor  who  has  a  mes- 
sage to  deliver. 

JOINT  CONVENTION 

The  Honorable  Senate  then  came  in  and  the  two  branches 
being  in  convention  His  Excellency  the  Governor  appeared 
and  delivered  the  following  message. 

governor's   MESSAGE 

We  come  to  the  close  of  the  longest  legislative  session,  I 
understand,  in  the  history  of  the  State.  There  have  been 
many  problems  which  have  been  presented  to  you.  We  have 
had  many  crises.  Much  has  been  accomplished,  in  my  judg- 
ment. 
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In  my  judgment,  we  met  the  bank  difficulties  with  con- 
structive measures.  We  have  passed  public  works  programs 
in  order  to  give  work  to  the  unemployed.  We  have  adopted 
laws  to  meet  the  relief  needs  of  New  Hampshire  and  we  have 
also  passed  social  and  economic  measures,  which  I  think  rank 
this  legislature  as  one  of  the  most  progressive  from  a  social 
and  industrial  standpoint  of  any  that  have  met  in  my  time. 
There  has  been  other  legislation  passed  that  has  been  impor- 
tant to  others  here  and  although  probably  none  of  us  has 
been  entirely  in  agreement  on  the  program  that  has  been 
adopted,  I  think  any  fair-minded  man  or  woman  would  agree 
that  this  legislature  has  made  a  very  definite  contribution  to 
the  laws  of  this  State. 

You  soon  adjourn  in  order  that  administration  can  catch 
up  with  the  legislation  that  you  have  passed.  There  is  still 
pending  before  you  a  matter  which  I  believe  is  of  grave  impor- 
tance and  of  serious  interest  to  the  State.  I  refer  to  House 
Bill  No.  458.  It  is  a  measure  designed  to  regulate  public 
utilities.  I  understand  that  a  Conference  Committee  of  the 
House  has  met  with  a  Conference  Committee  of  the  Senate 
and  I  feel  that  the  Committee  of  the  House  has  tried  to  fairly 
represent  the  opinions  of  the  House  and  that  the  Committee 
of  the  Senate  has  fairly  tried  to  represent  the  opinions  of  the 
Senate.  It  is  further  my  understanding  that  there  has  devel- 
oped in  these  conferences  a  difference  of  opinion.  It  is  only 
fair  to  the  constituents  that  hired  me  to  come  before  you  and 
at  least  state  my  views  in  regard  to  this  problem.  It  does  not 
require  thinking  back  over  the  years  to  recognize  that  the 
public  utilities  have  presented  a  problem  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States  that  has  involved  the  property  of  our  citizens. 
In  many  instances  the  utility  group  attempted  to  control 
government.  I  believe  that  was  true  in  New  Hampshire. 
We  know  it  was  true  in  Illinois.  We  have  only  to  go  across 
the  border  into  a  neighboring  state  to  realize  that  the  laissez 
faire  attitude  toward  these  combinations  permitted  them  to 
corrupt  the  banks  of  that  state,  permitted  them  to  control  the 
newspapers  of  that  state,  and  allowed  them  to  dig  deep  into 
the  welfare  of  the  citizenry  of  that  state.     The  same  group 
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that  operated  across  the  border,  attempted  to  work  their  will 
in  New  Hampshire.  There  were  a  group  of  men  here  who  be- 
lieved they  understood  that  problem  and  were  determined 
to  prevent  such  pillaging  within  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 
The  loss  to  the  public,  the  cost  of  the  betrayal  of  trust  of  those 
in  power  in  the  utility  field  has  caused  hundreds  of  millions  of 
loss  to  the  people  of  the  United  States.  There  is  probably  no 
more  disgraceful  chapter  that  has  been  written  across  our 
economic  pages  over  the  last  few  years  than  the  exploita- 
tion of  the  American  people  by  those  engaged  in  the  utility 
field  and  that  can  be  said  of  those  who  have  worked  close  at 
home  to  us  in  the  utility  field.  It  was  because  of  that  that 
some  of  us  recognized  that  we  needed  strong  men  on  the  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission  and  we  did  what  we  could  to  persuade 
such  men  to  accept  positions  on  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion. Then  we  did  what  we  could  to  persuade  the  legislature 
to  give  sufficient  power  and  authority  to  those  men  so  that 
the  Commission  might  protect  the  interests  of  New  Hamp- 
shire users  of  light  and  power.  And  also  we  have  asked  you 
if  you  would  aid  by  increasing  the  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission. In  an  effort  to  protect  purchasers  of  light  and  power 
in  this  field,  the  Public  Service  Commission  engaged  in  a 
suit  back  in  May  of  1930  which  is  still  being  dragged  through 
the  courts  at  the  expense  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  taxpay- 
ers and  rate-payers  of  the  State.  They  had  two  objectives 
in  that  suit;  one  was  to  protect  the  interests  of  New  Hamp- 
shire people  in  the  particular  case  involved;  and  the  other 
was  to  determine  once  and  for  all  and  finally  whether  we 
had  sufficient  legislation  to  permit  the  protection  of  the 
people;  and  we  found  from  our  court,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  that  certain  authorities 
were  lacking  in  order  to  permit  of  full  protection.  There- 
fore, the  Public  Service  Commission  wrote  out  a  bill  Mdiich 
they  presented  to  this  legislature.  Some  people  felt  that  it 
was  radical,  others  felt  that  there  were  features  in  it  that 
were  not  practicable.  Those  I  speak  of  who  accosted  me 
were  all  attorneys  representing  the  utility  corporations  and 
I  think  I  can  say  fairly  to  you  that  vou  ha-v'e  had  before  you 
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here  representing  the  utility  corporations  of  this  State  many, 
if  not  most,  of  the  ablest  lawyers  within  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  These  men  are  representing  their  clients  and  so 
I  think  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  case  of  the  utilities  has  been 
very  ably  presented,  nor  do  I  think  it  unfair  to  say  there 
has  been  a  continued  persistency  by  these  utility  attorneys 
which  has  been  obvious  to  all  of  us  here.  Now  this  bill  was, 
as  I  say,  drawn  up  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  as  a 
result  of  their  efforts  in  attempting  to  protect  us  and  those 
that  we  represent  in  handling  utilitj'  problems.  Certain  util- 
ity attorneys  asked  me  if  I  would  suggest  to  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission  to  sit  down  and  go  over  this  particular  meas- 
ure on  the  grounds  that  conference  often  develops  helpful 
information  and  permits  constructive  change.  I  said  that 
was  a  fair  proposition,  and  for  days  into  weeks,  these  utility 
attorneys  and  those  representing  the  State  did  confer  on  this 
measure,  and  I  believe  that  as  a  result  of  their  conferences 
the  measure  that  went  into  the  House  was  better,  more  in- 
telligently drawn  and  of  more  practical  value  than  the  meas- 
ure which  we  first  attempted  to  introduce.  The  House 
adopted  that  measure  and  it  went  over  from  the  House  into 
the  Senate  and  with  two  amendments,  I  think,  it  was  re- 
ported by  the  Committee  that  considered  it,  favorably;  at 
least  the  majority  of  that  Committee  favored  the  bill  with 
amendments  and  I  believe  that  that  measure  with  the  amend- 
ments implemented  the  Public  Service  Commission  suffi- 
ciently to  permit  protection  of  public  interest.  The  two 
present  members  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  are  en- 
tirely in  support  of  the  measure.  Senator  Brown,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  is  entirely  in  sup- 
port of  the  measure.  He  talked  to  me  about  it  the  day  that  he 
left  for  Washington  stating  that  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission should  be  given  the  authority  that  was  contained  in 
that  act  in  order  to  do  those  things  that  were  necessary  to 
protect  the  public  interests.  The  attorney-general's  office 
in  the  Associated  Gas  case  employed  Mr.  Wyman,  one  of  the 
ablest  attorneys  in  this  State  to  assist  the  Public  Service 
Commission  in  prosecuting  that  case ;  and  this  measure  also 
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has  his  unqualified  support.  I  tried  way  back  in  1921  to 
interest  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  possibilities  of 
the  water  power  situation  in  New  Hampshire.  Again  I 
argued  before  the  House  on  that  same  issue  in  1923.  In 
1925  I  made  certain  recommendations  to  the  legislature 
which  they  failed  to  carry  out;  and  which  I  believe  if  they 
had  been  willing  to  follow,  would  have  saved  thousands  of 
dollars  to  the  people  of  New  Hampshire.  When  I  went  out 
of  oflEice  in  1927,  I  made  the  following  statement: 

"The  public  as  investors  in  the  securities  of  public 
utility  holding  corporations  need  protection.  The  dif- 
ference between  the  holding  corporation  and  the  operat- 
ing company  is  very  great  and  not  clearly  appreciated. 
The  legislature  should  be  alert  to  the  danger  of  permit- 
ting the  New  Hampshire  public  to  buy  securities  in  pub- 
lic utility  holding  corporations  which  are  outside  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  and  over 
which  security  issues  the  Public  Service  Commission  has 
no  jurisdiction,  even  though  the  interest  on  these  securi- 
ties may  be  derived  from  New  Hampshire  public  utility 
operating  companies.  This  might  well  result  in  promo- 
ters having  taken  their  profit  and  gone  from  the  State, 
leaving  New  Hampshire  investors  with  watered  stock 
in  an  outside  holding  company  the  interest  on  which  was 
paid  from  local  operating  companies  and  maintained 
only  by  charging  unwarranted  rates  for  light  and  power. 
We  cannot  tolerate  any  policy  that  will  leave  the  New 
Hampshire  investor  pitted  against  the  New  Hampshire 
user  of  light  and  power  with  the  third  party  in  fact  the 
guilty  profiteer." 

Then  I  went  on  to  explain  the  methods  and  tactics  that  were 
used  to  deceive  the  public  in  the  sale  of  these  securities  and 
we  know  that  here  in  New  Hampshire  approximately  twenty 
million  dollars  was  lost  in  a  combination  of  holding  com- 
panies selling  securities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  by 
the  people. 
The  New  Hampshire  public  has  no  specially  trained  at- 
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torneys  lobbying  for  their  interest  on  this  measure,  or  any 
other;  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  no  private  interest 
in  this  measure.  It  has  only  the  public  good  at  heart;  they 
get  neither  less  nor  more  money  if  you  adopt  this  measure, 
they  simply  have  more  responsibility  and  more  work.  I 
believe  that  we  would  be  derelict  in  duty  if  we  adjourned 
this  session  with  all  the  history  that  has  been  brought  before 
us  in  the  last  two  or  three  years  in  regard  to  utility  questions, 
and  failed  to  give  sufficient  power  to  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  this  State  to  regulate  the  public  utility  companies 
within  this  State.  I  asked  one  of  the  Commissioners  last 
night  whether  or  not  they  had  authority  under  the  bill  as 
passed  by  the  Senate  to  do  the  things  necessary  to  do  in  order 
to  protect  New  Hampshire  interests  and  he  said:  "We  have 
about  as  much  right  as  giving  a  man  an  order  to  go  to  Boston 
with  gasoline  enough  to  reach  Suncook."  Now  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  there  is  any  member  of  the  House  or  Senate  that 
wants  to  carry  out  that  kind  of  a  program,  and  I  believe  that 
we  could  reconsider,  if  we  would  face  this  program  in  the 
light  of  the  facts  we  know.  The  only  reason  I  am  here  at 
all  is  because  I  found  there  was  an  effort  made  to  control  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  this  State.  I  want  to  retire  to 
be  a  private  citizen,  but  I  want  to  tell  friends  and  foes  alike 
that  if  anybody  attempts  to  get  this  State  back  in  the  hands 
of  the  utility  corporations,  or  any  other  private  group,  I  will 
stay  in  politics  until  the  day  I  die.  There  are  two  questions 
that  come  under  this  measure ;  one  of  them  is  to  continue  to 
include  authority  to  allow  the  Public  Service  Commission  to 
require  the  utilities  corporations  to  comply  with  the  law ;  and 
the  other  thing  is  also  important,  and  is  to  give  authority  to 
the  Public  Service  Commission  to  disapprove  affiliate  con- 
tracts which  exceed  cost  plus  reasonable  profits.  It  is  just 
a  twist  of  a  word,  a  turn  of  a  sentence,  that  makes  the  dif- 
ference between  the  practical  authority  granted  to  enforce 
laws  and  the  simple  invitation  for  continued  long  drawn 
out  suits-at-law.  That  is  an  expensive  way  to  gain  our 
rights,  and,  I  believe,  my  friends,  a  mistaken  way  to  plan  to 
gain  them,     I  hope  that  we  may  consider  these  things  in  the 
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light  of  the  experience  we  have  had  and  in  the  high  hope  that 
what  we  do  here  may  truly  benefit  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire.    I  ask  the  Senate  to  reconsider  its  course. 

For  all  you  have  already  done,  for  your  courtesies,  regard- 
less of  party,  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  very  deeply  grateful. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Heald  of  District  No.  12,  the  con- 
vention rose.

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate  by  its  Clerk  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  had  voted  to  concur  with  the  House 
of  Representatives  in  its  amendments  to  the  following  joint 
resolution : 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  14,  Joint  resolution  for  im- 
provements at  the  State  house. 

The  message  further  announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted 
to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  on  House 
Bill  No.  458,  An  act  to  enlarge  the  authority,  powers  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Service  Commission. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted  to 
adopt  the  amendments  offered  by  the  Committee  on  En- 
grossed Bills,  to  the  following  House  bills,  in  the  adoption  of 
which  amendments  the  Senate  asked  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Representatives : 

House  Bill  No.  467,  An  act  relating  to  penalty  for  kidnap- 
ping. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  Section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following : 

2.  Change  of  Penalty.  Amend  Section  20  of  said  Chap- 
ter 392  by  striking  out  the  word  "thirty"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word,  forty,  and  by  striking  out  the  word 
"five"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word,  fifteen,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  20. 
Minor.  Every  person  who  shall  abduct,  take,  carry  away  or 
conceal  any  minor  child  with  the  intent  thereby  to  exact  from 
any  person  a  reward  for  its  discovery  or  return,  shall  be  im- 
prisoned not  more  than  forty  nor  less  than  fifteen  years. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Callahan  of  Keene  the  House  concurred 
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in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  projiosed  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

House  Bill  No.  463,  An  act  regarding  compensation  of 
comity  commissioners. 

Amend  Section  1  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the  word 
"dollars"  in  the  sixth  line  the  following;  and  by  striking  out 
all  of  said  section  after  the  words  "upon  order  of  the"  in  the 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth  lines  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words,  upon  order  of  the  county  auditors. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Caveney  of  Northfield  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  proposed  by  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

The  House  was  at  ease. 

The  House  came  to  order.
